T H'5 .Alcoran fays, the higheft dignity man 
can attain to, is that of making war in 
perfon againft the enemys of his religion. Ma- 
homet advifeth the fame thing, according to 
the tradition of the mufliilman dodors : where- 


fore the great Timur always ftrt.ve to exter- 
minate the infidels, as much to acquire that 
gloryf as to fignalize himfelf by the greatnefs 
'“Of'his* conquefts. 

*, For which reafon in the year of the Leopard, 
that is, in the month of Regeb of the year 800 
of the Hegira, having left Mirza Omar fon of 
Mirza Miran Chah to govern the city of Samar- 
cand, he took the road to India,, having many 
kings of Afij for his attendence, ^wfjo were 
come ^9 bs>jr9urt as jo an afylum, :'tn, render 
i^-vetr femces ro this conqueror. 

He had in his army foldiers and even officers 
of all njRibhs; but all the chiefs, •«nd g^ atelf 
part of the companys who w’ere in poMs of con- 
Jequ^ice, wer/l''artars ; and he had alfo a great 
irfey 'Of Kech. 

Timu'i being arriv’d at Termed, there order’d 
to be made a bridge of boats over thfi Oxus,

W HILST Timur was encamp’d atEnderabc, 
the inhabitants came to cafl: themfeivcs 
at his feety to complain of the infults and trou- 
bles they receiv’d from the idolaters of Ketiier *, 
and from the Siapouches ^ : they reprefented to 
him that there were a great number oLMuf- 
fulmans, from whom the infidels exa^ed* evtrjr 
year cxceffive fums of money, under the name 
of tribute and Garage ; which if they fail’d to' 
pay pundually, they kill’d their men, and made 
their w omen and children flaves. 

The emperor, touch’d with their complaints, 
and exAted by zeal for the religion of which 
he was^pVotedor and d^ender, jDajxh’d^itnme- 
dfatcly againft thefe tyr^ts ; de cWrfe three 
foldiers out of every ten, and left the Mirza 
CJhaa^ tp^ command the reft of the-'.''rmy and 
the baggege at Gounandiftour *, where they 
ordinarily pafs’d the fummer. T\mur decamp’d 
twice a day, and march’d with ran 
gence, he made two days journy^ in one-

tc^belT rebuib.- Many Emirs and foldiers left 
feme of the^horfes at Caouc, and afeended em 
foot the mountain of Ketuer, where tho the 
fun was in jGemini, the fnow lay in fo great 
abundance, that the feet of moft part of the 
horfes, w'hich the lords wou’d have carry’d 
up, fail’d ’em ; yet Ibme of ’em w'ere fpur’d 
on fo much during the night and the froft, 
that they were conftrain’d to get up : but day 
being come, and the fnow turn’d into ice, they 
kept thefe horfes under felts till evening, when 
j:hey ^ntinu’d to afeend the mountain, fo that 
,at length they arriv’d at the top, and then fent 
^or the reft of the horfes. And as the infidels 
dwelt in narrow paffages and precipices, and 
there was no road to get to them, bclidcs what 
was cover d with fnow ; fome of the Enairs and 
foldiers defeended by cords, while others lying 
on the fnow, Klid down to the bottoin. They 
mad^a’Tort of haft for ‘Timur, to wMch they 
falten’d rings, that they migh^ tie cords to it 
of one hundred and fifty cubits 'in 'lengtlT; he 
fat upon it, while many perfons let him down 
from <he top t^ the bottom of the mountain, 
as.bwry4$. the cords wou*d reach. Others dug 
with pickaxes in the ftiow a place where he 
might ftand firm. They who were od the top

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BookIV»JjaVi‘ng gently defcended, they let down Tiin^' 
again in the machine. The place alfo was marlTa 
out where he fliou’d ftay nexr ;• and fo on till the 
fifth time, when he arriv’d at the foot of the 
mountain. Then tills monarch tpok iftaff in.fiis . 
hand to reft oo, and walk’a^n foot 2 great ^ 
way. Thefe fatigues did not deter, himj Ibe- 
eaufe of his confidence in the merirt of the Gli- 
zie, which alw'ays increas’d his ardent zeal for 
the moft difficult enterprizes. Thofe who work 
for God may reft affur’d of fuccefs. They alfo 
let down fome of the emperor’s horfes, girding 
’em about the belly and neck, with great pre- 
caution ; but moft of ’em thro the fault of the 
guides fell headlong down, fo that there re- 
main’d but tw'o fit for fervice. Then 'f’imur 
took horfc, and all the army follow’d on foot. 

The infidels of this country are ftron^ 
and as large as the giants of the people of Aad ' ' 

they go all naked ; their kings are nam’d Od»* • 
and Odachouh : they have a particular Ian- . 
guage *, which is neither Perfian, nor Turkifli, 
nor Ir^iiian ,•» and know no other than this ; 
and if it was not for the inhabitants of the 
neighbouring places, who are fiJund there by 
chance, and having learnt theit'languagd, ferve 
fisr interpreters, no one w'ould be able to undeF- 
ftanef ’em. * ^ 

I'hcfif infidels w'cre in a citadel, at the foot 
of whofe walls pafles a great ri^r ; and q#i the 
other fide of this river there was a {liglv^JWmc 
tain. As they had learnt the approach of Ti- 
mur W'enty four hours before his arrival, they 
abandon’d this poft, crofs’d the river, and car-

their ef&^ftsjco the top of this mountain,’€hap. 3. 
imagining it inacceflible, efpecially with the in- Ui^VVi 
trenchments they 'had made there. 

When the army after lor\g fatigues arriv’d 
*'it the citadel, ^hey found nothing there but 
Tome (beep the en^my had left, Which they made 
thehir^Ives mafters 01 : then having fet hre to tlie 
houfes, they iriimediately crofs’d the river. The 
■ emperor order’d ’em to afeend tl\e mountain by 
many narrow paflages j which our foldicrs did, 
and at the fame time return’d thanks to God. 

Cheik Arllan, at the head of the vanguard of 
of the left w’ing attack’d the foremoll of the 
enemys, and made himfelf mailer of a rifihg 
ground. They w'erc alfo attack’d by Ali Sultan 
Tavachi, who came down into the place where 
they w^re encamp’d. A colonel nam’d Charac- 
lic ngnaliz’d himfelf by many great adions ; 

„ ^nd fourteen of our braveft foldicrs fell from 
the top of the mountain to the bottom, and 
W'ere kill’d* Mobacher alfo behav’d himfelf gal- 
lantly. Mcngheli Coja advanc’d at the head of 
his company, and gaip’d the top'df the»moun- 
tain. Sevindgic Behi^er did all that cou’d be 
esfpeded from the gri^eft valor. Cheik Ali 
Saliberi advanc’^ aS mr as the ridge of the 
mountain with a^ljis %Idiers ; he attack’d the. 
enemy, and got pojBelfion of their poft. Mouf- 
fa Recmal and jhe £mir Hudein Courtchi bc- 
Ijav’d* themfelves with the iitmoft refolution ; 
and'c^t^l'ength all the Emirs of the Hezaresand 
Couchons attack’d the infidels on all fides in the 
moil dangerous places. The enemy defended 
themfelves vigorouHy, notwithftanding the great 
daughter of their men. The fight, lalled three 





ni'gbts wich uiihieard>of obfiiio^y : but atleng^ 
Vy^ thefe uofortuoate men boding themfelves no 

refiftancc, beg*d quarter 
Ae men of with tears in their eyes. Timur fent to 'em Ac ^ 
Vftiia. Sultan Kecbi, with ‘order to^itell them thit if 
* they wouM c6me to him wi^h fubmiilion and 
obedience, abandon their errors, |ll3d tak6 lijp a 
refoluticn to acknowledg bo^onf^God, and em- 
brace the maijometan religion with- fincerity, 
he wou’d not only give 'em their lives and ef- 
fefis, but alfo leave ’em to enjoy their princi- 
pality as before. They had no fooner learnt 
this from an interpreter, than the. fourth day 
they came to caft themfelves at the feet of the 
emperor, conduded by Ac Sultan Kechi : they 
abjur’d their idolatry, and embrac'd the maho- 
netan i-eligion, promifing to fubmitenwely to 
the emperor, and obey all his commanos. ‘ Ti- < 
inur, according to his wonted generoljty, gav^ ,, 
them clothes, and fent them away, after having 
encourag’d ’em by the moft affedionate ^eeches. 
Tteafonol Night being come, thefe wretches, whofe 
the men of hcatts^were' ihore black than their garments, fell 
Kctiier. ^p^jj regiment of Chamelic<» and vox. all the 
foldieS'S of it to the fvitord, except a few, who, 
tho wounded and lame, efcad^d their bafidsr 
Thelf , jis foon as this treafon was difcqver’d, our 
merf flew *near one hundred and fifty of ’em- 
All th^ array got up thp mountain, and 
following the precept of Mahomet, whq‘prde/s 
the women to be {par’d, they put to the” fword 
all the old. and young men of thele infidels, and 
carry 'd away their women and children. At 
length they built towers on the top of the 
mountain and thp end of the bridge, witb tte 
^cads of thefe traitors, who had never bow^ , 
their head to adore the true God. .I'jpnf or- 
der’d to be engrav’d f pon marble die\ hiftory

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of this afltion*Which ha^nM irf the month, of Chap^ 4. 
]^%ma4aa in the year of the Hegira 800 ,• and hie 
added the particniar EpMha which this peo>‘'“'*^*’** 
pie us*d, that their pofterity might have lome 
knowlodg of the famous valor of the evcr-vido- 
rjog; Timur. This pillar-fo i^fcrib’d gave the 
greater pleafurc t^ Timur, in that thcle people 
had never been co«}quer*d by any prince in the 
world, hot evey by Alexander the great. 


. CHAP. IV. 

Timur fends Mehemed Azud to gdn intelU^ 
gence of Mirzu Koufiem und Burhan AgUn. 
His return to Kjituer, 

A -S there came no news of Mima Roaf- 
„ tern and Burhan Agien , who were 
gone againil the Siaponches, the emperor or- 
der’d the inhabitants of Ketuer to furniOi 
him with guides ; and he fent Mehemed Azad 
and Doletchah, who had been rais’d to pre- 
ferments in bis court. Pour or five Emfrs ac- 
company’d ’em, with four hundred Turks * and 
three hundred Tadgics commanded by Mehe- 
med Azad, who had orders to get information of 
Mirza Rouftem and Burhan Agien. Mehemed 
after his departure, accopding to Timur’r order, 
weht by llraic and diffieulc pofiages with ex- 
treme fatigue, high mountains coret^ with 
fnow, which he afterwards (lid down, having

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Book IV. Rrongly fatten’d his buckler to ‘ his /boulders* 
He then march’d to the fortref^ of the Siapeu' 
rhes, where he cou’d not meet a /ingle per- 
fon, or hear one word ; but he found the tracks 
of rlie feet of fgvpral men, who were ^one to 
the other fide of the mom|tftin. , Thefe '^ero 
the foottteps' of the Siapout/hes, who having 
advice of the march of Mirza Routttm and 
Burhan Aglen, were gone out o^'-their fortreffes, 
and retir’d to the raountaina, where they lay in 
ambufeade in a very narrow pafiage. Some 
pafs’d by ’em, and others without precaution got 
off their horfes, which they let go loofe : then the 
Siapouches, laying hold of the opportunity, 
came out of their ambufeade, and fell fuddenly 
upon them. Burhan Aglen, thro his great cow- 
ardice, or rather by an unheard-of treafon, flung 
off his coat of mail, and fled without fighting, 
which caus’d the defeat of his troops. •’’V^ien a ' 
general turns his back, we may fay he is the 
murderer of his foldiers. The infidels feeing 
the Muflulmans fly, became more daring; and* 
purfuing our men clofe, flew many of ’em w'ith 
their axes .and W'^ar-clubs, and among tlie reft 
Cheik Huffein Courtchi, Doletchah Gebegi, 
and (A.dina captain oC the horfe, who, after a 
vigorous defence, wire deft^'oy’d arilong the 

Affairs were in this miferable ftate, when 
MehcKied Azad obferving the prints of the feet 
of the Siapouches, arriv’d in the paffage where 
this tragedy happen’d : he met ’em at th^r re- 
turn, attack’d ’em with the greateft bravery, 
aftf r a (harp fight utterly defeated ’em, and re- 
took from ’em the bucklers, arms and horfes of 
our Muflulmans. He then went to rejoin Bur- 
han Aglen ^ith the horfe which had fled ; add 

evet^' 
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every one kno^ng his own buckfers, arms and Chap. 4. 
wee'e reftor’d. 

. Azad ^hen told Borhan Aglen that 
he mtfftftay in that place all night; but this 
cowarii v^ould not do it he ^got up to the top 
’of ‘the fountain, y(']jither*he v^s follow’d by his 
troops, «o the great regret of Mehemed Azad ; 
for when a>comtiftnder proves a traitor or a 
coward, his am!||? never fails of being conquer’d. 

This aftipn of Burhan was very infamous ; and 
(ince thp • reign of Genghiz Can there has not 
been one •prince of the race of Cayat *, who 
has committed the like. Burhan had formerly 
done the fame in the w'^ar of the Uzbccs, and 
receiv’d pardon by the fingular goodnefs of Ti- 
mur, who continu’d to honor him as before, 
and had even fent him on this expedition, in 
hopes Jjjjf would repair his fault, and recover his 
credk* which in this lafl. affair he entirely dc- 
flrby’d. 

■* ” After the conqueft of Kctner, and defeat of 
• the idolaters, Timur fent Gelalcliffam and AU 
Siftani with troops to feek an cafy paflage from ’ ‘ 
the mountains, and to clear the waiys : and he 
order’d them to ruin whatfoever they nfet be- 
longing to thcTinfidels. 

^hgfe two Emirs havnig found a paflage to 
their mines, open’d a way in the fnow ; and 
then Timur crofs’d the mountains, and went* 
down to Caouc % where he left a ftrong ga- 
rifon.* At this place he join’d the Emirs and 
foldiers, who for eighteen hours had conftancly

When fiurhan Agien and Menemed Azad had 
join’d the impcriai ftandard vith their troops, 
Timur wou’d not admit the firft into his pre- 
fence, becaide >f/ithout making apy dejSbnce' h&' 
had Hed from die infidels : treated him with 

fcom as he met him by chance ; .and tO' fhew 
his infai^, cited a paflage ^ the Alcoran, 
which allures us. That tw«nt}rzeaIous Mufful- 
mans are able to conquer two hundred infidels, 
provided they trufl in God : and yef Burhan 
(faid the emperor.) at the head of ten thoufand 
men ded from a handful of infidels, and put the 
MulTulmans in danger of being torn in pieces. 
Then Timur declar’d him criminal, and as a 
mark of difgrace banifh’d him the court, 
Mehemed Azad having fought on foot at the 
head of four hundred men only, and flbqd his ^ 
grqo^ftgainft the fame men, tho puff’d up with 
having alfb put a great num- 
Ber of ’em'TO'tlM fword, recovering from ’em. 
^ the horfes they had got from us ; Timur 
neap’d on him honors and riches, diftinguilhiog 
him by dreat proles, and giving him the com- 
mand or a regiment to reward valor. The 
emperor -diftributed alTo largylTes among tbofe 
who had giy^fharks of their courage in lb dkn- 
‘ger^s ani^^ition.

(bn Minta Chaiioc, heir appareor to the 
cro^vn, CO retutatoilerac, cap^al of CoralTana, 
of v'bich he was governor. When he took leave 
of this ptincc, he gave him his advice, and us^d 
many expreflions which fhew’da hitherjy teo(^o 
nefs and afte&ion ; and after having embrfc’d 
him, and recommended him to the divine ^o» 
teftion, he difmifs*d him. Timur decamp'd at 
the fame time, and mardiM towards Cabul : be 
took the road to Tulle afcended the moantain 
of HonooU'Kech, pars'd by Peodgehir% com- 
nipnly call'd Pendgif, and went to encamp in a 
Meadow of the country of Baran, about live 
•leagues ftom Cabul. And as the .delign of this 
conqueror was chiefly to dij^nfe jufticc to the 
petmle, and to render the cbitt^Siand towns 
flouriihin^, he gave orders for^canal to be' dug, 
which mlji^t join the river which'pafles thro 
thqfe jitdirters. He divided the land 'between « 

the captains and foldiers, and in } Ihort time , 
there was a great canal made live leagues Icog, 
which is yet call’d the canal of Mahighir : at

T imur being encamp’d in the plain of 
Dourin there arriv’d an ambaflador 
from Timur Cotluc Aglen a prince of Capchac, 
and . another from Emir Aiaecou, a prince of 
Capchac, as alfo a third of Gete from Refer 
Coja Aglen I who were prefented bwore the 
throne by the Emirs and Nevians. After they 
had Iiifs’d the ground and perform’d other ufifil 
ceremonys, they began their harangue, wiihing 
all . profperity to Timur, and highly extolling 
him: then thg^deciar’d the fubjeA of their

The day for prefentiag petitions being ap- 
pointed, the Emirs or generals, and the Nevi- 
ans or foreign pimces, prefaced *£mir Chdik 
N!oureddin before the imperial throne. This 
prince 'knelt down, and thft whole da/ was 
fpent in calling Over before the emperor all his 
prefents, than which bone ''ever were feen fo 
magnificent, nop even in the reign of the great 
Fendon % or of Corzu Periiiae 
prince Taizi Aglen, the smbafTadors of Cap-^

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that conqueroro ' At Timur’s arrival at this Chtp.io. 
place, the Rayas, « and the principal inhabitants lyvrv 
o£ the mountain of Coundgioud *, came t(> 
make their fubrniilioBS to him : they offer’d him 
prefents, promis’d to remit t;Q him confidcrable 
fum£, ana fervee hipf on afl oedi^ons. 

Some, months beTbre, Rou{le*i4 Tagi Bougai 
Berlas *had been feht; with an army towards 
Moultan ,* and having ftopt Tome days at Couhd- 
gioud, thefe fantc Rayas did him feveral im- 
portant fervices, furnim’d him with provifions, 
and evcn*mony to pa'y his foldiers. Timur 
was highly pleas’d \j’ith ’dm upon tliefe ac- 
counts, and refolv’d they fliou’d enjoy the fruits 
of his clemency : he prohibited every one from 
infulting ’em, and order’d they fhpu’d be treat- 
ed with humanity and affedddli.

Cheha- 
beddin at the head of ten thoufand n)en came 
by thp windings of the river to attack our ar- 
my in the rear during night, and fought with 
great courage and br^yjjsry. Tne Emjr Cheik 
Noureddin, a man Pf good tondud, rfcceiv^ 
^the enemy with the greateft intrepidity; and 
aftev feveral attacks entirely defeated ’em, con- 
ilraining fomc to leap into the wateV,* where 
they were droWn^, and killing the reft. !Klan^- 
four and Dourege Tehoura, oiHcers of the era- 
perer, perform’d many noble aftions, and re- 
ceiv’d feveral wounds. 

Timur came w ith diligence to this place, and 
encamp’d near the ide.

The* Emir 0 ieik*Noureddin had orders to 
purfue him along, the bjmks of the river : he flew ' 
a great number df thefe Inoians with arrows; 

When he ' lenim’d, the emperor rewarded thofe 
who had .behav’d themTelves gallant^ on this 
occaflon, and were wpunded} giving^'em vefls, 
and other things. Chehabeddias boats arriving 
near the frontiers of Moultan, the troops of 
Mirza Pir Mehemed and Mirza Charoc, com- 
manded by Solyman Chah, who had been fent 
out as fcputs, hinder’d their paflage, and feiz- 
; ing the /boats on the river, cut ’em to pieces. 
Chjebabeddin caft his wife and children into the 
river, and half-dead gain’d the bank. As many 
<»f this prince’s fubjeSs were retir’d into the 
woods, Timur order’d Chamelik to enter ’em, 
and if poflble to exterminate all who were fled 
there for refuge.

After the /uccefs againft Chelubcddin,* the 
army march’d five or lix days on the banks of 
the Jamad ; and on the twenty-fourth of Mu- oAob. a-’, 
harrem it encamp’d on the borders of the Ge- * ■’ 
nave *, at a fortrefs over-againft which the Ja- 
mad and the Genave join in one ftream, -where

T imur pars’d this great river * with all 
bis army, and oicamp’d on the g^r fide : 
the next day having entirely left the Ifridge to 
give free pafiage to the baggage and the reft, of 
the army, he went to encamp over-againft the 
town of Toulonba, on the bank of the river^ 
^Gowonh. thirty-five miles * from Moultan. The princes 
and Rayas, accompany’d by the Cheriffs and 
do^rs, immediately came out of the place to 
caft themfelves at Timur’s feet ; they kifs’d the 
ground on which he flood, and were Widfqmly 
treated by jiim. 

oftob.aS. « The fame day Timur pafs’d the river of Tou- 
lonba, and the twenty-ninth of Muharrem 
ftaid on the ocher bank, till all the artny was 
Oftob.39. crofs’d over. The firil of Sefer he encamp’d in 
the ne^hboring plains of Toulonba.

Tbe'mmiftfcrjj tax’d this town at two milliofts Chap.n. 
of crowns for the fafety of their eflfeSs and 
lives. The Cherifts, becaufe of the noblenefs 
'-of their race, a^d the doftors for their learning 
and virtue, were exempted from ^his tax. They 
had 'even prefeAts m]^de ’em of veils and other 
things,* becaufe Tipur was flatcarally refpeClful 
to men of their charader. 

Some part of this tjx was foon paid ; but the * 
inhabitants makilig :l difficulty of paying tfie 
reft, the troops, who. .W'ere in great want of 
provifions, had orders to carry away all the 
grain they cou’d finch During the night the 
loldiers, under pretence of making a fearcb, 
march’d towards the town, which they fack’d 
and pillag’d, burning all the houfes, and even 
making tnr inhabitants Haves ; the Cheriffs and 
dodors fc|pi|rtg the only perfdns exempt from this 
• misfortiu^e, 

Tiwur had advice that a fithnber of Rayas 
and little' princes in the neighbourhood (rf-Too- 
“'>oiiba, who had before fubmitted to the Mintc 
Pir Mehemcd, had now revested ; wheredpon 
hefentthe Emir Chamelik,' and the Cbeik'l^e- 
hemed Aicoul'riiur, with their r6^iments, to ra- 
vage the country df thefe-^tyas, with ordtfri| to 
punilh ’c^feVerely^for an exaUiple to* Others. 

The’ Emirs immediately de^aiteo, gnd ent^’d , 
the forefts whither the enemy was retir’d. 

They kill’d two thoufaod jbdians, who beiaame 
a prey ro tlie wild beafts and birds ; and carry- 
ing«away their children prifoners, they return’d 
to the court, laden with the fpoils of the rebels* 

The eighth of Safer, I’imur departed from Nor. 5.’ 
Toulonba,and next day encamp’d on the borders 
<jf a deep lake, fituate on the bank of thcr Biah 
wthin fight of the town of Chanavaz.

T I M U Rjluving advice that Nufret,brother 
of the Cheik Coaken^ ha*d furrounded this 
deep and large lake vritha wall, behind which he 
had retirM with two thouiiind men, immediately 
took horfcf and leaving the baggage, tvent to 
encamp with his army on- the borders of tliis 
lake. He rang’d his foldiers in order of battel, 
and gave the command of the right wing to 
the Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Allahdad, the 
two greateft men of their time. The left wing' 
was given to the Emirs Chamelik an^ Cheik 
Mehemed Aicoutmur. The main body was 
commanded by Ali Sultan Tavaefai, with the 
infantry of Corafliina. And being all in ordetic* 
they prepar’d to give a vigorous affault. Nuf- 
ret at the head of a thoufand Indians polled 
himlelf on the borders of the lake in view of 
our men. Ali Sultan immediately attack’d him 
with’ his infantry; ^nd thQ the ma^^ies and 
flpugh? were very difadvantageoiis to our nfen, 
jet they gave marks of their invincible cou- 
rage.,* Ali Sultan was wounded ui the light, 
as well as feveral others of our captains : but 
the Etqirs Cheik Noureddin and Allahdad, ^n* 
tering into the bogs, cut all the enemys to 
^ pieces, and fixing their heads on their lances, 

* laid ’em at Timor’s feet. It’s uncertain what 
became of Nufret, whether he fled into the de- 
farr, or was flain. The foldiers fet fire to tbd 
houfes of thefc rebels, pillag’d their good^j^d 
brought aw'ay a great number orcattd. ** *

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The tenth of Sefer the army pafs’d this great Chap. r 3. 
lake, and the low* lands, which were full 
bogs and marlhes, .uotwithftanding the extreme ’ 
difficulty of the waysj andw’ent to encamp at 
Chanavaa, a*great and popiifous town. Here 
they /ound feveVal granarys ^ull of corn, of 
which the foldicrl took as much as they had 
occafion for. , 

.Shortly aftepthe«Erairs bad orders to depart. 

They crofs’d the river of Biah, in piirfuit of 
forac foldiers of Niifret wHo had lied. They 
overtook ’em, and .having cut ’em in pieces, 
brought away a great booty. Timur /iaid two 
days at Chanavaz, and fet fire to the granarys 
V liich were left, in order to reduce the infidels 
to extremity ; and on the 13th of Sefer he de- Nov. 10. 

■ camp’d, and went down to the banks of the 
river iSih oyer againft the town of Dgcndcian, 
to which place the baggage and main body of 
the army was come. Here he made all his troops 
t pafs the river. The fame day Herimulc, a 
faithful domehic of prince K^haroc, came from 
Herat : he acquainted the emperdr v?ith this 
prince’s good ftate of health, which very^uch 
pleas’d him, and excited him to read the A1-.

vi&uals, that they were conftratn’d to. eat un- 
cleanly things, and even dead bodys : and Sa* 
renk the governor being aa length oblig’d to 
fly, the town was taken by our prince, who 
immediately feni ‘advice of it toi the emperor. 
In the mean w^ile there hapjpen’d an * inunda- 
tion, which caus’d a mortality among our horfes, 
and oblig’d us to carry 'the lick .horns into the 
town, and there Ihut ’em uj)* *• 

Upon this accident the Rayas of thefe coiin- 
trys revolted, tho* they hid before fubmitted* 
They declar’d war againll , us by afts of hofti- 
lity, maflacring the governors who had been 
fet over ’em. And as our men had no horfes, 
thefe inii^ent people advanc’d during night to 
the gates of the town,which extremely diSurb’d 
our Miraa : but at length the enemy, on ad- 
vice of Timur’s approach, flung aW^' their 
weapons, and fled* 

The Mirza being deliver’d from this trou* 
Hot. ji* ble, came out of Moultan the fourteenth of. 
Sefer, and march’d to the imperial camp, on 
the banks 9f the Biah ; where he had the honor 
to k!ifs the emperor’s feet, who tenderly em- 
•brac’d him, and gave him a handfom reception. 

JilUeid ^arouldai,*his brother Bay<|tid, and 
Mehemed Dervich Taicani,* who in the wars 
' of^Carezem* had fled from the Emir Gehancha, 
and vjith great difficulty were got, into India,

having hear(l\iiat the Mirza Pir Mehemed had ^p.19, 
made himfelf mafter of Motritao, came from 
the very furtheft parts of India to imptore his 
protedioo. The Mirza carry'^ ’em to the em- 
peror, and procur’d ’em Che h6nor to falute him, 
begging pardon foY ’em. Tim^ granted their 
lives, but not their libertys, ^fbre they had 
been baftinado’d according to the laws of Gen- * 
ghiz Can. The fiFteifith of Sefer, Timur crofs’d Nov. is. 
the Biah, and went to encamp at Dgendgian, 
forty miles diftant 'from Moultan. fatj nree 
days the foldiers paf^d this river, fome l^ttks, 
and others by fwimming, notwithftandi^ its 
rapidity, without any damage. 

Timur ftaid four days at Dgendgian ; and 
the eighteenth of Sefer, the prince Pir Mehe- Nov. 15. 

' med m^ a fumptuous banquet, and offer’d his 
rich prmehts, which conhfted of crowns of gold, 
belts or golH, Arabian hotfes with gold laddies, 
jwels of great price, fruffe, curious vedels, 

• bafons and pots of gold and filver ; of which 
there was fo great a number, that the fecret&rys 
and comptrollers of the Divan employ’d two 
days in regiftring ’em. Timqr diftributed^hefe 
prefents among <he Emirs, Vifiers and o/Scers 
of bis Q^rt, according to their deferC 5 :*and 
as the Mirza’s foldiers had loft their hprfes in 
this campain, and fome were oblig’d to ride 
on ojcen, and others to go on foot, he gave 
thirty ^houfand horfes amoi^ ’em. Then Ti- 
mur departed for Schoual ’ ; on the twenty lirft i^ov. 18, 
of Sefer he encamp’d a; Afooan’, where he 
ftaid one day, and at length went to Gehaonl

BookIV. "f’he inhabitants of Dipalpour J^^had formerly 
fiibmitted to , the Mirza Pit hSehemed, v'ho 
plac’d over ’em a governor n;im’d Mefl'afer Ca- 
bnli, with a thouund men ; but there being a 
mortality among*tfce horfes of the, Mirza, which 
ronfcqucntly diminifh’d his troops, thefe men 
join'd with the Goulam * guards of Sultan 'Firouz 
Chah, and flew Mefl'afer with the tboufand men 
he commanded. On the report of Timur’s ap- 
proach, thefe rebels, thinking to efcape the esn- 
peror’s fury, retir’d with-lhcir efledts into the 
fortrefs of jjatnir. Timur, at hisatrii'al at Ge- 
houal.lefc the Emir Chahmelik and Dolct Timur 
Tavachi, with the baggage and main-body of 
the army, which he order’d ’em to conduct by 
the way of Dipalpour, and to join him at Sa- 
manc, a town near Deli. T'hcn he departed 
with ten thoufand hoi fc, and got to •Avljoudan 
Nov. 21. on the twenty fourth of Stfer; the ‘inhLbitants 
of which town having been drawn from thc^r 
obedience to the nephew of tlic Cheik Noured- , 
reddin, by the Cheiks Munaver and Sad, had 
fhamefally abandon’d their country : for thefe 
Cheihs aftfer having fcduc’d ’em, took ’em 
into their pay, andcarry’d ’cm.toatown call’d 
Batnir, except forac ftw who fled to Deli w ith 
the Cheik Munaver. ^ 

' Irhc Chenfs and doftors, being inform’d of 
the‘ relbed Timur always fhew’d to men of their 
‘ chara£lcr, w'ere fo far from beirig difturb’d at

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thefe adions|^*that as foon as they had adrt'ce Chap.14. 
of his arrival irf their quarters, they came im* 
mediately to the foot of the throne, and met 
^ith a kind reception there. Timur gave the 
government of their town to #Moulana Nafe- 
recfdin Amor, andlto Chahab ^ehemed Ton of 
Coja Mahmoud, jvith orders to hinder the 
troops in their paffage from molefting the inha- 
bitants of that . pl^ce. Thus Timur treated 
thofe civilly who rSly’d on his proteftion, and 
extirpated thofe w'ho refus'd to fubmit, pillag- 
ing their goods, and carrying away prifoners 
their women and children. 


CHAP. XIV. 

The. tJkiiig the town of Bendy and the for- 
*• trefs of Batnir ; the inhabitants of which 
f laces are put to the [word. 

T H E citadel of Batnir was the ftrqpgcft 
and mod noted place in India ; fituate in 
a defar^ and oht of th^ common road. .The 
inhabitJits have ne water, except froth a great 
lake near the gate of the town, which is never , 
fill’d but in inundations : and as no foreign «r> 
ray ever cafbe into thefe parts before, the inha- 
bitants of Dipalpour, Adjondan and other 
to\vns, fled for refuge into Batnir, to efcape 
the fury of our foldiers. So many had retir’d 
hither, that the place not being lai^e enough . 
to contain all their cartel and eftedls, they had 
•Jeft without a great number of catfel, and fe- 
^v’bral ^ariots fill’d with moveable goods. 



The 
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BookiV. ‘The twenty fifth of Sefer, ifi the morning, 
t.<''V*^'Titnur enter'd Adjoudan ; hi vifitcd the fe- > 
Nov. 22 , pyichre of the Cheik Ferid Chcker Condge, 
whofe proteftion he implor’d near God’s throve. 
Then he departed for the conyieft of Batnir, 
crols’d the river Dena, and^encamp’d on the hill 
of Calefcuteli,' ten miles di^ant from Adjoudan, 
and fifty from Batnir j three miles, which they 
■ call Gourouh, making one Farfanga, or a Per- 
fian league. Timur read th6 noon-prayers at .Ca- 
lefcuteli } and then he mar<3h’d all night by moon- 
light, and crofs’d the great defart in one day. 
Nov. 23. The twenty fixth of •Sefer, at ten in the 
morning, he came before Batnir, and im- 
mediately caus’d the drums to be beat, and the 
great cry Souroun to be made : and the foldiers 
pillag’d whatever they cou’d find without the 
place. Raoudouldgin the governor pn^ar’d to 
make refinance. He had a great many, foldiers ■ 
and domefiics, and reign’d as a fovereigmin 
that country. He forc'd the merchants and ca- 
ravans to pay cuftom to him, no one being fafd 
from his infults. The ftrength of the place, 
the many iOfficers, and the abundance of cfie£i:s 
he liad , made . him fo infolent and proud, 
that he refus’d , to obey Timuf; for which rea- 
fon the army march’<f direftly againft^e place. 
The right wing was commanded by the Emir 
Solyman Cliah, the Cfieik Noureddin, and Al- 
lahdad; and the l^t had for its leaders, the 
Mirza Calil Sultai^’and the Cheik Mehemed 
Aicoutmur. 

At the firft attack our generals made them- 
felvcs mafiers of the out-parts and fuburbs, 
where they flew a great number of Indians, 
and got i vail quantity of booty ; they alio 
took the counterfearp : and at the iame ^me the^ 
Emirs, colonels and. captain? in veiled the Wv.ni 

. . and 
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and arming ftlemfelves with th^ir bucklere,,Chap.r4. 

f ave a iecond *afl*4ulc. Raoudoiildgin pofted 
imfelf at the gate of the town with the bcavell 
of his Indians ; but the Emirs Soiyman Chah, 

^d Coja and^Geivtn Mule, .wlio belong’d to 
prince Charoc’s court, march’d to attach that 
gate. ‘Seid Coja and Gehan Mule fell brishly 
upon the enemy near the perfon of the Indian ^ 
^nce* and per^r^’d feveral heroic adions. 

Then all the foldie^s began to advance at the 
found of kettledrums,* drums and trumpets, and 
the terrible Kerrenai. They gave many adaults ; 
and as they were od the point of gaining the 
place, Raoudouldgin, defpairing of being able 
to make any longer refiftance, demanded quar- 
ter, and had recourfe to the emperor’s cle- 
.mency. He fent a CheriiF to Timur, to delire a 
fufpenljpa.of arms for one day, on condition 
• that he# came the next to caft himfelf at his 
feet. Timur granted his petition the mef- 
fenger’s fake, w ho was of the race of Maho- 
’Vict ; he order’d his foldrers to retire from the 
gate of the town, and even from the fuburbs, 
and to incamp in the open plain. *Nex& day 
Raoudouldgin not keeping his word, orders 
were giyn tha^ every £mir (hou’d /ap .thac 
part o^he walls*which was over-againft his 
refpedive poft, chat they might the. more eafily • 
t;ake the town by alfault. Every one obey'd, 
and all the* lire, Hones and arrows the bSlieg’d 
call ujfon our men, cou’d not divert ’em. Ra- 
oulioutdgin and all his court being aHonilh’d at 
their intrepidity, got upon the tops of their 
towers, a^ made lignals that they implor’d . 
the conqueror’s clemency, acknowledg’d their 
^ult, and wou’d for the foture obey the empe- 
-rdr, ^y begging he wou’d fave their lives. 

J'Jmuff, follqwing the precepts of the Alcoran, 

, • which 
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BookIVi w*hich tells us that pardon is th^/fithe of viftory, 
hearken’d to their prayer; whereupon in the 
evening Raoudouldgin Tent his fon Naib,, with 
prefents of animals and arabian horfes, to t^e 
foot of the thrfcnip. Timur, afte|* a handfom Ye- 
ception, gave Jiim a veft^f gold-brocade, a 
belt and fword ,* and then ^ac him back to his 
father. This prince took courage, and mov’d 
at Timur’s civilitys, came^out^of the place the 
Kov. twenty-eighth of Sefer at Jtioe in the morwing, 
accompany ’d by the Cheili Sadeddin Adjoudani : 
he kifs’d the threftiold of the door, and at 
length approach’d the imj^erial carpet ; he made 
feveral prefents of ’animals and three fets of a- 
rabian horfes, nine in a fet, wdth Caddies of 
gold to each. Timur recompens’d him with 
veils of gold, belts of gold, and a crown. And, 
becaufe the people who were in this plaice, were 
very numerous, eCpecially thofe of Dipalpour • 
and Adjoudan ; the Emirs Solyman Chah and 
Allahdad had orders to guard the gate of the 
Nov.atf. fortrefs. And on the twenty-ninth of Sefer, Ti-^ 
mur order’d the people adembled there to come 
• before him. They were put into the cuftody of 
Come faithful perfoos ; and near three hundred 
AraJjian horfes werti taken rt'om ’em, which 
Timur gave to the Emirs afld bravelrSvarriors 
• of the armji. Five hundred of the inhabitants 
oP Dipalpour were put to the fword, and their 
wivejf and children made flaves,* for having 
trcacheroufiy (lain Mefl'afer Cabuli, and*a thou- 
fand horfemen belonging to the Mirza Pir I?fe- 
hemed. And as for the people of Adjoudan, 

. who had abandon’d Timur, part of ’em were 
ilain, and the reft made prifoners, after having 
their effects pillag’d. . , 
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Kemaledditiji^other of Raoudouldgin, having Chap.14. 
feea the punifhment ,of chofe who had deferv’d 
it, was ferz’d with a^panic fear ; and next day, 
thq^ Raoudouldgin was in the inaperial camp, 
he caus’d the ga|e of, the town Ihut. This 

fo irritated Timur, '^Iiat he caus’d Raoudgould- 
gin to be put in chains, and order’d the (iege 
to begin again*, and the place to be fill’d with 
the blood of th'o.* iqbabitants. The foldiers 
havi^ fet themfelvck to fap the walls, the be- 
fieg’d foon found the^flhou’d not be able to de- 
fend thcmfelves againfi fo warlike a people, and 
an cver-viftorious prin?:c ; they were perfuaded 
that if the place Ihou’d be taken by afiault, 
they muft not exped their lives, for repentance 
wou’cl then fignify nothing : whereupon they 
refolv’d to beg pardon of the emperor. Accor- 
dingly Raottdouldgin’s brother and Ton went 
*out, to btfeech Timur to grant a general par- 
dott, and deliver’d the keys of the town and 
<^file into the hands of ourc.ificers. 

The firft of Rabiulevel, the Emirs Cheik Nov. 28. 
Noureddin and Allahdad enter’d the place to 
receive the tribute for faving the people’s li«es ; 
but the Rayas an^ other chiefs wou’d not ac- 
cept the : and as thece were amopg yhe 
reft Gucl^s and iddlaters, dilputes arofc, which 
cou’d not be terminated without commotions and , 
broils. Timur was incens’d at this proceeding^; 
and order’d that this rabble fhou’d be pfit to 
the fword, and the houfes of the infidels raz’d 
to the ground. 'Ehe foldiers fcal’d the walls, 
and enter’d the place fword in hand. The 
Guebres fet fire to their own houfes, cafting , 
their wives, children and goods into the fires ; 
and thofc who call’d themfelves Mufllilmans cut 
their t^es and childrens throats. And r!)us 
tUv men thefe two forts uniting togc: her, 

• • * put 
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TR(i«if iv put themfelves in a pofture tf defence^ being 
refolv’d to die fword in "hand* They fought 
in a cruel obftinate mSnner ; and as thefe men 
‘were exceedit^ ftrong and courageous, thgig* 
norant, they may be compar'd to an army of 
fatyrs, who fight only in wfpair. 

Our men having enter'd'’ the p.lacc, and cry'd 
out Allahou Ecber fell upon thefe enrag'd 
people, 'who flew feversy '-Muflulmans^ , and 
W'oundcd others. The Ejnir Cheik Noure'ddin, 
who to partake of the honor of this expedition, 
bad refolv'd to dare the^ greateft dangers, ad- 
vanc'd into the midft of the enemy, and ftruck 
with his fword one of the braveft of 'em, whom 
he difabled from fighting. But the Emir was 
immediately fiirrounded by a troop of Guebres, 
and was near being fcix’d ^ *em,had not Ouzoun 
Mezid of Bagdad, and Firouz of Siil^n made 
their way thro thefe infidels, and deliver'd him 
from danger. Victory at Iwigth declaring "for 
our men, they flew ten thoufand Indians, fet fire 
to the houfes which remain'd, and even ruin'd 
the walls of the town, fo that it look’d like an 
uninhabitable place. The emperor diftributed 
among the foldiers all the gold, filver, horfes 
and habits that w ere in the place. Hi^ewarded 
the wounded ; and gave great gifts to Ouzoun 
Mezid* and Firouz, who bad afted with fo 
much refolution in delivering the . Emir Cheik 
Noureddin, and rais’d 'em to dignityScaccord- 
ing to their merit. .

When he had march’d about four- 
teen or fifteen miles, he came to Kenarei Ha- 
oua *, W'here he encamp’d. Next day he went * The 
to the caftle of Frroiire ; and march’d as far as 
the town of Serefti, the inhabitants of which ***^°”' 
being infidels, cat fwines-flclh. They fled on 
advice of Timur’s arrival, who fent out a de- 
jtachment*. oF horfe in purfuit of ’em. Thefc 
cavjilry overtook a great number, whom they 
put ’to the fword, and brought their horfes 
and goods back to the camp ,• Adel Ferach be- 
ing the only perfon on our fide wlio was flain. 

Timur fiaid one day at Serefti, and the n^xt * 
march’d eighteen milis, as far as Fatabad, 
where he encamped. I’he inhabitants of this 
town wer^Alib fled. ; Some* of our men purfu’d 
’em, deftroy’d feveral, and return’d loaden with 
booty, as filver, furniture and cattel.*^ 

The feventh of Rabiulevel, Timur pafs’d by Dec. 4. 
the town of Redgebuour, and went to encamp 
ne^wthat of Ahrouni, which was inhabited by 
a brutifh people, unfit for making compliments 
to the emperor, or demanding his protedion: 
wherefore part of ’em w'cre deftroy’d like beafts, 
and the reft made flaves by the foldiers, who 
cafry’d «vay their corn, and fet fire to their • 
houfes./' •

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Book IV. The eighth of Rabiulevel, llltd a«ny departed 
from Ahrouni, to encamp*ia the plains of the 
village of Touhenc, a eountry . inhabited by 
Getes, \vho {jad by force of arms made tljem- 
felves mafters of ita long'Cime| and committed 
diforders the'rc. They rob'd on the high-ways, 
infulted and pillag'd th£ caravans, and not 
having the leaft marks of religion, murder'd 
all who oppos’d their viotoce. On the report 
of the arrival of ourtro^s, thefe'wrctcfi&ifld 
themfelves in the midft of a wood, where al- 
moft all the trees were fiill of prickles. 

The emperor fent againft 'em a regiment 
commanded by Toukel .Hindoui Carcara, and 
Moulana Naferiddin Amor. Thefe two lords 
made To ftrid a fearch after thefe robbers, that 
they put to the fword near two thoufand, ren- 
der’d themfelves mailers of their'cattel, and 
return'd to the imperial camp, dragging after 
’em feveral of thefe wretches loaded with chdins. 


CHAP. XVL 

Timur marches a^iunfi agnation e^rehetious 
Getes.

T IMUR^’s intention in thefe wars being 
chiefly to. exterminate robbers; tyrants 
and infidels, to put a Hop to their diforders, 
and give peace and tranquillity to the people ; 
Dec. tf. he departed from Touhene the ninth of Rabiu* 
level ,* and having fent the baggage under the 
condu& of Solyman Chah towards Samane, he 
march’d beyond the caftle of Moun^, wKbre 
he encamp’d. Then he enter’d • th^ defarics 
and woods, whither the Getes yipre retir'd :

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he exterminate two thoufand of ^em, mok* €hap.rtf; 
ing their wives and children flaves , and 
pillaging their goods; and cartel. Xhus he de- 
liver^ the coumry from the fear ^f their iofults. 

Sweral Cherils, who made their ordinary refi- 
dence inatown intbefe quarters,* came to call 
themfelyes at Timings feet, and kifs’d his hands. 

Timur receiv’d *cm with denionftrations of 
effeem and affcfltiattgave ’em vefts and confi- 
ders^ile prefentsj aM fix’d a governor over 
’em, to defend ’em from the infults of our fol^ 
diets. ^ , 

The tenth of Rabiuleve), the Emir*Solyman Dec. 7. , 
Chah departed with all the train pf artillery 
which was before Mounec ; anjd march’d to^ 
w ards the town of Saraane, where he'ftaid oni^ . 
night. The eleventh of Rabiulevel he arriv’d Dec. 8. 
at the river of Kehker, at w'hich place Timur 
‘join’d, hiffli after he had been againft the Getes. 
liAe he ftaid four days, to wait the remainder 
of the baggage. He departed hence the fif-Dec, 12. 
teenth of Rabiulevel, and wxnt to encamp hear 
the bridge of Foulcouble, where he was join’d 
by the Emirs and foldiers of the left wihg, 
commanded by th§ Sultan Mahmoud Can, and 
foveral oi^irs, whom Timiir had ,fcnt fro^n ihe 
meadow of Cabal “by a particular road into 
India, where they had taken towns, ravag’d 
the* country, jand brou^t into fubjedion feveral 
people ; '' - . ' 

T^e uxteenth of RabiuleveU' the emperor, atD*c. ij. 
the head of his artriy^ crofs’d the bridge of Fonl- 
'couble, and encamp’d on .the other fide. The 
baggage and remainder of the army from Di- 
pal pour, under the ednduft of the great general 
Chjraelik, alfo arriv’d the fame day at. the im-

W HEN the feveral bodys of the army, 
which had taken difierenc roads, bad 
join'd the im|>e»al camp, orders were given 
that every Emir dxon’d repair to hia reTpei^ve 
poll. The right wing was commanded by the 
Mirzas Pir Mehemed and Roullem ; the left by 
the great Sultan Mahoud, Can of iZagatai, with 
the princes of the blood, and feveral Emirs:'; 
and the main body was compos’d of divers To- 
mans andvegiments, which march’d fix leagues 
and two mUes by the road of Deli, 

Dec. 19. 'Ehe twenty-fecon(^f Rabid)evel,tl^ arriv'd . 
at the to'ivn of Alfendi, fevenften miles Ku- 

. tell. The inhabitants of Samane, Kuteil, and 
Ati'endi, who were moilly idolaters, burnt 
their bwn houfes, and Bed to Deli ;*fo that oof 
men cou'd meet with no one in their cc^nt^> 
Dec. ao. The twenty-third, after a march of fix ^es, 
they encamp'd at Toglocpour, the inhabitants 
. of which town were of a partiplar. religion. 
They believ'd that the whole oniverfe was go- 
vern’d by two beings, the firft of W'hich they 
call Yezdan, that is, God ; and the ostjer AHr 
rimen, that is, the^deviU. The &rme^ thpy 

. . explain 
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pretending tlS; all-, good proceeds from God^ V/VN> 
and all evil from the devil* 

Thefe idoliters, call’d Soulowp, having all 
fled, our foldws fire to jche town. The 
twenty-fourth of Raoiulevel the army arriv’d at 
Panipat^ a town twelve miles fi'om Toglocpour. 

All the inhabitants had fled like the reft. There 
was found in.thi^'Olace a granary of wheat, in 
"whiclr^wMe more i^n ten thouland Mans ' of 
full weighty* worth about a hundred and fixty 
thoufand Mans of common weight, which was 
diftributed among tlfe foldiers. The twenty- Dec. aa.’ 
fifth they roarchM about fix miles, and en- 
camp’d on the bank of the river of Panipat. 

The twenty-fixth all the Emirs girded on their l^ec. aj.’ 
cuirafl'es, that they might be ready upon occa- 
fion, an4 then ccntinu’d their march. 

The menty-fevcnth of Rabiulevel, the Emirs Ueci 24; 
of* the right wing had orders to march as far as 
Gehannumai, a palace built by the Sultan-Firouz 
Chah on the cop of a mountain, two leagues 
from Deli ; at the foot of w hich runs the great 
river Jaaun» According to this ortter, they 
march’d from Canighuzin as far as Gehannu- 
mai,. putt jpg to fte fword all the officers they 
met, an^ making flaves of the inhabitints of 
that country, whom they pillag’d. . On moa- •* 
day the twenty-ninth, Timur departed from’ tffe Dec. 
town of Peflcj crofs’d the Jaoun^ and miirch’d 
to the tight of the town of Louni, where was 
abilhdance of paftuce : here he encamp’d the 
fame. day. This place is fleuate between the 
two rivers of Jaoun and Hileh. The latter is .

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IM had cut off frop the river which 

h/VV joins the Jaoun pear the ixfwa of I^^bftabad. 
The Emirs Gehan Chah^ ^hamelik, and Allah- 
dad, were already come to the fbot of this caf* 
tie, the governors of whjch, oamVi Maiipbon 
and Maichoum, far from eetning to meet *em 
with fubmiffion, refolv’d to defend thdmfelves. 
. At Timur’s arrival there, an elicperienc’d old 
man came out tp cad hiq^if'with re^^-^ 
the emperor’s feet, and dj^and bis-pit>re6bon ; 
but the inhabitants, w'ho were Guebres and 
the fervants of Mellou, jjerfifted in- their ra(h 
refolution of rehdance. 

Then Timur order’d his men to befiege the 
town, and Tap the walls. Accordingly they 
began to do it at noon, and by evening made 
chemfelves mailers of the place, where the Gu- 
ebres had burnt their houfes, with thei( women 
and children. Timur repos’d himfelf this night 
Dec. 27. without the place, and the thirtieth of Raljiu- 
Jevel order’d that the inhabitants who were 
Mahometans, ihou’d be feparated from the Gu- 
ebres and fervants of Mellou Can ; which be- 
• in^done,* the latter were put to the fword. All 
the houfes were pillag’d exciting thofe of the 
Chcrifl^, for whom JTimur always yreferv’d a 
filial affedion, becaufe of tKeir extra(£on : and 

• then the reft of the town was fet on fire. 

j * I'he firft of Rabiulakber, Timur departed 
^ ' from* the town of Louni, and wenl to the bank 
of the R^aoun, before the palace of Gehknumai ; 
fo that obferving himfelf the pafiages in tbefe 
places, he might the better know now to give 

• out his orders. He return’d to the camp in the 
evening, and alfembled his imperial council, 
confiding of the princes his children, the gr«;at 
Emirs, and generals of his army.

Acfordingly tlifi Emirs Spl/man Chah, Ge^ 
han Chah, ^nd others, were order’d to pillage 
the granarys.io the neighbourhood of Deli: 
^heji^on they^fiit Out in the beginnings of the 
montnof’ Rabiulabher. Next day Tirtiur Was 
for taking the diverfion of walking in the pa- 
lace of Gehannumai : hd took horfe With fevcn 
hundred cavaliers with their cuiraflfes on, pafs’d 
the river Jaoun, and enter’d into this magnifi- 
cent palacd, to which the Sultan Firoua Chah 
had given the name of Gehannumai, that is, 
the mirror Of the univerfo, becaufe of its fine 
profptf^; tho one wou’d think this name was 
rather given it, to prognofticate that it (hon’d 
fall into the hands of the monarch of the uni- 
verfe, . • 

After Timur had confider’d the beautys of 
this placci he took care .to obfervg from this 
rifing-ground the propereft place for the fi^ld of 
battel, that he ^ight draw the enetdys thither 
in cafe-^they appear’d. ^In the mean tiirtfe Alt 
Sultan Tavachl and Juneid Bourouldai, who 
had been fent out as .lcouts, returli’d; AH §ul-* * 
tan bfing^g with him Mehcmed Selef,wlfom 
he had foiz’d, and Jdneid bringing another. 
Mehemcd Sclef was que^^ion’d concerning what 
had .been tranifadled in ilie city, and then put 
to deatb; . .When Timur had pafs*d the river, 
to obf?rVe ' fhe field *of battel, four thoufand * 
horfe, ■ five thoiifand Toot, and twertty-feven 
elephants; belonging to Meljou Can, were 
Teen near »Gehannumai. Oar feduts, command- 
•ed by Seid Co.ja and Mobacher, to the number

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Book IV. of three hundred, attacked their ‘j^i^ijguard, and 
pretending to fly, led ’em as for asi' the bank of 
the river, where a furious ba,ttel enfu’d. . 

On advice of this, Timur fentf^Sfevindgic Be- 
hader and Allahdad to fuccour Se^ Coja ; they 
crofs’d the river , with theH>‘ regiments, and 
having join’d him, let fly a Ihcwer of arro\vs on 
the enemy. ; but as they were aboht to fall on 
’em with their drawn .fwordSjj^S Indians, un-- 
^Lccuftoin’d to fuqh brave ^ons, gaue'gibund 
at the firft onfet, and flea towards the city, 
which wi*h difficulty they enter’d. Seid Coja 
purfu’d ’em, and flew a great number. In this 
flight an elephant fell and was woiitidcd ; which 
was a prognoftic of our further vidpry. 


CHAP. XVIIL

Timur marches to the _ eafi fide of the town 
of Loans. Majjacre of tt hundred thou- 
fand Indian fiaf es who were in his caml. 

Dec. 30. third of Babiulakh^r, Tijnur de- 

I parted from Gehannuifiai, and went to 
' encamp on the eaft fide of Lounj, where the 
» chah «nij)eror’s fons *, the great Emirs, the colonels 
•Zadea. of the “regiiacnts, who were gone out to make 
inroads, camp to the imperial camp., Be&g all 
aflembled, Timur, wIiQ wou’d not g^iye plafte 
to the gfeateft .gene'ralsL of the arm'^ oor fl^ 
. moft undaunted warriors,* as welt jjn policy and 
wifdora of govcrniheht, as in w3r, believ’d it 
not improper to harangue the leaders, imitating 
in that the example of th^ antient ^emperors, 
and the mofl; illuftriQus conquerors. * This he^ 

. . did 
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did with all eloquence that cou*d be expeS^d Chap.18. 
on the like occafion. He fpoke to ’em 0f the 
manner of breakiag^ thro ranks, of overturn,- 
ing fquadroffs/ and how they Ihou’d repul fe the army, 
the enemy : Ift inftrufted ’em how to make re« 
treats, when ovefftower’d, and how rally th^ 
foldicrs and, return to the attack; how to fuf- 
tain an obftin^te fight, and liow to free one’s 
fUf fr;^ any eni!: ,,«nt danger. In fliort, he ex- 
plaiH^a’'tO'’em, with fo much energy and per- 
ipiciiicy, all the maxims of war, that his cap- 
tains admir’d the exfraordinary wifdom and ex- 
perience which appear’d in . his fpeech, faying 
that the difcourfes of great f^inces are the molt 
beautiful i infomuch that being excited by the 
lively rcafons and learned maxims which he 
had inculcated, they were fill’d with zeal and 
ardor,* and prepar’d to confront the greateft 
dangers in his fervice. They anfwer’d every 
t*hing be propos’d by generous vows for his prpf- 
, perity, and the continuation of his viftorys; 
they kifs’d the ground on which he ftood, to 
teftify their refpeft and joy at beipg the offi- 
cers of fo great a conqueror. ^ 

The fame d^^ the Emir Gchan.Chah and 
the otl^ev generals remodftrated to Timur,* that 
fince his crolfing the Indus, they had made above 
a hundred thouland Indians fiaves’, who were • 
moftly Gupbres and idolaters.*, that the^ were 
now ip the camp, and wou’d probably in any 
o^ftinate battel, take part w^ith the men of 
Deli; and falling upon our foldiers, make us 
lofe the battel. This remonftrance was back’d 
by thol^ who had obfetV’d, that when the of- • 
ficers of Mellon Can came out of Deli with 
tjieir elephants to attack us, the flaves feem’d 
"highly pleas’d. Timur having made a feriems 
vefie^on on all thexircnmftances of this affair,

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Book IV. f» 2 fs’d an order, that thofe who any Indian 
llaves Ihou’d put *em to de!ith ;• and he who 
defer’d or refus’d doing (of flioo^ be put to 
death himfelf, find his wive.s, ciiildren and §f- 
fefis be given to Wm who fhou’d^nform agaittft 
him. 

As foon as this order w'as* made, public, they 
began to put it in execution ; an4 in lefs than 
an hour w ere put to death er^i^ndred tluflpfatffl 
Indians, according to the fmalleft cofWputation. 
Among others, Mouiana I^afereddin Amor, one 
of the moft venerable dodois of the court, 
w'ho cou’d never confent fo much as to kill a 
fingle flieep, was conftrain’d to order fifteen 
-flaves whom he had in his houfe to be flain. 
Timur afterwards order’d that one foldier out 
of every ten, fhou’d keep watch over the Indian 
women and children, as alfo over thc^tamels 
they had taken in the pillage. 

After thefe precautions, 7’imur refolv’d to 
march to the fiege of Deli > he fet out on the 
Dec. 30. third of Habiulakher at noon, to encamp on 
the bank the Jaoun* The aftrologers and 
footlilayers fecretly difputed concerning the 
difpofition of the heavens, andcof the- fortunate 
or urifortunate afpeds "bf the j)lanets at 4iis de- 
parture; but Timur told ’em that neither joy 
‘ no\;afRi<ftion*adverfitynor profperity, depeni^d 
on th^fiars, but pn the will of the Creator of 
them, of men, and of the univerfe. “ I confide, 
fays the emperor, in the afliftance of the A:!- 
“ mighty , W'ho has never abandon’d * me. 
“ What avail the triplicitys or conjundions of 
• “ the planets.^ I’ll never delay one moment the 
execution of my projeds, when I have taken 
“ fulBcient meafures and precautions to bring 
^em to perfedion. ” Next morning our he- 

(0 made the public prayer^ "and order’d an AI-*

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coran to be bro^[ght tiinii from whence he mi^t Chap.ip, 
j'udg of the^eVentt of his expedition. Here 
he found a rwy favorable anfwer, which point- 
ed out the defjri&ion of a people by a wonder- 
ful Ijfteft of thqi^Iinjghty providence. He ex- 
plain’d the pa{rage*i 9 his own tzyfir, and having 
ihewn It to all the*armyy became affur’d of the 
vidory. Out* warriors being thus animated by 
the ^Alcoran, Wjiich promis’d ’em the divine * 
prot:cfdt5c,..Timiir 4eipis*d the ftars; anion 
the fifthr of Rabiulakber 8oi, crofs’d the river Jan. r.' 
of Jaoun, and encamp’d on its banks on the 
other fide. The foldlers thro precaution made 
a ditch to furround ’em, near a hill nam’d Pouch- 
ceiBehali ; here they fix’d palifados of branches 
of trees ; and for a rampart bound (ieveral great 
•buffalos neck and heels, behind which they 
prepar’d their bucklers and enfigns.

CHAP. XIX. 

Timur ^ives hsttel to Sultdn Muhmoudj 
ffror of India. 

T UESP Ay-morning the feventh of Ra-Jan. 3 , 
biulakher, Timur drew np his army in • 
order of battel. He gave the command of the 
right vying to prince Pir Mehemed Gehanghir, 
accompany 'd by feveral Emirs. The left wing 
was led by the Mirzas, Sultan Hullein, and Ca*' 
lit Sultan, alio ailifted by nuny great generals. 

The rear was given to the Mirza Rouftem, . 
in conjuadion with feveral illuftrious Emirs : 
and the main body was commanded by Timur 
bimielf ; k being fit that this prince, who was 
• • D 4 * the 
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Book IV, tke very life pf the foldiers, Cipu’d be fix’d in 
the heart of the army. Every* filing being thhs 
fettled, they march’d in good or^jr. 

The enemy alfo advancM in ^der of battel. 
Their right v;ing was brougl^ up by Tagi 
Can, Mir Ali Goja, and dt^ver Indian prifices. 
The left had for its leaders Malck Mo/neddin, 
and others : and jhe main tody was command- 
. ed by the Sultan Mahmoud C^, grandfon pf 
pirouz Chaht emperor of»ItfSia, hejyising'for 
his^lieutenant-general Mellon Can, “This army 
confifted of ten thoufan^ horfe w'ell equipp’d, 
and forty thoufand foot farm’d to advant^ ; 
bcfidcs feveral elephants of war, arm’d with 
cuirafles, having between their long teeth great 
poifon’d daggers, and on their backs wooden 
towers in forrajof baftions, on w'hich were 
mounted a great many crofs-bow-men and ar- 
chers, who cou’d fight under covert a,s‘ in for- 
trellcs ; and on the fide of the elephants march,’d ' 
the (lingers of fire and melted pitch, as alfo rdc- 
kpts arm’d at the ends wkh iron, W’hich give* 
feveral blows one after another wherever they 

fall;- , . , 

“ * Our fofdicrs were not much difturb’d about 

this Indian army : but as they had never feen 
any •elephants bef6re,*’they ignprantl/i.magin’d 
that the arrow and labre had no effedi: on t^e 

• bf dys of thdfe animals ; that they were fo very 
ftrong, that they overthrew trees only by Ihak- 
ing the earth as they pafs’d along; that they cou’d 
Ihovc down the ftrongeft bnimingSj and that 
ill battel they w'ouy tms both horfe and horfe- 
man to a vaft height in the air. This defpirited 

• leveral of our fide ; fo that wh«i the pofts were 
fix’d for the officers and lords of the court, 
Timur, who always fhew’d refpeft to men ot 
leamipg, civilly demanded of ’em \<irhat pofts

they wow’d oh»<;fe. Several of thefe dofiors, Chap. 19 - 
who were alwiys near Timur’s perfon, being 
frighten’d atV-hac they had read and heard m 
the elephants,\*fwVr’d immediately, “ If it 
** pleafe your j&ajcfly, we chwfe*to be near the 
f* la’dys. ” 

'I’imur being fenlible of his foldiers fear, took Timur’s 
all necelTary precautions to arm ’em with cou- 
rage. He order’d that a iWmpart of bucklers 
fhou’d to^da liefore the ranks, and a ditch elephants, 
dug before the rampar»f then he caus’d buffalos 
to be tied by the neck and feet with long pieces 
of leather, clofe to e&h other; after which on 
each fide of ’em and on their heads were fix’d 
brambles. Befldes this were made iron-hooks, 
three-fork’d, and fix’d to flakes ; fo that when 
t.he elephants fhou’d come to the attack, thefe 
hooks fljou’d be planted in their way, and the 
•bramblesscn the buffalos fet on fire to put the 
*lelephants into diforder. . But vidory declar’d 
for us before we had occafion t.o make ufe of 
thefe machines. 

As foon as the two armys were in view, 

Timur got upon kn eminence in the ihiddle^f 
the field of battel, near the foot of t^ie hill of 
PoucHtei Behalf, \Wience h^ obferv’d the motion 
of both arrays. WUfcn they were on die point 
of coming to blows, he fell on the earth, and 
after feveral times bowing, befought .God to 
give him .tlfe viftory, which he muft expc<3: 
from the* divine goodnefs, and not from his o\^n 
valof, and the number of his foldiers. 

, While Tihnt was at prayers, a ftrange acci- 
pent happen’4 ; which was, that the Emirs of 
the rear, Cheik TMbureddin,. Chamelik and Al- 
labdad, imagin’d that if the emperor Ihou’d fend 
tccTuits firotji tho main body to the right wing, 
even to the rear,, this wou’d be a certain 
• * token 
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Book IV* token of viftory. AccordiMly*^(ler fjtayer Ti- 

(✓VNJ mar order'd Ali Sultan Tavack, and Tagi 
Bonga, who commanded die re^nent'of Sanfiz 
of the Tomaik of Rouftem, wKh belong’d to 
the main-body; ^ alfo Alton Mcchi Peferi,*and 
Moufla Recmal, to go witfH their regiments to 
fuccour the right wing : and at the fame time he 
fent another fquadron of Emijrs to re-inforce 
the rear. This fo* excited the ^courage of otar 
warriors, that they rufh’d impefuoufly upon the 
enemy, whom they attack’d with fo much vi- 
gor, that the Indians ware conftrain’d to give 
ground, and the great and ftrong elephants fuf- 
fer’d themfelves to be drove like oxen. 

This advantage augmented the valor of the 
other battalions, who alfo fell upon the enemy, 
praifing God. So hot a battel was ne’er fecn 
before ; the fury of foldiers was ne’er cirry’d to ^ 
fo great excefsj and fo frightful a noife. was ' 
never heard : for the cymbals, the common bht- 
tledrums, the •drums and trumpets , with the 
great brafs kettledrums which were beat on the 
el^hants, backs, the bells which the Indians 
founded, and the cries of the foldiers, were 
enough to make even the e;^th to (bake ; and 
there was not a man,** how 4jwntle(s Coever, who 
was not fomewhat difmay’d at the beginning of 
the fight. *But our va.nguard, compos’d of the 
regiments of many illuftrious Emirs, perceiving 
the enemy’s vanguard advancing, retit’^ behind 
the right wing to lie in ambiucade, till fhey 
had pafs’d by ’em; then they came ||»ut of their 
ambufeade, and fell on the enc^^ fword in. 
hand like roaring lions, and in a moment Qtvr 
between five and fix hundred men. The 
Pit Mchcmed, who was at the head of the 
guard of the right wine, aflifted by the 
Solyman Chah, atwck’aihe left of the encBiy, 

which. 
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which confide*^ i^’the valor of Tagi Can: this Chap,i 9 . 
he did with follmucli condud, that he drove *em 
beyond the bafra of Havizcas. • Then Pir Me- 
hemed fell upon ^3 elephants,* aad«thefe furious 
animds, finding *th^iftfelves cloftly prefs’d, en- 
ter’d among the rank's* of the enemy’s left wing, 
and caus’d a further *diforder. Our left w ing, 
condudcd by the. Mirza Sultan HufTein, per- 
form’d feveral great aftions, thro the valor of 
that prince, of Gehan Chah Behader, Cayafed- 
din Tercan, and others; for they made the 
enemy’s right wing, commanded by Moined- 
din and Malek Hani, give ground, and thofe 
W'ho efcap’d the edge of the fword, were re- 
puls’d as far as the gate of the city. While 
the enemy’s wings were thus gaul’d, their main 
bddy, fuftain’d by the elephants in good order, 
jame to Ijhe attack : they had a warm recep- 
tion from the Mirza Rouftera who commanded 
the rear, and was polled over againft ’em. A 
blpody battel enfu’d, in which the Emir Cheik 
Nour^din gave marks of extraordinary valor. 

The Emir Chamelik alfo perform’d the moll 
roic adlions, rufliing furioufly into the midll of 
the elephants, witkDolet Timur Tavaphi, and 
Mfengheli <Soja. Wi(h theff lances they over- 
threw thofe who were mounted on the ele- 
phants, and with their fabres and arrows cut. 
off the tranks, of thefe terrible animals, whom 
they wounded in all parts of their bodys ; fo 
that in a fhort time the field of battel was 
cover’d tvith the elephants trunks, and the heads 
and bodys of the flain. 

The m<^ vaUant Indians alw'ays endeavor’d 
to defend themlelves; but this defence feem’d 
rather like the (Iruggling of fheep going to the 
IJaiighter, tHao a vigorous .refiftance. Thus 
thefe poor Indians cooftrain’d to turn 

their 
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BookW. thjcir backs with their elephaatS; to which this 
paflage of the Alcoran nJay o^well ^ply’d : 
“ Do you not fee how tiie Lfrd thy God has 
“ dealt wit{j the men of thel^phant * ? ” 

The Sultan ^ahmoud^anv his head-j^neral 
Mellou CaDylled into the city, the gate of w'hich 
they fhut. • 

The Mirza Calil Sultan, who ci^mandcd 
our left wing, brought ,tb .Timur one of ' the 
elephants bound with cords : after having very 
much maul’d it with the fword, he overthrew 
its guards, and made ft walk before him, as 
the husbandman does the ox in the plow. Ti- 
mur and all the court were furpriz’d that a child, 
of but fifteen years old, fliou’d dare to attack, 
and be able to conquer and bind a war-ele- 
phant, which had ftruck terror into the w'hole 
army. . # 

When the flight of the enemy hatf aflyr’d ul 
of vidory, Timur fpur’d his horfe towards* the 
gate of Deli, and carefully examin’d the walls 
and fortifications: and as it was the time of 
^on-prayer, he went down to the bank of the 
Ravizcas, which is a round bafon, above an 
arrow’s /hot in diameter, built by the Sultan 
Hrouz Cliah ; and" as in any inundations it is 
fill’d with rain-water, it mrnifhes the inhabi- 
tants of Deli with water for an intirc year. On 
*its bank is the tomb of Sultan Firouz Chah. 

'I’imur being cmcamp’d here, the princes 
and generals came before him to kifs the earth ; 
they congratulated him on his viftory, an<f gave 
applaufes to the princes of the blood, the Emirs, 
and other brave men, who had fignaliz’dthcm- 
felvcs in the battel.

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Timup.upon heairing thefc ftrange adveotiires, Chap.ao* 
burft out wp itaVs of^joy : he blefs’d God for 
having given hm fuch, brave children, and fuch 
faithful and valnilt fubjeds. ' Was it not fur- 
prizing, that thy«^ great prince,, who on fome 
occafions cou’d exercifs extraordinary feveritys, 
had at thfe time fo tender a heart, that he cou’d 
not refrain his tears, while he return’d thanks 
-<o God for his fafrprs ? Timur had in the per- 
fon of Calil Sultan a foh worthy of himfelf, who 
in magnificence) valor and generofity, furpafs’d 
Menoutcher Feridon^ and Kei Cofru * ; he * Cofroes. 
was as virtuous as Alexander, and as rich as . 

Darius. He was at firft nam’d the friend of 
God, Calil Allah ; and the glory he afterwards 
acquir’d, was the reafon of his being call’d 
Suitan.

They departed 
at midnight while it was vefy dark : the Sul- 
tan went out by the gate of Havaderani, and

Timur being inform of .this flight, fent fe- 
I’eral Emirs in purfuit of ’M ; they feiz’d on 
fome of their ‘officers who fwd with ’em, and 
return’d with a great quantity of boqtyi taking 
prifoners tlie prince Seif* Can,, firnam’d Malek 
Cherefcddin, and the princ? Codadad, fon of 
Mellou Can. • • 

The fame night the Emir Allahdad, and o- 
ther colonels of our regiments, had orders to 
make themfelves maftets of the gates by which 

* the prinefis went out j a$ alfo to guard the other 
gates of' the city, that no one might efcape. 

Jan. 4. eighth of Rabiulakher, Timur erefted 

his ftandard on the walls of Deli, and went in 
perfon to the gate of the capital, W'here he fit 
on the Aidgiah,. or throne whereon ‘the India^n 
emperors fit in their royal robes on the great 
fcafl-day. This gate is in t^e quarter of Ge- 
hanpenah, over againfi the bafon of Havizqas. 
In this place a tent and tribunal w'erp prepar’d 
s&r him, where he gave audience. Then the 
Cherifs, Cadis, and principal perfons of the 
city of Deli, came to , themfelves at the 
foot of the throng, and j^d the honor to kifs 
the imperial carpet. Fadlallah Bacchi, lieu^e- 

• nant of Mellou Can, at the head of the whdle 

Divan of Deli, was the firft who came to make 
his fubmiffion; and the Cherifs, the n^n of 
learning, and the old men, addrefs’d theipfelves 
to the princes tHfe emperor’s fons, and to the 
great Emirs, to obtain quarter: fo the Mirza 
Fir Mehemed, and the Emirs Solyman Chah 
and Gehan Chah, at a proper time preienced 
their petition. • 

According to cuftom they carrj^’d the hoffb's 
tail and heraedrumsT^hicb were fix’d spon

himfelf mafier of Deli, the fun being in Ca- 
pricorn. 

All the elephants* and 'rhinoceros’s were 
brought to Timur. Thefe animals, being be- 
fore inftruded, fell dowm before the emperor 
in an humble pofture, and at the fame time 
made a great cry as if they demanded quarter. 

There were an hundred and twenty of thefe 
•elephants* of war, which at the return from 
India were fent to Samarcand, and to the pro- 
vinces of the empite, where Timur’s fons re- 
flded; Two were carry’d chain’d to Tauris, 
one to Chiraz, five to Herat, one to Chirvap 
to the Cheik Ibrahim, and otie to Arzendgon 
to the lord Taharten. The tenth of Raijiulak- J*"* 
her, the dgfior lij^^reddm Amor was order’d 
to enter the city, with the other lords and Che- 
riffe of the court, to preach in the grand mofquej 
and make the public prayers and Coutbe in the 
auguft name and titles, of the invincible empe-

The Debirs, Menehis and o^'ter fecretarys,. 
fent a relation of this expeditiq^, in their let- 
ters of conqueil,, into all tjie ^rts of the, em- 
pire, and eren to the prii^es in alliance with 
Timur, tho it were a year’* /ourny to go round 
to ’em all ; fo that public rejoicings might be 
made for thefe great advant^es with which 
Cod diftinguifh’d the reign orTinjur. 

The Biridechis, or controllers of the Divan, 
alfo enter’d the city, where having taken an 
eftimarc of the mony due for faving the peo- 
ples lives, the receivers-general took care to 
receive it. 

In the mean while the principal lords of the 
court, and the emperor’s mvorites remonllrated 
to his ma jefly,, that after having fufier’^ the fa- 
tigues and diificultys of this w'ar, victory infpir’d 
’em with thoughts of renewing their diverlions 
and pleafures ; that Feridon and the Keis had 
always done the fame ; and that it was in juf^ 
tice due to ’em after they , had thus fatigu’d 
ttWfelvfcs. The emperor willingly conCented, 
and gave orders for a feaft, which was to coin 
tinue for feveral day** T^lor began the re- 
joicings by prefcnts to the princes or the blood, 
thd Emirs and generals of the army, in confide- 
fation of their fervices and great adions : and 
afteiVards tho muficians perform’d conforts of 
mulic in amorous and drinking tunes, which fo 
charm’d the hearts of all, that they forgot the 
rigors of war, and the fatigues of a campain. 
an, 'The lixteenth of Rabiulakher, a great nitm- 

|>er of our foldiers being alTembled at the gate 
of Deli, infulted the ioha^rantsof the fuburbs. 
The great Emirs were order’d to nut a ft^*ro 
thcfc diforders ; but Gpd, who had predeltin’d 

the 
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the ruin of this place for the chaftiferoent ofiPhap.40, 
the inhabitaii{:s,l permitted its deftrudion by fe- 
cond c^urfes. y Our. foldiers coming into the 
place Mfras onet laufe and the ^efpair of the 
Guebres, who remain’d in great numbers in the 
towns of Seiri, Gelianpenah and*old Deli, was 
another.* The curiofity of the Sultaneffes to 
Jee the raritys of Deli, and particularly of the 
famous palace, ad^rn’^ with a thotifand columns, 
and built by. the antient king of India, Melik 
Jouna, indoc’d ’em to go into the city with all 
the court, wliich was. very numerous : and the 
gate was left open to every one, fo that above 
fifteen thoufaud of our foldiers got in unper- 
ceiv’d. Befidcs the Emirs and comptrollers of 
the Divan, who were fet at the gate to receive 
tlic tribute for faving the inhabitants lives; 
other officers in commiffion had the fame liber- 
•ty to enter the city : but there remain’d a far 
groater number of troops in a large place be- 
tween Deli, Seiri, and Gehanpenah. The dif- 
cOrders our men committed in the two laft 
places caus’d a great buftle among the Guebr^, 
who in dcfpair fell upon pur men ; and feveral • 
of ’em fet fire to their houfes, wherein their 
wives and^ childi^ were** burnt. Om* rtmii 
perceiving this d»olation among the Gjje- 
bres, pillag’d . ’em, becaufe of their evil de- 
iigns. As other troops were let into the^city 
to. feiae on th*e inhabitants of the neighbouring 
towns add villages who had' fled for refuge thi- 
ther,* the confufion very much incrcas^, and 
the troops within the place employ’d themfelvcs 
intirely jn plundering and burning the houfes of 
the Guebres. The Emirs, to quell tWs difor- 
de^ caus’d the gates to be fhut, that the troops 
WOTOiit mi^t not enter : but the foldiers with- 
in open’d die gates • to. their domradte; by 
y 01., II. . E morn- 
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feopjt IV/ morning all the army enter’d, and the foldierJ 
rofe in arms againll their IfcadeC'^' who oppos’d 
Fan. 13. their cnter{)rize.' So on th© few-Srieentli of Ra- 
1399. biiilalcher 80 this great aneftfroud city was 
deftroy’d. - • ^ 

The next day pafs’d in' the fame manner; 
and there were fome foldihrs who tooU a hun- 
dred and .fifty fiaves, men, women and chil- 
dren, whom they carry’d /rut .of the city ; and 
fome foldiers-boys had twenty flaves to their 
own ihare. The other fpoils of precious ilones, 
pearls, ruby?, diamonds,. fluffs, belts, gold and 
lilver veflels, ntiony, plate, and other curiofitys, 
were innumerable ; for the Indian women and 
girls were adorn’d with precious ftoncs, and 
had on their feit and hands, and even on their 
toes, bracelets and rings; of which our men 
had fuch great numbers, that they rtfus’d to 
carry away a vaft quantity of precious, oint- 
ments of inefliraable value. .* 

Tan. (5. xhe nineteenth of Rabiulakher they did the 
fame in old Deli, whither the reft of the Gue- 
bi^S wer^ retir’d. Thefe Indians affembled to- 
■gether in the great mofque, and prepar’d to de- 
fend therafclves; but the l^ir Chamelik and 
Afi Sultan Tavachi •fame tl^her w«h five hun- 
d.»d men, and having forcibly enter’d the 
mofque, fSnt to the abyfs of hell th^ fouls of 
thef» infidels, of whole heads .they erefied 
towers, and gave their bodys for foqd to the 
birds and beafts of prey. Never was f^ch a 
terrible flaughter and defolation heard of.' As 
old Deli w'as pillag’d the fame, day, they made 
fome of the inhabitants flaves, whom they load- 
ed with chains, tbo they had promis’d ’em 
their lives. Several days were employ’d in 
making ’em qnit the city ; and theiy went 
but, every Emir -of a Toman op regiment

took a number tjf ’em for his fervice : and a& <2iap<a6 
there werftS(eMeral*thoufands of tradefraen aiid 
artizans,- fot|^ 'W^re diftributed among the 
princes and Emits wlio ferv’d un^er Timur ; and 
othprs were f€nt to the' oflScer^ of the empe- 
ror’s. fons, and to «hp other Emirs in their re- 
fpedivtf governments. The emperor likcwiie 
order’d that ill the mifons Ihon^I be kept for 
his particular fe/vice, as he deign’d to build a 
fpacious mofque in ^amarcand of ftone. 

But it may not be "amifs to give a defcrip-* 
tion of the three towns which compofc tife city 
of Deli ’• That of &iri is furrounded with a 
wall in form of a circle } old Deli is the fame^ 
but much larger: and from the walls of Seiri 
on the north- eaft, to the wa,lls of old Deli^ 

•Which is on the fouth-weft, there are two other 
wails, one on each iide ; and the ground which 
lies betwixt ’em is call’d Gehanpenah, and is 
larger than old De!i< Three gates of Seiri look 
towards Gehanpenah, and the four others have 
the profpeik outwards. Gehanpenah has thir- 
teen gates, lix to the north-weft, and feveii jo 
the louth-cafti fo that when one Fpeaks’ of 
jDeli, we comprehend the three towns together, 
which ha\,e in afl||hirty. gates. • • 

* Dercript;on of Deli, as it was in the author*s time ; for 4t 
prefent what thty call DeK is a new city, ficuate in a i^fEbrenc 
place*, btnit by &Uled3ia Ecber, andc^l’d Ecbef Aha, from 
the name of that die 6ther of iluiiui^iui Chi^b. 
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Timur departs from DeW^ and parfites his 
conquers in the remoter parts of India, 
near the Ganges. 


T imur continued fifteen days at Deli, 
the deftrudion of w^ich place was caus’d 
by the ill condud of the inhabitants : then ha- 
ving refolv’d to exterminate the idolaters of 
India, as well as the robbers and rebels, he 
march’d cowards the other moil famous places 
of this empire. At his departure he order’d 
the Cherifs, Cadis, dodors and Chciks of the 
city, to aflemble in the great mofqut. of Ge- 
hanpenah ; where he fix’d a governor over ’^jm, 
to proteft ’em from the infults of the foldiers, 
whom vidory had render’d infolent. 

. Jm 1 8 . ‘-.yhe tyi'enty-fecond df Rabiulakher, at ten in 
«399. the morning, the army encamp’d from Gehan- 
penah, and march’d down to Firouz Abady 
thrt:e miles from DeH. Timyr flaid an 

hour to view this delightriil place; and after 
* ^.P”r t^iog maide twoRekaets * in the mofque be- 
prayw?*" longjngto it, which is built of flone on the banks 
of the Jaoun, to return thanks to' God for his 
conqueft, he departed out of this towd. 

About *this time the lord Chamfeddin, one 
of tlie Cherifs of Termed,' W'ith Aladdin Naib, 
lieutenant of the Cheik Coukeri, who had been 
fent embafl'adors to the town of Coutele, re- 
turn’d from their embafly : they brought 'Ad- 
vice that Bchadei! Nchar princq of thefe quar- 
ters, had willingly fubmitted to the empero/ j 
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and hop’d next friday to have the honor to*Chap.£2. 
kifs the grohn^ bdfore his majefty, and offer 
him his 'fervi^gCV 3 'iinur being encamp’d on 
the other fide m Gehanunia near Veatr Abad, 
the .embafTadors prefented him two white par- 
rots, from . Behader* Nehar. Thcfe birds had 

liv’d ever fint^e theftime of Togluc Chah, and 
had been kepf 'many years iii the antichambers 
of the empcrot^ of, India. Timur took this 
curious prefent for a good a«gury ; and conti- 
nu’d his road iix miles^farther to a place call’d 
Moudala, haviim befQre crofs’d the Jaoun. 

The twenty-fourth of Rabiulakher,he march’d Jan. 20. 
fix miles and encamp’d at Kete« where Beha- 
der Nehar with his Ton Coultach had the ho- 
nor to kifs the imperial ca^et, to offer a great 
many ridi prefents, and afHire the emperor of 
their obedience.. The twenty-fifth the army jan. ai. 

* inarch’d *co Baghbout, which for its beauty is 
c^par'd to the delicious garden of Durbehar, 
and to the magnificent temple of the idols of 
Fercar ,* which places' arc diftant from each o- 
ther fix miles. The twcnty-fixth they marcl)^d jan, as. 
alfo ^ miles, and encamp’d at Afar, fituate ' 
between two rivers, where Timor ftaid to re- 
pofe himfftlf. •• * •

The 
Tan 24. twehty-eighrh^hefe lords fent ayfvice to the em- 
percM-, that Elias' Ougani, the f^ni of Mou- 
Jana Ahmed iTohanefeti, wyth a Chetrc nam’d 
Sefi, h^d fortify ’d the town, at >4 .''^‘cre. back’d 
by a company of Gucbres ; that they had r?- 
fiis^d, to .fubmtt, and had rfbt only declar’d that'

' ‘ hif^rriv’d at the town of Myrthc, wf here he 
or^iV’dthe captains 6f the companys to, uhder^ 
mine the walls. At nijght thew/inted the works, 
and found they had already Qvanc’d' tcn or fif-

thie ; which fb furpri2*3 the Guebres, that they 
defifted from defending -themfplve^,’ 

Next day the Emir' Alfdida'd, with <his re- 
giment nam’d the fajfhful, conOf^ng of the- an- 
tient people of the Cputchins, attack’d the gate 
of the town. A yoorfg'tad, one of his domef- 
tics, nam’d Serai, Ton ofCailandar, boldly caft a 
Tict upon the battleihent, and mootited the walls. 
He was follow’d by Kouftem Be\las, and».a 
great many brave niieo, who ndh’d into the 
sown (word in hand ; 


'they bound Elias OuganT,

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and the fon of Tchancferi, governors of the/2hap,4f, 
place, whoiif tltey *carl*y*d td the foot of the 
imperial throom The Gnebre Sefi, one of the 
princes of this»place, was kUl‘4 in the affault, 
and*his body citi into the fire .which he ador’d. 

'fhe fifft'pf Juma*iu!cvel thty»flea’d alive all ja 
the Guebfcs hf thi? place, irid ihadc flaves of 
their w ives and children : they fet fire to every 
thing, and raz'd, the; Walls ; fo that this town 
was foon induc’d to afbes, tho Turmechirin 
Can, a great emperor in Afia, cou’d not hiake 
himielf mailer or it. « 

It is remarkable, that before the army’s 
marching to this place, Timur had rcfolv’cj to 
write a letter to the* inhabitants, to reduce ’em 
by good-nature and promifes : but the fecre- 
tary being about to write thefe' words, “ Why 
** do yon compare us with Turmechirin Can ? ” 

Timur ibprimand.ed thofe who had order’d the 
feSretary to write in Inch a manner, faying, 

** What am I to Turmechirin Can ? He was a ■ 

greater lord than me, of ftri^ter virtue, and 
** better condud : but my defig^ is to revepee 
“ the affront thefe villains have put upon "To 
** powerful and jmgull a monarch. ” So with-' 
out fufierihg tn^etter *to be concluded; he 
march’d to exterminate ’em. This was Timur’s 
modeAy, whicfi ought to fervc as cxampih 
to others.

Several battelf ufon the gfeat river * Ganges^ 
agaittji the militia of the Guehrts, 

T H E fame day that^ Myrthe was taken, 
Timur order'd the ' Emir Gehan Chah to 


depart with the left wing by a difterent road, 
to ravage the country pf the Guebres ; for 
which purpofe he embark’d with his troops on 
+ jutnga. the Jaoun t* The emperor gave the command 
of the baggage to the Emir Cheik Noureddin, 
with orders to condnd it along the river of 
• Carafou,; and then departed in perfori towards 
the great river of Ganges, fourteen males from 
Myrthe. The Emir Solyraan Chah join.’d hitri 
on the road ; and having march’d fix miles, 
they encamp’d at Manfoura, where Timur 
Jan. 27. ftaid one night. The fecond of Jumaziulevei, 
Ije fet out at three in the morning, and at fun- 
rmng arriv’d at Pirouznour on the Ganges, 
where they mareft’d three miles to find an eafy 
pa<fiage. Some time‘ after ^e^ caries to the or- 
dinary pafiage, which was very difficult and 
dangerous*; feveral horfinnen fwam over there 
on horfebackj but not without ^reat rifque. 
Tiinur .going to do the fame,^ the Emirs on 
their knees befought him to the contrary, tel- 
ling him that the Mirza Pir Mehemed ana the 
Em|r Solyman Chah, having croft’d the river 
neat Pirouznour, were on the point of pcrilh- 
jng. In the mean |v.hile feveral brave men fwam 
ove.r, as the Tomans of the Mii«a Charoc, Spid 
Coja fan of Cheik Ali Behader, 'and Gehpn 
Mule foil of Mclket. Then Timur march’d 


two 
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tv’o n^es further along the Ganges, and en'jChap.23. 
camp’d. The ^hird of famaziulevei, he went 
towards TocI<^oar, a town on, the bank of the 
Ganges, twenty miles from the place whence 
they fet out. when they hac} Starch’d fifteen, 
advice was brought the emperor, that a great 
number* of Guebrei were got together on the 
bank dt that* river. Timur immediately fent 
thither the Emir Mobacher, Ali Sultan Tava- 
chi, and other j^mirs of Tomans, and captains, 
to the Humber of fifty thoufand horfe; and 
continu’d his road towards Toclocpour. At 
this time the emperor was feiz’d with . a very 
troublefom fwetling in his arm, which much 
impair’d his health; but this diftemper did 
not continue loiig^ thro the care and alCduity 
■cf his officers. 

In thp mean while advice was brought that 
a vaft number of Ggsbres ip forty- eight boats, 
advanc’d againfl us Upon the Ganges. This 
news Hir’d up the emperor’s fury ; and the plea- 
*fure of having - an ’ opportunity of . acquiring 
glory and merit in this war againd the infidels, 
made him forget his diftemper. *He tdbk 
horfe w'ith a thoufand of his particular officers, 
and march’d alOf|i the banks of the river. « He 
had no fooner pweiv’d the enemy, than fevc- 
ral of our brave men fpur’d their, hones- into 
the water fword in hand, with their quivers fsf* 
ten’d to their ftdes. Ifhe unskilful enemas on- 
ly let theiV arrows upon ’em, wPth their 
buRders laid «>dver their beads ; while our men 
continually advanc’d, and laying hold on their 
flat'bottqin’d veffels, enter’d ’em, notwithftand- 
ing the reftftance of the enemy, whom they cut 
ip pieces, ^d caft their bolys into the Ganges, 
leaking thdir women and children Haves. When 
Qiey were become mailers of thefe great boats, 

they

Book IV? they went in fearch of ten others ^tnatin'd with 
Gucbres, who prepar’d themfe]fres*fof ^ghting, 
and faften’d their boats to one ^ther, that they 
might the better defend themidves, and make 
a kind of naval fight. Our foloiers, after hav- 
ing difclurg’d 'a vail numbt'r of arrows, board- 
ed their vcifelS, giving pfafie to God; and 
with their fwords flew the remainder of thefe 
unfortunate Indians. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

Timut^s three Gazies^ or expeditions ogainfi 
the Guehres, 

A fter the taking of the flat boats on * 
the Ganges, Timur decamp’d for Tdc- 
Jan. 29 . locpour : and when he was arriv’d there, on the 
fourth of Jumaziulevcl, a little after midnight* 
two men«came from the Emirs Allahdad, Ba- 
jazct Coutchin, ana Aitoun Bacchi, the leaders 
of our fcouts, who brought .advice that having 
foufld an eafy pafl'agi WhejT they erofs’d the 
Ganges, they had met on the banks of that 
river a grtfat number of infidels wefl-arm’d, 
who^ad for their leader a king nam’d Moba- 
rek Can, w ho was refold’d to defend hiipfelf. 

Timur on advice of thefe motions, took Ijorfis 
before morning at the found of drums and ket- 
tledrums, being lighted by a vaft number of 
flambeaux and torches : he Orofs’d the Ganges, 
and read the morning-prayer, after having 
march’d a mile on the other ftdi^ that riv^. 
Then our foldiers, with tfieir cuirafles' on, ad- 
vanc’d againfl Mobarek Can, who Had rang’d 

ten 
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ten thoufand iiorfe, ^nd fome fnfkfltfry, iu ordcf €liap.;i4» 
of battel, .and ^ciSed us with his enfigns dif- 
play’d, tho he^sk’d his crown oh this occa- 
fioii . V ... * 

Tihiur hereupon irnagin’d th&t thefe Indians 
being fas more numerous than v e, and our two 
wings at a great pittance, we cOu*d ufe no pre- 
cautions, but muft entirely relign our felves to 
the will of God. * And as he was thus diftluiet- 
ed about the fuccefs of^the battel, five hundred 
horfe of the Tomans o*f Mirza Charoc arriv’d, 
which had crofs’d the w|^t with Scid Coja 
and Gehan Mule, to make inroads in fcveral 
places ; and they join’d us at fo proper a time, 
that one wou’d have thought they had been 
appointed to meet us here, or that heaven had 
fent ’em exprefs.to fuccour Timur when he’ 

^ad fuch*necd of ’em. Whereupon he return’d 
G(jd thanks for his kindhefs to him, and or- 
der’d the Emirs Chamelik and Allalidad to at- 
tack the enemy with a thoufartd horfe, and not 
to regard their number, or refiftance. 

Our brave men, in obedience to this orde^, 
and in refignatioh to ^he will of God,, rufli’d 
with fury upon iki enemy, who thinking that 
our men w^re not aone, biit only the valiguard 
of a ^eat army, fuddenly 'grew afraid, and 
Aed like hinds before a Soaring lion, and lika 
Chacafs ♦ Hid themfelves in the woods. .Our 
warrior* purfu’d *ctri, and put a great number 
to olie fwordj carrying away captive their %vo- 
men and children, w.itl^ a conliderable booty of 
oxen "and other animals. Timm; encamp’d in 


1 ChM*l t» ajf animal which parity rc^fembles a dog, and 
partly ajbx. It di^ up dead bodyt ce devour ’em, and hath 
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Bookl\(> this place { ''and at the fame time receiv’d ad* 
vice that a great number of Gifiebres were ren* 
dezvous’d in the deHle of „Co^le, ^ of the 
Ganges. Whereupon he departed with five 
hundred horie for that place, leaving the. reft 
to guard the fpoils. The emperor at his arri- 
val at thefe mountains, m6t a great nutpber of 
Guebres. The Emirs Chamelik and All Sultan 
Tavaefai, notwithftanding the' enemy were fu- 
perior to ’em in number, fell upon ’em fword in 
hand, giving praifes to God; 'I’hefe infidels at 
firft defended them&lves : ,but our men put ’em to 
the rout, notwithulnding their great number, 
while the folHicrs were employ’d in colleding 
the booty. Timur b^ng left with only a hun- 
dred horfemen of his guards, a Guebre, nam’d 
’Malck Cheika, fell briskly upon him with a 
hundred men, partly horfe ‘and parcly foot, 
Timur oppos’d thefe rafh fellows; but while' 
the tw’o partys were about to let fly a fhcgit'er 
of arrows, one of our foldicrs, thro miftake, 
told Timur that this man was the Cheik Cou- 
Ijeri, one of his faithful fervants- This falfe 
alarm caus’d the emperor to return to the bot- 
tom of the moimtain ; which the Guebre per- 
ceiidng, he attack’d*fome ^jTbtir m^. Timur 
then return’d againft this infidel, fliot him in 
the belly with an arrow, and unhors’d him 
w'ith a cut of his fabre on his he.ad : he was 
then*" bound w'ith cords, and drag’d after our 
men, Timur being willing to queftion h‘im ^on- 
ceniing the condition of the enemy ; but he pre- 
fently gave up the ghoft. Some time after ad- 
vice was broifght that in the defile of G>u^ie, 
two miles from this place, a great many Gue- 
bres were aflembled ; that in thij pafiages «of 
thefe mountains were only thick woot^, andr 
trees tw'ifted one within another, with reeds 

and

fcartely gra(p»’em. ' J O'YNJ 

Timur, -who md already taken horfe twice 
this day to figh^,* arid was in great want of 
llcep,^ had no fo«ner heard this news, than pre- 
ferring the treafnrcs,,of eternal rewards to his 
quiet nere, he march’d towards this defile at 
t!ie head of fome officers and Emirs of the 
vanguard. As he was oblig’d to ^o thro woods 
almoft unpaflable^ add the Indians were far 
more numerous, Timur., faid to his men, “ If 
“ my fon Pir Mehemed and Solyman Chah 
fhou’d arrive here {irefently, they wou’d be 
of great fervice to us : but that cannot be ; 

“ feeing it is but three days fince I fent ’em 
to make inroads beyond the Ganges, which 
‘‘ they have crofs’d at Pirouznour. ” While Ti- . 
mur was^ thus f|»eaking, on a Hidden they per- 
•ceiv’d thpfe brave men, who were over-joy’d 
to meet the emperor in this place. The plea- 
fiire^ as one may ealily imagine, was not lefs on 
Timur’s fide. They march’d together againft 
the Guebres, on whom they difeharg’d Aowers 
of arrows ; and then rufhing on ’em ^word iii 
band, they made a cruel (laughter : they took a 
vaft quantity o&fajooty fi^qm thefe inn(iels,,as 
well camell^, oxeiv and other cartel, as gold 
and filver belts, which the enemys w'pre. 

Thus Timur was in three battels the fame 
day, which'never happen’d to any printer be- 
fore him, that tve i^nd mention’d in hiftory. 
Thefcfield of battel being fo^ ftrait, and full of 
woods' arid' thorns, that it "was impolfible to 
encamp here, in the evening they •were oblig’d 
to fctam to ^e place where the fecond Gazie 
was fought, j

T H E ilefile of Coupele is ficuate at the 
foot of a mountain, near the Ganges ; anti 
fifteen miles higher than this defile is a ftone 
carv’d in form of a cow, from whence fpnngs 
this great river. For this reafon the Indians 
Religion adore this ftone ; and in all the neighbouring 
of the In, countrys, within a year’s journy, when they 
arc at prayers they turn towards it. € One of 
their cuftoms is to bum themfelves alive, and 
to have their alhes flung into the Gange^tie- 
lieving they fliall merit falvation by it.‘ They 
alfo caft into this river their gold and filve^ 
end a fjiief part of their devotion is to wafh 
themfelves in it, and there fhave their beard 
and head, upon which they pour water j which 
thky cftcem.as ufefol as thiTMahGaiBtaps ima- 
gine the , Abdefte * necel&ry, when they go in

gives a relation of the fuperftitions of thefe

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and his Con the Sultan Mahmoudi for feveral Chap.i 
yelrs made war on thcfe idolaters of India, 
and by degrees ^nquer^d the towns and caftles 
of this kingdom^' that God blefs’d their under> 
takit^Sy and perinitted the Sutead Mahmoud at 
the end of thefe woq;, to march.into the king> 
dom of Cannoodge With the mahom^tan army. 

The interpreter of the Yemini remarks, that 
this war in the* country of Cannoudge is the 
moll celebrated oTan^ that YeminEddolc Mah- 
moud was over engag’d, in. 

But to return to our fubjed t we mull know 
that when Timur took up a refolution to carrv 
his arms into India, he fent feveral Emirs with 
conliderable troops bv one road, and with the 
reft of his army maren’d himfelf another ; that 
thefe two arrays took all the city?, caftles,. 
fortrelfe^ towns and villages, in their way ; 

•that they exterminated the idolaters ,• and met 
together before Deli, as we have already men- 
tion’d } and that after the reduftion of Deli, 
riiey crofs’d the . Ganges. Thus Timur accom- 
|>li(h’d his undertaking in India, for t|jie extir- 
pation of idolatry in that country. Buf as there 
yet remain’d a prodigious multitude of Guebres 
in the mountainS'^pr Coup^Ie, who po^efs’^l a

march towards this defile,* wlrere the infidels, 
who were deftin’d to pcrifli, da»*d to wait their 
arrival, and raffjly prepar’^ to fuftarn the* at- 
tacks of our warriors, and qiake a vigorous de- 
fence. • At fun-rifing the mahomotan army was 
rang’d in order of battel, and arriv’d at the 
defile in very* good order. •I’hS right wing was 
commanded by the Mir;ia Fir Mehemed, and 
the Emir Solyman Chah ; and the left by other 
Emirs of great reputationr The Emir Chame- 
lik and other captains famous for their valor, led 
the vanguard of the main body. 

When the poife of t;he drums, the great and 
little kettledrums, and trumpets, accompany ’d. 
with the ufual great cry, had echo’d jn thefe* 
mountains and narrow paifages, the. infidels < 
were confounded, and loft all courage : fear apt 
poflclfion of their hearts, and wou’d not fumer 
’em to wait the attack of our w'arriors, bu» 
oblig’d ’em to conceal themfelves in the moun- 
tains, whither they were purfu’d by our men, 
and great part of ’em flain ; fome fav’d them- 
felv^s, yet their effe^s, whi^%s»nfifted of fur- 
niture and other riches, fell to the cdhquerors. 

, This kingdom being thus deliver’d from thefe 
idolaters, the army return’d the fame day, and 
crofski the Ganges, on the banks of which Ti- 
mur read the npon-prayer, returning thanks to 
God for the advantage and vidorys he 'had 
gain’d thro his goodnefs. Then he took horfe, 
and after five miles march encamp’d toward? 
the lower part of the river, pfeas’d with the 
condn<ft of all the captains and feldiers of his 
army, to whom he gave rewards for their brave 
actions in this war.

• his emfire* 

T imur being fatisfy’d with having 
march’d as far as the eaftern frontiers 
of the empire of In4ia in one campain, and 
having acquired the merit of the Gazie* depart-'' 
cd from the bank of tlie Ganges the fixth of J*"* 3*' 
Jutnazinlevel, to join the baggage. Every one 
march’d in his refpeftive poft ; -and the qnarter- 
'mafter.s and harbingers had orders to meet the’ 
baggage^ and conduft it to the army. The fc- 
•venth, they march’d fix miles* and encamp’d peb. i; 
four miles diftance from the baggage. 

In the mean while advice was brought that 
in the mountain of Soualec, one of the moll 
confiderable mountains of India, which ^retchea 
over two tliirds of this vaft empire, there wer* 
afl’e'mblcd a great number of Indians, with de- 
fign to infylt ilSC Timut* ord.er’d the •trodps 
which accorapany’d the baggage to decamp,,

an(4 extermin^e the Indians. Timur told ’em, 
tiieOazic produc’d two confidetable advantages j 
ong was, that it procur’d for the warrior eter- 
Voi.

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Book i Vi' nal merit ; me other, that he acquir'd by it 
worldly fpo«s and goods f that "as /they had 
thefe two advantages in pcvii, they'fhou’d be 
w'illing that h^ might partake qf ’em alfo, fince 
his intentioil in,all his fatigue# and labors,^as 
only to render himfelf well-pleafing to. God, 
and fo freafure up good wcirlcs for his eternal 
' happinefs, and riches to beftotv" upon his fol- 
diers, and do good to the popr. 

Then he fent orders to the Emir Gehan 
Chah, who had been gone out a w'eek to make 
inroad on the Jaoun, to qome to the camp, that 
he might partake of the merit of this expedi- 
tion as well as the other Emirs. This Emir ac- 
cordingly obey’d the order, and return’d to 
join his majefty* 


CHAP. XXVII.

Timur's irrupion on the mountain Soualec, 

-Teb. 4. faturday the tenth of Jumaziulevel, 

Timur departed for the mountain of Soii- 
algc, where a Raya nam’d ^hrouz had aflem- 
bled a number of ‘Guebrci in a aarrow paf- 
fage ; and confiding in the ftrength of the moun- 
«tain, and *a ftrong place he had in poffeffion, 
which he imagin’d inacceiliblc, h^d refolv’d to 
give us battel. Our army advancing^ in good 
order, Timur vent down to the entrance of 
this defile, where he ftopt. Our foldicfs fell 
fuddenly upon the infidels, who made but a 
weak defence ; fo that with their fwords and 
half-pikes they flew a great luimber of ’em. 
Having reduc’d ’em thus low,t they bctame 
mafters of their cartel and effefis, and took 
thofe prifoners who cfcap’d the fword : but as 

the 
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the booty was unequally divided, 'che rich and,Chap.a8* 
powerful bawng gotj four or five hundred oxen, 

Timur order’d the fpoils fliou’d oe equally dif- 
tributed, that tn? rtoot and weak might have 
their fliarc. TJiie following uigift Timur lay iti 
the tent of the Mirza Pir MeHeped ; and next 
day he went to Belye, near Bekeri, commonly 
call’d Meliapour, 

The twelfth of Jumaziulevel he* march’d four Feb. ft 
miles, and encamp’d»at ChaclarfaVa. The fol- 
diers were fo laden with booty, that theycou'd 
fcarce march four miles a day. Next day rfiey 
Went four miles, and encamp’d at Kender. 


C H A XXVIII.

T H E ^ fourteenth of Jumaziulevel Timur 
crofs’d the Jaoun, and encamp’d in ano- 
ther part of the mountain of Soualec, where 
advice was brought that a Raya nam’d Ratan 
had caus’d the trumpets to be founded to afiem- 
ble the people, ^d fall u{)pn our army ; that 
by this means an infinite number of Indians werO 
got together under his command, apd had re^ 
treated into thick and inacceffible woods. • 
Timur wOu’d not ftay till night Was fiver 
before he began his march againft *eroi but 
caus’d torches and flambeaus to be lighted, and 
order’d the captains to keep a conftant march 
in order of battel. The foldiers employ’d all 
their ftrength in cutting down the trees to make 
roads, and thjf fame night they advanc’d twelve 
mifts. 
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jpafclV/ TI)e fifcefoth before morning they arriv’d 
between th^ two, mountains p? 'Sojilalec and 
Feb. 9. where the Raya vfas prepar’d to give 

battei, having form’d t^vo wiqgs and a main 
body ; . but he bad no more eburage than the 
reft j for as (ooti as the aoife of the drums, 
trumpets and kettledrums, w'ith the'lbldiers 
cries , were Jieard in this mountain , they 
fted, and the Raya himfelf turi;r’d his back, and 
retir’d to the bottom of a w'ood, .Our foldiers 
purfu’d the enemy, and- cut in pieces a great 
number, enrkliing themfelves with the Ipoils, 
and carrying away an innumerable company of 
captives* - . 

The fame day our right wing went into ano- 
ther defile of t-hefej mountains, where, after 
"having exterminated the Guebres, they gain’d- 
a conftderable booty : the left wing alfo made 
inroads in another place, and maflacred' feverab 
Indians;, but got no fpoils. The following 
night the two wings return’d to Timur, ^e 
Feb. 10; lixteenth, Timur quitted this narrow paffagf, 
^d re-ljnter’d the mountain of Soualec, where 
ne. oiicatttp’d in f I^ace fifteen league's froni Be- 
kircout, all- Which country is full of forefis and 
criggy mountains. ‘‘Then h?*iefol;^d to go in 
perlon into the nioft dangerous places ; and fent 
Jjack the Itft wiog, compos’d of the troops of 
Corjiffana, to make inroads, becaufe they were 
^ieJttirn’d without any booty. 

In tRe mean while Sainte Maure, at\he head 
of the fcouts, arriv’d at nine in the morfiing; 
bringing advice that there were fo many Gue- 
bres in thefe garters, that it was impolCble to 
number ’em. This news oblig’d. Timur to flay 
in this pKice, white the left wing fhou’d go jout 
CO make inroads*

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Then advice wa^ 1)rckight l^nl the body of^hap.ig* 
troops cotttmaflded by the fithirf Cheik Won- 
reddbi and Ali Siikin Titach'i, that feveral 
Guebres, with ibundance of caftel, were got 
together in a tfefile on the left fide. Timur 
iitunediajieiy march’d* towards this frface, order- 
ing the Emirs. Cheilc Noureddin and A4i Sultan 
to fall upon the Guebres. They foon became 
conquerors, putting ^he cnemys to the fword, 
in the emperor’s prefence, who had fet up his 
imperial ftandard on the vtry brink of the moun- 
tain, to encourage hismien. Some of the wound- 
ed fav’d themfeivcs by flight ; but all their df- 
feds and cartel fell into the hands of the vidors. 

Timur ftaid i^n the mountain till evening, and 
caus’d part of the booty to be diftributed amor^ 
fhofe who cou’d get none ; fo that every one 
had as tfluch as he cou’d wcH take care of. At 
night- they encamp’d in this defile, where there 
were abundance of monkys, who came to ftcfil 
^way the foldiers goods. 

Thus w’e may truly fay, there were twenty 
battels fought in thirty days, during wknch tinae 
onr men conquer’d feven of the moll important 
fortrefles of In4i^) which^ woo’d hcH: give place 
to Caiber ^ Tiiefe feven* fortrefles weffe at one 
or two leagues diflance from each other, and the 
inhabitants were at continual variance among 
themfelves. • They had formerly paid tribute to 
the emperors of India ; but were fome time 
finc^ brought to fubjedion to the Muflulraans, 
from whom they revolted, refuflng to pay tri-, 
bute to ’em ; and thus they merited the punifli- 
ment they receiv’d. One of thefe places, which

Coulter had willingly fuhraitted to Timur, thro 
rfhCT^^^the interpofition of the Mufl^lmans who liv’d 
with ’em : bat this was mere (hew } for they foon 
gave us marks of their treafon and malice, and 
when the cuftomary tax fbr the faving of their 
lives was impos’d on ’em, they made ule of tricks 
and equivocations.. In the mean while one of 
Timiir\s officers invented a ftratagera to oblige 
’em to pay the raony wivh lefs reludance ; which 
was, that wc Ihou’d buy up all their old bows, 
which they accordingly fold our men upon their 
offering a good price ; fo that they had fcarcely 
any more arms left. Then it was order’d that 
forty Guebres (hou’d be lifted in the fervice of 
Hendou Chch Cazen, one of the emperor’s of- 
ficers : w'hich they wou’d not confent to, but 
flew feveral Mullulmans. 

This oblig’d us to treat ’em asenemys,.and 
befiege their place in form ; whjch having taken, 
we put two thoufand Guebres to the fword, as 
41 punifljpcient for their paft crimes. 

The place belonging to Malek Diuradge, and 
five others, were taken with the fame eafe in a 
yety ffiort time ; fonfiat this c^ntry was clear’d 
of this generation of idolaters, their temples 
^yi'ere ruin’d, and the mahometan religion aiter- 
fjlouri&’d there.

Timur's Gazies and expeditioas in the pro- 
vince *of Tchamou. 


• 

T H E Gazies on* the mountains of Soualec 
being’ Tfinifli’d to Timur’s fatisfadion, he 
departed from Manfar the fixteenth of Jumaziu- March la. 
lalcher ; and after a m^rch of fix miles, encamp’d i399« 
at Baila, a town of tlie province of Tchamou, 
where he was join’d by the Emirs Cheik Mahe- 
med Aicoutmur, Mobacher, and Ifinael Berlas, 

^ of the Toman of Mirza Calil Sultan. 

' The inhabitants of this town were valiant’ 

.men, an^ their forefls very difficult of accefs : 
thgy had fix’d their bucklers round their woods, 
whfire they prepar’d for a vigorous refiftance. 

Our foldiers were eager to fall upon ’em ; but 
tliere came an order from the emperor to defer 
the attack till next day, becaufe he dafign’d to 
be there in perfon. 

The feventegith Timiy took horfe, and ha- March 1 3. 
^ ving rang’c^ his army in orUer of batrel]i caus’d 
the great cry to be made, and the inflruments of 
war to be founded ; but the enemy abandon’d 
the tow'n, and fled into the woods, to aln’de 
themfelves. Part of our foldiers were ported on 
the fide of the wood, while the others enter’d 
the town without oppofition, and made thera- 
fclves mafters of a great quantity of mony and 
ammunitions ; fo that the army was fumifh’d 
with all neceffarys. 

tThe fame day the army departed thence, to 
encamp four miles further, Olaia Timur, Tonca- 
tSr, and Cqnlad, as alfothe Mirza RouAem, and 
• . ^4 the 
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Bopk 1%. the raithful^eincddin, who had bten Tent am' 
bafladors from Deli into Cachmir, ‘arriv’d at the 
camp with Tetters from ptince Chah Eskender, 
from whom iherc iikcwife caspe ambalTadors ; 
who affur’d Tirrur that their ^ince, full of re- 
fped to iiim, had tcfolv’d to demaod- his pro- 
teftion, with all the fiibmifGon that cod’d beex- 
pedted from a fubjedt, who was entirely relign’d 
to his orders ; and that ^s a.'marlc oi his lince-' 
rity, he was upon his way to meet -the emperor, 
being already arriv’d afa place nam’d Gebhati, 
where he was rejoin’d by the "dodfor Noradin, 
cno of his ambafTadors, who rgld him that the 
Emirs of I’imur’s Divan had tax’d him at thirty 
tlioufatid horfes, and a hundred thoufand Derefts 
of gold, each Dereft weighing two Mcdkales . 
•and a half. Chah Eskender immediately re*'^ 
turn’d tocollepkthc mony he was tax’d at, that 
he might the fooner have the honor to krfs the im- 
perial carpet, Timur, on advice of this,,dif- 
approv’dof this order, becaufe they had impos’d 
a tax upon Eskender, which he was not able to 
pay, fiq^'e it was more than his little kingdom 
was w orth : and as the ambafladors at thc.fame 
time reprefented to the emperor how willingly 
Cfmh Eskender had.’fubmittejT to feira, 7 'imur 
order’d that he fhou’d be treated with civility,* 
and font to»tell him that the payment of this tax 
fhcuU not detain him from coming before him. 

March 14. The eighteenth of Jumaziulakher, the ambafl'a- 
dors of Chah Eskender and of Moramed?eined- 
din were fent back to Cachmir, w ith orders for 
Chah Eskcoider to come to the bank of the Indus 
in ten da} s. Then die army on their road pil- 
lage three towns; but Aratmour, officer of 
Timur’s houfhold, was wopnded with an arrow,

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after having march’d four miles. Ja their jroad*Chap,»<>, 
they found fBur lea^^j^ts of cultivate land, ready vStm 
for harveft ; which, fefv’d for forage, and ouf 
horfes w'cre let loofe among chf grafs in this 
paftpre-ground. ’ 

The twentieth of Jumaziuhddier, Timur en- 
ter’d th*e defile fronf whence the river of Tcha- 
niou fprings, Which the army had crofs’d feycral 
times. It is fitu^te at the foot of a'mountain, on 
the left fide, of the city of Tcbamou, having on 
its right the town of Menou. It was inhabited 
by ftrong -and tall Indians, who were refolv’d 
to defend their lives, and having fent their wives 
and children ii%p the mountains, had intrench’d 
themfelves in almofi inaccefilble woods, upon a 
cragged mountain, having their king at the 
bead ; and like dogs batking at the rifing moon-, 
they hoal’d, if one may fo fay, when they dif- 
' charg’d their arrows. 

•Timur imagin’d it better to furprize ’em by 
artifice, than to attack ’em openly in fo dange- 
rous a place : whereupon he order’d oin* foldiers 
to leave ’em, and to go to pillage th^ town pf 
Menou ; w'hich was accordingly executed. The 
troops alfo enter’d the townof Tchamou, whence 
they brought a'^ay ammuitition and fpoils enough 
for their pay and fiiftenance. Then Timur poftr 
ed fome regiments of active and refolute men in • 
the woods where the enemy had fortify’d them- 
felves an^ in the meanwhile he departeef with 
the cavalry. 

The twenty firft he crofs’d the river of Tcha- 
mou, march’d four miles, and encamp’d on the 
bank of the Genave, in a plain of four leagues — — 
in length, full of pafturage. 

. As foon as the imperial army had qnitted the de- 
file of Tchamou and Menou, the Indians, like foxes 
poming out of their hofes, wlipti (hey imagin’d the 
* forpfts 
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Book I V* fofcfts void if lions, came «ouc of* their moun- 
UW tain to re-e4-er their houfes : but they were 
foon attack’d by our regiments who lay in am- 
bufcade i ancf who falling uponTem, cut ’em in 
pieces, not givi/fg-quarter to,any one. * 
Dolet Timur Tavachi, ag officer of the To- 
man of Cheik Noureddin, affilled by HulTein 
Melik Coutebin, took the Icing of Tchamou pri- 
foner, with fifty officers of tonllderation, whom 
he brought to Timur. .The emperor return’d 
thanks to God, and thus addrefs’d thefe Emirs : 
“ Blefled be the almighty’King of heaven and 
“ earth, who hath humbled thefe proud Guebres, 
“ the enemys of his name, who but yefterday 
“ infolently brav’d the faithful from their craggy 
V mountains, having no regard to any one ; but^ 
“ to day God has deliver’d ’em up to us^ bound 
“ like raalefaftors. To him be blelling.,and glo- 
“ ry for ever.” Then he order’d that the' cap- 
tives fhou’d be loaded with chains, and left 
grot'eling upon the earth, except the king of 
Tchamou, who had been wounded in the fight : 
He was fltal’d of his wound, and treated with 
civility, as well becaufe of his charafter, as for 
that they imagin’d thpy might the more cafily get 
the mony due to the mahometan aflny for the 
town of Ttharaou, and the faving the lives of 
Ac king and his men. In the mean while they 
treattd this prince with fo much Inndnefs and 
refpc£t, inflruiJling him in the beauty? of the 
muflulman religion/^that he refolv’d to make^jro- 
feffion of mahometanifm, and quit his errors 
and idolatry. So he declar’d his belief of the 
unity of God, and eat the flelh^ of oxen with 
the Muflulmans, which is prohibited thefe mife- 
rable Indians. ‘ * 

This change of religion caus’d him to, be ho- 
nor’d and carefs’d by Timur, who confeotedlo 

mak'v 
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make a trea'ty witH him, by whi^^ he was re* Chap.jo. 
ceiv’d under the profeftion of ourtnonarch. 

The'twenty .third of Jumaziuiakher the ar- March 19.

CHAP. XXX.

Relation of what pafs^d at Labor y with’ regard 
to Chicai Coukery prince of that city, 

I N the mean while advice was brought that 
the princes and Emirs, who had been fent 
' towards Labor, had made themfelvcs mafters of 
that city, and adually receiv’d the tax for re- 
* deeming the inhabitants lives, having made Chi- 
cai Couker prifdner of war. 

Deceit, fays the poet, may at firft have a good • 
*appearance ; but in the end it makes the perfon 
blufli wiio praSifes it : wherefore Timur, wijo 
was an enemy to tricking, made ufe oT the fol- 
lowing words for the motto of his fcal, Safety 
confijls in ffiir- Wealing. *• •• • 

But that every one may be fufficiently appriz’d 
of the affair of Chicai Couker, they muft know • 
that this gripce of Labor, at the beginning of 
this war, accompany’d Timur every where* from 
whom he obtain’d fo much favor and refpeft, 
tha?if any of the Indians made ufe of his name, 
they were neither pillag’d nor made prifoners. 
When the army was between the two rivers of • 
Ganges and Jaoun, he beg’d leave to go into his 
own country, .which was granted him : and he 
even agreed about the prefents he Ihou’d make to 
the emperpr tipon his meeting ipm again at the 

t>ankof the Biahj, which isal^ call’d the river 

’ * 
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BookIVfof Labor, Thus Chicai Qjuker return’d into 
his own coujkry, where he pafs’d forae time in 
plays and diverfions, for^tiug what he had 
promis’d “befiare the auguit trij^unal of Timur : 
and he not only oegledcd the performance of his 
proraife, but cVen gave marks of liis difregard 
to us ; for feveral of our ‘officers having pail 
thro his city coming from TranVbxiaiia, as the 
dpdor Abdallah Sedrc, Heaidouchah Cazen, and. 
others, rhro whofe protcdion he might have ad- 
vanc’d, himfelf in honor ^ind power, he did not 
give ’em a handibm reception, nor fhew the Icaft 
marks of civility, pretending ignorance of their 
being in the city. This procedure drew on him 

. 'I’imur’s indignation, who order’d that his coun- 

try fhou’d be pillag’d, and his perfon feizVi. 
Thus our monarch punifli’d ingratitude. 

March 20. Xhe twenty fourth of Jumaziulakher; Timur ^ 
crofs’d the river of Genave, and euca'mpM af- 
ter having march’d five miles. * The fame day 
officers arriv’d from Tauris from the Mirza Miv 
ran Chah, bringing news of the good health of 
that pri^jee, his children, and principal Emirs. 
They alfo brought an account of the alfairs 
of Bagdad, Egypt, Syria, Anatolia and Cap- 
chat ; as likewife th 6 condition*of ihe fortrefs 
of Alengic. 

The tvvtfiity fifth, feveral fick foldiers were 
droxyi’d in the river; which oblig’d Timur, 
who was the moft merciful prince in the upiverfe, 
to give thofe who were in want of ’em, prpper 
horfes and mules out of his own ftabie, upon 
which they' crofs’d the river. The fame day 
the emperor feot Hendouchab Cazen to Samar- 
. cand, with advice that he was about to return 
home, to comfort the people who impatietttdy 
expeSed him. That day there likewife came 
an officer from Perfia from the Mirza Pir Mehw- 

nied» 
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med, fon of OmarCheik, who br0d5htnewsofChap.5(S- 
this prince’s ^leaith,* ind the ftate of his king- (✓V^ 
dom: he likewife prefented Egyfjiiaa fwor^, 
damask’d blades, and other curiofitys. 

The twenty ^th Of Jumaziulalftier the army 
decamp’d from the hank of the Qenave, and al^ 
ter fix miles march encamp’d in the defart ; and 
the fame day the emperor fent again to Samar- 
cand one of the ambafiadors who came from 
Tauris, to order* th<f princes his fons to come 
and meethiii. Then defigning to croft 

the river Dindana before the reft of the armj^ 
fet out before ’em. * 

The twenty feventh'-hc march’d fix miles, and 
encamp’d at the entrance of a wood ; they faw 
a lion in a meadow, which every one attack’d, 
and the Emir Cheik Noureddin kill’d. 

Then the Mirzas Pit Mehemed and Rouftem,^ 

• with the.Emirs Solyman Chah and Gehan Chah, 
arriv’d at the camp from Labor, after having 
{lain feveral Indians, and taken a'confiderable 
49 oOtyi They kift*d the imperial carpet, and 
made their prefents to Timur, which confifted 
of nine pieces of each fort. Timur gdVe great 

* largefles to thefe brave men ; and particularly 

diftin^iflt’d Mphemed A^ad, to whom he pre- 
fenced a a quiver, and a gold-belt. The 
greateft lords only fought to be favorably regard- , 
ed by our monarch. • 

The fame day Timur order’d that all tke E- 
mirsofrboth wings, die colonels of regiments, 
and *he captains of companys, flfou’d return home 
by the different roads mark’d out for ’em. Then 

he made prefents to every one according to their 

rank and merit, beginning with the princes of 
the blood, the Emirs, dukes, foreign princes 
clil’d Nevtans ; and then the Emirs of l^omans, 
the colonels of Hezares, and the centurions. 

• I’hc 
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The Mirz^Pir Mehemed, *fon of Gehanghir,' 

' had a prefent made him of a belt and crown fee 
with precio4s ftones. 

He alfo honor’d with his liberalitys the lords 
of India, the^ Emirs and Cherts, who had the 
good fortune to accompany him j and giving ’em 
letters-patent for their prii^ipalitys, h^ permit- 
ted ’em to return into their reipefiive coun- 
trys. 

Timur affign’d the govesnment of the city and 
province of Moultan to Keder Can,= who having 
been arrefted by order of Sarenk brother of Mel- 
lon Can, and laid in irons in a citadel, had efcap’d 
thence, and fled to Biana, a place dependent on 
Deli, to the king Ahoudan a Mufllilman ; and 
who having heard of Timur’s arrival in that 
country, had with an humble confidence fled for 
refuge to the foot of the throne, and had the 
honor to accompany his majefty from thkt time. , 

As in this country there was a plain, which 
for its vaflnefs, and the great quantity of game 
in it, feem’d to invite paflengers to the chact;, 
(for there were lions, leopards, rhinoceros’s, 
wnicornS blue flags, wild peacocks, parrots, 
and other uncommon animals) Timur fpent fome 
time in that diverfion.^ He fent feveral thoufands 
of foldiersto form th'e' great circle i«and having 
firfl purfu’d the idolaters, he chas’d the wild 
beafls, and* afterwards went a fowling. The 
f^alcqns and hawks deflroy’d all the peacocks, 
pheafants, parrots and ducks in this country. 
The foldiers took a great deal of game, , and 
flew feveral rhinoceros’s with their fabres and lan- 
ces, tho this animal is fo flrong, that it will be%t 
down a horfe and horfeman with a Angle blow 
of its horn ; and has fo thick a skfn, that it can- 
not be peirc’d but by an extraordinary force.*

C. H A P. XXXI. 

Eiefcrifthn of the little kingdom of Ctichmir, 
or J^chmir. 

A S Cachmir is dbe of the moft noted conn- 
trys in the world, has fo particular a 
fituation, and fo few people ever fee it, becaufe 
it is not the ordinary pafl'age ifito any other 
coudtrys ,* we will give a ihort defeription of it, 
which we have receiv’d from the natives, and the 
• truth or^which we are fully fatisfy’d of. 

.Cachmir is a principality near Hac, in the 
middle of the fourth climate, which according 
•to Ptolomy, begins at 34 deg. 37 min. of lac. its 
middle is at 3d deg. 22 min. and its end at 38. 
34. The latitude of Cachmir is 35 -degrees; 
and its longitude from the fortunate ifles 105. 

The countrjfc is of an pval form, furrounded 
with high* mountains on 'all lides: it iSoks 
fouthwards upon Peli and the country of India, 
northwards on Bedakchan and Cora*ilana, welV 
wards upod the hords of the Ouganis, and eaff- 
wards tipon Tobbot or Thebet. 

Is the extent of its province are ten thou- 
fand flourifhing villages, full of- fountains and 
green plains : but the common opinion is that 
the whole principality of Cachmir confifts 
of a hundred thoufand villages, as well in 
tfie plains as mountains. The air and water are 
vpry wholeforo ; and the beauty of the Cachmi- 
i rian

BfltjiklV.fian women 'Isich paO’d into a proverb among 
the Pcrffart rtsew and oratofs. They havevidt 
•quanticys oi good fruit j but the winter is hurt- 
ful, becaufe qf the great abundance of feowa 
which fall there. The fummeAfruits, as dates, 
oranges and 'citi'ons, never .come to matonty; 
but are brought thither fro?n the warm neigh- 
boring countrys. The fiat 'country in the mid- 
dle is twenty leagues in breadth from onemoun- 
f^ain to the otlier. • * 

The prince and court refideat the city of Na- 
gar, thro the middle of whichj as at Bagdad,- 
runs a river as large as the^Tigris : and wnafis 
very furprizing, this river is «iScceeding rafid^ 
tho it is fortun’d from a lingle fountain' in the 
fame country, call’d the fountain of Vir. The 
inhabitants have built upon this river more lAum 
thirty bridges of boats, with chains crols the- 
chief palfages : feven of thefe bridges arc in the 
citv of Nagaz, which is the center and capital 
of the country. When this river hath pafs’d tliO 
limits of Cachmir, it takes different names, fo6m» 
the feveral countr\-s it wafhes, as Dindana and 
Jamad : \bovc Moultan it joiiw the Genave, 
and both together having pafsM by Moultan, fall 
into,the Rave, whicf\ runs by the other Mdul- 
tan : at length the river Biah- joins ’enf, and near 
. the town of ^?otcha, they all fall into the Indus 
or Abfend, which difembogues into the fea of 
* The Omnfan *, at the end of the country hf TattaSr 
Arabian 'j’jjg mountains which furround this tfountfy 
ferve as fortifications againft the infults of an 
enemy ; the inhabitants being under no appre^ 

. henfions of their being ruin% either by tinMr,

* cinroc’sthat the Emir Solyman Chah **fhou’d go before 
Vifier. the head of tlie vanguar^-to Tauris. 

The Mirza Charoc having learnt the emperor’s 
will from the Emirs, employed himfclf in getting 
ready the army of Coralfana ; and the Emir So- 
yman Chah departed at the fame time with the , 
oeid Coja, whom Timur had feat. As foon as 
the troops were aflemblqd, the Mirza at their 
head took the road to Beilam and Damgan. 
When htf Was arriv’d at Jadgeron, he met Tou- 
hcl Carcara, who was come from the imj^rial 
camp, which had already crpfs’d the Gilwn, . 
. and who brought orders for the army, of Coraflana 
to take the road to Chafiiman, Efter^bad, and 
Sari, becaufe the imperial army muft pafs by 
Beftam and Damgan. Whereupon the Mirza 
turn’d towards Chafuman ; but many of his hor- 
fes perifli’d in their march, as well by reafon ©f 
.the diiEcuIty of the ways, as for that the roads 
were full of poifonous herbs : and after a tedi- 
ous jouniy he arriv’d at Firouzcouh. Timur • 
before hi.s departure f'ave the government or all 
the country of Totiran to the Mifza Mehemed 
Sultan, whom he left at Samarcand, the feat of 
* this great empire, He fix’d feveral Emirs in 
employments near the Mima’s p^on, whofe 
bufinefs v> is to defend the frontiers j anfl he gave 
the gqt^rnmeijc of Andecan to the Mirza Isken- 
dcr, to whom he eotmfted the care of the limits 
of Turkeftan. At length, recommending hhaa- 
felf to God, he order’d the great imperim ftan* 
dard to be brought into the held ; and. at the 
dA. 1 1, beginning of autumn, the eighth of Mubarfem . 
8 o>, which anfwers to the year of the Hjr^

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this great conquerot d6|}arted for acampain of Chap. 
feven years } the date of ^hich day is foittid in 
the letters of ^^ateh ^^arib, whichj^gnifys, eafy 
condueft. Timur went diredly to encamp at

pafsM; and went ddwn to Kech, where he vi- 
lited the tombs of the prince his father, and of 
the Cheik Cham/eddin Kolar : here he diftri- 
buted alms, and the* went to Termed, where 
he did the fame in die tpmbs of the Cberifs, as ' 
well as in that of Coja Mehemed Ali, the great 
J)hilolbpher of Tended, and in that or the 
illuftrious Aboubecre Verrac, and other famous 
Santons, imploring their intercefllon with God 
for the good fuccefs of his' arms. 

He Orofs’d the Gihon, and went doWn to. 

Sale, where he encamp’d in a meadow fituate 
at the f5ot of the fortrefs of Hendouan: he 
. likewife Vilited at Bale the tombs of tbefe holy 
men; CojaOkia Chah, Coja Rommane, Sultaft 
4hmed Kearouye, Fdailayaz, .Sefian Thaouri, 
and others, whofe alltftance he befought : and 
he did the Emir Yadgbiar Berks, governor of 
Bale, the h'ohor to lodge in his houfe. This 
Ennr was not \^nting in performing his devoirs, 
as well in fjivin&Iiag gold and precious ilones 
at the emperor’s feet, as in prepariog for him 3 
iiiagnificent banquet and prefehts, and giving * 
him all the marts qf a profound relpeft mid per- 
{e& obedience. ITimur departed from Bale, and 
after ^v<^rai days march, came to Sarelc<2amich 
Dgiam, where he was join’d by the Miirza Cha- 
roc’s 'honfhold, and by the princelfes Mclket 
Aga *, and Giuoher Chad Aga*, with their *'^***®** 
children, who came from Herat^ 

The emperpr took pleafure in feeing ’em, and 
receiv’d their prefents, and the precious ftones 
they Iprinkled bn him, with fr> much the more 
. H a facisfadioBy 
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Book Vf fatisfaflion, in that they prcfented to him the 
young Mirza Siorgatmich, who was born of 
Mellcct Aga hut four months before, under the 
June afccndcnt oP Virgo, the eighth of Ramadan 
iZ99‘ 8oi. The emppror was tenderly affefted ac the 
light of the Mirza his grandfon, whom he load- 
ed with blelTings. * ' 

I'he Emir Acbougacame to the fame place to 
pay his refpefis to his majefty,* making prefents, 
and fprinkling precious lioncs at his feet. T^ie 
emperor gave him a handfom reception, with a 
veft, and permitted him to return to Herat. 
I'hcn he went to vilit the tomb of the, celebra- 
ted Mufti Ahmed Dgiam, where he diftributed 
alms as ufual, to implore the protei&ion of this 
famous Santon : anil from thence', he fehttlie 
Mirza Rouftem to his eldeft brother the Mitza 
Pir Mehcmcd at Chiraz, with orders ^hat thefe 
two brothers Ihoii’d march together tpwards 
Bagdad ; and he commanded the Emir Seviudgic 
to accompany him with a thoufand horf?. . Ti- 
mur then took the diverfton of the chdee in thte 
•plains tof Khergherd and Feragherd, wlmre in 
two days they flew an exceffive nutnber of 
beaftsi and afterwards he continu’d his rpa4 
bjf Nichabour and ^3eftam, arid ^ftributed nc- 
tudls and ammunition ^mpng me troops: hp 
pafs’d by* the province ‘‘of ^ei and Khouvar ; 
an^ being encamp’d at the to\vn of Aivanic, he 
was join’d by the Mirza Charoc, wlio according 
to his inftru^ions had mdreh’d by th^ road of 
Mazendran. «

The trifipiSttoKs (f the Emir koljman Chah. 

T he Emir Solyman Chah, who had taken 
the road to Tiauris with the vaugiiaid, 
being arriv’d at Rei, heard from Bevyan Coiit* 
chin, governor of that town, of the Mirza Mi- 
ran Chah’s being lunatTc : whereupon, not think- 
ing himfelf fecare if he flioa’d go to wait up- 
on this prince, he rcfolv’il to*maroh to Hama- 
dan. But the Mirza Aboubecrc having held a 
council with his father’s Emirs, they confented 
to write a letter to Solyman Chah, in which' 
.they invited him to come to 'I’anris, alfuring 
- hijn that he /hon’d receive all manner of* fatif- 
• fadfon. On this pfomife the Emir went there, 
and with fo much condudf wrought upon Miran 
Cluh, that he perfuaded him to let out two days 
after to meet the emperor, w ith a numefous re* 
tinuc j while the Mirza Aboubecrc gave this 
brave Emir a jjaagnificen^ entertaimtjent in the 
meadow offlCmtoupa, without the city of I’an- 
ris; honoring him with a veft, and making 
him a prefeht of feveral fine horfes,* to gain his. 
good-will ; ‘as he did alfo Seid Ceja, wha ac- 
company ’d the Emir Solyman Chah ; and then 
theyjA'eht together to Chehriar. When Timur 
had pafs'd by Chehriar, the Mirza Miran Chah 
arriv’d at the imperial camp ; but he rou’d not 
obtain audience till the next day. Tlie fame 
day a meffenger, nam’d Aman, arriv’d from 
Chiraz, and otter’d prefents to 'rimur from the 
Mirza Omar Cheik: he had a hand fom reception, 
aifd the honor to kifs the imperial carpet. Next 
. H 3 day 
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Bpok V. the Mir^a Miran Qiah .had alfo the honor 
UVV to kifs the. emperor’s feet: he drfer’d his prefents 
on his knees but he was ‘not receiv’d by the 
emperor'with \ay tokens of kiednefs, becaufe 
of the faults he Jiad 'committed. ThenTifeur 
fent to Tauris bfcfote the reft^' Timur Cofa fon of 
Acbouga, and Gelaleliflam, to carry informa- 
tion of the deportment of Miran Chah. Thefe 
two commiflarys,’ at their ^rrivhl tjiere, caus’d 
the principal officers and lieutenants of this 
Mirza to be feiz’d and bibund, and the regiflers 
of the Divan to be broughtco ’em. And where- 
as the Mir?a had fquandcr’d away two parts of 
the revenues for four years belonging to the 
Divan, thefe commiflarys wou’d not pafs bis ac- 
counts for the fame. But as information was 
given the court, that the principal caufe qf the 
diford er of the province came from tl^e Mirza’s 
excefles*, and he was buoy’d up ip this evil paf- 
flon. 'by the infl/gation of certain profligate mu- 
(icians, and others, who made it their buflnefs. 
to excite him to pleafures and drunkennefs ; that 
thefe pasafltcs never flirM from the prince’s per- 
fon, ^t cook care to fumifli him with new fub- 
je^ for debauches ; the emperor ifl'u’d out an 
order that they ibou^d be all not ex- 

cepting one. man, to ferve for an example to 
• others. Thus all the Mirza’s &v6rites were 
ieiz’d,; 2nd even the. moll ingeniopj&men, who 
were of that number, were not fpar’d* but 
ferv’d as a warning to others ; aa the incompara- 
ble Montana Mehemed Copheflani, fo fliinous 
for all fciences, and fo celebrated a poet ; 
whofe cbnvef/ation and agreeable wit had rew- 
der’d him the wonder of his age. ’ 

Timur, at his arrival , at &itania, ga\feaE- 
dience to Muzaffcr of Neteuze who came

'rimur continu’d hiS march tow^ds Carabagb, 
by the way o^ Caradefra and Ardebil : ha 
hunfed in theplaihs. of Moucam,’ and Aftam 
and encamp’d on theJ^anks of the Arana which 
he crofs’d the next dxf •WF??*' ^ bridge of boats* 
and went to Capabagh He diftributed 

the wintcr-quarttrs «among his troops, which 
were' tor be ’in the neighbourhood of Cqutour- 
kint,' where the hord and lordihipofOmartaban 
lay. At Carabagh tfte Mirza Aboubecre, and 
the Emir Solyman Qiah, had the honor to pay 
their refpeds to the emperor; abd all the Emirs 
and chief lords of Miran Chah*s court, and the 
generals of his army, made their prefents to his 
majafe According to their ability. ' 

, W^ini&tcis:aiready related how the£herif AK • 
kipg df Cheki, of the hordof Erlari 
the X^eorgian army ; that became with'^tfto 
she gates of Alengic, and loft his life by the 
hands of the young Mina Aboubecre, fon of 
the Mina Miran Chah. Since chat tiftie, hilt 
fon, the Cherif Sidi Ahmed, whd had taken up- 
on him the r^s of government, feu jnto' an ex- 
treme iaqaivifrae, fearing left his father’s feulC 
ftiou’d j'uftly draw upon him Timor’s yengeance t 
this reflexion oblig’d him to feek the protect* 
tionof thelEmit Cheik Ibrahim, king of Ghir- 
van, and to fly to him for refege, becaufe this 
Embwas honor’d with Thnnr’s particular favor, 
who lov’d him ‘becaufe of his fincerity, and di** 
ftingaifh'd him among his' greateft officers.

In effeft, 6 idi Ahmed kifs’d 
the grotmd wfrh a profound fubmiffion, ano the 
Cheili Ibrahim ask’d pardoft for his fauks. I’he 
emperor full of cleilicncy was willing to give 
him that mark of his affeftion j ^and not only par- 
don’d tlie Cherif on his aocoufit, but even gave 
him a handfom reception, and moreover run- 
fiun’d him in the principality of Cheki, which 
the Chcjif Ali his father formerly poHcfs’d. 
'J’hc Cheik Ibrahim, in quality of king of Chir- 
van, paid alfo his particiil«rr devoirs ; and to tef- 
tify his joy at the emperor’s coming into his 
country, he prepar’d great banquets, and caus’d 
fo great a number of horfes and fheep to be flain, 

. 'that all the cooks in the court wer^ notTuificient, 
to drefs ’em. Befides this banquet, fie enter- 
tain’d the court with all other pleafurcs, which 
nfually accompany any famous feafts; and after.- 
’wards he otfer’d his prefents, w hi(|h confifted 
fcf curihus animals, beaatilul boys and girls', di- 
vers ftufis, belts of gold fet, with precious ftones, 
fcveral forts of cuira/les and oriier arms ; and 
laftly, fix thoufand* horfes of giteat price' and 
beauty.

CHAP. IV. \ 

The arrival of good nlws from fever d farts, 

D uring thefe tranfadioils, advices were 
broi^ht from all parts, which were very 
advantageous to us: among the reft we were 
inform’d of the death Timur Cotluc Aglvn, 

wliq 
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■who having fled for' refuge to Titjiur, after the Chap. 4. 
defeat and ruin of Tocatnaich Can, had thro I/VNJ 
the prote^tion of Timur been cftjblifh’don the 
thr^e of the Cabs of Capchac, and the empire can^ot'"* 
of T ouchi ; and ye,t forgetful of all the favors Capchac- 
he bad receiv’d froirfl’iraur, thro an unparallel’d 
ingratitude, had revolted, and declar’d war a- 
gainft him : thej^ had advice; I fay, of the death 
of this ungratelufpriace, as alfo of the miferable 
ftate of* tho kingdom .of Capchac from fedi- 
tious and intefline wars. 

At the fame time Ve alfo heard that Malek Dfsth of 
F.zzaher Barcoc, king of Egypt and Syria, had 
pafs’d from this world into the other : that dif- ° 
cord having crept among the Emirs and Mama- 
lues, the affair had ended in a civil war, in 
which>feveral of the principal Emirs had been 
, mafl'acretl : that Farrudge, fon of Barcoc, who 
wjis declar’d heir and fucccflbr to the kingi^m, 
had’neither credit nor authority : and, that the 
kingdoms of Egypt and Syria w ere entirely fal- 
len into difordcr. 

There came alfo advice, that Tangduz Carf, Death of 
emperor of China, where he had reign’d a long ‘ii® empe- 
.time, profedint idolatry, wasde'ied : apd that,thc 
Chinefe wh«4rad revolted, liad caus’d great con- 
fulions in that empire. , 

They alfo learnt that KezroCojaAglen, kin^ Death of 
of Gene, had paid the tribute to the angel If- '•’® l^'"S ol 
rael ; and that after his death difl’enfions arofc 
amopg his four fons, Chamadgehan, Mehemed 
Aglen, Chiralij.'and Chadgehan, thro the mo- 
tions of fome ; f^itlous people. 

The fame day they alfo heard that the Mirza 
Eskender, fort of , Omar Cheik, was departed 
from Andecan at the head of his Emirs and ar- 
my, and had enter’d Mogoliftan, where, thro 
'Timur’s good fortune, he had gain’d the advan- 
tage 
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Book V* cage over the Moguls, whom ho utterly dc-. 

fenced. 

Thefe advices, which wfcre of fo great impor- 
ts ncc to the dehgns of our ccaiqueror, arr^riog 
t.ie fame day, ,»fill*d the hearts of all theVm- 
peror’s faithnilfervants wit<» joy. 

^ As the affair of the Mirza Eskenderis of fuch 
great confequence, . we have thought proper to 
give the reader a detail of ic. ‘iDidenfton having 
crept in among the people of Gete ' after the 
death of Kezre Coja Aglen, the Mirza Esken- 
der laid Itold on this favo^ble opportunity, and 
got together the troops of Andecan ; and tho 
he was but fifteen, years old, he put himfelf at 
their head, accompany’d by the Emirs of his 
court, and by thofe who in compliance with 
"Timur’s orders, guarded the frontiers of Gete; 
and boldly enter’d into the lands of'the'Mogols., 
W^en he was come near to Cachgar *,* and the * 
Emira had join’d him, they advanc’d all toge- 
ther to pillage and ravage the town of Yarkent 
then they, march’d on farther, and did the fame 
tt> Sar£k Camich, Kelapine, Aligheol, Yar 
Courgan, Tchartac, and Keionc Bagh ' : they 
• atle^ngih arriv’d at ^e province^f Aoudge in 
Mogoiiftan, and almoff all the pwple, whofe 
hords were in thofe quarters, came to meet ’em 
with fubmlflion and obedience. They took 
thofeprifoners who refus’d to obey, •and dirry’d 
’em with ’em towards the citadel of Aefbu^ which 
they befieg’d, and "with great diiScolty made 

themfelves mafters of it. This citadel confiifs of

one another, and is efteem’d fo ftrong, that thd 
inhatdtants of all tne neighboripg provinces 
coniidief it as a fnrtf aiyium in time of war. The 
Micas foot! encamp’'d.with his Entirs withont the 
place ; and being p^bpar’d to attack it vigo- 
roufly with inilmments for Tapping the walls, 
fcaling-ladders, battering-rams, and other ma- 
chines, he causM** ietneral adaults to be given 
immediately after one apotlmr, for near forty 
days, when the beiieg’d were oblig'd to furren- 
der : to which purp6fe*they fent prefents to the 
Mirza, and made feveral very rich Chinefe mer- 
chants go out of the place, who had been fliuc 
up there with their efieifts. Then the 'Mirza 
fent men to make inroads at Bai and Coufan ; 
the former of which .is a cool place fit. for the 
(pmmer, ^nd the latter a warm place proper for 
■winter. The firouts pillag'd thefe two towns, 
antf brought away c^’^tive the princefs Hadgi 
Melik Aga, wife of the Emir Kezre Chab, and 
her daughter Ifan Melik, with ocher ladys. At 
length they went to piUage the town of Tarem,* 
.whence they brought the inhabitants away pri- 
foners. . , • 

Afc^ thefHmnqueftsthe Mirza Eskender de- 
parted from Acfou for Cotan *, one hqpdred and « 
fifty feven days joamy from Cambalec *, capi- a peq„fn, 
tal of the npnrtbern China, call’d Catai, which 
is a fiourifbi^ and p(q)ulous country, with abun- 
dance* of water : for we count from Cotan to 
Cara Coja thirty-five days journy ; frpm thence 
to Tetcaonl, ftoinder of China, thirty-one days 
joumy, where i^ere is a wajU fituate between two The chu 
mounuins, in which wall is a great gate, and nefe wall.,

feveral 
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]?pok V. fevcral Yam Canes, or inns' to lodge paffengers, 
afid feveral foidiers are alj^ays at this place to 
g^uard the frontiers and entrance of the wall. 
From hence to Ghendgian Fouf; a city of Qhina, 
is fifty-one d^ys journy; .and forty fronithat 
place to Cambaicc. It is atfo forty from Ghend- 
gian Fou to Nemnai. We are allur’d there is 
another road, by which to go from Cotan to the 
frontiers of China in forty days': but there is not 
one dwelling-place in it., the fands' make it very 
tirefom ; and tho the water, which is drawn out 
of the wells in its dcfarts,'''is'eafily come at, yet 
in feveral places it is venomous, and kills the ani- 
mals which drink of it : and what is very fur- 
prizingi out of two wells at a fmall diftance from 
each other, the water of one is poifonous, and the 
" other perfeiUy good. From Cotan to Gachgar 
is fifteen days journy, and from Cacbgar to 
Samarcand twenty-five. In Cotaii are two ri- • 
vers, Oraccacb, and Caracach, the ftonek of 
which being jafper, are carry’d to other coun- 
try’s. Thefe two rivers hive their fource in the 
iV)ounta*in of Carangoutac. 

.To return to our fubjefit: at the Mirza Esken- 
dcr’s arrival at Cotaq, the inhabitants came out 
to falutc him, and Bring him prewits ; and he 
behav’d himfelf with fo much prudence, that all 
«the places and cafiles of this frontier-province 
were reduc’d to the emperor’s cbedience. ■ He 
at length departed from Coran, and came to Ca- 
rangoutac, a very fteep and rugged mounjain ; 
into wliich the inhabitants, of Cotan and the 
neighboring places fly -for refuge in time of 
war. When the Mirza was fuliy inform’d of the 
ftrength and inacccflibleoefs of Carangoutac, 
he did not judge it convenient to hazard his 
troops there, but chofe "rather to return, and 
fpend the winter ap Cachgai;. He chofe 

I com- 
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corapanys of Mogul young wom^n, the moft €hap. 4 - 
beautiful of Cotan, nine in each company, whom 
he font as a prcfeiit the emperor by the Cheik 
Yefaoul : he likewife fent by the fame perfon nine 
youpg women and nine horles to the Mirza Me- 
hemet Sultan, wh© being extremely incens’d 
againii hhn, refus’d 4i{s prefents. 

- The reafon of this difeord was as follows : 
the Mirza Mehemed Snitan was come into Tur- 
kcflan with an arrny to join the Mirza Eskender, 
and go with him to th© war againft the Getes ; 
but Eskender, inAead^of waiting for him as he 
ought, went before, and march’d diredly into 
MogOliAan, that he might not ferve under Me- 
hemed Sultan. This excited Mehemed’s hatred, 
fo that 'he wou’d not accept of his prefents ; and 
he return’d to Samarcand with his army,- without 
putting §ny defigns in execution. 

• When fpririg w'as come, the Mirza Eskender 
return’d to Andecan, from whence he took the 
road to Samarkand, to vifit Mehemcd Sultan ; 
but he learnt at the mountain Ackioteb, that 
the Mirza being highly incens’d agaipA hirn^* 
had a deAgn to feize him. This advice made 
Eskender jealous ; fo he return’d to Andccan, 

^ and enter’d thj^aAle : bu» ^e Emirs, Pir Mebe- 
med. Ton oP*T^i Bouga, and Pir Hadgi fon of 
Melik» tax’d him with a delign to rewlt. They 
aAembied the militia of Ani^ecan, and beAeg’cP 
the caAlc, 'Upon w'hich the Mirza Eskender Came 
out, anti went to lodge in a garden built by the 
Mir«a Omar Cheik, after having confer’d with 
’em with a deal of good-nature. .Then the Emirs 
feiz’d'his doraeftics, ariM bound ’em; of which 
they fent advice to the Mirza Mehemed Sultan • 
at Samarcand, as alfo of Eskender’s entring 
th*e caAle, and defign to revolt. Mehemed Sul- 
. tan difpatch’d an exprefs to bring Eskender to 
* Samar- 
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Book V'. Samarcand, with the officers of his houfhold< 
They deliver’d this prince to him at the bank of 
the river of Cotihec ; antt having bound him, 
they put to death'his Aubec,*, Beyan Timur, 
fdn of Bikidgejc, with twenty*fix of his^do- 
meftics/ 


C H A P. V. 

# 

Timur marches into Gedrpa^ and to thi defile 
of Comcha. 

T imur deOghing to carry his arms itito 
Georgia, in obedience to th6 precept 
.the Alcoran, which teaches us towage warup-* 
on all w'ho disbelieve the muffiilman religion, he 
began to make preparations from the winter of' 
Ad. Dom. 8oa, being then encamp’d at Carabagh Atran.. 

He gave a veft to the Cheik Ibrahim of Chit- 
van, and another to Sidi Ahmed of Cheki; and 
^fter haj^’ing loaded ’em with his favors, he per- 
mitted ^em to return home. He chofe three men 
out of every, ten to ferve as fcouts, whom he 
order’d to take viftaAls for ten ' *od he 
commanded the baggage and red of the army 
* to flay in ‘this place. He went to join theie 
fcouts with the Miraas his fons j aiyj being ar- 
» Abcor. riv’d* at the river of Cyfus*, he crofs’d^it with 
his troops on a bridge of boats. Soon after he 
was join’d fay the Cheik Ibrahim of Chirvan,*and 
Sidi Ahmed,' prince of (^heki, who came to^t- 
low the court.

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The imperial arra^ pafs’d by Cheki *, and took>4)hap. 5 . 
the road to the dcmc of Comcha’, where the 
infidels dwelt : and^as this defile was full, of 
thick woods, the trees of which were very clofc- 
ly interwoveit with one another, the foldiers hall 
orders to cut ’em down to facilitate their pall'age. 
Accordingly they made a road with their axes 
and faws ten days jouruy in length, and broad 
enough for five pr fix companys to march in 
front. At that tiine it fnow’d exceedingly tor 
twenty days together ; %but that cou’d not hin- 
der Timur from arriving with his army in 
Georgia. Our men made the great cry, y4//a^ Ec- 
bery andfejl upon the enemy with fo much fury, 
that the furface of the mountain which the fnows 
had before render’d white, with the blood of thefe 
infidels became as red as fields fown with tulips ; . 
and no quarter was given to any they met. Com- 
•cha the .chief of thefe infidels, who disbelieve 
* ^future judgitlcnt, was oblig’d to abandon 
his e’ffefts and family, and fly. Our foldiers pur- 
fa’d him as far as the defile of Acfou, and re- 
turn’d with a great many oxen, flicep, and othej 
cattel. After Cornelia’s flight, and retreating 
intq the woods, they fet fire to his houfes, and 
pillag’d and B'dtt’ d all kijs villages.* And as 
wipe was ablolutely neceflary for this people ; 
their men, women, and little children being fo 
accuftom’d to it, that when they were on their' 
death- bed, “^hey entreated that feme migRt be 
buried fn their fepulcfares with ’em, and order’d 
by tlieir wills that after their deaths their bodys 
ihou’d be wafh’d tvith wine, and their coffins 
made with vine-tree ; 'for this confideration.

that 
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USook Y. th'at they do 'em the more damage, and 

entirely riiin ’em, the vine-trees were diftributed 
among the Doops, who footed up all of ’em, 
which they had with I’o great difficulty cultiva- 
'•ed ; they ^Uo cut down th^f other aiui 

peel’d fcveral.** They afterwards raz’d the great 
edifices of this country, awi efpecially the tem- 
ples, where they paid their adorations, \vhirh 
were fo difiigreeablc to God., And what is rc- 
marl(a,ble is, that in the winter of tiie preceding 
year, which was that <of the Leopard, 'I'imiir 
defiroy’d the Guebres of India, and ruin’d 
their temples at Deli, and upon the Ganges ; 
and that this winter, which was the year ol 
the Hare, he was carrying on the fame war of 
religion in Georgia, and razing' the temples of 
the Georgians. The poet fays, that he had one 
foot on the eaftern frontiers' of Indigi, and the 
other upon the weftern limits of the country o*- 
Arran. 


C H A P. VI. 

• f'imur^s return fKom the defle of Qomchi. 

T I M P R ftaid near a month in this defile ; 

and his fpldiers had made themfelves maf- 
ters of all the mountains, after hiding flain an 
infinite number of brave Oznaours, whofe prince 
Comcha was retir’d to fo grkat a difianca, that 
no advice cou’d be got of the place he was in, ; 
and the enemy’s country w'as entirely ruin’d: 
befidcs. all this, the cold was vpry violent, and 
the ways were clog’d up with fnow, fo that the 
horfes had nothing to eat but the barks of trees, 
and even' feveral of ’em died with hunger. 

. ' ‘ .Where- 
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Whereupon Timur rtsfolv’d to returp :* he repaisM <Jhap. tf. 
the river of Cyrus, in4 camp back with' glory to V\Nj 
Carabagh, where he enter'd his imperial tent 
with the acclamations of all the lords and prin- 
ces of his court. ■» The jpy at his ' prefence w^‘ 
augtncnted by the birth of a foi\ to, the Mirza 
Calii SuUan : this jiOung prince was nam'd Ber- 
kill ; and feveral days were (pent in fprinkling o 
gold and precious (foncs upon him : they had 
banquets and pliys, iaccompany’dr' with mufic, 
to celebrate -this happy, birth. Soon after a fe- 
vere order was iflVd , out, for profccuting thofe 
in a council of V'ar, Who had not behav’d them- 
felves as they ought in the battel fougllt by the 
Mirza Miran Chah againft the Georgians* ip 
neigliborho^d of Alengip. , Thp Mirza Charoc 
was coramifliou’d,to fee to the putting this or- 
der in execution,' who having examin’d all the ' 

^fads, in •council with the lEmirs, of the Divan» 

•*they pfefented a memorial to the emperor, ^th 
the • feveral interrogatOrys, informations and 
proofs : upon which Timur order’d the punifh- 
ment due by the laws of Genghiz Can to be cx- • 
ccuted. The 'baftinado was given to ’Hade? 

Abdalla Abbas, and Mehemed Cafgan : Yumne 
Haruzai Aperdi, whohadjfled hrd, was order’d 
to be put to.d^ath; but tKe Chah Zades,*or 
emperor’s children, obtain’d the favor of his 
being repriev’d after the baAinado*bgfore and»^ 
behind j and each of thefe three fords was iin’d 
thirty hfirfes. They alfo fin’d the ptincipal of- 
ficer j of the Mirza l^iran Chah, fome at fifty, 
fome at two hundred, and fome at three hundred 
liorfes; which horfes were diftributed among 
the footrlbldiers. 

Timm* beftow’d maby fovors and honors on 
the Mirza Aboubecre, becaufe of the valor he 
had (hewn indie fight, when he unhors’d Sidi 
vVot. II. I Aji 
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Bookv. AH king of Cheki. At thefame time the prince 
k>'’VNJ Burhan Aglen was Hkewife put to death, for ha- 
ving cortimitted fome coimderable faults, very 
unworthy of his birth, in (everal skirmilhes. 
His fon was treated fn the fame, manner and 
his regiment, officers, and 'domeftics were given 
to Kouftem Foulad.

CHAP. VII. 

Contintution of the hijiory of the MirzA Rou- 
Pem, who was gone from Dgiam to Chiraz. 
A great crime committed by his eldefi hro^ 
ther^ the Mirza Pir Mehemed* 

I 

W E have faid before that the emperor had 
fent the Mirza Rouftem from Dgiam 
to Chiraz, and that he was accompany’d in his 
joumy by the Emir Sevindgic at the head of two 
* thoufand horfe. They happily arriv’d at Chiraz 
by the road of Yezd and Abrecouh. The Mir- 
za Pir Mehemed gave him a handfom reception, 
. and a fumptuous batfquet, in tha^arden of Cara- 
bagh % and prefented him wHth a ^eft and a hun- 
dred thoufand Dinars Copeghis. Some time af- 
ter thd' Mirza Roufiem, accompany’d by the 
Emirs Sevindgic, his nephew Haflan Jandar, 
and Hailan Jagadaoul, who w'ere at Clfiraz, took 
the road to Bagdad, according to the emperor’s 
order, and pafs’d by Behbehan and Toftar j leav-

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ing at Chiraz, to govern that city, the Emirs Chap, 7. 
Said Berks, and Alibek Aifa, a relation of the 
Emir Abbas, as Timur had commar\fJed him. 

But the Mirza Mehemed, who had the fame or- 
de rate depart at \bc head of this army, delay’d 
his' departure, till a long time^^fter; then pre- 
tending ficknefs, he*return’d to Chiraz by No- 
bendgian in Chouleftan. 

'J’his did not jdeter the Mirza Rouflem with 
his Emirs from ravaging Lorafterec, in the coun- 
try of R'amhermez from whence he brought a 
great quantity of booty ; he made the fame hafte 
in palling by the village of the bridge, call’d 
Dezfoul : he pillag’d in the plain of Dombar 
all the fubjefts of the princes Saki and Febli. 

From thence he went to plunder Bad and Bac- 

fa whence he brought away feveral IJaves ; and 

in the month of Jumaziulevel 802, he arriv’d at March 
• Mendelj The Emir Ali Calander, the gover- 
' nor^of it for the Sultan of Bagdad, put himfclf 
in a pofture of defence ; but he being repuls’d 
at the firft oniet, they feiz’d on eleven of his 
men, whofe heads they cut off^ and then per- 
mitted the foldiers to pillage the place. * 

In the mean while the Mirza Pir Mehemed, 
who under prej’ence of lickqefs had turn’d bjek, 
arriv’d at Gltiraz, where by the inftigation of 
certain Tadgics, who had lifted thpmfelves in . 
hisfervice, he fell into fome extravagance's ; ua-» 
dertaking tb compofe poifons and fafeinations, 
the deligns of which he was utterly ignorant of. 
The«Emir Said Berlas, governor of Chiraz, be- 
ing inform’d of it by fome of this young prince’s 
fervants, immediately made a ftriftfearch into

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fioofc V? the matter, and learnt frojn his very officers 
the whole of it, even before the Mirza’s face. 
Upon thefe inconteftable> proofs the Emir 
Said imprifon’d Fir Mehemed^ in the inner for- 
trefs, and lodg’d himfelf in the cafile to guard 
him, leaving A’libec Aifa ig- the city to govWn 
it in his (lead ; and he feht advice td court of 
what had pafs’d at Chiraz. The meflenger of 
the Emir Said gave an account f)f this to Timur 
in the winter-quarters at' Carabagh, who im- 
mediately fent the Emir Allalidad to Chiraz, to 
profecute thofe wicked T^gics, who had taught 
the Mirza to make the poifons, that they might 
be put to death : he was likew'ife order’d to fet- 
tle the Mirza Rouftem upon the throne of Perlia, 
in the room of his eldell brother,, whom he was 
-to bring bound to court. Accordingly the 
Emir Allahdad, at his arrival atChira^ put to 
death Moulana Mehemed Calife, Seid pgerrah,. 
and Rouftem Corafani, who were convifted/)f *' 
having taught the Mirza how to compofe'the 
poifons i he caus’d Maftaoui Couchtchi’s legs and 
arms to be cut offj and put in irons Mobarec 
Coja, Muhib Cherberdar, and Cheik Zadei Fc- 
fidV whtJ were accus’d of having been concern’d 
h the fame crime. .Allahdad ti^n fent the em- 
peror’s letters-patent to the Mirzk'Rouftem, in 
^Irac-Arabn by which he was inftall’d in the 
'government of the kingdom of Perfia. This 
prince receiv’d ’em at Mendeli, after he had 
gain’d the victory over Mir Ali Calander. As 
(boh as he had read the emperor’s ordert, he. 
departed for Chiraz : the Emirs Halfan Jandar 
dnd Halfan Jagadaoul, who accompany’d him, 
return’d baeV; 4md the Emir Sevindgic took the 
roadtoChepchemal, for Carabagh Arran, where 
the army lay then encamp’d. ' , 

Mir 
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Mir All CalatldeV, who had fled fropi Men* thap. 7- 
deli, being arriv’d at Bagdad, gave an account 
to the Sultan Ahmetf of whatpafs’d : this prince 
fell into a great iaquictudc, and order’d the gates 
to be fliut, and the bridge of the city to be dc- 
ftroy’d. . ^ • 

About this time tnere happen’d a very remark*' 
able affair, of great fervice to Timur, This 
monarch having |?iven the government of Coii- 
reftan to one nam'd C^herouan, this governor im- 
mediately gave himfelf up to the getting of mo- 
ny at any rate : he*exafted great fums from 
Chamfeddin Dehdar, and other principal men 
of the country ; he even put to death the go- 
vernors of Haviza ’ i and what was worfe than 
all this, he revolted, and with a thoufand horfe 
W'cll-equip’d went to Bagdad, where he offer’d* 
his fervites to Sultan Ahmed, who gave him 
I* a handlbm reception, loading him with honors 
afld* careffes. Gherman did not reft there ; but 
endeav'or’d to win over to him the Sultan’s prin- 
cipal officers, and to that purpqfe fecretly gave 
*cm confiderable fums, from ten thoufand to three 
hundred thoufand Dinars of Bagdad* But it 
happen’d very unluckily to this traitor, that the 
pnemorandiyij'^jf the fums* paid to each of Acfe 
lords was loft thro the negligence of his fccretary, 
and fell into .the hands of Caure BShader, one, * 
of the Sultan’s officers, who prefented thejiote 
to his n^after, at a time when the affrighted Sul- 
tan had caus’d the gates of the town to be fliut. 

Thil affair greatly increas’d hi's /ealoufy ; and 
particularly a fum of ten thoufand Dinars, fee 
down to the name of Rafe, whom the Sultan 
immediately caus’d to be arrefted, and cut off’

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. his head with his own hand. In the mean while, 
as he had already fcnt Cherouan, with Coutoub 
Haideri, Manfoiir, and other Emirs, to ravage 
Oirat ; he immediately diipatch’d Yadghiar 
Edatchi, with orders to the Emirs to flay Che- 
rouau ; which was accordiri^ly executed, and his 
head brought to Bagdad, where the Sultan in 
lefs than eight days put to death near two thou- 
fand of his officers. He (ent ’to Vafet the lady 
Vefa Catoun, who had nurs’d and educated 
Cherouan from his infancy ; where file was fmo- 
ther’d . by a pillow laid over her face. He 
flew with his own hand moft part of the other 
ladys and officers of his houfhold, whom he or- 
der’d to be call into the 'rigrjs : apd afterwards 
he fhut himfelf up in the Seraglio, not fuff’ering 
any one to come to him ; and even w hen the 
Bavertchis, or ftewards, brought him his din- 
ner, they knock’d at the door, deliver’d ip the ' 
dilhes, and then return’d w ithout entring. He 
fpeut feveral days after this manner, and then 
.order’d fix of ’his moft faithful fervants to con- 
vey fccretly fix horfes out of his ftable to the 
Other fide the I'igris ,* which river he crofs’d ope 
night in a boat, and'W'ith thbfefix perfonsrode 
into the country fubjeft to Cara Toufef prince 
of the Tuscoraans. In jthe mean while the ftew- 
*■ ards, as ufual, carry’d the king’s dinner to the 
gatifc of the Seraglio, and deliver’d If to an offi- 
cer who was in the fccret, the peopte having 
no knowledg of the Sultan’s abfence. .This prince 
join’d C^ra Youfef, and perfuaded him to come 
with his troops to pillage the town of Bjigdad- 
When they were come there, he affign’d quarters 
on the other fide of the water for the troops 
of Cara Youfef : the Sultan crofs’d the river in 
a boat, and came to his palace ; and he gave fo 
much ready mony, ftpfts, arms, Arabian horfes, 

. ' gold 
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gold belts, and otheV riches, to Cara Youfefand 0hap, 7, 
his men, that thofe Turcomans were content 
with what they had got. I'he Sultan woii’d by 
no means permit; ’em to infulf the city j but as 
he ii^ery much fear’d being attacjt’d by the army 
of Zagatai, he fenfput fpys on'all fides, who 
gave him* a true information of the condition of 
Timur’s affairs. 

In the month ‘pf Zilhadge 802, Timur being July 1400. 
on his march to Seb^fle, the Sultan of Bagdad 
imagin’d that if the formidable armys, of this 
conqueror lltou’d again enter Natoliaand Syria, 
all tlie palTages wou’d be block’d up, whifft he 
rauft be oblig’d to fave himfelf by flight. He 
therefore refolv’d to leave Farrudge governor of 
the city of Bagdad, whence he defign’d to go 
out with Cara Youfef, his wives and children, • 
and his ^‘ewels, with whatever he cou’d carry 
I* away .worth taking. So they crofs’d the Eu- 
phrates, for Natolia j and being arriv’d at A- 
leppo, Temourtach, who commanded there, 
came out with his Emirstto; pppofehispaffagc* 

A battel enfu’d : but thofe of Aleppo being 
defeated, the Sultan an<l the reft purlu’d their 
road, and came to Natolia, As thw were on 
their march towards the city of Sebafte, capital 
^of R.ou;pi, .tliey were met by a party of Timur’s 
army : Imt what paft’d .between ’em we’ll re- • 
late berea^r.

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CHAP. VIII.

F T E R winter was over, that is, in tlie 
j_, ^ beginning of the y^ar *61 the Crocodile, 
rimur left his winter •quarters at Carabagh. 
He aflijtfiblcd a dief^ vvhereto the princes his 
fons, the Emirs, the- lords and general officers 
did not fail of coming J he held a council with 
"eib, in which it was imanirtioirfly refolvM that 
the War with the inftdels of Georgia was pre- 
fer abW to all othefsi’a’s wettfor the good of re- 
ligion, which ought to be the principal objedt of 
w ar, “as for the incrcafe.of the power 6f monar- 
chy, and the confundure of the pi’cfeiit affairs, i 
T,he uftjal feaft was made after the diet and the 
bani:](uet', which Was vOry fumpttioiis, was ac- 
cofripdnf d with, hlfibi-ri of plays and pleafores. 

' Tiffiot, ’ excited- bf adefife of Ijbfeiility, diftri- 
biitedthe treafuVcV the ChkhZades, his 
"foiKi tfic Emtre and^ail'the- foldiefi c^ the ar- 
myj-and gave hd^fes t6 ‘Hiofe wfi^Wtete 6n foot. 


and had ’em very exactly fet dowir*^ writing : 
and then imploring the divine afllftance, he 
departed from Carabagh, taking the road to 
Georgia, the .country of Malek Ghourghin. In 
ten days he arriv’d at the plain of Berdaa, where 
he endamp’d, and gave aiidience to Tahartcn, 
prince of Arrendgian upon the Euphrates', who 
had already gain’d his jnajefty’s favor by his 
good fervices. This prince kifs’d the earth be- 
fore 'I imur ,• made a difeourfe in his praife, 

‘ ^ ■ full 
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full of vows for hi^ profperity; and oBerM his ( 5 hap. 8 « 
prcfents. Timur being M'illing to diftinguiih 
him by very particular favors, not only gave him 
a veft, a cap and *3 belt,, but he further houor’d 
hka with a horfe-tail, a ftandard, and two ket- 
tic'^irum;, which ar^ the Bgn s of fovereignty : 
and then he permitted him to return to Ar- 
zcndgian, after having given him inftruflions 
concerning the application and care he ought to 
ide in the governmeni: of the city in the prcfent 
conjunfture j and exprefly recommended to him 
to ufe circumfpedion# to preferve his, frontiers 
from the infolts of the Ottomans ,• to which pur- 
pofe he ought to be watchful, cautious, and li- 
beral to his foldiers, and negledf nothing to pro- 
ted himfelf from his enemys artifices, who are 
very politic and dangerous. . . - 

'I’imuv departed from Berdaa, and after fe- 
' vcral days journy arriv’d at the frontiers of Geor- 
gfa.* He immediately, dilpatch’d an exprefs to 
Malek Ghourghin, to fend to the camp the 
prince Taher, fon of Sultan Ahmed Gelair. 

The- meflengcr acquitted himfelf of his com* 
miflidn ; but the king- of Georgia,- Ghourghin, 
rttum’d him a very uncivil anfw'er. The exprefs 
pa'toe back.iyitbouc obtalahig any thing, Mnd 
gave jui account to Timur of all chat had pa fs’d 
in the audience. The rafhnefs of this refufal^ • 
kindlled hiiwrath againfl thefe infidels wi^ere- 
fott leai^-lng the baggage, he went .before, and 
order’d' his troops to enter the lands of thefe 
Georgians, and to put everything to fire and 
fword.' ; 'Ilie ibldtets flew every one they met, 
ruin’d the houfes of the Georgians, and even 
rooted % the 'trees: theydeftroy’d the vines, 
fpoird the ^ifs, and brought a terrible defola- 
tion upon this ooantry! The afirighted Geor- 
gians fled fpr refuge into their high mountains, 

'■ where 
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Book'V* where no one had ever yet' conquer’d ’em ; for 
t/VNJ here were fortify’d caverns, and houfes upon 
craggy rocks, which it woh’d in vain to think 
any one cou’d enter by force of arms. They 
had entrench’d ,themfelves in thofe places/ and 
carry ’d with ’em whatever t^ey cou’d find worth 
taking. Timur’s foldiers, without examining 
the dangers to which they were expos’d, and 
full of confidence in their prince’s good fortune, 
afeended thefe mountains, ^apd then laid them- 
felves in boxes, to which ftrong cords were 
faften’d, and fo were let dewn by their comrades 
from the tops of the mountains to the caverns of 
the Georgians ; where difeharging their afrows, 
they approach’d the enemys, and flew the moil 
advanc’d : then taking lances in one hand, and 
fwords in the other, they enter’d the caverns, 
notwithftanding the vigorous refiftance of the 
enemys, of whom they made a horrible, (laugh-* » 
ter. Among thefe craggy places there wdre 
fome fo well defended, that our men were 
oblig’d to caft a great quantity of combuftible 
-matter, as well to diflipate the enemys, as to 
burn their wooden houfes, and the entrench- 
ments they had made. Thus by the afliftance of 
heaven, tho thefe infidels fought ,w;itb all ima- 
ginable refolution, the muflulman foldiers bad 
^the advantage over ’em, according to the , pro- 
miff of the Alcoran ; taking fifteen qpted places, 
on which they very much rety'd. T^ofe who 
wou’d turn Muflulmans obtain’d quarter : but 
thofe who, thro the temptation of the devil, 
ftubbomly continu’d in the disbelief of the Al- 
coran, were beheaded. % . .

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being terrify’d at the fuccefs of the Mahom:- Chap. 9. 
tans, fled into the dpfarts, and as a vagabond 
wander’d a'bout the uninhabited mountains : 
but the greateft fart of the Ctenaours of Geor- 
gia* feeing thetnfelyes reduc’d V9 the utmoft c.x- 
tremity, ‘lubmitted 9* they came in a humble 
manner to the gate of the imperial pavilion, 
where they begg’d quarter and pardon of the 
vidiorious Timur,* m^ing divers exenfes to avert 
his vengeance. When .our troops had reduc’d 
this country, they raz’d the temples and mbna- 
fterys, where the Georgians had for a long time 
exercis’d their religion; and ereSed chappels 
and mofques, in which they proclaim’d the Ezan 
and read the prayers of the muflulman religion 
with the ufual ceremony, to the glory of Ti- 
mur.

Timur marches againfi prince JaniBeCj a, 
Georgian.

A FTEA the conqueft and deftrudion of 
the country of Malek Ghourghin, Ti- 
mur refolv’d to attack the other provinces o£ * ' 
Georgia. “He departed with expedition irom 
the plain of Mocran, and leaving the baggage, 
inaf<ih'd towards the defile of Jani Bcc. when 
they were arrivM there, the troops furrounded 
all th'e country, pillag’d it, and brought away 
a confiiderable booty. Jani Bee foon abandon’d

. his 
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Book v! his mountain and fortrefs i and with an entire 
fubmilTion came before the emperor. In the 
mean while our foldiers ravag’d the villages, 
burnt the houfes, and flew every one they met ^ 
they carry’d away the Georgians effefts ; -and 
while they enrich’d themfjilves in this world, 
they were laying up treafures of merit in the 
other. Afterwards they return’d to join the 
baggage ; and Timur fent, by riie way of Semave, 
the Seid Coja, fon of the Cheik Ali Behader, 
to make inroads in other parts of Georgia : he 
order’d the Emir Gehan Ghah to pafs the defile 
with the troops of the left wing : and the main 
body, commanded by Timur, pais’d by Semave, 
where it was join’d by all the troops which were 
gone out to make inroads in the provinces, from 
" whence they return’d loaden wicKTpoils, bring- 
ing away a great number of horfes and fhcep ; 
and, to mortify the Georgians the more, tour fbJ- 
diers deftroy’d all the ftanding corn, and ruitVd 
their temples and other edifices. At the mouth of 
the defile was a , fortrefs nam’d Bil, which was 
very high and difficult of accefs : nevertheiefe bur 
jrmy was no fooner arriv’d- there than they bad 
orders to befiege it ; and the fiege and conqueft of 
the place were alraoft perform’d at .the fame time. 
Having taken it, they raz’d it, left it (hou’d jheqf 
I ufe to the' eqemy on another occafion. From' 
rhepce the army went to encamp in. the true an- 
tient Georgia ; and Timur fent the ^mirs into 
all parts in Ibarch of king Ghourghin, who, 
like wolves and chacals, wander’d as a vaga- 
bond in uninhabited woods and mountains : 
but not being able to find him, they return’d to 
join the imperial canm with a great quantity of 
fpoils, and fome of Ghourghin’s officers whom 
they bad taken. Timin' at lengrfi decamp’d, 
crois’d the iiter of Cyras, and hapF^iy «n- 

camp’d 
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camp’d on the othe^ bank, loaded >vith good Ckap.io. 
fortune, and pleas’d with his viftorys.

The taking of the fort of Zjritf and, the t^n 
*'of §uamt. 

D uring thefe tranladions, the fpyS 
brought advice "that a great number of 
Oznaours were retir’d into the caftle of Zerit, 
Htuate on the ridg of a narrow mountain, which 
had never been talten by any conqueror. On 
this, I’imur, to whom nothing appear’d impof- . 
fible, march’d Avith expedition towards this 
4>lace, and order’d it to be befieg’d. The ma- 
• chines illnd battering rams were got ready; and 
after feveral attacks nccelTary at a fiege, a ge- 
neral afl'ault w'as given feven days after Timur’s 
arrival. The fort was taken ftvord in, hand;^ 
and raz’d the fame day, after putting *all the 
Geoi^ians to the fword. Then they went out 
to make inroads, and brought away a gseat 
number of prifoners bound, whom the emperor 
order’d to be piit to death, bccaufe xhey wou’d . 
not turn Mahometans. They afterwards re-* 
■ceiv’fl advfce that ■ king Gourghin was* in 
the toAWn of Suaoit. ' Timur order’d the roads 
to this town to be taken down in writing ; and 
that the troops which were gone out to make 
inroads, Jhou’d retutn to the camp. He left one 
half of the army With the baggage ; and with 
enfigns difplay’d march’d with the reft. But 
Gltour^in, who had his fpys about him, had 
advice of Timur’s approach j he went out of 
* Suanit, 
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Eook'V. Suanit, and' fled toward^ Abkhaze ♦. The 
troops, at their arrival at Suanit, carry d it 
, iiwn the firft afl'ault, and tJien went in purfuit ot 
• Ghour^hin, feveral of whofe oflTicers they flew ; 
but this prince, reduc’d to the greatelt m^jery, 
crofs’d the rivers of Aigar ^and Corlan *, ana had 
the good fortune to fave hirfifelf from the dangers 
wherewith he was furrounded. Then feeing 
himfelf, in a manner, ready , for the flaughter, 

* he found it was not for for weak a prince as hitn- 
felf to proteft the fon of the Sultan of Bag- 
dad, againft the powerful emperor Timur: 
whereupon he oblig’d Taher to feek an afylum 
in the country of the Ottomans, whither he had 
heard the Sultan Ahmed his father was likewife 
fled. At length Gourghin fent to the court of 
Timur an ambaffador nam’d Ifmael, who made 
known to him the great mifer;y and extremity 
to which his matter was reduc’d; deplord the 
ruin of his ftatc, and dettruaion of his cojin-* 
try; and with his face turn’d towards the 
ground, he fpake thus to the emperor with all 
. the fubraiflion that cou’d be expeaed from a mi- 
ferable and vanqui/h’d prince: “ I have feen 
“ the evil fuccefs of the methods I have fo un- 
« 'fortunately taken $ I have tatted the fruits of 
** my imprudence, and the bittenitfs of the pu- 
“ nifhmcat I have merited : but if the great 
‘ “ emperor, whofe generofity after viaory, I 
** may venture to fay, furpafl'es thfe furyW his 
« arms in battel, will take pity upomme, who 
« am his fervant, and confefs my fault, ^nd is 
“ w'illing to pardon me for what is patt, and 
grant me my life, I will not only be intirdy 
“ obedient to him, but mylifqfhall always be

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employ’d in his fc^vice. I will take great carfe <ilfep.tr; -

“ mifing to fend what number of troops his ma- 
“ jefty ihall order into his fcrviec, at the time 
“ appointed.” ^

Timur marches agaihfi the Georgian prince 
Aivani. 


T imur, upon hearing this difeourfe of 
Ghourghin’s ambafl’ador, was touch’d- 
with tho condition of this prince, and did not 
.• doubt J;he truth of what he faid; confidering 
* the ^rcat mifery and neceffity to which he was 
reduc’d, his lincere confclHon of his fault, and 
ftis repentance for having dat’d to give protec- 
tion to the Sultan Taher. ’rhefc confidewtions, 
join’d with the proinifcs he had made, and con- 
firm’d with an oath, to be always ready in the 
emperor’s fervice, and puiJdtually to pay the*an- 
nual tribute,* caus’d Timur to grant him the 
pardon he demanded ; who then went out cf^ 
his comnry^ and march’d towards the lands fub- 
jefi to prince Aivani, one of the moil power- 
ful fovel-eigns of Georgia. The foldiers having 
enter’d his country, ravag’d and pillag’d all they 
met ; and as there was no army to oppofe ’em, 
they difpers’d themfelves up and down, ruining 
the towns and callles, and deftroying every 
thing with fire and tword. After they had en- 
tirely laid this country w'aftc, they pafs’d into ^ 
tl^t of Cara Cafcanlic the inhabitants of of oeot-

Book V#, which, arm'd with black bucklers, were skilful 
v<rv~ mountaineers, and good horfenien; They were 
not treated with more mildnefs than the others ; 
for their country was rava*g’d, and the places 
raz’d whither they, were retir’d, their houfes 
burnt, and' tnpmfelves put to the fword,' after 
our foldiers had got what fpoil^s they cpu’d from 
'em, which were very confiderable.

Timur returns from GeorgU* 

T imur being latisfy’d with the con- 
ouefts he had gainM, and having reveng’d 
.himfelr on the Georgians, gave orders for his 
return. After feveral days march he encamp’d 
at Yeilac Meocoul i but having advice that the^ 
enemy were again affembled in a place nam’d ^ 
Farafgherd in Georgia, he fent the Emir Gheik 
Noureddin thither with his troops; and being 
willing to be in perfon at the execution of all 
imporunt affairs, he decamp’d fome days after, 
and leaving the baggage, march’d to Farafgherd. 
In frve days he mad® himfelf mailer of feven 
fortreffes of the Georgians, which hie caus’d to 
be raz’d, after having flam an infinite number' 

*■ of thefe infidels ; arid from thence he return’d 
with all his army toMencouh, where he ftaid 
feveral days. - * 

About this time there came airibaffadorSjfrom 
an European prince, who brought with ’em the 
fonof the Emir Amurat, the Ottomian emperor, 
whom they had taken prifoner : ^ and by the iq- 
terceffion of the principal Emirs of the court, 
they were admitted into Timur’s audience ; to 
w hom they made known the high efteem thefr

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Boole V. Timur’s anger, and caus’d ^ the deftrudioo of 
their country and the defolation of their fub- 
jefts.. Timur being irritated at theirproceed- 
ings, tho but newly return’d from a toilfom 
campain, and ..notwichftanding the great *dif- 
' tance of thefe Sultans dominions, did pot fail of 
undertaking the conqueft of their empires, 
which by the grace of God he brought into 
lubjcftion; fo that ail the city<, towns and vil- 
lages of thefe great countrys were' pillag’d by 
his foldiers : which calaidity was brought upon 
the poor innocent people 'thro the bad condud 
of their princes. 

But to come to a particular detail of this 
hiftory ; we muft know that Ildurum ^ Bajazet, 
_firnam’d the I'hunder, who was then emperor 
of the Ottomans, furpafs’d moft of hi.s prede- 
ceflbrs in power, and the vafinefs of Lis domi- 
nions : he had brought into fubjedion great 
♦Anatolia, part of the country of Room *, to wit, the pro- 
vinces of Aidine, Mentecha, Kermiaa; and 
Caramania, which hisanceftors had never been 
able td do : and he had likewife extended his 
dominions the fpaee of four months journy in 
Eutope. After he bad taken prifoner Cara Of- 
man, fon of the Cadi Bnrhanedl^in, prince of 
^bafte, and had pat to 4eath the Cadi, he 
‘ brougjjt an army ittto the held; and having 
made himfelf matter of Sebatte, .he pulh’d 
his conquefts towards Malatia , afowrt on 
the Euphrates, and ' bordering , -uppn the 
province of Ale(^. He %ven befieg’d and 
took the city of Matatia, which had been a 
longtime dependent on Syria. He made, the

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Emir Miiflafa gOMcroor of' Sebaffe, to whof^Chap.14^ 
Ton he gave the government of Malatia. At t/'VNiJ. 
length, as if he coin’d hnd no one to difputc his 
conqueAs, be return’d ‘vidiorioiis and loaded 
with fpoils to the feat of his empire. He had 
a great number of troops anth.officers belong- 
ing to his houihold, and among the reA, near 
twelve thouCmd dog-keepers. His magnifi- 
cence, riches, and power, render’d him fo proud, 
that he forgot Yhe ientencc which teaches us, 
that God, rhe create pf the univerfc, hath made 
thofe who arc fuperidr to them who pride them- 
felves in their Arcngth* Ho, had the boidnefs 
to fend an ambaflador toTaharten, tofummon 
him to his court, and fepd tire tributes of Ar- 
aendgian, Erzerom, and tiieir dependences, to 
his treafury ; which order was in fuch haughty 
terms, that it did not become him to ufc. 

TahartSn Tent advice of this to court ; and 
J’imtrf'was very much furpria’d at the defigns of 
the' Ottoman, who was not ignorapt that Ta- 
.barren' was under his prqtedion : whereupon he 
refolv’d. to write a letter to him, to endeavor 
to bring ihten to a fenfe of bis fault by fweetnefs 
and fi’ieiid&ip.

• Veafons of their coming, and tlieir mafter’s pre- 
tenfions : but pride had taken too deep root 
in the breaft of the Ottoman, for a letter, 
or the words of an ambaflador, to "^ayc .anj 
efteft upon him : he gave ’em therefore a very 
haughty anfwcr. “ It is a long time, faid he, 

, “ fiqcc we have been de^rous of carrying on 
a war with you. God- be thank’d, our de- 
“ lire has hact its effeft, and we have taken 
“»up a rcfolutiodetb march againft you at the

T H E enroys at. their return from Natolia, 
gave an account to. the emperor’s oltirers 
of Dajazet’s haughty|anf\ver. Wliercupon I'i- 
raur, being incens’d aj^ift this Turcoman, caus’d 
his.eniigns to be difpl^'M, in order to make war 
on him ; and he immediately march’d towards 
Natolia. Being arriv’d at Avenic, he met the 
Emir Allahdad, who had been fenttoChirazto 
bring from thence the Mirza Pir Mehcmed • 
bound like a criminal; which he accordingly- 
did. T^ur order’d that the Mirza (hon’d bo 
•interrogated by the' council of war ; and that 
• afeci; lifs profeattion, he fhou’d be puriidi’c ac- 
cording to his deferts* Accordingly, after judg- 
ment W. 1 S given, he receiv’d the blovvsx^’ the 
baftinado, order’d by the laws call’d Yafi,^ afees 
♦which his chains. were taken off, and himfclf fet 
at Hl>erfy. In purfuance of the fame laws, the 
Cheik 2^ade Ferid, and Mobarec Coja, w ho 
were then iff ifoDS» were put to death, for Jiaving 
corrupted the Mtita, and taught him magic. 

Then the emperor fent toSultania theemprefs* 
Serai Mu]c*Canum, Canzade, and the wives of 
the prinees his fonS, with the Mirza Olouebek, 
and the other young princes of the imperial 
houffkold, under the care of the Mirza Omar, 
artd f6|n^ E]a)irs. After that he caus’d the great 
impettll uandard to be difplay’d, and march’d 
at the bead of his army. At his arrival at Er- 
yeroo, he.was faluted by Taharten prince of Ar- 
TyiQ days after he decamp’d, and 
K 4 march’d 
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<,iiarch’d beyond Arzendgian, to enter the fron" 
tiers of checcwntry ofRoum, orNatolia, which 
was rlien fubjeft to the Ottemans. 

The firil of Muharrem 805, Tiaiur enter’d the 
country of the Ottomans, and march’d againft 
Sebafte. Whed-he was come before the city, he 
encamp’d upon an eminence); to view its condi- 
tion and fituation ; and the troops encamp’d 
round about it. He faw the ,place full of men 
lifting up their heads to herven, and iinging and 
tiejoicing with muilcalinilc'iments in their hands ; 
the walls, whofc marble foundations were at the 
bottom of a ditch full of water, lifted up their 
battlements to the Very clouds ?. and the toldiers 
in garifon, arm’d with <airafles, fais’d a great 
•cry towards heaven. Then advice was brot^ht 
f jiat the vanguard of Bajazet’s army, commanded 
by bis fon Kerichtclii, and Temourtach, one of 
tbe greateft Emirs of the Ottoman empire;, who» 
had been (ent to Sebafte, having lea?^nt. the 
march of Timur’s army towards that city, were 
fled, and return’d into the very heart of Natolia. 
The ^irs. Solyman Ghah, Gelian Chah, and 
others, were order’d to purftie .’em with expedi- 
tion; which ttey did, and came i^AvitH ’em be- 
yond Casfarea in Cappadocia, w'hcre they brisk- 
ly attack’d ’em,, and ctnt ’em in ]pibces : after 
which, they ma<fc inroads, pillaging all the places 
•-near Cappadocia. They then return’d to the 
impiJrial camp before Sebafte, laden with the 
fpoils of the Ottomans. • 

The city of Sebafte had walls of an extntordi* 
nary flrength, being builtvttf free-ftone from 
the battlements to the very foin]datimijj|u and 
each ftone was three cubits long,, and beid^tiit*. 
'J’he wall was twenty eubits in height; ten in 
depth at the foot, fi»' at the top. There 
wpre feven .gates, and tbofe which' w§m 
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of iron. It. was built {>y Aladin ‘Keicobiide't QMp>i$# 
and fufr^unded oo tb« «aA, north and fouth vS)^, 
fides, with a great dit$h jfoli of water ; fo that 
it wasintpoiBbie to Tap ci^ widis on thoie fides^ 
for they had no fodoer Tapp'd a cubit than the WA*' • 
ter enter'd: but it was not di^ult to (ap oik 
the weft *ftde. The* place was conamanded by 
Muftafa ’ with ft}ar thpufaod horfe, who prepar’d 
to make a vigofou^ defence, being hirniih'd with 
all forts of arms and machines for war* The be- 
fiegers rais’d* a plat mrm higher than ,tlm town* 
ovo’-againft the gate^ Irac, upon which they 
planted their machines to Ihoot ftones. There 
were Arades% Mangeme$^ and Bafelics*: 
they likewife prepar’d batteringTams to beat 
down the walls. On the weft-ft^ the ft^tpers 
kept continually at work ; while arrows were, 
diicharg’d foom both Tides, which did a great 

•deal of damage.

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Bo6k ^ and the Ch^i'ifsy Cadis> and doQrors, full of 
S^\r>^ hopes, came to caft themfclves at the emperor’s 
feet, begging quarter and •pardon for them and 
the garifon. Their prayers, mingled with the • 
cries of the women and children, foften’d ’ Ti- 
mur’s heart : fie granted quarter to all the Muf- 
fulmans of the city, on pacing the right of am- 
nefty.; but order’d that all the Armenians, and 
other Chriftians, fliou’d be ma^e Haves. A nd as 
the major part, of the c^alry, which had fo 
ftnbbornly defended the TJpace for Bajazet, were 
Armenians, he gave qrdqis that four thoufand 
horfe (hou’d be divided among the Tomans of 
the army, and flung into pits, and then co- 
ver’d with earth, to ferve as an example to thofe 
whoiliou’d follow their fteps. He afterwards 
causM the walls of Sebafle to be raz^d. 

During the fl^e, advice was brought that 
Sultan Ahmed Gclair had fled from Bagdad, > 
with Gara Youfef prince of the Turcomdhs, in- ' 
to Natolia, This oblig’d Timur to order fome 
iquadrons of horfe to go in purfuitof’em j which 
{hey accordingly did, and overtook their bag- 
gage, which they pillag’d, and brought away 
captive . the Sultanefs Dilchade, eldeft lifter of 
Cara Youfef, with his wifes and daughter. But 
he lav d hiihfelf from dur hahds ; aAdoeing come 
fafe before. Bajazgt, our troops return’d to the 
^imperial camp.

CHAV. XVJ. 

Timur mw^hes to AMejlaa . , 

W HILE Timar was employ’d in the 
fiege ofiSebafte, fome robbers of Abu- 
leftan, which is the ^untry of Zulcaderia, were 
fo daring as to comcand fteal away the horfes 
* of our foldiers, whd were then bnfy'd in the 
fiege. For which reafon, after the taking of the 
city, -Timur march’d to Abuleftan, to revenge 
himftlf on chefc robbers. He then fent the 
lord Taharteo to Arzendgian to guard his fron- 
tiers j and the Mirza Qiaroc fet out in quality 
of chief of the fcouts, accompany’d by the E- 
* mir flyman* Chah, and a feled troop, which 
coftipos’d the vanguard. The name of the fol- 
^diers were regifter’d » and they had orders not 
to abandon the Mirza one moment. They foon 
arriv’d at Abuleftan, from whence, on advice of 
their march, a great namber of Turcomans fled 
into the mountains and dciarts. The Mirza pur- 
, fu’d ’em faljris^Iy, that overtook ’em : •thefe 
miferatde people fecihg themfclvesclofely prefs’d, 
endeayor’d to five their lives by fighting ; but 
after a weak defence, they were allroutjd and 
flaia, ^s a ptinifliment for their.ralh enterprizes. 

Tfje Emirs retumM to the imperial camp -laden 
with l[fK>ils, and a great many horfes, mules, 
oxen am ihOep. i^fttrwards Timur fent a epu- 
rief to Malatia* to fummoii the inhabitants to 
fabmic to him, Muftafa’s fon, who was gover- 
nor of it, bliiided witk ignorance, which is an 
infepafablc quiJity of the Turcomans, and cfpe- 
tiallyof th'ofe oLMatolia, imptifon’d the mef- 
4 fenger,

ter this difeourfe, he chore Out of each Tom^ 
fomc good foldicrs, whom be gave to the Emirs 
t<o ftrergthcn their body of the army ; wd then 
he difmifs’d ’em. According w thefe orders they 
departed, and ravag’d the country on all hdes, 

-not flopping in one phice; thpV gayc„ no quarter ^ 

to anyone, and left not une habitation unpd- 
lag’d‘; fo that from MaJatxa to the cafile of 
Kakltta made thpmfelves mailers .of a 

great many places, fotne by fair means, and o- 
thers by force ; and after having coi^rain d^be 
natural princes of the counts to fubmiitp 1 a- 
mur, they return’d with ^feteat quality of 
riches, and join’d the imperial «^mpatMal«u, 
the government wb^ Timtir gaise 100?®

I'he truth of thefe 
words was apjuren^iu the fate of thecountrys 
of Syria ; for t!)e, j[overnors>4f the citys of this 
kingdom, beitfg blinded syith eacelfive pride, 
turn’d irom the s^ys .qf* peace and jufiice, and 
committed adions as inhunous as .extraordinary, 
violating chd rights of natiems^.aad tramplihg 
upon the tews, llhus.ii] the year ypfei Timur, An. Dom. 
harin&madehitn&lf mailer of Bagdad, and con- 
quei^d all Irao'AfaWfbqt |o the Sultan JBareqe 
in l^ypt aia ^ SaviJ* whofe 

leardih?, birth ai;4 nguilli^d him ffom 

the chief peifons q£ the empire, as as we have 
.laid before *. T^ Cbeik peing arriv’d at Rah- *Book iii.

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Book haba % he was feizM according to cuflom, that 
advice might be given the Sultan ’ of Cairo of 
the arrival of an ambaflador on his frontiers. 
Barcoc, being excited by the evil counfels of the 
Sultan Ahmed Gelair king of Bagdad, order’d 
this ambafladbr to be put; *10 death, notreflcd- 
ing on the confequences 01 fo enormous a crime, 
nor the infamy of the afiion, fince to infult an 
ambaflador -is to violate th^ right of nations. 
What is moft furprizing i» that fuch a king as the 
Sultan of Egypt fbou’d'^e igOGfraiit how Sultan 
Mehemed, king of Care^m, in the fame manner 
put to death the ambaffador and merchants of

Moreoi^eri 'after the' ednqu^ of Azerbiltna, 
and Irac Arabi, Tiirinr being gone to make war 
in Capehae, and in Ruffiay Mufeovy, GircaCSa,

between Atilmich Coudmib, governor of Avc- 
nic for Timur, and Cara Youfef, prince Of the 
Tlircomans, in which ^ Atifniich was made pri- 
foner. Cara Yottfef IpadedubiW* with chains, 
and fent him to Sultan BatcOc ait Cairo,'vvho with- 
out any refleftion ftbe niatter, coiAtlnu’d 
his hoftiUtys againft'Ti*nur, and*con 3 n‘’d Atil-

to enter the Sultan’s kingoom, and deftroy every

tion of this project appear’d impwTIhle to the eyes 
of all politicians, cf at leail exceeding dangerous 
and difficult; yet tlic boimdlcfs zeal of 'rimtir, 
made this great and perillous tntorprizc appear 
cafy to Jiim. ']'?ic F.inirs and priiieipai lords of 
the ftatc oil their lineel^femona rated to him, that

*alJ tljpcitys' and towns between that and Aleppo, 
where they had poi form’d aiftions of the greateft 
vaitir ; that therefore at prefent the expedition in- 
to Syriaand Egypt appear’d very toilfomanddiffi- 
ciilt, as well in that the country w as full of* towns 
and fortrehes, w ith lofty walls and impregnable 
cafllcs, as in that the army ofjthc Syrians Nvas very 
numerous, gowd warriors, and provided w'ith 
arms and every thing nccelfary to a vigorous re- 
fiftance : for which reafous they ’oefought his ’ 
majcAy to iilve the goodnefs to disband the trotips, 
and fend back the foldicrs into their own coun- 
trys, ,to repofe thcmfelvcs for fomc time ; and 
that afterwards freUi preparations might be made 
futable to the greatnefs of this undertaking. Ti- 
mur anfwer’d them, that vidory was'a gift which

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Book VJ had often prou’J: he put ’em in triind of the 
conquefts he had gain’d with ’em, and the dif- 
ficult curerprizes they had ^onc thro, tho they 
had believ’d ’em impolfiblc ; that it vas requifite 
they fhou’d have the greateft anr.bition ; and then 
he wou’d anfw^r for the fuccefs, provided they

T imur order’d the Mirza Charoc to de- 
part with feveyal great Emirs, as chief of 
the fcouts. Being arriv’d at Bche|ivi they en- 
camp’d there, where they were foon join’d by 
‘ Timur with the whole army, who encamp’d on 
an* eminence near the caftle, to view' the fitua- 
tion of tho p'ace, which is in a defile where feve- 
ral torrtr . flo w : its w'alls w ore high and ftrong, 

, being built on the ridge of a fleep moilntain. 
'1 he troops foon made thcmfelv^s mafters of the 
lower town, which they entirely ravag’d. The

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governor of the caftle for the Syrians was nam’<f Chap,i 9 , 
MoebeJ, who relying upon the ilrcngth of the L/'VN# 
caftle, put himfclf iif a poftarc of defence- While 
'I'innir was exam|ning the condition of the place, 
the *bcfieg’cl difeharg’d a great. ftone from their 
machines againft thcjcmperor s perfon, w iiich fell 
upon the’grotind near his tent, and roll’d into the 
very tent. This Air’d up Timur’s wrath, who 
immediately orde(’d the liege to be form’d, and 
/liar’d tlie.v alls amonv^ the 'J'omans of the army, 
round wliicli they t|rt;(ftcd twenty machines, 
and one of ’em upon;tlic very fpot where the 
flonc fell. 7’hc lirfl done cad from this machine 
Arueb that of the bcficg’d, and broke it to pie- 
ces, which was reckon’d a.s a good omen, 'rhert 
tlie Mirza RouAem arriv’d from Cliiraz with 
the Perfian army, and join’d the imperial camp.' 

'I’he fiege was continu’d, and the fappers fol- 
low’d tlieir work clofe, while the Emirs and o- 
ther l>rave men attack'd tlic place on all lides, 
and foon made breaches in fcvcral parrs oi the 
w^k}«, propping the foundations w'ith ftakes. 

Mocbel feeing himfclf reduc’d thus lowf w'as* 
feiz’d with fear, and refoU’d to furrendcr : he 
fent meflengers feveral times to the emperor, to 
acquaint him with his wtfainefs and want* of 
power ; and alftdg’d as an excufe for not coming 
before him, the dread he had of hi* impcri.il , 
majeAy ; befecching Timur to grant him c]ujr- 
tcr, which cou’d not in the IcaA prejudice Jiim or 
hiso/Ecers*. 7’imur made anfwcr, that he woii’d 
grant lum his liberty, but not till after the taking 
of the place; bccaufeas this caAle was cAeom’d 
impregnable, if the army flion’d raife the liege, 
thofe who had but little inlight into things, 
woul^ imagine that our Addiers w cre no" able to 
take it by force ; and fliar a conqueror fliould 
not be thought to have fpar’d his enemy. •

, After this, the army decamp’d and marcfdd 
towards Antapa h The walls of this city w ere 
exceeding llrong,* being built of hewn ftone, 
an#i furrounded wijh a ditch thirty cubits deep,- 
and near feventy broatl> with s draw*bridge : 
the counsel fcarp, w hich is of flonc, has alfo a 
coverM way, broad enough for a man to pafs 
('n’hcrfcback ; w hichpoft wasaffigiAl tlie archers. 
Tlic 'Far tar army cn their arrival at .this place.

M A Fd O M E T tells us, that the foie terror 
of his name made Ins conquclls extend a 
month's journy : and we may with reafon fay, that- 
n'iiTiur h^d the honor to rcfemblc him in tliat, 
ifince the terror of his name was fo great, that upon 
?atkic;«<<’jf the approach of his troops ■*, Icings and 
princes were fb terrify'd, tliat they abandon’d 
thc-tf dominions ; fear blinded their eyes, and 
darken’d their underAanding, fo tiiat aU iheiw 
actions tended to their deftruciion. 

While the army was in the quarters of ilclief- 
na and Antapa, 7’emourta«ih, ’ governor of A- 
leppo for tlicSukan of Egypt, difpareh’d acon-

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Book V. rier to Grand-Cairo to give advice of it to his 
mafter. Whereupon the Sultan fent orders to the 
troops of all tlw towns antf countr^s of Syria, to 
inarch towards Aleppo, with, all the arn\5 and 
ammunition necelTary for a vigorous defence. 
According to thefe orders^. Chadoun *, chief of 
the Emirs of Damafeus, march’d to Aleppo at the 
head of a great army. The governors and gene- 
rals of Hemfe Hama, Antioch, Tripoli, Na- 
polos-Samaria, Balbec, Canaan, Gaza, Ramla 
or Rama, Jenifalem, \^erek, Calat-Erroum, 
and all the other cijuntrys and lordfliips of the 
kingdoms of Syria, came to the fame place, well 
equip’d and arm’d cap-a-pie : and in a ihort time 
there were got together a very numerous army, 
f Temourtach, governor of Aleppo, wjio was 
■ elleem’d one of the moft confiderable lords, af- 
fembled tlie chiefs of all thofe troops, -and made 
the following fpeech to ’em, in order |o kno^ 

^ their opinions of the matter ; “ We ou^it riot, , 
“ firs, faid he, to regard this affair which is 
" coming upon us as a flight thing; and "it is 
requifite we fliou’d refleft ferioufly upon it be- 
fore it happens. The prince; who is this day 
come againfl: iis, is exceeding powerful ; he 
“ knd his officers have perform’d jfuch extraor- 
dinary adions, as are no w'here recorded in 
. “ antiquivy. Wherefoever he hath march’d, he 
“ iiath always conquer’d the towq$ and fortref- 
“ fes ; and who ever attempted to refifl him, 
“ always repented in the end, and luffer’d the

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** moll rigorous chaftifcment. Conlider, firs, Chapj^, 
“ how in a very (hart time he has reduc’d many VW# 
vaft and flourilhing empires j as thofe of Ca- 
*' nezem, yutkeftan, Corali’ana, Zabuleftan, and 
“ India, as far as tlje great rivei'ajf Ganges; the 
*' kingdoms of Tablareftan, the two Iracs, Per- 
“ fia, Couheftan, Georgia, Azerbijana, and 
Diarbekir, with all their dependences, which 
“ he has wreftcH 0U|( of the hands of the moll 
“ powerful Sultans, and the moil illuftrious em- 
“ perors of the univerfe. He has eftabli fil’d 
“ himfelf in thofe plhces.with fuch an ablolutc 
“ authority, that one of his Heurenants, with a 
“ few ofiicers, maintains a whole city under 
his obedience ; fo that in the vaft extent of 
“ the countrysof Iran and Toiiran, there is riot 
“ a foul who dares adt the leaft thing againft his 
^ ** ordcri. ft feems as if the great rife of this 
• V PJJ^ce was owing to the peculiar proteftion 
“ ofHeaveni if fo, we ought not to tempt God. 

,“,^y advice therefore, in this conjuncture, is to 
“ treat with him by the ways of fpbmifiion and 
" obedience to coin our mony, and td fay tHb 
“ public prayers in his name j and to make ufe 
“ of theChcrifs, Imams^^and dodlors, our 
mediator&withhim; feeing there are none but 
“ men vers’d in the law, and pious gerfons, who 
“ have any accefeto him, or whom he in tho 
leaft regards. At the fame time we’ll* fend 
** him ,prefeots and jewels, the moft futa- 
“ bje to his grandure j chat we may endeavour 
** to keep him from coming near us, and by that 
** means preferve the repofe of the city; and per- 
“ haps of the whole kingdom. He^s a prince ' 
favor’d by fortune, powerful, a^yd, glorioiis-- 
and ambitious : his wrath burns and confinrieC.^r 
“ a thoufand times fiercer than fire ; arid 
jt is kindled, the fea it felf won’t be abte^i^ ’ 
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Book V. “ quench it. Therefore now conclude upon 
“ fomething ; chufc either, peace or war, quiet 
“ or mifery.” 

7’emourtach haxu'ng finifli’d his fgpech, thofc 
who had moft. 'experience applauded his fenti- 
mencs, and agreed that it Was tlie beft method 
they cou’d take : but the majority-, and efpe- 
cially Chadoiin governor ofDamafeus, were ot 
Z contrary opinion* Pgdc 'and prcfiiniption 
were rooted in their hearts, and ignorance had 
lo llupify’d ’em, that tlipy gave no heed to 
what Tcmourtach had foid ; and w ere fo far 
from applauding him, that they rrtade ufe of fome 
haughty expreflions, and tax’d him with cowar- 
dice, faying, that he who is afraid, is already 
fruftrated of his defircs. “ What comparifon, 
fay they, is there between this kingdom and all 
“ thofe you have mention’d ? Theft towns were 
built only of mud and brick ; but oms are 
all of folid ftonc, cut out of the almmf im- 
“ pcntrcnable rock ; they arc fill’d W'ith good 
*'* garifons, and furnifli’d with plenty of ammit- 
nitiohs of war a-nd victuals ; fo that it wou’d 
“ require a whole year’s fiege to forcea Angle one. 

\^hy therefore has^foar got pofl'eflion of yotir 
“ hearts? Is it the great number of their cavalry 
“ and infantry, or of their arms and equipages, 
•“ which teVrifys you ? Only view ours, and 
*' you’ll fee the difterence.: our bow9>are of Di- 
mafeus, our fwords ©f Egypt, our lances of 
Arabia, and our bucklers of Aleppo. In the 
** regrfters of tjiis kingdom are fixty thbufand 
villages ; out of each of which taking but a 
few brave men, we fhall complete an army, 
** which oitr vaft plains w'on’t tc able to hold. 
The houfes and walls pf tbefc Tartars are on- 
ly of cords and canvas ; while we live in good 
“ l^trciTcSjWhich are of hewn ftone from the bat- 

tlemepts 
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** tlements to the very foundations.” Thus fate, Chap,za. 
having refolv'd upon ^he deftructicTn of tliefe uu- 
fortunate Syrians, infpir’d fentiments of pride 
into lem : aijd thefe obftinate people perfilfod in 
their error, notwithftanding whij: Temourtach, 
and other jnen of fenjb, cou’d fay to divert ’em 
from the evil fteps they hadrefolv’d c6 take; who 
reprefented to ’em that the way of peace vt'as air- 
ways the moft fecSre, confidering the inconftan- 
cy of fortline,' and the fgnail hopes they cou’d rea- 
fonably expect of gaining the advantage over 
their powerful enemy, • Tne others on the con- 
trary faid, they need only have courage and re- 
folution ; which if they had not, all forts of 
diforders and lofi'es wou’d happen among ’em. 

After a great finiggle on both fides, the latter 
carry ’d it by a plurality of voices; and it was 
refolv’d aftd concluded, that no one fliou’d go out 
if th^ity, but that they Ihou’d fortify it with 
iritrcnchments, and with arrows and ftoncs hin^ 
djpr the enemy from approaching the walls, 

Timur departed from Antapa with joy, anek 
made two days jotirny of fix or feven league# 
each : he afterw'ards gave orders that they ftiou’d 
-march but half a league ada^, and at. oach^ en- 
campment dig a trench round the atmy, *and 
make a kind of rampart with their bucklers ; fo 
that in a whole week they march’d bi!t one day^s . 
joqrny,. and that with extraordinary precautions. 

The Syrians, ignorant of the art of war, attri- 
buted the flownefs of their march to fear, belie- 
ving the Tartars miftrufted their own ftrength : • 
at which they becathe haughty and infolent ; for 
abandoning their firft refolution of not going 
out of the city,* and which indeed was the leaft 
dangerous, they rang’d themfelves in order of 
battel^ and pitch'd theit tents in the open plains. 

The'- 
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The pth ojf Rabiulevel 8oj, which anfwers 
to the year of the Serpent, the army of Timur 
J400. ’ arriv’d in tlie neighborhood of Aleppo j and 
the Mirza Sultan Huflein, with fome great of- 
ficers, met thf! enemy’s fcouts : he fell upon ’em, 
tho fuperiorto him in number, and at the firft on- 
fet unhors’d a cavalier, w'horn he collar’d, and 
carry’d prifoner out of the field of batteK His 
officers alfo perform’d fomfc glorious aftions, 
and took two prifoners^: the reft of the Svrian 
army fled into the city. 

The fame day the Mirza Aboubecre advanc’d 
with lixty men j and a great number of the c- 
nemy made a fally to repulfe him. After a fharp 
skirmifh, the tw'o partys return’d to their feveral 
camps; The next day fome brave Tartars ad- 
vanc’d to skirmifh; and having fhewn themfelvcs 
to the enemy, not one dat’d to attack ’em. The 
third day at fun-rifing, Timur order’d the whpl^ 
army to take horfc, and W'ith enfigns diiplay’d, 
and at the found of drums and kettledrumg. jo 
march towards the enemy’s camp. Every one 
‘ having on a coat of mail, a cuirals, and a hch 
met, they advanc’d in order of battel. The 
right wing was com{panded by the Mirzas Mi- 
ran Chah and Charoc, accompany fd by feveral 
great Emirs, as Solyman Chah and others i and 
» the vanguard of this wing was led by the Mirza 
Aboubecre . The Sultan Mahmoud^ wbofe 
tenant was the Emir Gehan Chah, had. the com- 
mand of the left wing; and his vanguard was 
• brought up , by the Sultan Huflein. The main 
body was commanded by Timur himfelf, who 
had before him a rank of bulky elephants, which 
had been taken in India, equip’d and cafwiri- 
fon’d in the moft magnificent manner. They 
ferv’d as a rampart to this body of the army ; for 
t:he (ow«rs on their backs were fill’d with archers 

and 
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and flingers of wild-firc : and thefe animals had Chap.»a 
drawn in their fnouts like ferpcnts. When the (yVN) 
army was rang’d in order of battel, a Toman 
of rije beft horfe of the army was order’d to poft 
themfelvcs on an eminence on^the right fide 
of the field of batffl, and to keep their ground 
there, when the Syrians ftiou’d be put to the 
rout,*and By. 

The^yrian army was likewife rang’d in or- 
der : it was •compos’d of a right and left wiiig, 
and a main-body ,* and advanc’d with its enfigns 
difplay’d. The kettle-drums and trumpets were 
the fignal to begin, and both partys made the 
great cry of Allah Ecber 'I'he battel began * G«<l i« 
by the skirmifhcrs, who ruih’d furioufly out of 
their fquadrons into the midft of the enemys, 
and w'ho after feme brave aftion, as either the 
fiaughtei* of fome noted perfon, or the taking a 

• prifoner from the midft of the oppofite batallion, 

* r^tutlPd glorious to their poft. Our right wing 
immediately fell upon the enemy’s left with io 
mu?h vigor, that it was routed, thro. the valor 
of the Mirza Aboubecre, who enter’d the field 
of battel like a lion, and forc’d many of the ene- 
my to fiing away their arms, and ab^don their 
enfigns ; while others werVftain, and the ground 
foon cover’d with helmets, bead-pieces, and 
fabres, mix’d promifeuoufly among me dead car-^ 
cades.. Qiir left wing likewife defeated the Syr 
rians ri^ht, and entirely difpers’d ’em, fome 
crying out for quarter, and others faving them- • 
felvis by flight. Our main-body did not in the 
leaft yield to the other ; and the elephants enter* d 
into the m'idft, and with jtheit trunks tofs’d fome 

up into the air, and trampled others under their ^ 
feet, no one being able to ftop them. 

Chadoun and Temourtacn having feen the 
{nanper of om* foldim fightii^, quittf^ 
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iPookV. their former Herceoefs : they trembled at the 
ght of the dreadful flaughter which was made 
in fo ihorc a time } and feeing no other remedy, 
they fled, and enter’d th^ ci^ by the gate ot 
Mancoufa. The fbldiers, perceiving their gene- 
rals meafurcs, likewife fletCand difpers’d them- 
felves : the major part took tne road of Damafeus, 
and were purAi’d by our men, who flew a»pieat 
number, taking their arms an<4 horfes from em ; 
fo that out of this prodigious number of%yrians 
there efcap’d but one horfeman, v ho fled to 
Damafeus to carry the news of the defeat. 

After the rout of this army, part of ’em en- 
ter’d the city. The diforder was fo great in 
the chief ftreet of Aleppo, and the gates fo 
cronded, that one cou’d hardly pafs. Here was 
the greatefl: flaughter ever mention’d ; for to 
.avoid the fury of the fword, they fluieg them- 
.felvcs upon one another into the ditches, .which* 
were foon flU’d with men and horfes. On tire' 
otlier hand, ohr men with a flngte pike often run 
three or four of the enemy thro at a time^ifi 
the throng at the gate j fo that the dead bodys 
were pil’d upon one another to the very plinth . of 
the walls; and at length a pafl'age was made 
ovei* the ditch upofl ’ thofe bodys, ,level with 
the draw-bridge. There one migflt fee the hor- 
‘ .fesand theit riders mix’d promifeuoitfly togethef, 
andjcoi'er’d with blood and dirt; fqme pierc’d 
with arrows, and others with their brains daflfd 
out; one with a coat of mail, his head*bending 
beneath the blow of a war-dub; another fallii^ 
.without his head, with his fword fall clafp’d in 
hand. 

During this horrible flaughter,' a body of the 
army was fenc to pillage the Syrians camp, 
whereiii they found tbofoiwnot’s pavilion, with 
his tents, furniture, arins* and feveral beautiful 

horfes 
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horfcs richly harnefsM. Each of the foldicrs took d^.z r. 
his fhare of the fpoils, of which there were l✓*V^ 
great abundance. At: length all the army 
march’d with fo much vigor to the general ai- 
faulf, that they enter'd the citjjr the fame day, 
which was the i ith.of Rabiulcvel 803. Timur nov. 11. 
permitted 'cm to I^Uage the city of Aleppo,* 1400* 
and they fpar’d neither the markets nor any 
of the houfes : they carry 'd away the women 
and childrcrj, th*e horfes, mules, and all the 
cartel ; befides a prodigious quantity of gold 
and filver, arms, curious furniture, precious 
ftones, pearls, veffds of gold, the women’s rich 
habits and ornaments. A 11 thtfe were taken by 
the foldiers, who render'd no account of 'em to 
any one.

CHAP. XXI. 

. JThe eajlle cf Jleppo attacked and taken. 

C H A D O U N and Tcmourtach, not ima- 
gining themfelvcs fccure in the city, en- 
ter'd the caftle ; which was a fortrefs upon the 
ridge of a high fteep rock furrounded with 
a ditch thirty cubits wide, and fo deep . 
that there is a fufficieot qwntity of watef 
to cirry’a boat *. From the furface df the 
water to the bottom of the walls of the caille^ 
which is the ihelving of the mounwin, is aboat

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a hundred cubits j and it is fo ftnooth and ftcepi 
l^V\^ that ’tis impofliblc to afcend it on foot, becaufe 
this fhelving is cover’d with free-flone and flat 
polifh’d bricks. The ilrcngth of this place 
render’d thefe two governors infolent ; ‘they 
undertook to j^ake a vigorous defence, refol- 
ving to die rather than fkrrender : they made 
great crys in token of their refolution ; and ran 
upon Ae walls and towers, to give orders to 
thegarifon. They caus’d thd great and little 
kettle-drums to be beat, and in good earneft 
began to infult the bcfiegers : they caft a great 
quantity of wild-fire, and pots fill’d with ful- 
phur, which in their cfleds refembled a thun- 
derbolt ; as likewTe ftones and arrows : by which 
they let us know tha,t they were in a condition 
to defend themfelves. 

Timur having enter’d the city as a conqueror, 
encamp’d over-againft the caftle, ordering his , 
troops to range themfelves round about the * 
ditch ; for the out-parts confifted only of a An- 
gle key unguarded ; then there w ere nothing^o. 
be feen but (bowers of arrows, which the belie- 
vers inceflantjy difeharg’d with fo much vigor, 
that none of the befieg’d dat’d to get upon the 
walls. In the mean .while the Tappers went 
down into the ditch, and favor’d by the archers, 
crofs’d the water upon floats ; and being copie 
to the other* fide, they began to work upon the 
bottom of the mountain, and to (hake the fiones 
of the walls : but the befieg’d having perceiv’d 
their defign, five of their braved men went ^ut 
by the v^eat gate, and being refolv’d either to 
lofe their lives orfiicceed in the defign, they 
ty’d a cord to their wafte, the end of which 
others held from the top of the wails, that they 
might defeend and get up again, notwithftand* 
iog the fteepnefs of the (helving, without feat 
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of falling. Thefe five men accordingly* vent Cli£^r. 
down, and ran fword in hand upon the tappers j 
but the Tartars, who had grders to back the Tap- 
pers, fally’d out of their tents, and flew 'em 
with their arrows; Thebefieg’d on this were 
afraid, and drew up again the fii^e dead bodys 
with the cords. Frdfu that time* no one dar’d 
lo much a*s look thro the loop-holes of the w'alls, 
fo far were they from making fallys. Then 
Timur, whofe adiyintages were confider’d ra- 
ther as the- ftourge of God, than as an effeft of 
human power, fent by an ambaflador the follow- 
ing letter to the befieg’d, who now began to 
conclude that obftinately refifling him wou’d 
in the end produce repentance : “ The Almigh- * 

“ ty having reduc'd under 'my command the 
“ greateft part of the kingdoms of Alia, my 
arrays can’t be (lop’d cither by walls or for-' 

“ trefl'es * the great number of foldiers or arms 
arc not able to oppofe the juft effefts of my 
** ’wrdfh, nor ward off the deadly blows of my 
** vengeance. I ^lieve the beft way you can 
finw take, .is to have pity on your own lives ; 

“ otherwife you’ll be the mdrdcrcrs of- your* 

" felves, your wives and children, and muft 
anfwer for the crime of having Ihed their 
“ blood.” , * * . ’ • 

The ,befieg*d feeing no other refuge, were 
conftrain’d to give way to force. * Chadoun • 
and Temo^rtach took the keys of the caftle, 
treafurys, and magazines; and being accompa- 
ny'd by the Cherifs, Cadis, imamiand nobles of 
the A)untry, open’d the gate, and in an bum- 
ble manner came to caft themfelves at Timur^ 
feet. Chadoun, Temourtach, and other chiefs, 
with a thoufand foldiers, were Char'd among the 
Tomans, and put in irons. Soldiers were fent 
to the caftle, whb brake down the battlements

of the wall. • 'I’imur feat in embafly to Grand- 
Cairo, to the fon of Barcoc, Efl'en Bougai Da- 
vatdar, whom they had feiz’d in the caftle, with 
advice that he had laid Chadoim and Temour- 
tach in ironsj;. by way of rejpi ifal for Atilmich, 
and that hewou’d not fet/em at liberty till he 
fliou’d come back to hinf. ; that he , muft fend 
Atilmich immediately, if he was willing, to 
preferve the lives and libcrtys of thefe two go- 
vernors, and of all the othei* Have? he had de- 
tain’d. Timur fix’d the* place where ElTcn Boit- 
gai was to meet him at his return : then he 
went to the cafllc of Aleppo, to take tiic diver- 
fion of a v'ery beautiful profpeef, and alfo to 
view the fituation of the city and country ; and 
he flaid there tw o days. He order’d the Fmir 
. Gehan Chali to guard the gate of the caftle 
and the riches within it, which confifted of the 
treafures which feveral kings had amSfs’d there, 
and an infinite number of jewels and 4'tnituro 
which the citizens had carry’d into it to pre-- 
ferve ’em from pillage. The w'hole amounted 
1 to immenfc fums, part of which he diftributed 
among the Emirs and foldiers. He afterwards 
left the baggage and cumberfom things belong- 
ing to the army, w^th his treafure, in the caft)e 
of Aleppo: and he nam’d eight 'confiderable 
Emirs for, governors of this flrong place, and as 
* guardians of the treafures he left there. Tlien, 
aftlr fifteen ’ days refidcnce at Aleppo, he be- 
gan bis march, to continue his conquffts in the 
're;ft of Syria. CHAE*

Book^. ftrong. After the affair of Aleppo was finifli’J 
to Timur’s fatisfa^on, he went to Hama, and 
in his way took c.^ce or four caftlcs. • At the 
arrival of the great imperial^ Ilandard before 
Hama, thofe wVio were in thecaflle, feeing ’this 
innumerable miiltitndc of t^ops from the top of 
their walls, imagin’d it wou’d be bcfl* for ’em 
to go out immediately with w'liat prefents they 
' had, to offer tlie keys of the glace, and fiibmit 
to Timur. They accordingly did .fo, and ad- 
drcfllng themfelves to the Mirzas who were 
come before as fcouts, they befought ’em- to 
intercede and obtain cpiarter for ’em. The 
' Mirzas promis’d ’em this favor, and quarter 
was granted ’em ; but their fpoils were given 
to thefe fcouts. Timur flaid twenty days 
•at Hama, for the rcfrcflimcnt of his troops and 
horfes i during which time he had ajpartments 
built for himfclf, the Mirzas, and principal 
Emirs of liis couit, and a magnificent Divan- 
Cane, V here the councils of the ftatc were held : 
fo that this place in lefs than two or three Weeks 
« became a fecond city. 

In the mean while the Emirs made another at- 
tempt, to perfuade the emperor to flay at this 
plice, reprefenting*, that for two years paft the 
troops had been cither on the ftiarch, or em- 
« ploy’d in *1 battel ; that the enemy had a great 
nqmber of cavalry, whofe horfes were frefh and 
not fatigu’d, and being in their own country, 
had vaft advantages over us ; and that i( his ma- 
jefty approv’d of it, they w ou’d goandtrepofe 
themfelves on the fea-fhore at Tripoli in Syria, 
where they wou’d take up their winter- quarters ; 
lb that the horfes might have* fome reft after 
their fatigues, and at the beginning of the 
fpring- they might march with vigor to extermi-. 
nato the enemy. Timur wou’d not hearken to 

their 
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their rcafuns, tho theyv'erc planlible; but an- Chap.az. 
fwer’d, that they ought to Make difpatch, that L/S^NJ 
the enemy might have no tinlfc lo recover them- 
fclvcs. Whcrciifain he order’d 'jm to take horfe, 
and march towards Kmcfla One of our 
great Eaiirswent diithcr lirft as a fcout; and 
had the good nature to advife the inhabiiantS) 
telling ^cm that their rcfiiiencc wou’d ferve 
only to ruin ’em/ and it won’d be pity lb many 
lliou’d b’c deftroy’d ; that if they wou’dgomeet 
rite emperor, and fubmit to him, he wou’-tl an- 
swer for the fuccefs,* and their lives and even 
their ett'eas Ihou’d be fpar’d. Thcfe words, , 
which on one hand caus’d fear, and on tlie o« 
ther hope, in the people of Emefta, made an 
impreflion upon ’em ; fo that the principal meq 
of the city took up a refolution to obey Timur : 

^they came out loaded with prefents, and ran to 
,jt}eec him ; they caft themfelves at his feet, 
kifling the earth, which they cover’d with gold 
and precious ftones : they prefented him with the 
keys of the town ; upon which 'rimur had the, 
goodnefs to prohibit any one’s infulting ’eitt 
cither in their perfons or goods. He gave ’em. 
for their governor Ali Ecb^r, whomjie order’d 
to hare a'fingular regard to ’em, and to b.e 
their proteftor on all occafions. ,

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CHAP. XXIII. 

CoaqueJF of the towfg of Balhec. 

T imur decamp’d from Emcifa ; and 
continuing his road towards Balbec, he 
march’d a day’s journy, and encamp’d near a 
falt-pit, from whence he fent out a body of the 
army to make inroads to\\'ards Seid and Barut, 
and to pillage tlie country along the fliore of the 
Mediterranean. When the imperial llandard 
was arriv’d at Balbec, all the army admir’d the 
beauty, of the walls of this town : theftones are 
of a prodigious iize, and there is one at the 
corner of the caftle, which looks towards the 
gardens, twenty-eight cubits long, iixteen broad, 
and feven high. This town is very famous, as ‘ 
well for the beauty of the walls, as for the 
height of its buildings j and it’s believ’d' to ' 
h&ve been built by Solomon’s order, by dsmons 
and genii, over whom he had an abfolute com” 
mand. NotwitliAanding thefe advantages, it 
was reduc’d by our troops as foon as* ever they 
appear’d before it. There were in it fo great 
1 quantity bf fruits, pulfe, and goods, that 
our foldierswcre furnifh’d .with all manner of 
ncccfla? ys for a long time. Then Timur order’d 
the Emirs Cheik Noureddin, Chamefik, Se- 
vindgic, and others, to advance towards Damaf* 
cus at the head of thirty thoufand horfe. 
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,C*H A P. X^CIV. 

Timur, marches t» Damafcus, capital of Syria. 

T hey ,ftaicl not long at Balbec, becaufe it 
was fituated near a mountain, which ren- 
der'd the air exceeding cold ; and it being the 
beginning of winter, tlrerc fell abundance of 
fnow and rain. * 

The 3d of JumaziuIevcJ, the fun being in the 3. 
fixth degree ot Capricorn, Timur departed from **4oo. 
Balbec ; and after having march’d a day’s journy, 
he halted to.vifit the tomb of the proph%^No_ah, 
whofe blellings having be fought, he fet out for the 
conquelt of Damafeus. The body of the army, 

.which had been fent out to make inroads to- 
wards Seid and Barut, return’d, after having 
ravag’d all the maritim country of Syria ,* and 
join’d the imperial camp, loaded witii the fpoils 
of that country. As Syria was at fltac time 
under the dominion of the Sultans of Egypt, 
the Syrians were contiuaDy fending’ courifrs, to 
carry thft news of our army’s march, to Far- 
rudge fon of Barcoc, their king ; ^ whom they , 
continu’d to prefs fo afliduoufly tocome to*o{^ 
pofe-Tiiftur, that at their perfuafion he rais’d an 
army, .which he equip’d w'ith great expence and 
magnificence, and above all, the cavalry, which 
was the beft in the world. In this condi- 
tion he took the road to Damafeus; which he 
was no fponqo enter’d, than he us’d all his pre- 
cautions to. examine the fortifications, to poft 
guards and centincls every where, to put the 
walls in good order, and to augment the en- 
trenchments as well of the city*as of the caftlc. 

M3 In 
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Bookfli. In fine, he took all needful precautions : and 
nfing policy withftrength, he fent to Timur, in 
quality of ambaflfador, an eloquent and perfect 
villain, who the better to covt'r his intentions 
took the habit of a poor religious. He order’d 
him for his companions tw o' young allaffins, to 
each of whom he gave a poifon’d dagger, with 
orders to ufe their endeavours to murder Ti- 
mur during tlic audience of the ambaifador. At 
Timur's arrival near Damafeus, thefe villains 
join’d the court, and came to the foot ol the 
imperial throne to nay theif compliments : they 
had fcveral times the honor ro approach his 
majefty, and very favorable opportunity's to 
execute their dcligns; but the Almighty, who 
was f||W'ays Timur’s guardian and protedfor, 
wbu’d not fulfer ’em ever to come to perfedtion. 
Coja Mafaoud Semnani, one of the great fccrt* 
tarys of the council, imagin’d by the proceed-, 
iugs of thefe ralh fellow s that they had Ibme 
evil intention : w'hereforc lie communicated jiis 
'rttoughts to lome, who related ’em to the em- 
. P&ror, A^ho order’d ’em to be fearch’d ; and they 
found in their boots poifon’d daggers. The 
chief^ of the viliainj , perceiving himfelf and 
his companions difeover’d, declar’d fhe truth, 
and the refolution they had taken to aflailinate 
'Timur. The emperor return’d thanks to his 
fovercign protedtor ; and faid, “ It is not the 
“ maxim of kings to murder amballadorr ; yet itr 
wou’d be a crime to fuft'er this rafeal, or, his 
“ comrades, to live, 'W'ho tho cloth’d in tlie ha- 
bit of a religious, a monfter of corruption and 
perfidy.” Then he order’d, that according to 
the pafiage which tells us that treafon falls upon 
the head of tlie traitor, he (hou’d be flain with 
the fame dagger with which he wou’d have com- 
mitted 
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micted this abominable adion, Snd his infa- Chapt24. 
mous carcafe to be Jjurnt for an example to 
others. His two alfafiins had their iiuic and 
ears «ut off; but w'£re not put to death, bccaufe 
'J’imur w oil’d fend ’em back with *a letter to the 
Sultan of pgype. • 

'I'imur took horfe ; and having fix’d his troops 
in good order, march’d towards D.itnafciis, 
near which he encamp’d at the foot of a hill ' 
near Co'bbci Seiar : a trench was dug for precau- 
tion round the army, aW fortify’d with bucklers 
andpallifados. Then Timur afeended the hill to 
examine the fituation of Damafeus and its out- 
parts. He font fcouts to skirmifh with the ene- 
my, and to keep ’em in play : the Emirs Sevind- 
gic, Sainte Maurc, and others, advanc’d, and 
were back’d by the Seid Cojaof the right vvingj 
and the Mirza Rouftem of the left, at the noife 
^f kettle-drums, hautboys and flutes, mix’d 
with the foldiers crys. By next morning they 
attack’al the enemy’s fcouts, whom they put to 
flight, after having 4 lain feveral, and taken 
otheis prifoners. 1 ’hen 'I'imur, to ia;veng« 
himfelf for the fcandalous aflion of the 
Sultan of Egypt, order’d Chadoun and the 
other prifoners. brought frofli Aleppo, to btf put 
to death. 

The fame night there happen’d an affair as 
ridiculoufcas extraordinary. I'he Mirza Sultan 
Hullcin, after a debauch, was excited byTome 
feditious Parfians to revolt againfl: the emperor 
his grandfather ; and he accordingly went to the 
city of Damafeus, and lifted himfelf into the Sy- 
rian fervice : w Inch adventure gave the Syrians a 
great deal offatisfadion, imagining it w'ou’d 
produce to ’em confidcrable advantages. They 
cooduded the prince into the city with a great 
M 4 deal 
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Book* V. deal of pomp and ceremony Farrudge, ima- 
ginine the union with this prince woo’d Oliver 
him from all trqpbles, and caufe a calm after 
the ftormwas oyer, treated him with allyjolfible 
relpeft. The officers of this Mirza, Adoiic, 
and Huflein fon of Barat Goja, gave advice of 
what had pafs’d to the Emir Chameliky who in- 
form’d the emperor thereof. At break of day 
they decamp’d, and after a league’s march to- 
wards the fouth-lide of Damafeus, which looks 
upon the country of Canaan, Egypt, and the 
deiart of Arabia, they encamp’d again, and 
built a wall about the height of a man round 
the camp, and dug a trench round the wall. The 
fcouts went out to ravage the country in the 
neigborhood of Damafeus: and Timur plac’d 
both infantry and cavalry round the walls of the 
camp to guard them in the nif lit. 

Two days after Timur fent Padi Chah Baou- 
ram ambaflador to the Sultan of Egypt, with 
the following letter. “ You arc not ignorant 
“ of the efteds w'hich circumfpeftion and ex- 
afinefs produce j and knowthat emuiation^nd 
“ jcaloufy, mix’d with ambition, are the mo- 
“ tives wliich oblige cpnquerors to raife arrays, 
“ undertake the moft dangerous Wars, and 
“ make rhemfelvcs mafters of countrysand king- 
c“ denis ; and that by this means they preferve 
“ the honor of their crown, and acquirccternal 
fame. All this great noife of the world is not 
“ fo much to heap up riches, as to acquire ho- 
“ nor; for half a loaf every day is fufficient for 


* The Arabian renarkt, ibat the Mirza Sukan Huflein bad a 
handlbm head of kair, which they fliav'd off ; and having ho- 
nor’d him with a robe, dtefa’d him after the iafliion of their 
country : and that he had quitted Tiaiur, being aflum ’d to fw 
him with bis army in fo miferabte a condition. 
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the noari/hment of a man* 'We have fereral Cha^'» 4 k 
times demanded Atilmich of you, and you Wv^ 
have not once offer’d to fenid him to us; 
but have always flatted fopie diflicultysy 
“ and delay’d an aflair of fucji confequence. 

“ This bath oblig’d* us to mate wm" in your 
Country, which will bring ruin and defolation 
“ upon your fubjeds. If rocks cou’d- fpeak, 

“ they wou’d tell* you that this adion of yours 
“ portiinds no good to you. Yet, notwithftaiid> 

“ ing- your unreafonable proceedings, if you’ll 
caufe the mony to be coin’d, and the public 
“ prayers to be read in our name, that fliall flop- 
“ our fury. This you ought to do, if you have 
any companion 63r your felf or fubjeds. 

“ Our foldiers are like roaring lions, which 
“ want their prey ; they fcek to kill their ene- 
my, pillage his efifeds, take bis towns, and 
41 ovetturn his ediflees to the very foundations* 

“ There are but two ways to chufe t citlier 
pe^ace, the confequences of which are quiet 
“ and joy; or war, which produces difordcr 
** and defolation. • I have fet both before you: if 
“ is your part to follow one or other. Confult 
“ your prudence, and mak^ your choice. Ifare- 
“ well.” • 

The ambaflador having c^rry’d this letter, 
they receiv’d him with very particular honors,* 
contrav y t o their ufual enftom : at which re- 
ception .they pradis’d ail the ceremonys us’d 
tow?trds the moft illuflrions men. And as fire- 
works are very often nude in this country, they 
aflembled a great many perfons of this trade, 
who pafs’d in .review before the ambaflador, to 
(hew their flrength and power ; but they were 
not ignorant that thefe were no more than atoms 
in comparifon of the court of Timur. After 
they had endeavor’d to pleafe the ambaflador by 

abpn- 
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Book'lII. hbtindancc of civil treatment, and feveral hu- 
nors beftow’d on him, they fent him back; 
and he was follow’d by feveral lords of the 
court of the Sultan of Egypt^ who came> to 
call tbemfelves. at the foot of the imperial 
tlirooe, and fpoke to Timfir in thefe words. 

“ Moll excellent and formidable emperor, we 
“ know that we appear before your majefty as 
" your mdaneft fervants; yet we are full of 
refpeft and fubmillion. , We have refolv’d to 
“ fend Atilmich to your auguft court within 
“ five days : and if afte# that you deign to 
, ** pardon our faults, we’ll omit no occalion of 

giving you marks of a perfefi obedience ; 
and as far as depends on the power of the 
Sultan, and the capacity of his fubjeds, they 
(ball endeavor to merit by their fervices the 
“ good-will of your majefty, and the friend- ^ 
“ fliip of the illiiftrious lords and officers o^' 
** your imperial court.” The emperor, being 
touch’d with their difeourfe, which was color’d 
over with an appearance of fincerity, gave 
’em a k'ind reception, worthy -of his clemency : 
be made ’em prefents of vefts, and with very 
obliging expreffions jflur’d ’em of the fincerity 
of his heart ; he atterwards fent ’em* back very 
. well contented and pleas’d with having fucceed- 
td fo well in their embalfy. And this appear- 
ance vf anacommodationoccafion’d the' 

inhabitants of Datnafeus,

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CHAP. XXV^ 

Timur givgs hat tel to 4he Saltan ^ Tgyfty and, 
gains the victory. 

A F T E R ten days encampment, an account 
was taken of tlie,ftateof the army: upon 
which Timur order’d they ihou’d depart from 
thence directly to cncJmp at Gouta, that the 
horfes might feed in that delicious place. The 
army had no fooner began this motion, than 
thro their ill-fortune, the inhabitants of this 
country imagin’d that this march proceeded from . 
w'caknefs, and that our troops w ere fled tow ards 
^he Levant. 'Ehcy likewife thought that fo nu- 
HK;rous'an army cou’d not decamp without fal*- 
ling into fomc diforder, and that if they laid 
hold QH this opportunity fo attaek the rear of the 
'I’artar army, they cou’d not fail of defeating ^ 

’em ; that the furprize wou’d fo embarals the 
foldicrs, that they muft be conftrain’d to dif- 
perfe and fly ; and that this,aftion wbu’d Iv a 
great honor* to ’em in all future ages, this 
, hope the whole army of Syria took iiorfe, and 
’made a Tally oat of Damafeus : the populace • 
join’d the foldiers, fame having fwords, 
and otheus flicks and ftones in their hands ; and 
as th^re were prodigious numbers of ’em, they 
had the raihnefs tofall on our rear, 'rherc came 
fo great a multitude out of the city, that the 
whole plain w^s cover’d with horfe and foot. 

The cavalry were arm’d w ith cuirafles, and were 
pcrfedly well equip’d ; the infantry were arm’d 
With bows and arrows, fwords, bucklers and 
axes, preiuming in victory : and thetc ^^erc nc- ,

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Book V. ver feen before fo great a multitude aHembled to> 
gethpr. . ^ 

Timur being inform’d of this ridiculous raflr 
adion, knew that fate had refol/ d on the Sy- 
rians deftrudioii : he implor’d the alTiftance of 
<7od, and refle&ed ferioit'.ly upon the conduft he 
• ought to ufe in this conjundure* He gave orders 
that the whole army fhou’d face upon the enemy, 
and that all the cavalry (hcu’d difmount to en- 
camp : he caus’d a kind of wall to be made 
with the bales of the baggage, prop’d up with 
great ilones; and being thus entrench'd, they 
ereded their tents and ftandards. Then Timur 
got upon an eminence with fifty of his favorites, 
and according to cuilom, on his knees addrefs’d 
bimfelf to God in prayer ; he order’d his cuirafs 
' and other arms to be brought him, and then he 
took horfe full of confidence, commanding the 
drums to be beat, and the great cry made, jo 
the mean while the troops of our left wing ar- 
riv’d all in good order; apd as the Syrians were 
already very near us, Timur fent inftruftions to 
the Itfirzas Miran Chah, Charoc, and Abou- 
becre, who commanded the right wing, to at- 
tack ^e enemy on one iide ; while the Emirs of 
the* left .wing ftJou’ 3 *fall upon ’em on tlie other. 
In this order they advanc’d againft the enemy, 

^ and gave*’em battel. The Emirs Seviodgic,* 
Chamelik, SeidCoja, Sainte Maure,..a;vi others, 
as well of the vanguard as of the rear, began 
the fight j being back’d by the main-body. And 
as the two w;ngs fell furioufly upon the unfortu- 
nate Syrians, there was fo great a flaughter, 
that the whole plain was cover'd with :|Sood. 
After an obftinate bat^dy yif^ory inclm’d. to 
Timur: the Syrians were, defeated, and re- 
puls’d as far astothe^atesof Damafeus, hm^ing ' 
above half their foldiars ffain, add a great part 

difpersVl 5 
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diCpersM ; but this part was afterwards over- Chap^tctf. 
taken by the Tartars, who flew, vaft numbers of 
*em. There were notfiing to be leen but heaps 
of de^d bodys, aini rivulets of blood, armor, 
and Aandards, mix’d together. Scarce any efcap’d 
the fury of our foldiens, except thofe who en- 
' ter’d the city. Thisiignal viftory was gain’d 
the ipth of Jumazinlevel 803, whi(^ anfwers to 
the year of the Crocodile. During the heat of 
•the battel, the-Mirza Sultan Hafleiny. who cota* 
manded the Syrians lef£ wing, was Tent againft 
the Mirzas Miran Chah«aodCharoc ; but Topalic 
Coutchin, an officer, of the Mirza Gharoc, fell 
upon him, and having feiz’d his horfe’s bridle, 
brought him to his mailer, who gave advice of 
' it to Timur. His majefty being incens’d, gave 
orders that Huflein ihou^d be put in prifon, and ‘ 
loaded wit^chaios,as apunilhmentfor his a&ion: 

Blit he was fliortly after fet at liberty, thro the 
.iSferceflion of the Mirza Charoc, yet not till 
■ they had given him the baAinado, as order’d by 
the latv of Yafac, Tins was not fo much a pu*. 
nifhment to him, as the Aiame and continual re- 
proaches he receiv’d from the whole court : and 
he was never permitted to enter the 'cmperor’a

T he next day our. army decamp’d, aQd< 
went to efed the Aandard near the city at> 
the foot of a hill, while the news of thovlatei 
• vifiory fpread. fk felf every where. At length 
they departed if the notipot druiQSiuid triiippcts;., 

and* 
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B«ac V. Timur order’d thairthe army Ihdii’d march iri 
order of battel, and placj; before ’em a great 
rank of elephants, as well to augment the mag- 
nificence of the army, as to ftrike terror, into 
thofe who hacf never feen fuch things. It is re- 
markable, that from one odd of the right wing 
to the extremity of the left, the Tartar army 
took up between three and four leagues of ground . 
Then having their elephants at their head, the 
army got upon a rifing-grourid, from whence 
there was a profpedf of the city, that the enemy 
might fee their power, and be diflicarten’d. By 
this means all the inhabitants of the country, as 
well foldiers as others, were fatisfy’d of the mul- 
titude of this army, of which before they had 
had but an imperfedt knowledge. All the ca- 
talry being upon this hill, the drum was bear, 
and the whole army made the ufual gieat cry : 
and then they advanc’d nearer the city,; to en- 
camp on the bank of a deep rivulet, which ferv^ 
inftead of a trench ; and with their great and lit- 
tle bucklers they made a fort of rampart round 
che camp. After thefe precautions, both the 
cavalry and infantry crbfs’d.the rivulet; and 
the array, according, to cuftom, rang’d them- 
felves in order of battel in light of the enemy. 
There was a vaft number of Syrians, but the 
. difadvantages they had had the preceding day 
had«fo difeourag’d ’em, that they dai^dnnot ad- 
vance. The Sultan of Egypt held a coupcil with 
his great Emirs, as Norouz Hafezi, Yach Bee, 
Chadountaz, Cheiki Hajeki, an^ others, upon 
what they Ihou’d do in this conjuncture. Some, 
who were attach’d to the inhabitants intereft 
more than to the Sultan’s, laid ,“ that tho they 
^^Jiad receiv’d a great Ihocb, the city and walls 
?^vere entire ; tim there yet remain’d a vaft num- 
ber of foldiers, who were dilpos’d to fight; that 

the 
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the beft way wou’d be to makea'fecond fally, Chap.»« 
and afeerwarda to defend the city and fortrefs. t/vVJ 
'I’he others who had* greater experience, and 
were more attach’d to the Sultan’s intereft, were 
of another mind : tney thought that men of lenfe 
fliou’d not be prepoli^fs’d with chimeras ; that 
when the Tartars were diforder’d by a decamp- 
ment, without precaution, or being upon their 
guard, and not in^ the leaff expeding a battel, 

,the Syrians w ith their great numbers, and in 
good order, went to Turprize ’em, and attack 
their rear, witli all pQllible diligence and arti- 
fice ; yet every one knows what the fuccefs was ; 
from whence they concluded, that die beft reme- 
dy wou’d be for them to take the road of Egypt 
in the night, under favor of die darknefs, accor- 
ding to the proverb, which tells us, That he who* 
gains his iife, gains all ,* that in the town and 
caftle ^here were a great number of foldiers, as 
well as inhabitants, who were capable of defend- 
I ■ mg themfelves, and wou’d ufe all their efforts to 
prefesvc their lives, their wives and familys j that 
if fortune favor’d ’em, and they fav’d tlio city, • 
the king wou’d always continue mafter of it ; but 
on the contrary, if the Tartars took it, and burnt 
and deftroy’d every thing, the king and court at 
leaft wou’d be fecur’d from the public defola*- 
tion. • 

The whole Egyptian council was of this Qpi- 
nion ; mpSh which Farrudge fent an ambaftador 
with prdfents to Timur, and a letter in thefe 
cermSk ** The affair which happen’d yefterday 
“ was a popular fedicion, in which we had no 
hand : a number of imorant young fellows of 
** the common fort, had the raihnefs to fally out 
“ of the city; and receiv’d the punilhment dicy 
. “merited. For our part, we have no other de- 
“ figa than to keep ogr words, as wepromis’d be- 
t “ fore : 




V. “ fore : and' if yair hkhne&.is CO grant 

“ a ceflation of arms.ror this day. only, to nwr- 
“ row we will execuee'wbatever you ihall or- 
** der, and endeavor to rppair the fault com* 
“ nutted againft our will, and obtain pardon 
“for it.” * 

The amballador acquitted himfelf of his in-, 
ilru&ions : and after he had made known to the 
emperor the fubjed of his comii^, he order’d 
the army to return, and encamp almond time. 

When night was come, the Sultan of Egypt 
took horfe, accompany’d by the principal lords 
of his court ; and having difposM every thing 
■in a proper order for his departure, he went out 
. of Samafcus at midnight, and took the road to 
Grand-Cairo. A Tartar deferter nam’d Thac- 
‘ mac, came with expedition to find the Mirza 
Charoc, to whom he gave an accouq^ of all that 
had pafs’d. This Mirza ran to infonh Timur of 
it, carrying Thacmac with him. He order’d 
that the troops of the right wing, under the 
command of the Mirza. Anoubecre, fhon’d in- 
' veA the city on one fide, ^nd thofe of the left 
wing, commanded by the Emir Gehan Chah,on 
the other, that no.cme might get out. At the 
fkme time Timur fent Tome of thp moA famous 
Emirs of his army, with a great body of cavalry, 

• in purfait of the Sultan. Thefe brave men 
march’d with To much diligence, that they over- 
took him: they flew feveral of Sir inen, and 
obli^d the others to abandon their hoifes* mules, 
camds, andallcbeirequipage, tofavetheirdives ;

and fubiirbs, to inveft the city. This order was 
exaaiy executed; W Timur went to lodge in 
the palace of Cafrablac, fituate over-agaiaft the 
fortrefs, and built by Malek Eaz^her, formerly 
Sultan of Egypt. The Mirzas, Emu^, and lol- 
diers took up their quarters in the fuburbs ; where 
they found a great quantity of furniture, arms, 
fluffs; and all forts of merchandize. 

. Timur^ who never omitted any opportunity 
of paying his devotion, vifited the tombs ot 
Oumme Selma and Oumme Habiba, two of the 
wives of Mahomet ; and afterwards that of 
Belalhabachi, whofe interceffion he iraplord: 
and then he return’d to his camp. As fOon as 
the inhabitants of Damafeusfaw thwclvcs be- 
fiec’d inform, they were fofeiz’d with fear, that 
all the Cherifs, the Cadis *, Imams, dodors, 
"teller' lawyers of the city, <men’d the gates 
tfiemfelves, and with an entire fubmilfion went 
^ out, and carrying with ’em prefents, cafl them- 
fe*lves*at the foot of the imperial throne. They^ 
reprefented their mifery, and the great difplea- 
fure they had at what was pafs’d : and they be- 
fought the emperor to have, pity on the Mq|lul-

Timur gave a c6m- 
miffion to the Emirs for receiving die tax, and 
fent ’em into the city. Thefe Emirs Wfire Chcik 
Nouredditj, Chamelik, and Allahdad, ^compa- 
ny’d by the comptrollers Co;a Mafaoud ^mnani, 
and GeUlehdam, who enter’d into Damafcus, 
and according to cuftom wall’d up feveo gates 
of the city, leaving ppeh only the gate of El- 
feradis, without which they kept their office. 
Tlw receivers having drawn from th^ city the ^ 
fums agreed upon, brought ’em to Eipirs ^ 
The friday following the Coutbe, or prayer for 
the king, vras read in the famous mofque oC the 
Ommiades Califr, in the name and titles of the 
auguE emperor Timur.

This ‘accident 
entirely taking away all hopes from the befieg’d, 
ITezdar governor of the place caus’d the gate. to' 
be open’d ; and being conftrain’d to go out, he 
came full ofjgrief to deliver up the keysof his 
caftle, and of the treafury and magazines with- 
in. it. The other «fides of the walls, which had 
been prop’d up with ftakes, were not fet on 
fire. , 

Timur gave orders that the governor Tezdar 
ilfou’d be put to death, becaufe herhad waited 
too I<*iig before he furrender’d. They found 
in tl* caftle great quantitys of riches, jewels, 
<^{dusftuirs, ai^ rarim which had bemvkept 
there for many ages. There was a fingbooS gra- 
nary'full of com, being the revenues of fwo 
renown’d citys ISfecca and Mediha.^’ Timur,

“ built^f (lone, and the two upper ones of wood ; 
and moll of the cietings and even of the walls of 
’em are varnilh’d i which renders ’em very inflam- 
mable j fo that whbn any place has took fire, the 
judges and governors, notwithflanding all their 
, precautiofis, are not able to (lop it ; and it com- 
monly bums a great way. This often Jiappens 
in time of peace. 

March 29. The i2th of Schaban, the city tdbk fire by 
an accident,* and every one (Irove in vain to 
quench it: it increas’d fo much, that no nlj^ce 
was free from the feent occafion’d by the eoohy 
and fmdarac, of which the varaifh was com- 
pos’d ; and the houfes became exceeding black.

they cou’d not hinder the eaftern l^inaret of diis 
mofque’s being reduc’d to alhes, tho it was 
built of ftone : whereas the Minaret of Arous, 
otherwife nam’d^ Mbunar Beiza, remain’d fafe, 
on which the Muifulmans believe, that the lord 
Mefliah Jefus, on viiicmi, as on our preset, may 
bleflings and falvationbe (hower’d, wffldefcend 
from heaven, when he lhall come to judg both 
the living and the dead. And what was meft 
miraculous is, that this latter Minaret, thO 
built of wood, and plafter’d over with lime on 
the oiit-fidc, remain’d intire, while.all D^if- 
cus w.aa burnt down, and the immenfe riches 
within if pillag’d and fack’d, as w^ll as the reif 
of Syria. 

Then Timur took up a reiblutidn tb ‘ return 
'back ; and to give the inhabitants of Syria fomc 
marks of his clemency, after having made ’edi 
feel the effefis of his wrath, he or^’d that all 
the- flaves of Damafeus .apd the reft of ^yria, 
men, women and children, (hon’d be det at li' 
ber^ty. Gelaleliftam had the Oommiflion for 
executing this ordei',' and conducting all tho 
flaves, to the city of Damafeus ; which was ex- 
afljy oljierv’d.

When Timu'r was arriv’d in the neighbor- 
^V^’hood of Hama^ the evil ^Jeftiny of the inha- 
^ bitants excited ’em to epmmit afis of hoftility 
againft our men : they deftroy’d the edifices our 
foldiers 'had built when they were there the firft 
time. Tt^is adlon inflam’d i’imur’s wrath, who 
permittcH” %m to be pillag’d : the inliabitants 
were made flaves, and their houfes fet on fire, 
after they had taken from ’enurheir beft effefts. 

The army march’d from 'mma to Aleppo, 
from whence to Damafeus are feventy leagues. 
After fome days journy they came near Aleppo ; 
and the Emirs Seid Azeddin, Hezaregheri, 
Chah Chahan, and MoulTa Tui Bouga, who 
were in the C^e belonging to that city, raz’d 
the walls, burnt the houfes, as well of the caftle 
a& of the town, and join’d the imperial camp. 
After four days journy the army arriv’d at 
the banks of the Euphrates; and the Mir- 
zas Rouftem and Aboubecre, with the E- 
mirs of the right wing, arriv’d there at the 
fame time, coming from the lower part of the 
fiver. The Mirzas Calil Sultan and HufTein 
Sultan, with the Emirs of the main-body, came 
there alfo by water : and they had all the honor 
toki?s the im^riai carpet, and offer prefents 
of the booty they had taken in their inroads. 

•There was’ fo great a number of cartel in the 
camp, that a iheep w'as fold for a Dinar^ As 
the Mirza Sultan HufTein had perform’d feve- 
tal brave anions, and done the duty of i good 
fubjeft in the laft inroads, he obtain’d a pvdoa 
for his former fault, and kifs’d the emperor’s feet, 
who promis’d to reftore him his befe favors, ano 
cake care of his advancement.

CHAP. XXIX. 

Timur <roffes the* Eafhrates^ and hunts m 
Mefopot/unia, 

A fter a^chc Mlrzas and Emirs had 
join’d the imjJfcrial camp, orders were gi- 
ven to rcpaTs the F^iphrates : and accordingly 
two boats were brought from the town of Bire« 
on the eaft Hde of this river, to tranfport the 
emperor’s baggage. The Mirzas, Emirs and 
foldiersfwamover, and encamp’d near Biret the 
governor of which came out to falute the empe- 
ror, bringing him prefents : and in acknowleag- 
• ment ot his fervices, his highnefs conhrm’d him 
in his government, and the inhabitants receiv’d 
no damage from our troops. Cara Ofman ar- 
riv’d at this place, and killing the imperial car-* 
pet, made his prefents; and he had a handfom re- 
ception. 

The army being departed thence, Timur 
had a deiire to hunt in M&fopotagiia tKe |bl- 
diers of the right and left wing form’d the , 
great circle of five days joumy lA circumf&Y 
rence : and the circle growing lefs and Jefe, 
they found fo much game of all forts near the 
fine fountain of Ralelain, that they took the' 
beafle with their hands. After the chaee^ 
tables were ereded for a general banquet, to 
eat the game which had been taken, wherein 
the moft delicious wines were ferv’d up : and as 
an incentive to drinking, they eat roe-bucks 
. and antilopes, whofe flelb is very tender, and 
the beft-tafted of any creatures of the deiart.

As to the Sultan of *Metdin, we* have already 
remark’d, that he being reduc’d to obedience, 
had been imprifon’d by the en^ror’s ordler 
in the caftle of Sultania ; that Timur in com> 
palTton to* him had^^j^^on’d him, and given 
him a vcft, with much civil treatment; and 
that he had promis’d toi^ecome a faithful fervant 
as long as he liv’d, and let flip no opportunity 
of giving marks of it, that fo he might render 
himfelf agreeable to the emperor, and meric 
his favors. After this it became him to follow 
our army into Syria with his troops ; or if thro ' 
the nearneiis of the enemys, there was any dif* 

Hculty in that, he ought at leaft to have (enc 
one of his fons or brothers. But as he had fail’d 
in this particular, be was confciouspf his fault ; 
and dar’d not come to meet his highnefs. Ne- 
verthelefs Timur, beit^ arriv’d near his fron- * 
tiers, had the goodne^ to ask after him, or- 
dering him to come before^ him in very oblig- 
ing terms : but this unhaf^y prince, giyiqg 
way to his evil defttny, had the infolence ip 
refufe 1:0 come, and dreamt of df feeding Hiar • 
town, ^ing periuaded that it cou’d not be' 
taken by force. |n e;lfed, as^a long fiege' 
was. mcelTary to the carrying it, thd ip. the.

Timur us’d abundance of civility to tlie 
Sultans of Hufni Keifa, Arzine, and the other 
neighboring places, who yere come to pay 
their devoirs to him at hiR<irrival. ' He gave to 
each a robe wove with gold, a belt fetwith 
precious Hones, and a fibre with a gold han- 
dle; and he permitted ’em to return to their 
own countrys. Then Timur fent the Emir 
Allahdad to Samarcand, W'ith orders to march 
afterwards to Achpere, to take care of the fron- 
tiers of Gete*

I fay, 
having been beficg’d two years, when the Mir- 
zas and Emirst'came near Avedic, ,and h^ardof 
the reduftion of Alengic, inftead of marchiag 
ro it, they turn’d towards the right for Geor- 
gia. They made great hafte to furprize the 
Georgians, whofe country they ravag’d. This 
exceedingly difturb’d Malek Gourghin, w'ho 
fent an ambaflador to the Mirzas, to acquaint* 
’em with the great furprize he was in at their 
coming into hiis coiirttt^, feeing he was one of 
the emperor’s mod faithful ibAaots, andjeo affure

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Book V. 'I’omans and-compinys towards the city of Bag- 
dad. Thcie'lords fet out immediately, aud after 
fcveraldays march arriv’d at Bagdad, and en- 
camp’d on the routh-lUle. Farrudge, of the 
Mogul hord "of Gelair, was governor fofr the 
Sultan Ahmed. The vaft multgiudes of Turks 
and Arabians, who were aflembled in this city, 
render’d Farrudge infolent; and confiding in 
thft ftrength of his walls, and the number of 
his foldiers, he even dar’d 'to fally out to op- 
pofe the Tartar army, ifid rang’d his men in 
order of battel in ,the vie,w of ours. 

As foon as the rumor of the arrival of our 
army was fpread, the Emirs Ali Calander of 
* In Cou. Mendeli *, and Dgian Ahmed of Bacou *, be- 
reftan. juarch againft us, and pafs’d the Tigris 

‘ at Medainc. On the other hand, Farruk Chah of 
Hille, and Micaii of Sib, alfo departed with the 
fame defign, and join’d together at^erfer,- and 
' with three thoufend men well arm’d advanc’d to 
fight. The Mirza Rouftem, the EmirSoliman 
Chah, and others, immediately took horfewith' 
their troops, and furrounded the enemy. They 
repuls’d ’em as far as the Tigris, and a bloody 
battel enfu’d near the caule of the Emir 
Ahmed* Dgian Ahmed was there flain, with a 
great number of his braveft foldiers : many caft 
c themfelves into the river and were drown’d, 
V^'hile the reft efcapM with a great de^f of diffi- 
culty. „ After the ‘ defeat, one woii’d have 
thought Farrudge fhou’d npt have held out any 
longer ; but this peafant, who had nevjet before 
been mafter of a government, apd, had attain’d 
this only by cowardly intrigues, cou’d- not re- 
• folve to quit his new dignity of governor, but 
found a pretence to exeufe himfelf ** The Sul- 
** tan Ahmed my inafter, lays he, made me 
“ fwear, that if Timur ffiou’d come ip perfon, 

“I 
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" I wou’d furrender the city, for fear of bring- Chap^z. 
“ ing the people into mifery ; but if that cm- 
“ peror fliou’d not, come in pcrfon, whatever 
number of troops approach’d, I wou’d make a 
" Hout defence, and not deliver^ up the place ; 
and I muft obey my mafter’s orders.” 

Under thi^fly pwtence, he gain’d over the 
inhabitants and militia, whom ne polled upon 
the walls to defend the city. There he us’d all 
his efforts; for he^ excited the foldiers upon the 
, walls, and advan^d upon the water in a boat, 
difeharging a fhower of arrows on our men in 
the reac. . 

In the mean while Timur advanc’d towards 
Tauris : he pafs’d by Nafibene a ftrong place, 
which he gave orders to beliege and raze ; but 
the inhabitants coming out with prefents, and 
bringing the keys of the fortrefs, Timur gave 
’em quart«r; and they receiv’d no damage from 
•the paflage of our troops.’ The army being ar- 
riv’d at Moulfel they built a bridge over the 
Tigris, which all the troops crofs’d in a week.

T H £ Emirs who w'ere before Bagdad,, fenc 
an exprefs to the emperor, to acquaint 
him with Farrudge’s fenciment, and the pre- 
tence«with which he color’d over his obftinacy 
in defending the city. On this advice Timur

by Tchinaratt^ and Calaghj^ he departed in per- 
foQ for Bagdad, by the way of AltourrCupruc . 
where being arrivM, he encamp’d at the lower 
part of the river, over-againft the gate of Ca- * 
riet Ulacab ; and all the ti^ps encamp’d round 
the city* He immediately order’d the fappers 
to begin to work. The fdirzas and great Emirs 
of the Tomans, Hezares and CbuclK>ns,‘iix’d the 
■ fappers each before his poft, and feme body s of 
the troops to fuftain ’em- Farrudge being deE" 
rous to know whether Timur w-as there in per- 
fon, fent one to him whom he h:^ confidence 
in, id quality of ambalTador, becaufe^his perfon 
icnew him,' having had the honor to fee him be- 
fore. The ambaffador met with a handfom re- 
ception ; and after bis audience was honor’d 
with a veil, and at length difmifs’d. At his 
return he gave- Farrudge an ezad; account of 
what had pafs’d j but this governor, tho he 
well knew he'fpbke the ^uth,' ^us’d him of 
diffem{?liog, and pilt him in prifon, left others 
Ibou’d Hkewife know the truth from him : and 
then giving out that Timur was not there in 
pe]^on, he continu’d to defend himfelf, and 
committed hoftih'tyr, not confidering wliat the 
confequenice wou’dbe. Then the CdlasMafaond

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Timur fenc Locman Tavachi to the Mir^.a Chap. 51 . 
Charoc, to order hiih*to return to Bagdad 'with 
the baggage and the reft of the army. Locman 
join’<f the Mirza at Calaghi, and accompany'd 
him in his way to i^^agdad. WHhn this great 
army was aflembled together, Timur review’d 
it: and the aftoniih’d inhabitants no longer 
look’d upgn their city as the houfc of peace *, 
but as the palace ’of hell and difeord. The 
troops encamp’d on both ftdes the river, and 
furrounded the city, thp it was more than two 
leagues in circumference. A bridge of boats 
was built over the Tigris below Cariet Ulacab : 
and feveral skilful archers were laid in ambuf- 
cade down the river, to hinder any from ftying, 

The care of the upper part of the river, was- 
given to the Mirzas Miran Chah and Charoc, 
who encamp’d over-againft Souqs Efl'ultan. Qn 
the other fide of the Tigris were Mehemed Azad, 
and Tangri Birmich Co/a, to guard the fore- 
part o£ the city, that no one might get out that 
way. In fine, it was fo block’d up and pavi-r • 
ron’A on all fidos, that tho the Tigris pafs’d 
thro the middle of it, and there wat 'a great 
number of boats, yet it was* impollible to get 
out. During thefe tranfadions, Abmed Ogoul-' » 
chai, governor of the caflle of Alengic, who 
was feiz’d after ' the taking of the place, was 
broughftb Timur, who order’d that he fiiond 
be put to 'death,' and the committed to 
the ci^e^^i^ ‘Malek Meh^ed Aoubehi. The 
exeentiott order given to him whq 

had brought^idi Ahmed to -couirt. 

At the fiime rime the Emir h^ouifa arriv’d 
from the K^irza Mehemed Sultan^ac Tranfoxir

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Book V. ana, and gave the emperor an account of the 
good ftate of affairs in jhat kingdom. He pre- 
fented him with a piece of a^balafs ruby, weigh- 
ing one hun/lred and twenty Medicales, dug 
out of the mine of Bedakchan. 

In the mean while Farrudge and the inhabi- 
tants of Bagdad were ftruck with fear; fo that 
they fought not fo much out of bravery as from 
defpair : they performM /*ftions of the grcatcft 
rafhnefs, which almoft exceeded human power j 
for asfoon as the Tartars having made a breach, 
had fet fire to it, and a fide of the wall was 
about to fall, the befieg’d immediately repair’d 
the breach with mortar and brick, and en- 
trench’d themfelves behind. It was then fum- 
mer, the fun being in Cancer : and as Bagdad 
was fituate in a country near the '‘tropic, the 
violence of the heat waS to great, that the bitds 
fell down dead j and as the foldiers had on their 
cuiraffes, one may fay they even melted like wax : 
neverthelcfs they rais’d a high platform^ wliich 
commanded the city, from whence they incef- 
fantly caft great fiones out of their machines. 
The Miraas an<j .Emirs fell feveral times on 
thein knees before the emperor, begging leave 
to make a general afiault, that they might take 
the city fword in hand: but Timur wou’d not 
confent to it, faying, perhaps the beljeg’d may 
Come to a fenfe of their fault, beg pardon, and 
deliver up the place, that they may fave them- 
felves from being flain or made flaves, *and that 
the kingdom may not be entirely, ruin’d. But 
fate Jiad fix’d it otherwife ; for thefe unfortu- 
nate , people continu’d in their ftubbomnefs, 
notw’ithftanding the dearnefs and fcarcity of 
provifions, the fiege having already lafted 
forty days. 
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The 27th of Zilcade 805, at nooa> when theChap.52- 
inhabitants by reafqp of the heat of the fun, 
not being able to ftay^upon the wails, had re- •*“ 
tir’d into their houfes,* and fix’d their helmets 
uponfiicks which they had erefteefin their places, 
our army, under took*, to give a general aflault. 

The Mirzas and Emirs furioufly advanc’d, and 
having fix’d their fcaling-ladders againft the 
walls, the Emir Qheik Noureddin mounted firft, 
and erefiied his horfe^tail upon the wall, croVn’d 
with a hal£*mooa. He caus’d the trumpet to be 
founded, and the drums and kettle-drums beat : 
immediately all the captains in their refpe(Jtivc 
polls mounted the walls, and then call them 
down into the ditch : the troops enter’d the city 
fword in hand, and Timur advanc’d to the foot 
of the bridge which had been built below Bagh- 
dad. The foldiers being in the place, the in- 
* habitants endeavor’d to get out by all the ways 
they cou’d, but in vain : fo they W'ere con- 
llrain’d to call thcmfelves into the Tigris, where 
efcaping the fwords of the Tartars, they be- 
came the prey of the fifties. Several g9t inta 
boats, and others fwam, regain the lower part 
of the river ; but they were no fooogr come to 
the bridge than they were Ihot by the fotdiers 
arrows, who lay in ambufeade. Farrudge em- 
barFd with his daughter, and fosnd means, ^ • 

notwithllaading all Timur’s precautions^ to* 
efcape by water- He w'as purfu’d along the 
banks o*f the Tigris by our foldiers, who dif- 
chai^’d upon him a vaft number of arrows ; 
whom not being able to refill, he was con- 
ftrain’d to call himfelf and daughter into the 
water, where they were both drown’d^, and the 
boat funk to the bottom. The boatmen had 
orders to filh up Farrudge; and having drawn 
him up out of the w»ter, they call his unfortu-

V. nate carcafe upon the bank. As there had been 
fcveral Tartar foldiers ftain id the general 
adault, each foldier was order’d to bring one 
head ' ' of the men of Bagdad ,* which they ac- 
cordingly did,, and (par’d neither old men of 
fourfcpre, nOr children Of eight years of age. 
No quarter was given either to rich or poor ; 
and the number of the dead was fo great, that 
»o one con’d count, ’em up, tho the Tavachis 
had orders to regifter it. T owers were made of ■ 
thefe heads, to ferveas an example to pofterity. 
Some learned men found means to caft them- 
fclves at the feet of the emperor, who granted 
^era pardon and quarter, and even gave ’em vefts 
and horfcs, with a convoy to conduft ’em to 
what place of fecurity they delir’d : all the reft 
of the inhabitants were exterminated. After- 
wards Timur gave orders that there iKoo’d not^ 
temain one (ingle houfe in the city unraz’d 
but that the mofques, colleges and hofpitals 
(hou’d be fpar’d. Accordingly they ruin’d the 
markets, caravanferas, hermitages, cells, 
'nafterys, palaces, and other edifices. Thus, 
fays the Alcoran, houjes of the imfiots On 
overthrowtt by the ord&t qf God.

A fter the Tigris was grown red with 
the blood of the inhabitants of Bagdad, 
and the air began to be infe&ed by the dead 
bpdys, Timur decamp'd from that city the be- 
ginning of Zilhadge, and march’d a league to- 
wards the upper part of the river. He en- 
camp'd near he tomb of the great Imam Abou 
Hanifa, chief of one of the four orthodox feds 
among the Mahometans, to implore the inter- 
celfion of this faint. Then he fent a melTenger 
*with letters and orders to Mouiike, who was 
come from Tranfoxiana; which mclTenger he 
order’d to be accompany’d by Neroedee, De- 
r<^a*' of Khivak that this Nemedee might 
have the care of the government of Careaem* 
in the abfence of Mou^e, and till his return 
to the Mirza Mehemed Si^t^. ' , 

Timur ordetM the Sultan Mahmoud Can, 
and the Mirza Caleb Sultan, accompany’d by 
feverai great Emirs and a good pmber of* 
troopS) to make inroads in the neighbouring 
places. They haften'd to obey thisorder, pafs’d 
by HiUe, and went as fu as Mecfaad Kedgef * ;

'«^V^ paid theif devotions there*: then they ravag’d 
Hille and Vafet, and return’d to court laden 
with booty. • - * 

Timor took che road to Chehrezdbr and Cal- 
ghi ; and leaving the care* of the baggage and 
nuin of the army to the great Emirs, he order’d 
’em to march flowly behind, while no one fhou’d 
feparate from his Toman or company! The 
emperor made hafte, accompany’d by the Mir- • 
zas Miran Chah, Charoc, and Calil Sultan : 
but while they were on their march, the Cour- 
• des were fo rafli as to attack thofe who were 
feparated, tho at ever fo fmall a diftance from 
the army, and rob ’em. Timur being inform’d 
of their boldnefs, plac’d foldiers in ambuf- 
cade round the roads ; and as foon as thefe vil- 
lains appear’d, our men fallying out of their^ 
ambufeades, feiz’d ’em, and hang’d ’em upon 
the ipot on the chefnut trees which grew in the 
roads* As to thefe chefnut-trees, I have heard 
«it reported by very credible perfons, that one 
year they produce chefnuts, and the next gall- 
nuts * { which appearing fo very extraordi- 
nary, I thought fk> to mention it. Timur 
being Arriv’d at the river of Jagatou, the em- 
prefs Serai Mule Canum, Canzade, and the 
other wives of theMiraas, w ith their children, 
among whom was the Mirza Oulouc-Bee, came 
to meet his highnefs, and kifs’d his feet at Sine- 
per, congratulating him on his conquefi^ and 
fprinkling- upon him precious ftones aiid pieces 
of raony.

They ftaid twenty days at this place ; and the 
baggage and remainder of the army foon ar- 
riv’d.

D uring Timur’s ftay in. Syria, Baja- . 

~zet, lirnamed Ildurum or the Thundef, 
rhelDttoman emperor, thro the inftigatton of 
Sultan* Ahmed Gelair and Cara Youfef Turco- 
man; who bad fled for reflige to his court, 
brought an army into the field; and to revenge 
himfdf for tiie ^niin of ^bafle, he march’d to 
befi^e. Ar?endgian, which he made himfelf 
mailer of, , having routed Taharten. Mocbel, 
Taharten’s lieutenant, was kill’d in the battel ; 
and Bajazet tent the difeonfotate wives and 
children of Taharteq to Broufla ,* and then re-

\^y\i from Acaiaretj (^ad pafs’d by Oudgian and 
was encamp’d at liechtroud, ^ that is to fay, 
the eight rivers; he receiv’d advice tliat.Bajazet 
was again mart;hiog cowards the caft: upon 
which he order’d clie Mirza C^aroc forthwith to 
fall upon the Ottoman, and make him repent 
of his boldnefs ; he appointed the Bmirs Soly* 
man Chah, Chameiik, and othbr chie& of To> 
mans, and colonels of Hezares, to accompany 
the Mirza. He then feut ^orders by the Emir 
VMezrab, to the Mirzas and Emirs who .were 
gone out to make inroads in Qeprgia, and had 
ftop’d in Mencoul, to depart direiSly to join the 
Mirza Charoc, which they accordingly did. 
The Mirza being fet out from Avenic, and ar- 
riv’d at Nevine, met the Cheik Ali, nephew of 
Taharten, who brought advice that iBajazet, 
fearing the fucccfs of his bold undertaking, had 
befought Taharten to intercede for him with 
Timur, chat he might obtain pardon for . his 
hoftilitys, on condition of his future obedience j 
that he wou’d ^nd ambalfadofs with letters to 
make a treaty of peace, and a Encere alliance 
between the two empires, that fo theMulfuI- 
mans might live quietly ; and that he promis’d 
* that if the peace be concluded by the in-* 
terceffion or Taharten, he wou’d fend back his 
wives and children, whom he bad carryM to 
BrouE'a. The .Mirza Charoc fent the Cheik Alj 
to the emperor, to|ivc him an account of -this 
affair; and ftaid himfelf fpme chne whore be 
was. Timur having decampM from the ei^c 
rivers, went to Oudgian, xnd Eaid (ome Jhiys 
jn the Kiochk of Argoun*

T imur having ftaid feme days at Tau- 
ris, refolv’d to ma«;h into Georgia : he 
went to encamp at Comtoupa, where he order’d 
the Coja Ifmael Cavafi to be hang’d before the 
market-place of the camp, to puniih him for the 
tyrannys he had exercis’d upon the people. He 
afterwards crofs’d the river Araxes, and went to 
encamp with all the army at Nakchivan. And 
as the caftle of Alengic was near Nakchivan, he' 
was defirous to fee that ftrong place, which had 
been taken by his foldiers in fo ihort a time ; and 
carrying with him the emprelfes, with the 
brinces his fons, and his favorite Emiigp, he care- 
fully examin’d , the place, and return’d to his 
camp. , . 

ASouc t|iis time 'I’abarten arriv’d at court, 

, where on his knees he preferfted Bajazet’s letter, 

• gave an account of his. repentance, and begg’d 
pardon for him j which be did with fo mu^ elo- 
quence, that he appeas’d^^e emperor’s wrath, 
and obtam’d his deure. naid fdme dayi 

at this jplace,. * during which time he feilt an 
ambaifador into Georgia, to Majlek Ghourghin^ 
to demand the tribute of him. Then 
Mirzas, Pir Mohensed fbn df Omar Cheikj / 
Sidtan Huflein and Ahoubecre, with thO^E^** 
mirs who had been feint to Mencoul, to ,ibin • 
. . t the 
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the MirzaCharoc, arriv’d at court, and faluted Chap. 56: 
the emperor. The army decamp’d from the 
meadow of Nakchivan, went to the defile of 
Chahbbz, and enter’d. into the mountains. Ti- 
mui» bciug arriv’d at Gheukteheytonkez, had a 
defire to take the diverfion hunting ; and 
when th? circle began to clofe as ufual, they 
took a very great number of flags. After this 
chace they encamp’d, and the Mirza Charoc re^ 
turn’d with his Eipirs, and had the honor to fa- 
lute the ’emperor at that place. Afterwards they 
departed ; and when they were encamp’d at 
Chelnkour *, which is a delicious place, Idecou, 
fon of Coja Seifeddin Beflas, arriv’d there from 
]^rman ; he kifs’d the imperial carpet, and made * . 
his priefents. The commiuary, whom Timur had 
fent into Georgia to receive the tribute impos’d 
on Malek Ghourghip, likewife return’d to the 
fame plaCe. ’ That prince fent with him his own 
’brother, loaded with curious prefents, among 
vfhich were horfes and animals proper for the 
/rhace i he alfo fent the tribute impos’d on him. He 
had kn audience of ^he emperor, by the intercelfion 
of the great Emirs ; and having offer’d his pre- 
fents, related the fubjeft of his embaify. He fajd 
■ that the king his brother l^d refblv’d.to continue 
obedient to tlw laws of the emperor of the Muflul- 
mans ; that if hciliad committed any fault, he fin- , 
ewely repented of it ; and if his higlmefs wou’d* 
pafdon him, he wou’d not let one opportunity flip 
- of rendijing him hilsfervices.; thattite wou’d faith- 
fulijr pay his annual tribute, and.valv?ys keep 
troops ready to march where his higlineis Ihou’d 
plbans to prder ’em. 

A town.ia Choqiiaj tong. 83* A**' 
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Timur pardon’d Maleili Ghoiirghin ; he lookM 
upon bis brother virith a favorable eye, and gi- 
ving him a yeft, permitted; him to return home- 
^^e Order’d him to acquaint his brother that he 
forgave him,; 'and wou’d quit his country*, nn 
condition that be kept within the bounds of his 
duty 5 that he treated the IduiTulmans-of Geor- 
gia civilly, and proteded ’^m from ill infults 
and oppre^ons; and that he rais’d an army, 
which he ‘fhou’d fend diredily to the imperial 
camp. 

Then Timur fent tp Samarcand Temdpr Coja 
fon of Acbouga, with other Emins, to fcrve un- 
der the Miraa Omar, in quality of lieutenant- 
general in the government of Tranfoxiana. The 
army departed from this place, and went to en- 
camp atCiaraoultopa, where they receiv’d advice 
that the Mirza Mehemet Sultan, who /lad orders 
to return from - Samarcand to court, was arriv'd 
at Nichabour, and that the Emir Hadgi Seifed- 
din, his lieutenant-general, was dead. Timur 
was fenfibly touch’d with tbjs news, and ipelted 
into tpars, Decaufe of the good fervices hel had 
always receiv’d from tbit Imthfiil fervant * '

A fter a month’s flay at Oaraoi^^,' 
Timur .departcd-i~»a«d having by 

.Ghendge and Berdaa, went to encamp, at Cara- 
bagh Arran the aadbf lUtbt^khcr S64,' which 
aqjiwcrs CO the year of the^rpeat« the fun beiiag 
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in the middle of Sagittarius. They built houfcs Chappy* 
of reeds for Timur and the Mirxas hirf foils ; and 
within the inclofure^ they eretted tents arid pa- 
villions. And as Timur’s intention was to make 
war* in Capchac*in the fpring,*the face of the 
pavillions was turn’d towards ©erbend; and 
every one- took up his winter-quarters, after Ti* 
mur had diftributed the mony in his treafury 
among the foldiers and Emirs. But at this time 
ambaUadors arriv’d from Capehae : they obtain’d 
’ an audience by the interceflion of the great E- 
mirs, and on their knees afliir’d the emperor of 
their Can’s fubmiflton and perfed obedience. 

The refpeftful terms they us’d appeas’d his anger, 
who granted ’em pardon, and alTar’d ’em of his 
friendlhip. 

Then advice was brought that the Xlirza Me» 
hemed Si^tan had pafs’d by Ardebil, and was 
arriv’d at A(5tam, at the head of his army, 't’ho 
Mirzas Miran Chah, Chafoc, and others, ac" 
compatly’d by all the great Ertiirs, haften’d to 
meet iiim : they crofs’dthe bridge of the Araxes, 
and join’d the Mir^a oil the bank of the riy^r Ag- « 
louc. The Mirzas embrac’d their brother with 
tendernefs and affeflion, teftify’d their joy, and 
congratulated him on his ‘happy arrival. fThe 
Mirza Mebemed Sultan went to call himfelf at 
the emperor’s feet, with the ordinary ecreraonysi 
Timur embrac’d him, difeours’d with him on 
the fatigues and length of his journy, and 
him a thoufand benedi^ions. The Mirza o^r’d 
his {irlfents, as did alfo the Emirs of his courts 
For joy of this happy arrival the emperor made a 
great feaft fot ieveral days, where the empreifeS 
aod.Iadys>a[^ear/d with extraordinary fplendor. 

Timur particularly diftittguilh’d the Mirza 
. Mehemed Sultan ; he plac’d a crown of gold on 
his head, add gave him a belt of the fame met-

dies of gold. When thefeaft^was over, Timur 
again took upon him the care of the public af- 
fairs ; and the &rfl thing he*did was to finifh t,he 
procefs aganift lihe Mifza Eskender, whom the 
Mirza Mchemed Suttan had bound for a fault he 
had committed : he was interrogated in a full 
Divan, and being caft, receiv’d the baftinado 
appointed by the laws of Yafa ; but at length 
his chains were taken oft^ and lie fet at liberty. 


C H A P. XXXVIII. 

Timttr fends troofs to make inroads in divers 
places, 

W E have before remark’d, that; the Sultan 
Ahmed Gclair, for fear of Timur’s troops, 
had fled from his city -of Bagdad for refuge into 
Natolia to Bajazer. Upon the rumor orTimur’s 
march^ the fame Sultan, departed frdin Bajazet 
in the neighborhood of, Czlarea id Cappadocia, 
and ivent towards Chaldea, which is call’d Irac- 
Arabi he pafs’d by Calat-Erroum, and along 
the banks of the Euphrates ; he went fp Hit, and 
thence to Bagdad, which city he endeavor’d to 
rehfuild, tho entirely ruin’d ; and he got together 
ali thofe of his party wfio were di^ers’d, and 
.wander’d about as vagabonds in the defarts. 
Timur being inform’d pf this, refolv’d to “extern 
minate ’em before they fhou’d be able to gather 
to a head : to which Pi^rpofe he held, a council 
^ith the Mirzas and Epiirs, . and ord(tf’d four bo- 
dysof the cavalry to march each a diflerent route. 
TWMirza Pir MebeiQcd, fon of Ojpkf Cheik, 
t " ‘ ; bad 
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had orders to go towards Ldrcftan, Couzef- Cliap.^S. 
ran and Vafet : th« Mirza Aboubecrc, with fe- 
veral Emirs of Tomans, was to depart for Bag- 
dad : the ^rzac Sultan Hufleiq and Calil Saltan 
were order’d to go with fevefraj Emirs into cer- 
tain places of Ghardca ; and the. Emir Berendac 
was nana’d to march with a good troop, to pil- 
lage Gezire, and endeavor to exterminate the 
rebels. And as'^he Gourdes had dat’d to com- 
mit infiilts agaiuft oiir armyj ' on its return from 
Bagdad, and had rob’d forae of our foldiers who 
were fcatter’d ; the emperor order’d that the firH: 
of thefe robbers they met (hou’d be deftroy’d 
without mercy. ' i 

Tho it was winter, andL-tl-ye cold exceeding 
violent, becaufe of the fnow, fo that it was im- 
poflible to pafs without laying felts before one; 
yet the* Emirs readily obey’d their inftriic- 
tions. , This execution was begun upon the 
Gourdes robbers, who, forced by the fnow and 
yriolence of the cold, were come down from their 
mountains, and had encamp’d in the plains o^ 
'Derbend Taetji Gatoun : aninEnite numbbr were 
put to'the fwordi fothe wou’d have fled, into the 
mountains, but werfe hinder’d by thctfno}^' and 
cold, and coiiftrain’d to fubmit and beg* quarter, 
whi^ was not granted, becaufe their own wick- 
ednefs had brought upon ’em the wrath of Ti-* 
mur. „ ‘ , • 

' The Mirza Aboubecre, having the EteirGe- 
hancha for his lieutenant-general, took the road 
to fi&gdad, and blocking up die ways on all 
fides, arriv’d there in the «fe»ing, when the 
Sultan Ahmed Jeaft expefted him. The Sultan 
was fo furpriz’d and prefs’d, that he caft btmfelf 
into a boat in his fliirt, paft’d the Tigris, and 
accompany’d by his fon the SUltah Taher, and

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Book V. fonic officers of his houfhold, took the road 
to Hille. Our troops rep^*d themfelves that 
night at Bagdad ; and next morning, 'when they 
were afl'ur’d of the SulraD''s being gone to Hille, 
the Emir Geh^^n Chah was detach’d in puffuit 
of him, and went as far as Hille ,* but as the 
Sultan, who had caus’d the bridge to be broken, 
was gone towards the lower part of the Eu- 
jffirates, into the ifles of Khaled and Malek, 
Gehan Chah wou’d not march fo far, but liaid 
. at Hille, and fent a horfeman to give advice of 
it to the court. 

The Mirzas Sultan Hulfcin and Calil Sultan 
pafi’dby Chepchemal, and pillag’d Mendeli, 
from whence the E®ir Ali Calahder, who was 
governor of it for the Sultan Ahmed, fled, 
pafs’d the river, and having got together Ibme 
fugitive troops, polled himfelf on the bank of 
' the Tigris. The Mirza Calil Sultan fent by 
the upper part of the river the fon of Gehanghir 
Bcrlas, at the head of five hundred brave men, 
with orders to fwim over the river, and attack 
' ’em in' the rear, while himfelf, with his army, 
lay in their view to amufe ’em. This detach- 
ment crofs’d the Tigris, attack’d the enemv’s 
rear, while the Mirza’s troops fwam over tne 
river, charg’d the enemy on both fides, and 
having defeated ’em, pillag’d and , brought ’em 
away prifoners of war, after having burnt alive 
their commander, who had had the boldbefs to 
defend himfelf. 

The Mirza Pir Mehemed, with his lieute- 
nant-general the Emir Solyman Qiah, pillag’d at 
Doubendar the hords of Saki and Fili. He was 
join’d by the Mirza Rouftem, wlio, according to 
his inflrudions, was come from Chiraz to pafs 
the winter at Chuchter : and they went toge- 
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ther towards Ab^a ' and Vafet. The Cheik Chap.58. 
Avis, a Gourde, ofter’d hirafelf to be their 
guide, and adv is’d ’em to ford the Tigris at Coy- 
pefer; they afteVwards march’d all night, and 
came to Mabedia, where theyVifited Sidi Ah- 
med Kebir. From* thence th^ march’d two 
days journy, to plunder the Arabians of Abada, 
from whom they brought away great fpoils of 
horfes and camelst They went no farther ; but 
' repairing the Tigris, return’d to Chuchter, the 
government of which the Emir Solyman Chah 
confirm’d to Doucom, and that of Dezfoul to 
Mehemed Adjab Chir, as likewife that of Ha- 
viza to Temour Coja, and that of Couzeftan with 
its finances to Chamfeddin Dehdar ; but by 
way of retaliation he exaded of ’em great fums 
of mony. , Then the Mirza Rouftem departed, 
jn order ito return to Chiraz. 

All the Mirzas and Emirs, who were gone to 
make inroads into divers parts, flaid the whole 
winter in Chaldea, where they fcvcral times 
beat the enemy, and brought away a, great* 
quantity of booty : and in the fpring they took 
the road to the imperial camp ; and being all 
join’d at the bridge of Cale? near the mputftain 
Dgebelhamri, twelve leagues &om Bagdad, and 
four from the dome of Ibrahim Lie, they march’d , 
together to court, to give an account of wl^at 
they had done.

A S Cara Youfef, prince of the Turcomans, 
had begun afrefti to commit diforders 
in the. Muflulman country, robbing all paflTen- 
gers of whatever quality, and even iniiilting 
the great caravan which goes yearly , to Hid- 
gtaz and Mecca * ; and afterwards fearing the 
juft indignation of our monarch, was fled for 
refuge to the country of the Ottomans, which 
was a fure afylum to all the robbers of Afia : 
Timur, who made it a point of confcience to 
quell the diforders w'hich atfedted the Muflul- 
inaus, refolv’d tomalte war upon Bajazet, This 
prince receiv’d the new's with indignation j aiwl 
- all th? people of Natolia w ere fo feiz’d with 
fear, that the principal 'men of the ftate, as 
well lawyers as Chcrife, waited upon him, and 
- g^ve him the folloiivMg advice.

They arriv’d in the impe- 
rial camp at Carabagh Arran j and by the inter- 
ceflion of the Miraas and great Emirs were ad- 
mitted to an audience : they fell on their knees, 
and having kifs’d the imperial carpet, prefented 
their letter, and gave an account of the fubjedt 
of their embady. The letter imported, That Bnjazft’s

“ fuft'erablc diforders : and what is mpft dange- 
rous is, that this wretch refides in the midft 
of the Muilulman country, where he is as a 
“ wolf among the fhecp ; and the evil he does 
“ is a thoufand times worfc than what a ftran- 


ger cou’d do, tho he w'as the moft powerful 
monarch in the w'orld'. If your mailer has 
** a teal delire to remove the caufes of our quar-

* The ambafl'adors receiv’d the emperor's an- 
fw'rt* with all polfibic marks of refpeft. .Then 
his highnefs took horfe to follow the diverfioa 
of the chace ; he pafs’d the river Araxes^ and 
the plain pf Actam was chofen for the place 
to hunt in. This vail country was furrounded 
as ufual ; and the circle growiijg lels, the em- 
peror and the Mirzas enter’d, and with their 


lances flew what game ‘they pleas'd. Timur 
permitted Taharten and the Ottoman ambaffo- 
j^rs to pnter the circle wit|f the Mirjtas : feve- 
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ral officers of the houihoid, as Mehetned Azad, Chap.39. 
Teuckul Baourtchi, Nand others, had the fame 
honor ; and they fle\^ a prodigious number of 
beafts. In the mean while the^ circle prefs’d 
clofer, and there were five or fij ranks of fol- 
diers behipd one another : and then the Mirzas 
and Emirs came out of the circle, and order’d 
the kettledrums to be foimded. The beafis, 
terrify’d at this i^oifey . fell upon one another 
*in filch great numbers, that they form’d a kind 
of mountains. Then all the cavalry were per- 
mitted to kill and bind the beafis ; and the 
chace was fo great, that every one took five or 
fix with his own hands. 

After this hunting, Timur return’d to the 
camp ; and in few days made a mofi rflagnifi- 
cent feafi, in which he did particular honors to 
the Ottoman ambafiadors, gave ’em caps of gold, 
and belts } and told ’em that he wou’d take up 
his winter>quarters in this place, and at the 
rpring fet out for the frontiers of Natolia, w here 
he wbu’d wait the arrival of the ambafiador

gave ’em a numerous attendance, and then dif* 
mifs’d. ’em all. The tenor of the letter was as 


follows.

" “■ to fee our army enter your country, and ruin' 
your monarchy. Safety be to him who fol- 
lows the right way.” . , - 


C H.A P. XL. 

Timur digs the river of BerUs. 

I T is a common obf^vation, that the gran- 
dureof princes is known; by the* monuments 
which remain of ’em after their death. Ne^er 
any potentate left To many of thefe marks of 
power as Timur. Some antidnt prince had dijg a 
canal into which the Araxes w'as brought ; but 
this<canai was at length overHoWn, and its banks 
demplifh’d. While Timur was bunting in thefe 
qnar^rs, be by ^h^nce call his eyes upon this 
beautiful relique of antiquity ; and at the fame 
time his ambition, and the defire he had to im- 
mortalize himfelf, excited'him to repair this ca- 
nal. To this purpofe, be crofis’d the. Araxes, 
and regulated the manner in which cliis ]^oje(ft 
ihou’d be executed ; the Tavatchis diftribttted 
the work among the:£nur$, who wer^to take 
care that the foWiers wrought at it. 'Diiswork 
was carry’d on with lb much vigor, that in a 
month two entire leagues of the canal . iJeep 
; enough for a boat to twJmc in^ Were dug.. >The 
place where it dtfthaiges^ it felf into the Araxes 
is called RiochkeTdienghichij and the.fpring- 
■' \ head 
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head is at a place nam’d Surcapil. Ttmat gave Chap.^i. 
it the name of Neh^i Berlas, that is, the river Vi/VXJ 
of Berlas : and on its banks have hnee been bnilt 
fevcral towns, vifiages, mills, vineyards, gar- 
dens and pleafure-houfes. Tho Timur employ’d 
.'.Imoft all his time id war, with defign to ren- 
der himlelf mafterof Alia, oling all the means 
of policy, which feconded by fortune, hath fa- 
cilitated to him the conquefts of this great em- 
*pire, by a chain ofalmoft incredible viftorysj yet 
this prince, the better to tranfmlt his memory to 
pollcrity, has ere&ed* fo many ftately edinces 
and other famous monuments, that this canal,* 
with all its beauty, ought to be accounted one 
of his lead undertakings, (ince if compar’d with 
the others, ’tis but as a rivulet to the ocean.

CHAP. XLI. 

Timur defArts from CAnbagh for the plains ^ 
of Chemkour. 

T H E fun was no^V *in Pifees, and the 
fpring was advancing, when the ’emperor 
was as much rcfolv’d upon marching into tho 
Ottoman country, the prince w'hereof was his* 
enemy, as he was fet againfl; it by the confide- 
ration of the religious war which fiajazet at 
that time fo zealoijifly maintain’d againft the in- 
fidels. His heart TCitig agitated by two difr 
ferent rndtiv^s, he remain’d in fufpence. The 
vaft extent, oP' the Ottoman empire, the num- 
ber and valor qf itstroore, who wtere ^rfeSly 
skill’d in war, prepar'd to defend themfelves, 
did not a little.. contrihqte tokeepnphisirrcfp- 
lutiOQ, Moreover, our troops, having be^ " 
• ' ^ employd 
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Boole V. employ’d for three years in attacking places, 
fighting battels, and making inroads upon feve- 
xal enemys, were fo ^tigu’d, that the Emirs 
and generals . fear’d they wOii’d be dilhearten’d 
by this new enterprize ; yet th^ dat’d not dif- 
cover their fentiments, fbi“fearor being thought 
guilty of cowardice or weaknefs. They judg’d 
it moft proper to reveal their mind to Chamfed- 
din Almaleghi, whofor his great wit, eloquence 
and clearnefs of thought, had obtain’d fo much 
accels to Timur, that he cou’d declare his fen- 
timents at any time, without being in the leaft 
•thought ill of. The ’Emirs hereupon addrefs’d 
therafelves to him, and unanimoufly befought 
him to lay hold on fome favorable opportunity 
to make known to his highnefs their thoughts of 
his march into the Ottoman country ; they 
conj’ur’d him to Jet him know the confcquence of 
it, and advife him to think ferioufly on it, be- 
fore he began it ; and they even engag’d him to 
apprize Timur of -the aftrologers opinion, that 
in the campain againll the Ottomans, there ap^ 
pear’d’in the heavens an inevitable misfortune 
attending the Zagataian army. Chamfeddin wil- 
lingly undertook this commilHon, and reprefent- 
ed the Emirs fentiments to Timur, which were 
confirm’d j^y the predidion of the ftars. Ti- 
• mur having heard him, order’d Moulana Ab- 
dalla Lefan, one of the moil famous aftrologers 
of the court, to be call’d before him : and to 
take away all fear frean the Emirs, heinterrp- 
gated him in public, and order’d him to deejaxe 
freely the di&rent of the planets^ and 

the judgment which might be form’d from thehce. 
Abdalla hereupon deliver’d the following pi^c** 
Unrfrable di^on: E appears by the Epheraeride^ of 
y^i^Vipa ** the prefent yeari that the afeendant of this 
ff0jpirc is in the bigbeft degree of ftrength. 
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“ and that of the enemy in the low eft degree of Chap.+i. 
“ weaknefs. A comet will appear in Aries ; 

" and an army whi« comes from the eaft, will 
“ make an entire conqueft of Nacolia, the prince 
of* which will betaken prifoner.’* 

The I- 3 th of Regeb 804, Timur departed April 3. 
from his winter-quarters, and went to encamp 
in a meadow dependent of Carabagh, Arran. 

The 7th of Schaban 804, which anfwers to April 27. 
the year qf the Horfe, and is the ftrft day of 
Ithe Gelalian year, he departed froni Carabagh 
Arran for Chemkonr ; and inthe mean while the 
Miraa Mehemed Sultan crofs’d the river of Cy- 
rus^ and advanc’d along ilts banks. ThenTi-* 
mur fent Montana Obaid Allah Sedre to Ifpa- 
hail to guard the imperial treafaire there ; he 
fent to Chiral Moulana Cotobeddin Garini, 
to regulate the expences of the Divan, and the 
revenues ot the kii^dom of Pars : and this mo-, 
narch having paiPd by Berda and Ghendge, 
went down td the plains of Chemkour. They 
ihiid here fome days, that the cartel miglit 
graze, and then they march’d towards Alatac.

He fent 
the Mirza Charoc to Ghulhiffar Eftanous 
and Ketir with ten Totians of the left wing. 
I’he emperor afterwards went in two days to 
Khioutahia *, a delightful town, as well for the 
purenefs of the air, and the charming tafte of the 
fruits, as for the bcau^ of Tits pleafure-houfes, 
and the number of its fountains. As thi.s place 
exceedingly pleas’d him, he llaid here a month, 
and granted quarter to tlie inhabitants, on pay- 
ing the accuftom’d ranfom to his commiirary.s, 
who at the fame time feiz’d on the goods which 
'J’emour Tach had laid up for a long time in this 
place. ‘As foon as Timur was arriv’d there, he 
fent the Emirs Chamelic, Abdelk.-irim, and 
Hadgi Seifeddin, with fcveral captains of com,- 
panys, to Kiarada % Co;a Eili and Mentc- 
cha 

Timur, being highly pleas’d with the con- 
queft of Natolia, and , the taking of the Otto- 
man emperor prifoner, refolv’d to make folemn 
fcafts and rejoicings, to recreate himfelf after 
the {atigues of war? The moft beautiful Jadys 
of the court were at thefe diverfionS, where 
the bell wines of Afia were drank, and th^ 
musicians perform’d extraordinarily. In the 
mean wliile the troops fent out to make iftroads.

The whole army 
return’d thanks to tneir Creator, who had fo 
enrich’d ’em, Timur diftributed the treafurcs of 
Temour Tach among the Emirs, which were in 
tlie cuftody of the comrailtarjs ; and he referv’d 
nothing for his own ufe, to flk'W' ’em that he 
fought rather for them, than for himfelf. 


CHAP. Lf. 

The continuAtion of the hijiory of the Mtrz/i 
Meheme*d SultAn^ who hid been fettt to 
* Prufi in Bithynia. 

T H E Mirza Mehcmcd Sultan being ‘de- 
parted from Ancora tor Prufa, accord- - 
ing to the emperor’s order, made fo muchliaflc 
in the five days he was marching, that of the 
thirty choufaiid horfe he Ijrad, but four rfiou- 
fand arriv’d with him at Prula.. Yet he cou’d 
not get there foon enough to e.xecuto the dc- 
fign he had in hand ,* for Mufl'ulman Chclebi had 
got tlrerc before him, and fled with all tfic 
treafurcs belonging to his father, wliich he con'd 
take al<jng with him. The principal inhabitants 
of the city alfo fled with their eft'etts and fami- 
lys, fome to mount Olympus, othcrw ife nam’d 
Kechich Daghi, at the foot of which the city of 
Prufa is fituate ; and others to the fea-fiiore. 
Our f Idiers purfu’d ’em, pillag’d and brought 
’em away bound. The grand Cheik Chamfeddiii 
Mehemed Jazari, with the chief men of Prufa, .y' 

R 3 was/ . 
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Book V. w:!s met in the plains of I^iirya, by the Chc- 
ri<s Mchcmed Bocari, and Chamfedclin Faiuri, 
;u)d Qtlicrs, who were gone out to make inroads : 
the pilLg’d the Cheik, and brought him*wdth 
his fon to the Emir Cheik* ^oureddin. Bajazet’s 
wife and two daughters, wlio had hid thpmfelves 
in a houfe in the town of Yenichehcr were 
taken j as waslikewife the daughter of the Sul- 
tan Ahmed Gclair, king of Bagdad, whom Ba- 
j.izct had demanded in marriage for his fou Muf- 
lafa, and who ftaid at Prufa with her atteu- 
clants, while her father return’d to Bagdad from 
the country of the Ottomans, to which he had 
fled for refuge from onr troops. 

As for Cara Youfef; as loon as our army 
arriv’d in the neighborhood of Cwfarea in Cap- 
padocia, he fled from Prufa to Hille,, and from 
thence to the defart of Arabia. 

After Prufa was reduc’d under the emperor's 
obedience w ith very little refiftance, the Emir 
Cheik Noureddin -enter’d the caftle, and feiz’d 
• on what was left of Bajazet’s riches, among 
which were a great deal of filver-mony, vcflels 
and furniture of gold and filvcr, pearls and pre- 
cious ftones, rich ftnfl's, fplendid habits, and o- 
ther cu^iolitys which bad been laying up toge- 
ther a long time. Ali Scmuanl and’Seifeddin 
Tpunl, Bitikehis or fecretarys to the imperial 
council, wrote an inventory of thefe riches. 

When they had , carry’d away tfie wealth of 
the place, the city and caflle w’cre pillag’d by 
r.uiivii2of the foldicrsj and afterwards the houfes were 
t’oe criy of jit on fire, w bich being built of wood, were 
piufa. fbon confutn’cl. 


• Four !eap\c^ from Fi‘u(a, and (tJC d-iys fiom Con- 

SiSminop’c; the fame as Yenhcbc. 
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As foon as the rronps which had been left be- Chap, ji' 
hind •were arriv'd, the Mir'^a Mehemed Sultan 
march’d 10 the fea lliorc, and lent to Nice ^ the 
Mirza Aboubecrc w’ith ten liioufand men ; 
which is one of the moil famous city s of Na- 
tolia, the air and nater being very v hoicfdm. 

Near it is a lake two da\s (oomy in rivruinfc- 
rence, whofc water is exceedin'; fweet and 
agreeable. This city is htuatc near the Thra- 
cian Bofpfiorus. 

1 iraur lent the’ Emir Sevindgie with a great 
body of the army to Kiimcndc and along the 
fea-fhore; and this Emir pi!lag''d all that coun- 
rrv. Ehc Mirza Aboubeere liemg come to 
Nice, march'd as far as the fea, (laying and 
plundering all he met. Muflltlman Chelebi w’as 
there with feveral peafants : but having again 
perceiv’d »thc fury of our foldiers, he found it 
was impofliblc for the Ottomans, in ever fo 
great numbers, to refill ’em: fo he embark’d, 
and crofs’d the fea. A Jvafo/inbh yetreat,^ fays 
the fvoverb, is fvmetimes as good as a z/iBory. 

Having pafs’d the Bofphorus, he went vo Sara * 

Yaca ; and his wife and eftefts fell into the hands 
of our foldiers. After the pillage of Nice, our 
foldiers ruin’d that tdw'if, and wxnt ps'faras 
Yenitche, ravaging every thing, and making 
the people flavcs. The Mirza Abodbecre fent , 
advice of the taking of Nice to the Mirza Me- 
hemed Sultan, afluring him that all the coiinfry 
was reduc’d under the emperor’s obedience, and 
that Mufiulman Chelebi was fled with great dif- 
ficulty into Europe. The Mirza receiv’d this

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Book V. news at his camp in his mcatiovv of ‘Micalitige, 
of which he fent word to the emperor, as alfo 
of: the fiatc’ of other affairs, by a hundred men, 
• who immediately departed. He alfo fent by 
the fame perfons a Choncar, which is a’ very 
large bird of 'prcv, bcfideg feveral other prefents 
of great price. 'I’hc Mirza Aboubccre alfo lent 
a Choncar by Ac Sultan. 

Between Prufa and Kioiitahia, which arc two 
da}'s joiirny from c.ich other, is a mountain full 
of very clofc trees, above four leagues in length, 
into which fcveral rc.iLnt;.- had fed tor refuge : 
they attack’d the Miiz-i’s meliengcis in a defile 
with advantage. Oiir men, tho far inferior 
to ’em, flood their ground i and thro Timur’s 
good fortune, Mehcmed Cotiroumichi Yefouri, 
Ibrahim Ahmed, Facreddin, Mehemcd Ca- 
landcr, and Kefer, defended themfvlves witli 
fo much bravery, that a great flaughtcr enfued: 
and the enemy were conlli'ain’d to retreat, and 
let ’em p.ifs by. 'I'hcy had the honor to falute 
the emperor at Kioiitahia, and offer their pre- 
• fents, after having given him an account of all 
that had happen’d, 

'J'he Emir Cheik Notircddin having feparated 
the gold and prccioiis'^ones from the other riches 
of Baj.izct’s trcaftiry, of which he had taken 
poflc/Iion, " deliver’d ’em to Cliamfeddin Alma- 
legiii, wiicm he fent to 'I'imur under a convoy 
oi fe'vcral bra\ c men. Chamfeddin carry’M all 
to his highnefs at Kioiitahia. 'I’he Mirza Mc- 
Jicmcd Sultan being return’d from Micalidge, 
took lip his quarters at Prufa, where he was 
join’d by the Miiza Aboubccre, Who wascomc 
from making inroads, 'i’he Emir Sevindgic alfo 
came Uierc, after having pillag’d the villages on 
the fca-niore, and ruia’d Kianendc. 'I’lien the 
Mirza Mehemcd Sultan dticamp’d with all his 

‘ troopsj 
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troops, and went down to the itacadow oi Ye* Chap.";:, 
nichcher, contiguous to that of Prura, where 
the Mir/a Aboubccrc, with the emperor’s per- 
miiJion, marry’d Baja/ct’s eldcft ^daughter.

CHAP. LII. 

Account of the Mirza- Sultan Huffein, and 
the Emtr Solymau Chah^ who were gone out 
to make inroads, , 

H E Mu /a Sultan Hiifl'cin, and the Emir 
X Solyinan Chah, who were gone out to 
tu.iKc inroads in tlie fouthern parts oi Natftlia* 
phmdet’d Kepcc a Turcoman prince, and took 
the towns of: Akcheker andCaraifer, in which 
places the Emir Solynian Chah eftablilh d gover- 
nors to defend the inhabitants from infults. He 
plac’d Tcherkes 'Soutchi in Akcheker, impos’d a 
tax oil the towns for the ranfom of the inhabitants 
lives, and plunder’d every one who oppos,d him. 
He pillag’d the town of I'chakcr Boulagh, and 
Uic iiord of Caoumi Hamid ; and feiz’d on fo ma- 
ny horfes, camels an^ fhfeep, that thc^fdldiers 
were not able to bring ’em away. After having 
taken the town of Chehermata, he dop’d at , 
Iconium : he took the tribute of Ganc ' ffom 
the ftldrers he ■ had made prifoners, which he • 
fent to Timur. The Seid Coja, fon of Cheik 
Ali Behader, went to the country of Aidin, 
which he ravag’d, killing all the enemys he met 
as far as the fea-fhore- . Bajazet’s treafure was 
carry’d upon . mules and camels to Kioutahia, 
where it w'as prefented to Timur by the 


r 'I'he tribute due to a prince from captives. 


Eipir 
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Bocdc V. Emir Cbeik Noureddin, with Bajazet’s family) 
and his beautiful flaves, who were good dan- 
cers, cou’d fing well, and play finely upon rou- 
fic. I'he generous eropcrpr fent to Bajazet his 
wife, nam’d Deftina*, daughter of Laus an 
European, with his daugliter and all his do- 
mefiics ; but he was defirous that that princefs, 
who till then had been tolerated in the Chrif- 
tian religion, even in Bajazet’s feraglio, (hou’d 
embrace Mahometanifm. The Cheik Cham- 
feddin Mehemed Jazari, who had been carry ’d 
away prifoner of war, vzs likewife prefented 
to the emperor. They brought to court the 
Emir Mehemed, fon of Caraman, who had for 
twelve years been kept in chains by Bajazet : 
Timur honor’d him with'' a veft and belt, and 
gave him the government of all the province 
of Caramania, with Iconium, Larenda, Ac- 
ferai, Anzarya, Alaya % and their dependen- 
ces; and thro the protediion .of our monarch, 
all the'fe provinces remain’d, without oppolition 
in the hands of this Emir, and after him in his 
children. 


C H A p; LIU. 

Timur departs from Kjoutthia. 

A fter, Timur had ftaid a month at 
Kioutahia in the delights of banquets ahd 
plays, he departed from thence, and was join'd

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jn his way by die Mirza MchetneH Sultan, who Chap. 5 5. 
had left the Emff Chamfcddin Abbas with the 
baggage at Cheberoo,*, and was fet out with * or Yc- 
the Mirea Aboubecre, the Emir Gehan Chah, nicheher, 
and Sevindgic Bchader, to rcciirn to court, 
where heJiift’d the |r,oi|nd before the emperor, 
and offer’d his prefeots. 

Timur, who as emperor was oblig’d to take 
care both ciF church and ftate, iflu*d out a fevere 
• order that the brave Sainte Maiire and his bro- 
ther Mourad fhou’d be put to death, for feveral 
crimes they had comihitted ; and that even his 
fon and other brothers fliou’d be fought tor, and 
treated in the fame manner: which order was 
immediately put in execution. 

The Mirza^ Mehemcd Sultan, with the Mir- 
za Aboubecre, and the Emirs of his court, re- 
turn’d to* Join the ba^^age, which had been 
left at Prufa and Qhehemo. Tit*^ur march’d 
towards Tangpuzliijj pafs’d the mountain of 
Alcouotach, and encamp’d in an agreeablcrmea- 
dow hear it. He then gave orders that the Co- , 
ja Firouz, prince of Ifra Yaca, Ibou’d t»e put 
to death; and ho afterwards madd prepara- 
tions for feafts ain'^ banquets, ^ith mu^c and 
dancing ; and tlMf* Wine was fcrv’d about by the 
moft beautiful (Umfels of the countty. Timur

T imur fent the dodor Bedreddin Ahmed, 
fon of the Che.ik Chamfeddih Mehcmed 
‘ Jazari, into Egypt, in quality of atnbafl^or to 
the Sultan Farrudge fon of Barcoc ; the fwbject 
of whofe embaffy was comprizfd ^n this letter. 
Timur’s ** By the grace of the Almighty, the empitc

He afterwards nopie. " 
lent two meflengers to find out MuflulmanQhe- 
*lcbi, Bajaaet’s fon, who had fled to Ifra Yaca, 
and»refided at Ghuzclhiflar which his father 
had built over-againff Conftantinople. Thefe 
mefl’engers had orders to tell him chat he muft 
repair to court forthwith, or at leaft fend fome 
mony to Timur j otherwife the army wou’d im- 
mediately crofs the fea to feek him, which he 
wou’d haye caufe to repent. Some time after, 

^/le arabafladors who had been fent to the Greek 
emperor return’d, accompany’d with two others, 
who came to make their mailer’s fubmilfion to 
Timuf; They had the honor of an audience ; 
and having notic’d the Tecour their miller’s • 
refpedls and obedience to his highnefs’s orders, 
they declar’d his confent to pay an annual tribute, 
and the cuftoms, and to do every thing he^ou’d 
delirc pf him. At length thp ambaftadors offer’d 
their prcfenirs, W’hjch confifted of gold florins, 
and (everal ciirioifitys. Timur. impos’d on ’em 
the tribute hp thOu^t reafonable i andtftey ebn- 
firmU it by a folemn treaty. Afterwards die 
gavp veils, and permitted ’em to return 
'homei'- ' ; ^

ambaffador, who was a* very illuftrious perfon, 
having been prime minifler to Ba/azet, and grand 
Cadi of the empire, brought a letter from his 
mailer to Timur in thefe terms. “ I have the 
“ honor to call my felf your highnefs’s fervanr. 
“ If you have had the goodnefs to pardon my 
** father, and have done him the honor to grant 
** him a place in > our imperial aflembly, accord- 
“ ing to his rank j 1 have all the reafon in the 
world to confide in your highnefs’s bounty ; 
and whenever yon fhall order it, I will come 
** to the foot of your iihperial throne, and per- 
*‘jform the dutys of a &ithful fervanc in what- 
ever you fhall pleafe to command me.” 

Timm* receiv’d the letter and the arabalTador’s 
fpeech very gracioufly, and return’d the* follow- 
ing anfwer. ** All that ought tp have happen’d 
in 'this affair has happen'd: fate has executed 
“ its project. We have pardon’d all that is 
“ pafs’d : and fo your mailer need only come 
** hern without any fear, that there may remain 
** no more animofity between us, but that I 
. “ may give him fome marks of my favor.” 
Then Timur jprefented a belt and a cap gold 
to the ambauador, and difmifs’d him. • 

'Advice was afterwards brought that the Sul- 
tan Mahmoud Can, titular emperor of Zagatai, 
who by Timur’s order was gone to m^e in- 
roads in the Ottoman country^ had been feia’d 
With a violent diflemper at Ketchic Bourlougb, 


and

In the mean while the Emirs ravag’d the ma- 
rititg coiintrys of Natolia. The Emir Chamelic 
pillag’d Kctchic Bourlough, Acyaca, and Sata- 
Jia, fituate on the fea-fhore. 'f'he Cheiks Ali 
oeblai and Hadgi Seldtiz were flain. The pro- 
vinces ofMentecha and Tcke Eili were after- 
wards ruin’d ; and the Emirs return’d to court 
.laden with* booty.’ During autumn Timur lay 
encamp’d at Tangouzliq, to w'hich place the 
Seid Coja return’d, after having pillag’d Aidin. 

As it W’as exfeeding hot, and the air inffefied at 
Tangouzliq, fcveral foldicrs fell fick and died ; 
and even Scid Coja was near the point of death, 
but the joy he conceiv’d at the good reception 
his highnels gave him, reftor’d him to his health. 

In this place is a fountain, whofe water petri- Apetnfy- 
fys when it ftagnates; and fome foldicrs, who '"S 
being ignorant of its effedfs, had drank of it, 
loft their lives. . 


CHAP. LV. 

Timor regulates the mnter-quarters, 

T ,I M U R held a council with the Mitstas 
and great Emirs touching the dittribution 
of the winter.quarters : he appointed a town to 
each colonel, and fent orders to the Mirza Mc- 
hemed Sultan to pafs the winter at the town of 
Magni Siah * in the province of Serhan Eili * * Or s*. 
This M«z8‘4fepai:tcd from Praia to Micalidge,

where 
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Book V. where he ftaid feveral days j from whence he 
march’d to Balikifra, which he pillag’d, and en- 
camp’d in a meadow- In the night he was at- 
tack’d by Elias Soubachi at the head of a num- 
ber of peafanc^, of which Vefador had given 
advice, tho tob late ; for .the enemy came to 
furprize our camp, while part of tlfe foldiers 
were gone to make inroads, and the others were 
afleep in the camp without any precaution. 
The Mirza immediately took horfe, and fally’d 
out of the camp •, and the Emir Gehan Chah 
with the other Emirs haying join’d him, they 
fell upon the enemy, and having flain feveral, 
and conftrain’d the reft to fly, they*encamp’d in 
that meadow, till the. Mirza’s equipage arriv’d 
there. The Emirs Gehan Chah and Sevindgic 
were fent from this place to the town of Birana 
to pillage it. The Mirza after that, went to 
Magni Siah, where he pafs’d the winter ; this 
town is fltuate at the foot of a mountain, wafti’d 
by many rivulets, the waters of which are won- 
derfully good, and the air is fweet; even in 
winter. 

The Mirza Charoc, with the troops of the 
left wing, liad the province of Ghcrmyan-Eili 
for his winter-quarters ; and he encamp’d be- 
tween Olouc-Bour lough and Ketchic-Bourlough- 

Timur departed from Tangouzliq, and march’d 
to Dougourlic, a town full of goods and all forts 
of delicious fruits, to the- inhabitants of which 
he granted quarter on the payment of the 
tribute for their ranfom. Then he crofs’d the 
river of Mendouras ■* on a bridg which Temour- 
tach had built, and encamp’d on the other ftde.

where 
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where he gave audience to the Emirs Mehemcii Chap.<;^. 
and Esfendiav, fons ot the Emir Meliemed prince 
of Mentecha, who made him a prcl'cnr of a 
thoui'and horfes. Timyr, after giving ’em an 
honorable reception, prefented ’em with a veil:, 
a belt and a crow n. Esfendiar foilenv’d the coiirti 
a Mehcmed confenred to pay the tax, and 
return’d to the place of his refidcnce, with 
t he receivers Elias Coutchin, Firoiiz ChaJi, and 
Mirouz ChaJi Cherbeldar. 'I'imur being arriv’d 
at Ghuzelhiifar, ftaid there feme days till the 
entire payment of the ranfom w as made. Near* 
this place was a mountain, in which two hun- 
dred pcalanis’ had fortify ’d rhemfeives: thefe 
radi fellows Hew and pillag’d our foldicrs, who 
were gone out to feccli in wood and forage.- 
Timur being inform’d of this, rcfolv’d to attack 
’em in the^night. Several of our foldicrs who 
were enrag’d, invefted the mountain, and at 
break of day fell upon thefe villains, whom they 
cut i9 pieces, and afterwards return’d ,to the 
camp. The doftor Abdclgebbar Carizmi Fell 
lick, arfd died in this place. . 

Timur departed fome days after from Ghu- 
zelhiflar, and went to encamp at Aya/lic, yvhere 
he ftaid fcveral days : he owicr’d ’em to pajt-the 
tribute for their ranfom, and eftablilh’d a go- 
vernor, and a comptroller of the finances. From 
hence he went to encamp before Tire, one of 
the moft noted citys of Natolia, the inhabitants 
of which he oblig’d to pay the ranfom fortlieir 
lives: and thofc who were gone wifit^tiie Emir 
Mehcmed prince of Mentecha,’ to receive the 
fums thefe people w'ere tax’d at, return’d loaded 
w'ith ready mony, jewels and divers curiofitys, 
and bringing with ’em feveral horfes and other* 
beafts, from thisEiifirj all which they prefented 
to Timur.

, Th^ hijlory of Timur'-Bec. 

In the mean. v hil« tlie emperor was inform’d 
tlut there was an exceeding ftrong place on the 
fea-fhore, built of fres-ftone, fiirrounded with 
the lea on three fides, and on the other with a 
deep ditch, entirely built with lime and mortar, 
from the foundation to the. top ; that it was in- 
habited by Europeans, and nam’d * Ezmir ©r 
Smyrna ; that the Greeks eflcera it a holy 
place, and go in pilgrimage thither with great 
devotion; that near it is another fortrefs on the 
ridge of a mountain, alfo nam’d Ezinir, but in- 
habited by Muflulmans, who inceflantly W'agc 
■wa: with the others, bccaufc of the difference 
of their religion; and as the Smyrna of the 
Ciitiitians is furrounded by the fea on three 
(ides, the Europeans fupply ’em with ammuni- 
tion *.nd all neccll'arys, looking upon this place 
as of great importance, feeing it is at the extre- 
mity of Alia and of the Muffulman country ; 
thar it had nev cr been taken by any Mahometan 
prince, nor paid tribute to any; that Amurat, 
Baj'azet's father, had fcveral times appear’d be- 
fore it at the iicad of a formidable army, but 
to no purpofe ; and that Bajazet had laid fiege 
to it l^evcn years in vain ; that this place, as 
ftroBg as that of Camber', very much molcfted 
the Muflulmans, whofe blood was always flow- 
ing into the fea like torrents.

CHAP. LVI. 

Timut hejieges owy'y«4, and takes it. 

W HEN Timur was inform’d of the ftatc 
of' Smyrna, *his zeal for religion infpir’d 
’him with the thoughts that it was his duty to 
deliver the Mufliilmajis from troubles, by ex- 
terminating their cnemys. Whereupon he fent 
thither the Mirza Pir Mehemed, fon of Omar 
Cheik, the Emir Cheik Noureddin, and others, 
to fummon ’em forthwith to embrace the Muf- 
Ailman religion, according to Maliomct’s or- 
der ; whiah if they fliou’d be fo fortunate as 
to do, they ihou’d be well treated, and partak^ 
of his favors ; and, if they wou’d leave their 
obftinacy, tho tlicyllill remain’d Chriftians,^nd 
pay the, tribute, he wou’d fix the fum, and or- 
der the receit; but if they undertook to dafend 
themfelves, he wou’d order ’em all to be put to 
the fword. ♦ 

The Mirzas and Emirs Hjcing arriv’d J>efore 
Sihyfna, fent an ambafiador to invite the inha- 
bitants to turn Mufiulmans, as well by’ menaces . 

as promifes : but as they were predeftin’d to 
perilh* it all prov’d in vain. Mahmous, the, go- 
vernor, had lent to demand fucconrs of all the 
European princes, fo that there was aflcmbled 
a great number of tho bravefi: Chriftian captains, 
or rather a band of dclpcrate wretches, who 
had laid up ammunitions in theplade. Our ge- 
nerals fent advice of all this to Timur, who re- 
folv’dto march thither in perfon. He left the. 
baggage at the foot of the mountain of Tire; 
aad it was winter, and great rains had fallen, > 

S a yet * 
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Book y. yet he rook tiOrfe that he might acquire the me- 
'-^V ric of this religious war. He arriv’d at Smyrna 
Pec. 6. on fani'day the lixth of Jumaziulevel 805, and 
1402. fent orders to the Mirza Mchemed Sultan, ^who 
was in !iis winter-quarters at Magni-Siah’, to 
repair to him.* The famf order w'as fent to 
the Mirzas Miran Chah and Aboubeefe, as alfo 
to the Emir Gchan Chah and others. 

At Timur’s arrival before Smyrna, the drums 
and kettledrums were beat," and the great cry 
made by the v. hole army. The place was im- 
mediately attack’d on tljc land-fide ; and each 
general order’d the Tappers to worit, and the 
machines and battering-rams to be got ready 
over-againft his refpettive poft ; while arrows 
W'ere fliot, and pots of wild-fire thrown upon 
the gates of the caftls- The Emir Chamelic 
built in the midft of the water, great fcafiblds 
^'ith three feet, near one another, on whiejt 
they laid planks : and frqm the two fides of 
the .caltle, to the place where the feet of the 
fcatToIds touch’d the ground, they m^de an 
even w^ay, which they fccur’d on each fide, fo 
that the foldiers might fight upon it with fafety, 
as if they v'ere on land. The Mufililmans, 
arm’d .with their bucklers, mounted the fcaf- 
folds, from whence they gave affaults upon the 
, caftle : add as the w'ay was Chut up to \ the fea- 
fide, it was. impoflible to bring any fdccour to 
the ^efieg’d. . 

In the mean while the Mirzas Mchemed Sul- 
tan and Miran Chah arriv’d, having left the 
baggage at Magni-Siah under thecondu( 9 : bf the 
Emir Chamfeddin Abbas: which re-inforce- 
ment did not a little ferve to forward the 
fiege. Then Timur order’d a general affaiilt. 
The Emirs of Tomans, and the colonels of 
Hezores, advanc’d with their troopSi again ft 

their. 
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their refpcdive ports; and the aflliult lafted from Chap. 56. 
morning rill evening, and from evening till 
morning, wherein the braveft men of both 
rtdes perform’d adions of the ^reateft valor.. 

If the attack was carry 'd on wjth refolution, 
the defence was equally fo. The bartering- 
rams and other machines beat down rhe.walls 
and towers; and the danntlefs befieg’d never 
ceas’d throwing ppts of naphtha and wild-lIre, 

• arrow's and rtones. In the mean wdiile strain’d 
in fach abundance, that a fecond deluge Teem’d 
approaching ; noewithftanding which, the in- 
defatigable Timur w'a.s always gmng orders to 
his general.?, and exciting his foldicrs* Atfer the 
Tappers had done undermining, and prop’d up the 
baftions and courtines w'ith ftakes, they put in 
a great number of fafeines done over with 
naphtha ; Vhich having fee on fire, the wails on 
i fudden fell down, and with ’em Tcveral of the 
befieg’d, who were thereby dertr‘)y’ti, The 
Muflulmans forc’d the enemy to quit the breaches, 
afid then enter’d the place, returning tiianks to 
God, and crying out, Vi Story ! A few ti tap’d 
flaughter by carting themfelves into the fca, and 
fwimming to the vefli?ls| while others ^were 
drownM. After our foldicrs had put tlie inha- 
bitants of Smyrna to the fvvord, they^ raz’d the 
houfes, as well of the city as of the cartle, cart- 
ing ^h«it dnd movable goods into the fea. 

There v/cre come from certain parts of Europe 
great diips nam’d Caraca, with two marts, and 
lome with more, which brought over foldicrs 
and arms to fuccour the inhabitants. When 
they were come near the place, and beheld the 
town and cailfle in ruins, they were ftruck with 
'fear, and anchor'd. Timur order'd diat fome 
of the Ghriftiatis heads fhou’d be thrown into 


th^fefliips, which the flingers of Viid-fire ac- 
S 3 . cordingl^ 
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cordingly did. The mariners feeing their com- 
panions beads, return’d in fear, and fruftrated 
of their hopes. From the begimiingof thefiege 
to the ruin of the place there pafs’d but two 
weeks; whichf very much aftoniHi’d the men of 
that country," who were , acquainted with, the 
ftrength of the place ; and efpecially Bajazet. 
Every one acknowledg’d that Ti mur was the grea- 
telfand moft formidable monarch that ever ap- 
pear’d in Afia. I’jjc author of this hiftdry in his 
travels afterwards pafs’d by the w'alls of Smyrna, 
which then belong’d to thqMufluImans ; and one 
of his companions having related to iiim the hif- 
tory of this place,- the Author expreft himfelf in 
thefe words : “ Smyrna hath been ruin’d by 
“ Timur in Icfs than two weeks, tho the Ot- 
“ toman emperor in vain befieg’d it feven years; 
“ judge fiom hence the power and condu6to{ 
each of ’em.” • 


CHAP. LVII. 

Second arrival of ambajfadors from Bajazet*s 
, foffs. 

D uring thefe tranfatlions the Cheik 
Ramadan, who came once before in jqua- 
lity of ambalfador to Timur from Mufl'ulman 
Chelebi, arriv’d here again ; .ind being admitted 
to an audience, offer’d large prefents of horfes 
and other animals, curious ftaffs; and florins of 
gold ; and with abundance of fubmiffion made 
the following fpeech : “ I take the liberty to 
“ reprefent to your highnefs, that finccyou have 
been pleas’d to pardon the emperor -Bajazet, 
and load him widi honors and favors, every 
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‘‘ one is freed from the fears he was in, and Chap.:; 
“ even hopes for advance menc thro your high- 
“ nefs’s benevolence., I'iic prinee Mniliiiman 
“ my maftcr, who looks upon hiaii'clf .is one of 
“ the meaneft fervants of your court, and i'> re- 
' foiv’d r® obey thf orders with wliieh )uu 
“ fliall honor him, w'ithall imaginable fmcci ity, 

“ waits with impatience f -r an opportunity to 
“ give yon the true marks of his refped, ansi 
“ his defire to expofe liis hre in your iiigimcfs’s 
“ fcrvice, to W'hom may God continue ever- 
“ laiting glory and prosperity.” 

'I'he ambaifador having ended his fpeccli, 

'I’imnr was touch’d w ith compa.fion for the de- 
plorable cendition to which Mufiulman was re-. 
duc’d : he confirm’d him in the principality of 
all the country of Ifra Yaca for wliich heif- 
fu’d out patents, wliich he foal’d as iifiial with 
his red hand ; he honor’d the ambaflador witli a 
magnificent vert, and a horfe richly caparifini’d, 
with a faddlc of gold ; and having given Ifima 
veil \\(^ve with gold, a crown, and a belt for 
Muflulman Chelebi, he difmifs’d him. 

About the fame time grrir’id an ambm'Tador, 
nam’d Cotobeddin, from .IlTa Chelebi, arga her 
of Baja/et’s fons: being admitteJ to afl .u:Ji- 
ence, he kifs’d the earth, and made hihiprcfencs ; 
wliich I’imur having accepted, tlic amballador ' 
deliver’d his mefiage, dccl.iring liis niaftcr’.s 
rcipeft, and obedience to whatever his highmefs 
Ihou’d order. 'I'hen he return’d, after li.iung 
receiv’d the tifual honors, and the tcftiinonysof 
fricndfhip for his mafter. 

Timur afterwards gave orders to the Mirza 
Mchemedb’ultan to befiege the callle of Fodgia %

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BookV. fituate cn the fea-lhore, a day’s journy from 
L/“V^ Smyrna, becaufc fevcral European Chriftians 
had retreated thither. The Mirza immediately 
departed, and encamp’d* before it ; and . was 
about to befie^e it in iorm, when the governors 
of the place ftruck witly* terror at the name of 
Timur, came out to call therafelves at the Mir- 
za’s feet; and with fnbmillion and obedience 
gave confent to pay tlie tribute, provided quar- 
ter was granted the inliabitants. The Mirza 
agreed to their propofal, impos’d a tribute oh 
’em, and nam’d fommiflljrys to receive it ; after 
which he return’d witli his Emirs and troops 
to Magiii-Siih, w'hore he had left his baggage. 


CHAP. LVIIL • 

Timur depay ti from Smyrna. 

V F T E R the deftrudion of Smyrna, and 
• ,/”x. the extirpation of the enemys of the 
law, Timur took care to reAore peace and 
quiet to the Mufl'uliflans w ho inhabited iehc o- 
thrriaftlc, giving ’efti vefts, bucklers, cuirafles, 
bows and arrows, fabres, lances, and all forts 
^ of arms, ‘to enable ’em to carry on the war of 
religion in thefe frontiers agaipft the Europeans, 
and hinder the Grecian Chriftians ever palling 
into Afia this way ; and he order’d ’em to 
build a ftrong citadel near the place where 
Smyrna flood. 

After Timur had deliver’d the Mulfulmans 
from the continual infults they received from the 
Chriftians of Smyrna, loaded ’em with favors, 
.and Aiccor’d ’em with arms and mony, he de- 
|>^rted from this <|»pntry, and went to encamp 
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at Ayazlic, where he was join’d 'by the Emir Chap. 58. 
Solyman Chah, who had departed from Ancora 
to make inroads, return’d by Efouac, and join’d 
the Mirza Charoc at Caraigadg^ ; but he came 
alone to court, and after his audience went back 
to join the faid Mir&a. 

An European nam’d Soba, prince of the ifland Embafly 
of Chio in which maftich grows, having 'Jf 
heard by "credible, perfons of the great valor chio. 
.and power ol Timur, fent him feveral pre- 
fents by an ambafl'ador, whom he order’d to ac- 
quaint him that he w'as one of his meaneft fer- 
vants, willingly confented to pay the tribute, 
and was ready to obey his highnefs’s orders, 
hoping Timur wou’d defign to give him fome 
marks of his clemency. The ambaffador being 
arriv’d at the imperial camp, was admitted to 
an audiente, where he made an harangue in the 
form his raafter had inllrudcd him. Timur 
handfomly receiv’d the king of Chio’s offer of 
fervice, promis’d protaflion to him and hisfub- 
je<f£S;*and after having fix’d the fum for a tri- 
bute, made a peace with him : he gave a veft 
.to the ambafl'ador,, whom he honor’d,, and per- 
.^itted to return home. ’ , 

'\Timur then fent the iCfirza Eskendw, fon of 

Cheik, and Ali Sultan Tavac|ji, to plun- 
der country of Bezem ; they enter’d the ca- • 
pitaJoV;it, and having taken the ranfom for the 
inhabitants lives, return’d to the imperial camp. 

After this Timur decamp’d from Ayazlic, and 
being arriv’d at Tangowzliq, he was join’d by 
the ^rza Mehemed Sultan, w’ho had left his 
winter-quarters at Magni-Siah, and having ta- 
ken theroad’of Alicheher before the reft, came

’imur order’d him to march at the head of the 
troops of the right wing; by the road of An- 
cora, and rejoyi the imperial camp at Csfarca. 
This Mirza ftaid at 'I'angouzliq till all his 
troops had join’d him. Timur departed from 
thence for Sultanhifl'ar ; he order’d a great 
number of peafants, who were got together in 
the neighboring mountains, ^ to be put to the 
fword ; and he gave the towns of Chioutahia, • 
Tangouzliq, and Caracheher, as well as the 
demefn of the province ®f Ghermyan-Eiii, to 
Yacoub Chelebi, to whom the principality of 
tbefe provinces fell by right of fucceflion. I'his 
Yacoub had formerly fled from Bajazet into Syria, 
after the conqueft of which kingdom he follow’d 
Timur’s court. The emperor iflii’d out his pa- ' 
tents to this purpofe ; and honoring ‘him with 
a veft and belt, left him in this place, the prin- 
cipality of which remains in the hands of his 
chilthen to this day. 

'I’he court took the road of Olouc-Bouriough, 

* where ‘it was join’d by the Mirza Charoc, who 
was come from his winter-quarters. As this 
place bad not yet furrender’d, I'imur gave or- 
ders that it fhou’d be* attack’d. It was taken in 

. a very fhor/ time ; and as the Emir Gelaleliflam 

• had been flain by an arrow, all the men were 
put to the fword, and the women carry’dajvay 
captive, after the razing of the place. 


’CHAP. 
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C H A* P. Lip^. 

Taking of, the torP^sVf Egridur And t^AfMne. 

I N the province of Hamid-Eili is a lake of 
fweet water, five leagues in length, and four 
in breadth,' into which feveral rivers fall, and 
go out again by other pall'ages ; and round it are 
kitchen-gardens, orchards, and cultivated lands. 

On the bank of the lake ftands a town nam’d 
Egridur, built of free-ftone ; three of its fides 
are furrounded by the lake, and the Iburth by 
the mountain. This lake is nam’d Falac Abad 
by fome hifiorians. Near the town, in the midfi; 
of the lakd, are two ifles ; one nam’d Ghuliftan, 
and the other Nafibine : in the latter, ^which is 
exceeding large, is btiilt a fortrefs with houfes 
and gardens. The people of the neighboring 
places had convey’d thither their mony and beft ^ 
effects j and abundance of foldiers were got into 
it, who had laid up ftores of all forts of ammuni- 
tion, believing themfelvcs ^fafe, becauflp of the . 
lake which furrounds the’place.* Timur being 
inform’d of all thisi conceiv’d it wou’jl redound 
to his honor tjo conquer this place : whereupon ^ 
he order’d the ba^age to be condufled by the 
road of Akcheher. 

About this time Bajazet falling fick, Timur 
order’d fever«ll skilfol phylicians of his court, 
as Moulana Azeddin,, Mafaoud Chirazi, and 
Moiilana Gel^ddin Arab, to attend him with 
the fame cate, as they wou’d ufe towards him- 
fclf : and BajaBct was conduced with the bag- 
gage. - • \

'J’in^ur ! 
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Book. V. I’imur departed from Olouc-Bourlough, and 
in two daj sand OJie night arriv’d at Egridur the 
feb. a8. 17th of Regeb 805 in th^e morning. Next day 
1403 ' the Mirzas and Emirs march’d towards the walls 
of the town'« fome afcended the mountain, 
while others attack’d tlie gate by the foot of the 
mountain; they gave adaults on all iides, and 
foon made thcmfelves matters of the town, 
which they enter’d in a furiqus manner, and put 
moft of the inhabitants to the fword, a few on- 
ly efcaping to Nafibine in boats. 

Then I'imur caus’d tteats to be made of the 
skins of oxen and horfcs, on which the Mirzas 
and Emirs croft over to attack Nafibine, which 
they iiurrounded, ordering the drums to be bear, 
and the great cry made. The inhabitants were 
furpriz’d, not imagining they cou’d have been 
bcfijcg’d by water. The, governor Cheik Baba, 
perceiving Ije was unable to defend himfelf, 
went out, and befought the Mirzas to inter- 
cede for him. They brought him to Timur, 
before whom he kifs’d the ground, fubmiflively 
beggihg pardon and quarter. Timnr order’d 
that he and hi^ family fhoii’d follow the array. 
Thus, Nafibine was ^aken by our troops, who 
brought to tile camp all the riches they con’J 
find, whij(li Timur diftributed among ’em. 

'Then Mobacher’s fon arriv’d from the Mirza 
Mehemcd Sultan, to give notice th^t t'h« Pfince 
was fallen fick. ^imor was exceedingly' Siev’d, 
and ttmt a skilftil j^yficiaxx' to him immediately, 
to difeover the mte ^te of his illoefs, and bring 
him back ceitain advice of it. ’ 

The court at length ^etamp’yfL and march’d 
toward Akcheher; thel'^iatt. the^woopk of the 
left wing, and the Mi«i3i,C|iaroc’»qamp« v -.This 
prince made a fe^ f^ lTimur, and ofley’4, Iji® 

pri^ftnts; as did hiciwift the Sultan i^0feih and 
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the Emir Solyman Chah, who ftrovc to excel Chap.(fo. 
each other in entertaining the emperor. Ac this <-/VV> 
time the Emir Mehemed Caraman came to 
court fromjeonium \ ^and under the name of a 
ranfo'm, he prefented fuch vaft*fiims of (ilver 
mony, ’curious ftuft's, .and great numbers of hor- 
fjs and caiftels, that it was believ’d he did more 
thari he was able, corifidering the fmall extent 
and power of his country : upon which 'I'imup 
diftinguiih’d him by feveral honors, and con- 
’firm’d him in his principality. As the emperor 
had before deliver a him from prifon, where he 
was detain’d by Bajazet, and had reftor’d* to him 
his father’s eftates, fo he again Join’d other 
countrys to his demefns, and difmifs’d him ; af- 
ter which’ the . court departed, and continu’d its 
march.

The death of . the Ottoman emperor Bajazetj 
and of the Mirza Mehemed Sultan^ I’/- 
jwatrV grandfon. • 

T he world is fo inconftanr, that-ftre may 
rather loblr.apon ir as a continual deftruc- 
tion, than an agreeable habitation, fince there is * 
nothing of a certain duration but God: a melan- 
, choIy inftancedf :which we End in BaJazer, w'ho 
died of an apoplexy at Akcbeher on tfhirfday- 
the jc^^h of Chapaq ^y ; at whofe death Timmr March a?; 
was exmsmetV aiSeSed, that he bewail’d tlie i 403 * 
miidbttniie qi, tn^ great prince with tears. < He 
began to riiEf^ b^ providence oft^ baMes 
. hnman pro|«Sta | for he pad rclblv*d, a$ 1^ as he 
, bad finilh’4 eonqueft of to raife the 

.deje^e^’' 
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Book V. dejefled fpirit of Bajazet, by re>cAablifliiag him 
UW on the throne with greater power and magni- 
ficence than he had before been podefs’d of : 
but fate had otherwife, order’d it. 

Timur being got to phe^ frontier pfAkcheber, 
Dan£ Coja arriv’d from thdMirza Mehemed Sul- 
tan, with advice that doAor Farrndge had given 
fome medicine to the prince, which had had an 
ill effedt; and that the vapors having got into 
his brain, he was fallen into a delirium. This 
news very much afHi(S:ed the emperor, who 
difpatcli’d away Pan£ Qb)a poft, to acquaint 
the Mirza that he wou’d foon be with him. 

Timur encamp’d at Akcbeher, where he com- 
forted* Bajazet’s officers by feveral largefles he 
bellow’d upon ’em. He made a prefent to his 
fon Moulfa Chelebi of a royal veil, a belt, a 
fword, and a quivw enrich’d with precious ftones, 
a load of gold, aad thirty borfes : be likewife gave 
him his letters-patent feal’d with the impreflion 
of his red hand ,* and then difmifs’d him, telling 
him that the coffin of the deceas’d emperor his 
father' was laid by his orddrs iti thetomb of the 
Cheik Mahmoud Hairan at Akcheher ; and that 
it iho^’d be convey’d tp Prufa with all the pomp 
and mi^ificenoe us’d to the greatefl kings, 
to be intpr’d in the m4iffi>leum» which he had 
' built there bimielf. 

Timur then left the baggage, and departed 
from Akcheher, for the place where the Mirza 
hisgrafidfon lay fick* On his way thither he 
learnt that the hord of Turcomans nam’d iDot^ 
got, whofe chi^ were Keaerbei and Ibrahim, 
had revolted, and were entrench’d jma mountain 
near the great road, hoping to defmd tbemfidves 
there. Some troops bOii^ order’d agatnll ’em, 
they block’d up all the avenues, and invefted the 
mountain; and then attacking the 
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their arrows, they fled. Our foltlicrs piirfu’d Chap.< 5 a. 
cni fword in hand, flew fevcral on the fpot, 
pillag’d their horfes, camels, oxen and Iheep ; 
and made their wiv^cs'and children flaves, to 
ferve as ^n example to mutineers. * 

The fixteenih of ^haban, Tiniur met Dolet Mwch 25. 
Coja fon of Eltchi Boiiga, wlio gave advice that 
the Mirza’s ficknefs iua'cafing, his life was dc- 
fpair’d of. This oblig’d Timur to haflen his 
march ; and being tome to the place where he 
was, he went up to Jiis bed-fide, where finding 
him very ill, having his fpeecit, he became 
very difconfolatc. I’imur order’d the Mirza to 
be put in a litter, and departed the fame day. * 
When they had march-’d three days journy, and 
x\ ere come near Carahiflfar *, they encamp'd ; 
and here the great and mighty prince, the Mirza 
Mehemed Sultan, who was but nineteen years 
old, pafs’d from this life into the other, on the 
j8th of Chaban Soy, which anfwcrs to the 2^^ 
year of the Sheep, the fiin being in the Ja/Ldc- 1403- 
gree o( Pifees. Thus died this great prince, 
who tho but a child in a manner, had alwjady 
obtain’d more viilorys, and perform’d greater 
a(^ions of valor, than many famous heroes re- 
corded in hiftory. • • *

CHAP. LXI. 

Mourning for ^he death of the Mirza Mehe~ 
rhed Sultan: and theftranjlation of his 
coffin. 

T he natural love which fathers bear to- 
wards their children, was not the only 
motive that afEided Timur for the death of the 
Mirza ; but the great things which this young 
prince’s virtue promis’d, were the principal caufe 
of his excelTive grief : he flung his crown afide, 
and quitted his throne, rent'his clothes, and call 
himfelf upon the ground in the mpft furpriz- 
ing tranlports of grief. This caus’d a great 
change in his temper: and in this delightful 
feafon of the fpring, inftead of being chearful,* 
the princes and lords of the court cloth’d theip- 
felves* with hair-facks, and black and-blue habits, 

. with felts about their necks. The ladys did the 
fame « "and they fprinkled earth up<m their heads, 
and fin’d their bofoms with ftdnes : they wou’d 
take no. reft but upon qjhaff and afbes, inftead of 
bedding^ and nothing cou’d be heard in the 
court but groans and lamentations, efpeeially 
^ from the princefs Canike, wife of the deceas’d, 
who was fo overcome with fqrrow, that jhe 
often fell into fwoons, and loft her fenfes* 

Such Is the ftated courfe of affairs in this 
world ; wefhou’d not place our confidence in 
it, for thofe w-hp do, will at laft repent: but 
we belong to God, and miift return to him: 
Timur order’d coffin to be cen^ 

veiyM in a litt^ to Avenic by. twn ^uniired 
hbrfemen, commatwied by feven ;)^ij3 j and

T H E emprefl'es who were fet out from Sul- 
tauia, made preparations at Tauris for 
■mourning for the Mir^a Mchemed Sultan : they 
cldth’d thetnfelves in blacky and then came to 
At'enic, according to the emperor’s orders. 
When they were inform’d that Timur was near 
’ the place, they .acquainted the princefs Canzade 
with the death of her dear fon : upon which flio 
W'as fo tranfported with grief, that file fwoon’d 
awaj' i and being a little recover’d, flie rent 
Jier. clothes^ and twifting her hair about her 
lingers, began to pluck it off by degrees ; fbe 
jfplt blood, and tore. her lovely cheeks with her 
nails : ihe fwoon’d away the fecond time, 
feeing *^11 the jadys, wliofe heads were, cover’-d 
with black mantles, and who cou’d utter nothing 
but cry$ atfd lamentations. 

Timur being encamp’d, they, began their crys 
afrcili ; and nothing was. to be feen more difma} 
thaq this, court, wbich at other tirae$ .the 
gayefti and moft magni^cent of ad ^fia. .di Hq 
order’d that tp moderate .the princefs’s a®idr 
tibfj, the empw colEn, nad’d dow'n very AtOPg?

Arabi, where having afl'gmbled all the TurcO' 
man herds, he ftop’d at>ayan-Hit. The Sul- 
tan Ahmed Gelair at that time went out of Bag- 
dad, and retir’d to the Sultan Taher hil^fon ; 
but the Aga Firouz, in whom the Sultan Taher 
repos d the care of his affairS) excited a jealoufy 
in his mailer: whereupon he held a council 
with his father’s Emirs, [Mehemed Bei governor 
of Ormi, the Emir Ali Calander, Micayl, and 
Fatrac Chah, who likewife fear’d the Sultan 
Ahmed, and unanimoufly agreed to revolt ; and 
having pafs’d the bridge during night, they en- 
camp d on this fide the river. When the Sultan 
Ahmed w'as inform’d of it, he broke down the 
bridge, and marching ah n? the bank of the 
river, Hop’d in prefence of his fon and the 
Enurs : he lent an exprefs to C^ra Youlef to 
come and join him ; which Youfef having done, 
they pafs’d the river together. The two armys 
being rang’d in order, a battel enfu’d, in which 
the 'S,ultan Taher was vanquifh’d; he endea- 
vor d to fly; but coming to a brook, and ftri- 
ving to ■anake his horfe leap over it,' he fell in 
with his horfe and armor, and perilh’d. ' 

The Sultan Taher haying been, tjms pisnifh’d 
for his revolt againft his father, his Emirs and 
troops difpers’d; and the Sultan Ahmed, grow- 
mg jealou's of Cara Youfef, went to Bagdad. 
Cara Youfef came out of Hille w’ith his army 
to the gates of Bagdad, and took the city. The 
Sultan Ahmed hid hirafelf to fave his life, but 

CaraHaflan, who 
aiiilted him in • making his efcape during the 

night ; 
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highc; and taking him upon his ihouldcrs Chap; 
brought hittt to Hl placfc hear five leagues dif- '(✓VSil 
tance. On their way they lUet a man who had 
an oxy which the Sultan mounted, and went to 
Teerit with Cara Haflan. Sarpe Omar Oirkt, 
governor of that place, made a ^refent of fort/ 
norfes to .the Sultan •Ahmed, with what mot)/, 
arms, ftufis, and belts he Was able. Thp Sul> 
tan was }oin’d in this city by feveral of his 
officers^ as the Cheik Maefoud, Dolet Yar, 

Adel, and others. From Teerit he went to Da- 
mafeus, while Cara Yqufef became the peace- 
able poffeflbr of Irae-Arabi. This digreifion 
Was necefiary for the netter underfianding ef the . 
hiftory. 

When Timur therefore made the Miraa Aboit- 
becre depart for Bagdad, lie fent orders to the 
Mirza Rouftem at Ouroudgerd, to ioin Abou- 
becre before Bagdad, and march with him a- 

f ainft Cara Youfef. The Emirs Tonkel Arns 
Souga of Hamadan, TatiiunSoutchi of Keha- 
vend, Chah Rouftem of Sendgiar and of JOina- . 
ver, had likewife orders to march to Bagdad • 
with the Rouftem. The Mirza AboU- 
becre arriv’d at Arbcle, and caus’d the governor 
Abdalla, and the other chiefs of the rdbais, tb 
be feizM and fent bound to court, with* a prft- 
fent of Arabian horfes, the care of avhich he 
gave to Ac Sultan. Ac this place died Payen- 
deSyltan Berlas; and the Mirza Aboubecre ha- 
ving left the baggage, march’d with expedi- 
tion agatnft Cara Youfef. The Mirj;y RoufteiA 
departed from Ouroudgerd* accordUig to orderf* 
ana having taken the road to the dome of Ibra-^ 
bim-Lic, be p|d'^d to Bagdad, and join’d tha 
Mirza Abotft^e in the ueighborhood of HtUe.

I 

T imur having decamp’d from chc neigh- 
, borhood of Cars, enter’d Georgia. Af“ 
ter having pafs’d thro Armenia, thcCheik Ibra- 
him prince of Chirvan, as • a faithful fervant, 
was gone before to make inroads into the ene- 
my’s country, and had already feix’d on fome 
paffages and defiles. Mjilek Ghourghin, king 
o£ Georgia, heard with a great deal of furprize 
of the march of the imperial ftandard; Fear 
exited him to fend ambafladors to cobrt with 
fcvcral prefents ; and the fubjeft of the embaffy 
was compriz’d in this fpeech. ^ 

. “ There is no comparifon, great Sir, between 
** you and me, who am yourf1aV9,- ahef it is 
“ very afionifhiog that you fhoi?,M have pro- 
“ pos’d to march againft fo mean a tub j eft as 
I am, who am abfolutcjy refbjvM to bc- 
have my felf as your faithful fervant ; and 
on the firft order I fliall receive from your of- 
“ fic'jrs, whether mfend in raony; or tp match 
“ at the head of ray troops in your fervicc, 1 
“ will not fail of acquitting my fcl^ faithfully 
‘f and readily. I have not the confidence to 
“ come dowm direftly to caft my felf at the foot 
“ of your throne, for fear has too far feiz’d my 
** heart : jjut if your highnefs fhall pleafe to grant 
me a fliorc reprieve, till my fear is blown oyet, 
I will run to Irifs your feet, as th'e prince'bf 
“ Merdin, and other governors have* done ; and 
“ I fhall have the honor toproftrate my felf be- 
“ fore you, and receive your ordeys as a flare, ac- 
“ fcnowledging this favor as an exppfs of your 
bounty” ’ 'liSmur 
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Timur wou^d not Hearken, to what the ani- Chap. >1 
bafl'udors faid, nor. accept: ;rl.ieir prefcnts : ' he 
told ’em, .that their jnah,ci*s atlair was no W'ays 
like that of the othei piinccs, .v^ho jj/creMahpf^ 
metans, becaufc thQ iutercft. of Religion pl^ad^il 
for them,* and rendet’d their feults ihQre pardon*- 
able ; but he being a Qiriiiian,. ought not to ex- 
pefl: the fame iavor; that if^hc w as dehrous of 
life, he jnuA ;,como dire:ctly;.6o, court ; but it the 
grace of God 'fhoii’d not grant, him fuilicicnt

The feafon for the corn-harveft fn Georgia 
approaching, it was re^iii te that the Georgians 
(nouM be hinder’d from reaping and carrying it 
in ; wherenpon T^imur order’d the Emir Cheik 
Koureddin, and Other Emirs, to enter the ene- 
my’s county foithlirith : in they chas’d 

out all the inhabitants, and deftrov'd every thing 
vith hre and Tword ; they teap tl all the com 
and pulTe, which they ground into meal, and 
To return’d laden with fjpoils to the imperial 
camp. ' 


CHAP. V. 

The taking ef the famous safle of Cortene 
in Georgia, 

T here » a ile^ mountain in Georgia, 
a hundred and mty cubits high, iituate 
beltween two very deep defiles a on the. Touch o£ 
at is ? rock, which TuipaiTes it in height, and 
which 'they afcend with ; ladders and cords. 
Thete is, but one way to this mountain, and 
that very narrow and crooked i befides, the we- 
cipic^a which fiuToond it hinder an arntyn^nt 
encamping and befiegiog it. The Oeor^ians 
had hi^fy’d this monutain on alines, having 
liaiiliWafosnMhi. it, and a gate at the very e^ 
tremity, wttfi dft<^s to prefcrve raih-wattf, 
It was commandsd by a Georgian prince nam’d 
Trah who bad under him thirty great Ofitaonrs, 
and a ftrong ganfon ^ they were ndt apprehen- 
iiTC of any fcarcity, their cifterns' being fill’d 
wltli WaCp^ dieur cellars wi^ deli- 

cious 
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cious aoici chepUce Aor*d witb(wiQ6Md G^ap. $, 
mtcp. ‘ 

Timur being appri2.*4 of the imfwtaiice of 
this place, refotv’d to take it, pocwichAanding 
die great difficulty!^ which wbu*d attend the 
fiege, as*ic was in the mid A of the enemy’s coun- 
try, add W'ou’d recite a great number of fot- 
diets to carry it on, who wou’d not be able to 
find vitals and ‘even water enough for ’em, 

Every one was ftirpriz’d at this undertaking, and 
believ’d it in^ffible to take the place ; nnlefs 
the foie fear of Timuk, who defign’d to go there 
in perfon, ithou’d feize the hearts of the be- • 
fieg’d, and make ’em furrender ; but God had 
otherwife order’d it. 

The imperial ftandard arriv’d before the caAle 
of Cortene on the 14th of Muharrem 8dtf. The Aug. t|, 
inhabitants immediately feat to falntc the empe- 
ror, (^r him their prefonts, and afTure him of 
their fubmiffion ; but feeing their fiatteryiucou’d 
not hinder the place bein^ attack’d, they con* 
fided in the Arength of their walls, and declar’d 
war by a difeharge of arrows and Aones, Ti- 
mur at the fame time order’d the Emits to take 
their polls round about * the place : ckS Emir 
Chamelic was fix’d on the fide of the gate, 
having orders to build fconces ovei^kgainA it t . 
tw o other Emirs had likewife orders to ere^ two 
foonces in diiAerehc places. This was done, 
that if the fiege (hon’d laA too long, a garifoo 
mighc be wt in ’em, to incommode the place, 
Chamelic naifb’d in three days one of thefe fooit^ 
css Citable, contain three, thoufand men ; 
which exciceo the admiration of the whole army. 

Tiffi^ encamp’d behind the fortrefs in a place 
proper bilfid battering-rams and other ma- / 
chines, .a**^ order’d a platform of A'one and wood, / 

which is call’d Meljoor, to be bwle between his

the caftle, fohigh1rti^^|R^!Oii’ilcom- 
mat^ Hie -place.r- tiio the Georgiaa^ hid inu- 
g^in'jd that the hciglit of tljcir mountain wan’d 
Have ‘prcferv’d cm from all manner of infiilrs, 
i'h^s:work was not finifli’d in Icfs than a week ; 
Aug. 20. auil. onthe lift ofMuharrem, a Mecrjit,, nam’d 
Bikiilgekj who was skilful in ■i^lcoh'iyg over 
tt oantaiivs, found means diiring-night ioget un- 
pcrcciv’d upon a rock, fouth-,pf-;che caiUc ; there 
lie caught a goat, and carry*d it to the very 
top of the rock, where having kill’d it, lie plac'd 
it tor a fignal, and then ifdccnded without bc- 
, ing feen b) the Georgians. Next day Bikidgek 
rcLicd his adventure to ilie emperor, who ap- 
plauded iiim, and gave orders for finie veiy 
flrong couls to be made of raw iilk and thread, 
and ladders to be made of the cords : , and then 
four Mccrjts immediately afeendtd this rock, 
and drew up the ladders with long cords. On 
Aug. 22. the 2^d of jktulurrcm this dchgn w as executed: 
jiA) raounted by an arch, wliicha goat coii’d 
' frarccly pafs. A tree having growm out "of the 
very ridge of this lock, they 'laflen’d the lad- 
ders to it, vi'cnthcy had drawn "era up. The 
f.mir Gljaa-si.c ildd at the bottom of the lad- 
ders, and nirdc fifty of the braveft Turks of Co- 
ralfana aiccjid, whofc names he took down in 
writing; Argoudac w'as one of ’em. 'The 
Georgians were fuft afleep while rhefe things 
were pafling. At break of day a Coraflanian 
cried out w ich a loud t^oice, Allah Ecber, and 
blcfs’d Mahomet. Alahmoud, an officer of the 
Alirza Charoc, at the fame timg founded his 
trumpet; and the Georgians fufpriz’d at the 
alarm given ’em . by the watch, ran to their 
arms to defend thcmiei VOS. . Timur tookhorfe, 
pafs’d the defile, and ilop’d over-agaanft the 
jfpek,, >vhich our brave .noea had mounted ; hp 
' • ■ order’d 
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order’d the brafs drum to be Ijcat, and the Chap. 
great cry Souroiui made thro-our the whole 
army. , 

Irf the mean while, the. way tlie place by 
the roclt being very.narrow andr dangerous, no 
more tliart three' perffjns being able lu march in 
t'ront, one of our brave warriors march’d fore- 
rnoft, holding his bucLler before liim, ; he was 
fohain’d b’/tVv O orhers, who advanc’d with him, 
blit an arrow ftriu.k him in the nunirh, which 
n-.adciiim fall baclcvards, and the cnemys feiz’d 
'^'o his buckler Ai>dal!a Sebzuari .rdvanc’d 
.:>! in hand, and few lonric Georgians, til! 
mort.alI}' wound'.'d in ten or twrivc places, * 

) <■ fell down thro w c-iknc-fs. ’f'hc i'.nk Mah- 
moud fell upon the enemys with a iicavy tUib, 
wirli \ehich he broke the leg of a very con/ide- 
rablc Oznaour. in fine, of tlic fifty men w^ho 
had mounted to the allault, fevcral arriv’d at 
tiie gate of the cafiie, whore a bloody skirmiflt 
enfu’d. sSomc alfo continu’d to attack th(f place 
from !hc Mclj'iur before mention’d, lii that* , 
the gate w as broke, and the troops enter’d the 
cafih'. 

This conqiicll happen’d the ztd < f Muiiarrem, • 
after a fiegc of nine days, 'i’hc bciicL:’?! begg’d 
for quarter on their knees: but uioll of the 
Oziv’onrs or officers were precipitated from the * 
walls ; the governor, Tral, w'as bound and car- 
ry’d to the imperial camp with the whole gari- 
fon, of whom not one cfcap’d* At the fame 
time the Toughe * and ftandard of Mahomet 
was crefted upon the walls j and the Muezins 
repeated the. prayers of tlie Alcoran on the top 
of the church, and made thecry Yzan, which is

conqueft deferves to be recorded in hiftory ; 
and it is reported that the great Mahmoud 
Subefiekin never' gain'd ib conuderabJc vidtorys 
over the infidels of India, as our conqueror did 
over thoie of Georgia. T tmur order’d Tral and 
all th< garifon to be. beheaded, and their ^vives 
and children carry’d away captive i and he gave 
Tral’s wife as a prefent to .the Cheik Ibrahim, 
prince of Chirvan. 

Timur afterwards order’d the machines, and 
Meljour, which had be^ eredked againA the 
place, to be burnt ; and ne return’d to his camp, 

• where he heap’d honors and favors on Bikidgek 
and the other brave men who had hrft mounted 
the rock ; he order’d mony out of his treafury 
to be diftributed among ’em, and gave ’em robes, 
fabres, belts, hoife$, mules, tents, ’umbrellas, 
young women, camels, furniture, and even gar> 
dens and villages in their refpedUve coimtrys* 
He invefted Mehemed Touran, (irnam’d the 
«king of Bauran, who was one of the principal 
lords of CoraAana, in the government of the 
place, afligning him a good garifon of Corailk' 
nians he gave l\im tne revenues of the neigh- 
boring countrys, and enjoin’d him. to preferve 
thcfe frontiers for the MulTulmans, and not 
. pcripit the Georgians to gain any more footing 
in the country ; he order’d him to convert, the 
church into a mofqiie, and build a niche in it 
inAead of the altar, and in lieu of bells and 
erodes, tot efiabtilh Muerins and readers^ of 
the J^v^Oi aepordipg to the Kmifulman law,

D uring thefe tranfadions, the doctor 
Cotobeddin Carini came to court with all 
the great officers of Chiraz ; he offer’d feveral 
prefents of the fineft fluffs, Arabian horfes, 
mules for riding, ana furniture, as pavilions, 
tents, umbrellas and other curious things. Af- 
terwards Hadgi Muzaffer arriv’d from the Mirza 
Rouftem, ana made his prelents. The Coja 
Muzaffer Neheuzi alfo came from Ifpahan, and 
prefented'a great quantity of mony, pearls, 
precious flones, horfes, faddled mules, fluffs, 
tents and pavilions, as liltewife droves of horfes 
and mules of carriage, with arms, and ^cflels, 
and boxes of gold and filVer. Timur diftribu- • 
ted all thefe prefents among the princes and 
lords of bis court. 

About the fame time fdccou Berlas and Ah- 
med Daoud, who had been fent to Kirman, to 
receive and take care of the imperial treafures, 
as alfo Seifel Mulouk Hadgi Abdalla, receivers ' 
general, return’d to the imperial camp : they 
had an audience of the emperor, who gave ’em 
a handfom reception, and to whom they of- 
fer’d their prefents after the ufual manner : they 
w'cre accompany’d by the principal inhabitants 
of Rirman, apd among others by Moulana Z,y~ 
addin Serradge, theCheikSedreddin, who were 
both Cadis, . the Seid Hamza, and the Cheik 
Mbhmuud Zendghi Adgem, author of the book 
poll’d Pgioucii gr ^hgurggeb, which treats of 

(he 
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BooJtVI. the exploits of the glorious Timur ; but this 
learned author had the misfortune to fall from 
off the bridge, of 'I’eflisj xvhicji is built over 
the river Cyrus, and be drow n’d : his fon,' who 
continu’d that work aftc- his father’s death, 
paid his refpeds to the cmjieror, who receiv’d 
him with a great deal of lundnefs, and comfort- 
ed him by his favors for his father’s death. 

Youfef Gclil, Deroga of the city of Yc/d, 
andCayafeddin Salar Semnani, rccciv er-gcteral 
of the revenues of the fame city, as well as the 
commiflarys of the Divar^ of Yezd, came alfo to 
court j as did all the great officers, and gover- 
nors of the feveral provinces and citys of Co- 
xaffana and the two Tracs, who paid their 
homage at the foot of the imperial throne, and 
offer’d their prefents, which confiOed of the 
grcatcfl curiofitysof all Alia. 


CHAP. VII. 

'Timur marches to Abkhaze. 

A fter the taking of Cortene, Timur 
fufnmon’d the lords to a diet, W'here he 
made a magnificent banquet, anddiftributed his 
favors among the officers, according to their 
ranks. He then took up a refolution to march to 
Abkhaze ; he order'd the Emirs Cheik Noured- 
din, Characlik, and others, to fet out beforb 
w'itlj feveral fquadrons, to ravage and lay waftc 
Georgia, as far as Abkhaze, W'hich is the nor- 
thern 'frontier of that kingdom. They accord- 
ingly began their march ; but as the ways were 
full of woods, the foldiers w'ere obliged to cut 
down the trees to open a paflagcj and they 

ruin’d 
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ruin’d every thing they met with in the countrys Chap. 7. 
of the Armenians and Georgians. 'I'hey were 
follow’d by the. imperial. fUndartI ; and Timur 
foon after enter’d into the middia of Georgia* 
wherf he plunder’d feven hundred towns and 
villages, laying wafte the cultivated lands, ruin- 
ing the monallerys- of the Chriilians, and raz- 
ing their churches to the very foundation, which 
W'crc built of marble and free-llone. 

the Georgians having abandon’d their 
houfcs, were retir’d into caverns fituate among 
rocks and higii mountains, which they had af- 
cended by ladders, which they drew up after 
’em ; and had fortify ’d therafclves in thefe caverns. 

Timur order’d a fort of boxes to be tied with 
chains, in each of which he plac’d feveral per- 
fous arm’d; thefe boxes were let down from 
the top of the mountain with great cords to the 
level of the caverns, where our danntlefs fol- 
diers attack’d theenemys with their arrows, and 
advanc’d to the mouths of the caverns with their . 
fwords and lances. They made their w'ay into 
’eni notwithftanding the number of theenemys, 
and the advantage of their poft ; and tho in fome 
of thefe caverns there were near a hundred,(Seor- 
gians.yet they leapM out of their boxes into them, 
where.they put all to the fword, makitig them- 
folves mafters of their fpoils, and acquiring the 
merit of the Gazie. They pundually fulfill’d 
the Alcoran, which enjoins us to treat the ene- 
mys of the Muflulman religion with rigor j and 
they, rooted up and burnt the trees, making ha- 
vock every where. 

The , 14th of -Rabiulevel 8o<J, the Emirs and Odob. 1 
troops rej&inM the imperial camp ; next day they 
all puriu’d the chace, and took a great deal of 
game. Timur hunted the day after, and con- 
tinu’d to ruin the country, flaying i»U the Georgi- 
ans jie roet, C U A P.

S EVERAL GeoTgian lords, who were 
Haves ia Timor's army, having fenc advice 
to liiog Ghourghio that this conqueror had 
render’d himfelf qiafter of the country as far as 
Abkhaae, and that there rematii'd no fooclleps 
either of Armenia, or of the Armenians $ that 
prince was feiz’d with fear, Becaufe this ad> 
vice came from men of his own nation : wherei- 
upon he immediately fenc ambafladors with pre- 
fents to Timur. The rcraonftraoce the Geor- 
gian Haves made to Ghourghiii on this occafion, 
refembles the counfel the biHtop bf Nedgeran 
gave to his own people in the time of Maho^ 
met. I'here goes a tradition that the iidtabi^ 
tants of Nedgeran being come to Medina, whre 
To {fnbborn and proud as to difpute with Mafao* 
met, end not -receive the inimiffions he woa^ 
have tauglTt ’em. ^hen the lord All, with M<dio* 
raet*s daughter Fatitos, and two grandfbns Ka- 
ian and HuHeiss, came to the affembly to di^ 

g ute with the Chriftianbilhop; butthirdeSoiV 
eing fur^ria’d at what he faw, far fmin di^ 
outing, faid^ The tien I now behold' have 
** their faces irradiated ; if they fiaou’d befeeeh 
' God to remove the mountains of the place, 
he wou*d aduredty grant their reqaef); j and if 
** they (hou*d be fa&r'd to oiler op their prayers 
againft the ChTifijans^ not on© of* wou.'d 
** remain alive.” Thefe words of the bHbop 
(Iruck terror into thb Chiidiansi, who confent- 
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ed to pay the annual tribute ; after which they Chap. 8. 
returnM to Nedgeran, becau'fe their bi(hop had 
on this occaiion feen the lords of Mahomet’s 
family transformed into angelical bcautys. U * 
feemi as if fome fnch vifion faa,d engag’d the 
Georgian flaves to w/ite thus to Malck Ghour- 
ghin. * ^ 

When the amballadors of the king of Georgia 
were arriv’d at court, they addrefsM themfelves 
to the generals of the army, and befouglit ’em 
to intercede for them* humbly remonurating 
that their maftcr was perfedUy fubmiflive and 
obedient ^ befeeching ’em to employ their good 
ofHces to appeafe 7'imur’s wrath, and obtain 

! >ardon for their mafier, who wou’d not fail of 
ending immediately to court all his riches and 
curichtys, and like wife the annua! tribute; and 
even promiling that he fliou’d fend to the im- 
perial camp, whenever he had orders fo 'to do, 
the troops which ihou’d be required of him. 

This difeourfe touch’d the Emirs, who in- 
troduc’d the ambafladors into Timur’s prefence, 
who gaVe an account of the fulled of their em-' 
bafl^ asafealt and dte generals having found a 
fevorable opportunity, on their knees related to 
Timut Malek Ghourghin’s propoiittoos and 
{pake to him as foflows. * 

** It is certain that your highnefsV intention 
** in all your tyars is only the increafe, and honor 
“ of the Mahometan religion ; we fee that 
** (jod has bkfs’d your acal in fuch a manner, 

** that the Moffulman law has newr before ar^ 

** riy’d at fohigh a pitch of glory in tliefe couir- 
** trys : for former emperors, and the moft pow- 
“ erflil Saltans of antiqui^, accounted them- 
“ ielves happy, when the Georgians gave only 
“la few marics o£ their refpedand obedience, 
cither by fending a yeariy pr^ent of horfes. 
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BwkVl. or by furuifliing a fmajl number of troopSjt 
“ when their occalions reqpir’tl *ein hi Come 
• “war: and on thcfe conditions the ^Georgians 
*' liv’d freely in Perlik ^nd the Mufllilman 
“ kingdoms.* But at prefent, thro your high- 
“ nefs’s great power, they efteem- thefflfelvcs 
happy, even in being ihut up within ihefar- 
theft parts of their kingdom, as long as they 
have quarter granted ’em for their lives. The 
“ Muftulmans have enter’d their capital citys, 
“ and enjoy thcmfelves there, ,as if they were 
“ the mafters of ’em. And thus, if ,\our high- 
nefs will grant ’em quarter on paying thq 
" tribute, and exadly obeying your orders, they 
*' will become faithful fer\’ants, and acquit 
themfelves pf their,aiuty with entire fubmifuoq 
“ and fincerity.’’ , , 

All* the Emirs, coil’d fay,. , was hot able tp 
abate the emperor’s zeal for , the epntinuatipa 
of the Gazie ; .which oblig’d’ thefe lords to prb- 
pofe. the afiaip , tp the dolors of, the law and tq 
' the Muftis, who unanimoqfty declar’d- in the 
imperial council, that fince. the Georgians coor 
Tented to pay the tribute, and not to injure the 
Mulliilmans, they were oblig’d by their law. , tp 
grant'^'era quarter, without 'doing ’em any .fiir* 
thcr harm either by flaughter oi; pillaging.. Ac- 
cording tb the qonclnfion, of thedoiftors, and in 
condefeenfion to the prayers of the Emirs,. Ti’’ 
miir granted this favor to the Cheik Ibrahim, 
one of the interceffors ; and nodded to him, ia 
token that in ref|)ed to him. he eondefeende^, tp 
the reqneft of king Ghoiirghin. He lent l^ack 
rhe Georgian ambaffadors between hope aud 
fear : and afterwards lie fpent leveral daya i« 
thefe quarters in the diverfion of tjie chape, till 
the return of the ambafladors, which happen’d 
fopn. When they came back, they brought with 
I ’em 
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’em a tlioufand gold medals ftnif k in the name Chap. 9. 
and auguft titles of 'Fimur, with a tkotinind hor- 
fes, and great cjuanritys ot curious fuifts, as alfo 
veflcls of gold, filver *and chi yftal, and a vciy 
fine balafs ruby, of a bcautitul cojor, weighing 
eighteen Medicalcs, ^rherc being few which 
weigh fo TBuch. Tncy prefented the whole, 
and oblig’d thcmfelves by an oath to pay the 
tribute. 

Then Timur prepar’d to return homo ,* he dc* 
campM, and after fomc days march arriv’d at 
Teflis, having ruin’d ;|!! the churches and mona- 
ftefys in tlic neighboring parts. When he had 
gone rwddajs jonrny beyond the river of Cy- 
rus, he rcfolv’d to march to Carabagh to rebuild 
the town of llail.'ican ; he fet out before with 
fbme''vsf liis favorite lords, and having ^afs’d by 
Benia, encamp’d near Bailaran, where he was 
join’d 'a fortnight afccf'by the army and bag- 
gage, who alfS encamp'd there. 


CHAP. IX, 

'Timur orders the ' town, of Bitilacan Sp be 
’ - .rebuilt'. 


T H E Alcoran remarks, that the rebuilding 
( f places is one of the moft glorious aftions 
whtjcii princes can perform in this world, and 
whid)‘ conduces, moft to the good of fociety. 
When the. army deeamp’d in aurulhn, Timur was 
irteited to take up his^winrer-cmarters at Cari- 
bagh : where,, not to lofc time, .and to keep the. 
troops in aftion, he rcfolv’d to rebuild the town 
of Eailacan, which had been* a long tifne ruin’d,, 
fo, tjiat it was inhabited only by infers, fcritch- 

o w^Is, 
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Book VI. owls, fcrpeats and Icorpions. Tho the fealoil 
was very cold, and the rains continually molefl** 
ed our foldiers, yet Timur Iboa after his ar- 
rival gave orders to the engineers and archite^ 
to draw the plan of the toVn, which ihou'd.con- 
11 ft of a wall,«a ditch, four market-places, and 
a great number of houfes,' baths, caravanleras, 
fquares, gardens, and other commodious places. 
They laid the foundations, and having mark’d 
*cm with lines, the emperor divided the work 
^ong the foldiers, under the infpeftion of the 
Chahzadcs ' and Emirs. They wrought with fo 
much diligence, that the buildings which were 
of brick, were hnilh’d in I'd month : the circum- 
ference of the walls was twothoufand four hun- 
dred cubits of large meafure, the thicknefs e- 
leven cubits, and the height fifteen : the ditch 
was thirty cubits broad, and twenty wide : ac 
each corner of the place was a great b4ftion, and 
in the middle of each courtine was a gallery 
with battlements, and a machine to call Hones. 
In fine, this prodigious undertaking, which the 
■greateft emperors of antiquity were never able 
to finilh in a year, was compleated in a month, 
notwithftanding the excelHve cold and rains : the 
readinefS with which Timur’s orders were o- 
bey’d,' was abundantly more furprizing than the 
execution of lb vaft a projeft. Never prince 
carry’d a "more majeftic and terrible air in his 
wrath ; nor yet a more fweet and agreeable one, 
when he was pleas’d to bellow his uvors, 

Tin\«r gave the government of Bailacan, Bcr- 
daa, Ghendgeb, the country of Arran, Armenia, 
Georgia, ana Trebizoud, to the Mirza Calil 


Chahzadt, er Mkaa, ii the foa or grandfoa of a king or 
ea>p<cor. 

Sultan. 
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Sultan. He honor’d Gclalcliilam’s brother, Chjp.io^ 
nam’d Bchramfcha, w ith the particular govern- 
ment of the tovvn o£ Baiiac.m. And as water 
is w^hat principally renders a c6unrry liouriflting, 
inafmuch as it makes the land tej tile, and nou- 
rifhes tiic animals anc^ vegcrables ;* I'imur form’d 
a de/ign of cutting a canal, thro wfiich to con- 
vey the water of the river A raxes into Bailacan. 

He ilfu’d out his orders ro tiiat efteef, arid the 
principal lords prepar’d rhcmfclvcs to put ’em in 
execution : the 'I'uvatchis diviiied the ground 
the canal was to rake up among the foldiers, 
whir!) was fix leagucs^'n Icngtii, and fifteen cu- 
bits in breadrh. The whole was finidi’d in a- ■ 
bout a month ^ and it is one of the raoft magni- 
ficent monuments of 1 imiir’s graudure and 
power. 


CHAP. X. 

• 

Timur fends intendants and d>M<)rs tnto all ' 
the fr evinces of his em^ire^ to examine 
the affairs of particular perfons, * ajid to 
difir ihute bis jufiice and favors amhng the 
people. . * , 


D uring Timur’s Aay at bailaran, the 
principal lords of Iran and Tour an came 
to court with all pofllble magnificence, where 
an afferably of the moft learned men was held. 
The emperor, who was very cniohms in hearing 
the chief qiiefti«ins of the law explain’d, and the 
diftindion between pofitivc commands and thofe 
whicli contain only matter of advice, propos’d 
the moft fublime and .profitable controverfys. 
: Vox.. II. X One 
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BookVJ. One day the converfation fell very a-propos up- 
on Mahomet’s advice, wherein he tells us tiiat 
God orders the princes of this world to prac- 
tife juftice and beneficence : the pious I'imiir 
attended to w<liat was faid, and ferioufly re- 
flecting on it, wou’d not ^^iffer this queftion to 
be ended by difeourfe only, but refolv’d to ac- 
quire the merits of it by pradtifing good works ; 
and then he fpake to ’em as follows. 

“ Kings have always taken the counfel of doc- 
“ tors, when they excite ’em to do good, and 
“ ftrive to turn ’em from evil : how comes it 
“ then that you are filcqt, and neglect to tell 
“ me what 1 ought to do, and what 1 ought to 
“ omit the performance of r” 

'I'hen all the learned men modeftly made an- 
fw er, that his highnefs did not ftand in need of 
the counfcls of perfons of their condition ; but 
that on the contrary, otliers ought to leant how 
to conduCi thtmfelvcs by iraitatijig his example, 
'rimurtold ’em, he did not approve this fort 
•/ of compliments, by which they might c.xpedi: to 
gain his favor; and that what he had laid was 
neither thro vain-glory or intereft : “ For thro the 
“ protection of God, fays he, I am too great a 
“ loriu in this w orld, to ftand in need of fucli 
trifles; but my dcljgn in this refults from the 
“ relleClron I have made,' that each of you 
“ coming ,^om a different kingdom, rauft with- 
“ out doubt be into'rm’d of the ’ affairs which 
“ pafs there, and of the good or bad conduft 
“ of the Derogas, and commiflarys of the Divan. 
“ Communicate therefore to me w hat you know, 
and tell me whether the governors and offi- 
“ cers obferve juftice and the commands of the 
“ law as they ought; that being inform’d of 
“ the evils they commit, I may remedy ’em, 
and deliver the w'eak from opprcllion,” 


imme- 
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Immediately all the doctors •freely declar’d Chap.io. 
their fentiments, applauding the emperor’s in- 
tention ;* and they reprefenitd to his highnefs 
the condition the atfiiirs of tfieir refpcdiv’c pro- 
vinces were in. Whereupon t^is jiiil emperor 
made choice of the pioft learned among ’em, and 
thofe who were moll vers’d in tlie laws of their 
country ; and he nam’d an intendant to with 
each of ’em, to whom he gave a full power to 
make laws, or to difpcnfc with ’em, always ap- 
proving whatever he flioii’d do in relation to juf- 
tice and the obfervafion of the laws ; fo that 
right might be admunfrer’d to tliofe who were 
opprefs’d tliro-oiic all the kingdoms and pro- * 
vinccs of his empire: likewife permitting thefe 
intendants to take out of tlie revenues cf the impe- 
rial treafury of each country, what fiims had been 
extorted from poor perfons by violence againfl 
the ordinary rules, and to reftore the fame to ’em ; 
and alfo to punilh the tyrants in an exemplary 
manner : moreover they were order’d to r*(gifter 
exaftly every thing that fhoH d pafs during thcii* 
commillion, and at their return to give an ac- 
count of it ; that by this means the caufes of 
vexation being entirely rooted out of .the em- 
pire, the people may livft in quiet ana tran- 
quillity. Then Timur made this memorable 
fpcech. ’ • • 

“ My heart- hath always been fet upon the 
etilarging the limits of my vaft empire : but 
“ now I take up a refolurion to ufe all my care 
“ in procuring quiet and feciirity to my fubjefts, 

“ and to render my kingdoms flourilhing. I 
“ will that private perfons addrefs their re- 
quefts and •complaints immediately to my 
“ (elf; that they give me their advice for the 
** good of the Muflulmans, the glory of the 
“ faith, and- the extirpation of the wicked dif- 
X 2 “ tnrbers 
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fi'JokVI. “ turbcrs of the public quiet. I am uiiwilling* 
“ that at tlic day of judgment my poor op» 
“ prefji’d fiibjeds IliouM cry out for visngeance 
againft me : I am not defirous that any of 
my brave foldiers, who have fo often expos’d 
“ their lives in my fervicc, ‘fhoii’d complain a- 
“ gainft me or fortune; for their affliftions 
“ tou<j^l me more than they do them. Let 
“ none of my fabjeds fear to come before me 
" with his complaints ; for my defign is chat 
“ the world fhou’d become a paradife under my 
“ reign, knowing thatwKena prince is juft and 
merciful, his kingdom is orown’d w ith bleifings 
and honors. In^ line, I cfelire to Jay up a 
“ treafure of j'liftice, that my foul may be happy 
" after my death.” 

This fpeech of Timur, in which his piety 
is much to be admirM, was taken dewn by a 
lord who was prefent at the aflembl/, and who 
Wrote at the bottom of it thefe words of the Al- 
coran , give teflimony only to vehat me have feen, 
After this the whole aflcmbly lifted up their 
h.'inds to heaven, and offer’d the following 
prayer : “ O God, who art the lord both of 
“ this woHd and of the next, grant an ever- 
Jafting reign to this" j'uft prince; hearken to 
“ his righteous petitions : and as thou haft fub- 
' j'cdcd tKfc univerfe to him, after a long and 
profperous reign in this w orld;- let him reign 
with thee in glory in the other.’*

Contittaation of the hijlory of the f rimes tvho 
were gone into Irac-Arabi. 

T H E Mirza Rouftcm having join’d the 
Mirza Aboubccre near HilJe, as already 
mention’d, thefe two, princes, who were the 
Rouftcra and Estendiar * of the age, pafs’d the 
river together, and met Cara Youfef 'I'lircoman ’ 
ovcr-againll the town of Sib, on the banks of 
the river Nahrciganam, below Hille. ’I’heyhad 
then but tljrec thoufand men, while Cara You- 
fef had entrench’d himfelf on the other lidedfthe 
river with a numerous army, ready to give bat'- 
tel : and as the Mirza Roudem, being eldcft,. 
ought to have had the lirft rank, the Mirza * . 
AboubeO'e prudently advis’d him to take his poll 
in the main-body ; but the Mirza Rouftcm an- 
fwer’d him, that he was only come to britii fuc- 
cours according to the ordeffs given him ; ehat it 
was better to feparate the army into two bo- 
dys, that they might feach command on^, and fo • 
attack the enemy on both fides. In efteft, the 
Mirza. Rouftem crofs’d the water, and attack’d 
Cara Youfef with all imaginable refolution ; and 
the ^irza Aboubccre did the fame on his part : 
the attack was brave on our fide, and as vigo- 
roufly fuftain'd on the other. In the battel, Yar 
All, brother of Cara Youfef, W'as (hot off his 
horfe with an arrow, and our men immediately

cut 
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Book VI. cut oft’ his head. 'I'hg Emir Seviiulgic diflin- 
giiifh’d himfelf bravely on this occalion, and con- 
tributed very nyuch to the defeat of the cn;;my. 
Cara Youfef fled into Syria with fome of his 
domeftics j but his fubjedls, who coafifted of 
betv ccn ten and fifteen thoufand familys, his 
OJiCOj fheep, and camels were pillag’d by our 
foldicrs. Some, of the Mirza Rouftem’s men 
brought Cara YoufePs wife, the queen of the 
Turcomans, to him in chains: fhewasthemo- 
, ther of Eskender and Eifpende, and was attend- 
ed by the ladys of her court, • and her rela- 
tions- 

Our princes alfo v'anquifh’d Noayr, who was 
abfolute commander of all the Arabian tribes 
of the defart: and they likewife debated feve- 
ral other princes of thefe quarters, who till that 
time had nev cr fubmitted to any conqueror. 

During the rebuilding of Bailacan, Sarck and * 
‘ Cotluc Coja, fons of the Dervich Bukc, Abou- 
becre and Acbirdi Uzbec, officers of the Mirza 
Roufiem, carry’d the happy new s of thefe vic- 
torys to court, wJiere they prcfcnicd to Timur 
the head of Cara YoufePs brother. 

After tlie caufes of the difordefs which Cara 
Youfef ‘‘and other rebels had occafion’d, were 
remov’d, the Mirza Abuubecre employ’d him- 
felt particularly in rendring this country asflou- 
rilhiug as ever : he encourag’d the people, and 
oblig’d ’em to cultivate the lands : and he caus’d 
the city of Bagdad, which was almoft .ruin’d, 
to be rebuilt. ’ ‘ , 



CHAP. 
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C H A P. XlL 

Arrival pf the Mitz.a Omar from Samarcand. 
ContiHuation of what happen'd during the 
building of Bailacan. 

T he fiifi; of Jumaziiilevel S’od, cheMirza Nov. v.5. 

Omar, fon of the Mirza Miran Chali, * 
whom I imiir had rccalM fu'iu Samarcaiid to 
tal;c upon him the {^vermneiic of Azerbijana* 
airii’t! at riie imperial camp before Bailacan, 
where he had the lionor to pay his refpeds ro 
hi.s highncfi. At the iainc time came iilvewile 
to court a Circafllan ofl'icci , the Ion <'>f 'EoimiiMi^ 
with the Ulead of Malck Azeddin king of Lor 
Coutchcc, who had revolted: this olRcer 
brought advice that Maleic had been Hea’d, and 
•his .skin, ftufl'’d with ftraw, hungup in* pub- 
lic view, to ferve as an example to all futiuo* . 
difturbers of the common tranquillity. 

Timur about this time rcfolv’d to perform an 
ad of jiiftice on the pq^fon of tlic Jfamous 
dodor Moulana Cotobeddin Carmi, wlio was 
come to court \with the other qfticers of 
tiic Divan of Chiraz, becaufe of his having * 
tax’d *^he inhabitants of Pars at his departure 
from that plaqe, at the fum of three hundred 
thoufand Dinars Copeglii, ynder pretence of a 
prefent to the emperor. Moulana Sacd, a doc- 
tor of the fame country, who accompany ’d him, 
accus’d him to Timur in a -private audience, 
where the emperor had order’d him to give 
him what ligljt he was able in relation to the 
affairs of Pars. This tyranny having highly of- 
fended his majefty, he immediately pafs’d judg- 
X 4 ment 
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EookA'I. mtnt upon Cotobcddin, and iliii'd our an order 
to tilt' Clicik Dcrvirh Allahi to bind his liands, 
and placing the foil{ 4 ^ branch about his neck, 
to lend him in that manilcr to Chiraz, with the 
lam hehadcxt<;rtcd from the inhabitants, to be rc- 
fio'/d to thdfe who had paijd it. Argoun, inten- 
tiani to Cotobeddin, was condemn’d to bchang’tl 
becaiife of the troubles lie had brought on the peo- 
ple at his mail el ’s order, A dec Lration v as alfo 
pui'dth’d tooifoitn the people ol the dellniLtion of 
tiiti'e tyrants, in retettgeof the w tong tf.cy had 
rctciv’o : aber which the intendancy of the 
iinciices of Chiraz was '■given to Co|a Malck 
Scmriani. 7'he emperor oidcr’d MoulanaSaed 
to return to Chiraz, to declare to the inhabi- 
tants of Pars, that what Moulana Cotobeddin 
had done was not by his order,- in proof of 
V. i' it II Argoun \v as bang’d as foou as they arriv’d 
at Chiraz. 

I’lic follovting friday, tlic inhabitants of the 
fit; m'.d neighboring villages being afl’embled 
' in p/cat multitudes in the old mofquc, Moulana 
Cotobeddin was expos’d w ith ins hands in fet- 
ters, and the fork’d branch about his neck, at 
the foot of the preaclting-chair, which was of 
frec-ftone. Moulana’ Sacd mounting the chair-, 
told the people what the great 'riinur had or- 
' der’d him’, in alluficu to the v ords of Coja A- 
nad Fakili. “ If this kingdom, fays he, has 
“ been ruin’d, don’t impute it to the emperor; 

• for Cotobeddin is only in fault.” AH the 
people applauded w bat he (aid, and prais’d 'l l- 
mur, fo that the rrrfque echo’d out their ac- 
clamations. ’I’hc Ciini of three hundred tlioufand 
Dinais Ccpegiii, which Cotobeddin hadc.xtort- 
ed in the fpacc of two months, was entirely 
rc-i.mbuis’d, according to the regifters of the 

Cadis, 
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Cadis, notarys, and Emirs of the kingdom, to Chapa;, 
thoie from whom it had been taken. ^ 

Thus juftice was done in the peilon of one 
of tiie greateft lords of the' kingdom, which 
ought to eternize tlie memory o/ 'Eimiir’s equi- 
ty. Afrcf this the J4irza Pir Mehcmcd, fun of 
Omar Cljcik, took olt Coiobeddin’s fetters, and 
fork’d branch, and fent him back to Samarcand, 


CHAP. XIII. 

Timur p&JJt’i I ’ns rvinter at Car aba^h- Arran, 
Relation of what happen’d there. 

W HEN Bailacan was entirely rebuilt, Ti- 
iTvur march’d to\\ ards Carabagh, where 
he had already given orders for Corias, or thatch’d 
houfe.s, to be built, to pafs the winter in. Being 
come to thi.s place, he went down into jhc im- 
perial.Coria i and the Mirzas and Neviansquarj- 
Ecr’d in ihofc appointed for them, as did alfo * 
the officers and doraeftics in theirs. Never was 
there feen before fo magniheent a camp of fuch 
vaft, extent. The MirzjRouftem cam^ by the 
road of Coulaghi and Sunatai, according to the 
orders he had receiv’d to repair to thtfCourouIt^r , 
or diet, wliich was to be held at Carabagh, to 
inv'cft the Mirza Omar in the government of 
the kingdom of Hulacou Can. 

In the mean while, on adi ice of the revolt of 
Eskender Cheiki, who with I’imur’s permiflion 
was return’d to his principality of Demavend 
and Firouz Couh, Solyman Chah had orders to 
go to Rei to obferve Eskender’s motions. The 
Mirza Rouffem was fent to affift Solyman in tiiis 
aflair: and they had orders, phat if Esktnder 

ftou’d 
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k/'V^ obedience, to give him a hancifom reception ; 
but on the contrary, if he continu’d obftinatc in 
his revolt, they (hon’d draw together all the in- 
fantry of Com." Cachan and Dcigiiu/in, and pur- 
fuc and exterminate hirrtl wherever they cou’d 
find him. The Mirza Ronftem and the Emir 
Solyinan Chah immediately departed to exe- 
cute this order. 

'I’hen the Emir Cheik Ibrahim, king of Chir- 
van, prepar’d a great banquet to regah' ihc \\ lioio 
court j he made a prefent to 'I'iinur of fcvcial 
pearls, beautiful women iEives, handfom boys, 
cuirahes, belts, arms, and a thoufatul led-horfcs : 
he alfo made fine prelcnts to the eirtprelles, prin- 
ces, and chief pcrlons of the ifatc, and dul 
w'hat he cou’d to difeover fume marks of his 
afledion to all the lords. * 

About this time N'our Elonerd, fon of the Sul- 
tan Ahmed Gclair, about eighteen tears of age, 
having been born during the war, was brought 
'from Irac-Arabi. The venerable Chcrif Scid 
Berelte then alfo arriv’d at court : the pious 'I’i- 
mur went our of his tent to meet him.' 'Ehe 
Santon having perceiv’d him, (lung oft his tur- 
bant, and paid his compliments of condolence 
on the death of the Mirza, Mehemcd Sultan. 

. Timur embrac’d him, ^nd wept a long time with 
him. 

The doctors. Imams, and lawyers of Tran- 
foxiana, Kech, Samarcand, Bocara, Termed, 
and other places, as the fons of the Gan of 'I'er- 
med, Coja Abdelcvel, Coja Afamcddini, Coja 
Afdal Kechi, Abdelhamid and Abdelrahman, 
fons of the Cheik Elillam of Kech, and other 
great lords of thefe kingdoms, came to court, 
where tliey were admitted to an audience : they 
i paid their compliments of condolence on the 

death 
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death of the Mirza Mehemcd Sultan, and en-Chap.15. 
deavor’d to jomfort the emperor by good coun- l/VV 
fels uken out of tluj Alcoran md the fayings of 
Mahomet. Id eftedj after they, had fomewhat 
madcrated hisafilid^n, he w^s t>leas’dco have 
’em difpute before him on feme quellions of learn- 
ing and religion ; which they did every evening, 
after I’imurjiad done with the affairs of Hate. 

One of the moil confidcrable events which 
happen’d during Timur’s Aay at Carabagh, was 
thwat the fecrctaiy's qf the Divan of Kirman had 
taken Tdecou’s awoimt, in which they had fee 
down in his name an caccirivo fura. Timur be- 
ing inform’d of it during the building of Bai- 
lacan, apply’d hirafelf to find out the truth of it 
in the Divan ; but the priucefs Boiiyan Aga, 
daiighter'of 1 imur’s uncle ", prefented her fell * Hadgi 
big with child by Idccou, with her daughter 
Agatche i -and compounded for it, by promifiiig ' 
he fhou’d pay a hundred Tomans Copeghi, and 
to which Idecou confenred, obliging hiftfclf to 
pay that fum to the imperial treailiry. Thcli . 
he was confirm’d in the government of Kirman, 
and permitted to return home, wit;|i orders at 
his arrival at Kirman to fend back fr^ thence 
to court the Sultan Bayazid, his brother’s fon, 
who had been dirpatch’d thither in Jiis place, at 
I^ecou’s departure for court. * . 

Timur fent Anoucherouan, fon of Bey an Aga, 
to Tauris, to receive the revenues of Azerbijana : 
and he gave the government of Sari to Pir Me- 
fiemed Poulad, one of the Emirs of the Mirza 
Charoc. At thc fame timeBic Mule Aga, wife 
of the Mirta Pir Mehcmed Gehanghip, fet out 
from Gaznin and Candahar for court, with her 
• three fonsCaled, Buzandger and Sultan Mehdi, 
who were then very young ; £he paid her rc- 
fpefts to the emperor, and prefented him with 
I ■ fcvcral 
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rioficys. 

# 


CHAP.' XIV. 

*The emperor Jends the Mirzx Charoc to 
Ghilaa. 

A S the princes of Ghilan were nor come to 
court, but had opjy font a few fmall 
prefenrs, I’imur refolv’d to march againft ’em ; 
he fent thither the Caraoul, or vanguard, com- 
manded by Deryai Coutchin, Belal, Mehemed 
brother of Ali Sultan Tavachi, Bayazid, Bo- 
rouldai, and Bchloul Bcrlas, whom he order’d 
to pafs tire winter iutheforeft on the frontiers 
of Ghilan ; and he lilcewife fent the Mirza 
Charoc to KzcJygadgeat the head of his troops. 
This prince immediately fet out, accompany ’d 
by his fon the Mirza Ibrahim Sultan, with his 
body of ten thoufand men, the Emir Gehan 
Chah, the.jCheik Ibrahim, Rouftem Tagi Bouga, 
the Seid,,^Coja fon of tlie Cheik Ali fiehader, 
and other generals of Tomans with their troops; 
and they Hop’d at Kzelygadgc, expefting ocher 
orders. 

As foon as the princes of Ghilan had receiv'd 
advice of the army’s march towards their.coun- 
try, they were, difquieted, abandon’d their for- 
mer refolution, and conlented to pay a great 
fura under the name of Carage.- Charoc fent 
an exprefs to adrertife the court of this ,• and 
made fevcral perfons fet out to receive the tri- 
bute. 

The Seid Razi Kya, one of the princes of 
Deylein, >vbo was of Malwmct’s race, and .dif- 

, tinguilh’d 
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tinguifli’d by bis kndli^ledg of the tjcllcs-Zettres, Chan.r4. 
and the Emir Mehemed Kechti, alfo a prince 
of. that country, departed together for court 
with magnificent prefents: and each of the 
comm*anders of Ghilan fent prefents and ebnfi- 
derable fums of mony. Being arriv’d at court, 
they kifs’d fhe foot of the throne, and humbly 
offer’d their juefents, faying that they were and 
h,;(l ays been obedient to his highnefs •, that 
liiey h..d us’d* all their endeavors to colled the 
films of tlie Garage; and’ that they had re- 
idlv’d to live and die in perfect fubmiffion to the 
empert'-r’s orders. ^ 

'Fimur ; ;.i' o ’em veils, and liighly honor’d ’em : . 

and .! Ik- ''eid Razi Kya was of Mahomet’s 
5, sec, he W'as pleas’d to treat him in a very 
hantifom manner, and gratify ’d him with tea 
rlioufand M^insoffilk, that is, w'ith fifteen thon- 
f.;nd Mans of legal weight, with feven thou- 
fiind horfes and three thoufand oxen, to be ta- 
ken out of what the people had promis’d to pay 
for the Carat^c impo.s’d on their country * he ^ 
gave thc’iulf of it to the Emir Mchcmed, with 
a third of wliat remain’d due ; and- he iflu’d out 
an order for the receivers to pay ’em thefy fums. 

Timur likewile gave the Seid Razi tijc go- 
vernment of the calftle of Kemac, on the fron- 
tiers of Natolia, which Chams, a relation of 
the Emir Abbas, formerly poffefs’d ; and he fent 
him ihitlier with troops. 

During the winter-quarters at Carabagh, the 
Cherif Seid Bereke fell lick > and tho his phy- 
ficrans employ’d all their skill, and adminifter’d 
the moft excellent remedys, they con’d do him 
no good ; fo that this great perfon pafs’d from 
this world into the other with an entire refigna- 
tion to the will of God. Timiir was fenfibly 
afflidlcd, and w'ept bitterly at the death of hi$ 
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BookVI. beft fiiend;, and afterwards he caus’d his coffin 
to be carry’d to Andecoud, to be there bury’d. 
Then he gave the governments of Hamadan, 
Nehavend, Ouroudgerd, Lircoutchelf, and their 
dependences, to the Mirza Eskender. 


CHAP. XV. 

Arrival of fotne primes from Merdin And 
Vajlan, A fAtnous funeral hanquei made 
for the late Mtrza Mehemed Sultan. 

W INTER being paft, Malek IflTa, prince 
of Mprdin, came to court with fevcral 
prefents, bringing with him his daughter, who 
was betroth’d to the Mirza Abonbe.crc. Malek 
Azeddin Chir came alfo from Vail an with pre- 
fents of abundance of horfes to 7’imur, who gave 
him a handfom reception. 

About this time the emperor iflU’d out a gene- 
ral order to all the greater and lefler officers of 
the kingdom of Hulacou Can, reliding in Azer- 
bijana and Irac-Arabi, to fend each a brother, 
or one of their relations, to refide at Sa,raar- 
cand ; and that this projed might be executed 
without (delay, he order’d fevcral officers to re- 
pair tp the refpeftive places, to bring ’em away 
forthwith. 

In the month of Ramadan, Timur made a 
funeral banquet for the prince Mehemed Sultan, 
in which the poor were principally regal’d. , 'Phe 
Chcrifs, dodors, and Infams of all parts, were 
at the banquet, and took their places according 
to their ranks and dignitys. The entire Alco- 
ran w'as read over, and thefeaft concluded with 
prayers for the repofe of the Mirza’s foul. Af- 
terwards 
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icrwarus tlie princefs Cnnzadc wynt t* Sulra- Ofeap.r5. 
nia, aiul t rati (ported (Voin thenrc to Samarcand 
the Miiza’s coffin, which had lain in the tomb 
of ilic prophet Caidar, 

J rmur after this oi der’d a famruts cliace in rite 
plains of Attain, beyond the Ar:!xcs, in which 
the iirmolf magnificence appear’d. I'iie dogs 
had coverings of far tin imbroider’d w ith gold, 
and the hunting-leopards had cliains of gold fet 
V itii precious hones about their uccl.s ; there was 
an infinite iliin.bcr of (Grecian grey hounds, fo 
efleem ti lor their fw ifincfs, as alio a \ cry uncom- 
mon and e.scellent kind of beagles ; but.what 
were molt remarkable, w ere huge European maf- 
tiffs, ;’s ffroiig as tlie lions of Airica, as terrible 
as tigers roii.s’u up to the light, and asfwift as 
arrows. After three days the circle began to 
clofe, and yic llaughccr, which is call’d Camar- 
michi, was made iiptm an infinite number of 
wild beads, as lious, autilopes, roc-bucks, as 
well of the mountains as of the pl.un.s, and alfo 

Aftcr'the hunting w', as over, Timur return’d to * • 
the camp, where he dilLributedamong tiie Chcrifs, 
dodorsand Imams of Samarcand, Kcch,,ijocara, 
and other rirys of IVanfoxiana, an innunjtrablc 
quantity of uncommon curiofitys, which lie had 
taken from the kiiTgdom of Natolia^ among 
w'hich were fevcral handfom (luhs, belts of gold, * 
beautiful horfes, mules, womcn-Ilas'cs and boys ; 
after vvhich lie permitted ’em to return home, 
w hich they did, loading his highnefs with their 
praift'S and thanlcs. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, XVI. 

Tifnur*s return from a cAwpAin of fevenyeArs. 

T imur having made himfclf maflfer, 
during his campain of feven years, of the 
kingdoms oi Natolia and Syria with their de- 
pendences,- and having oblig’d the inhabitants 
of Grand-Cairo, the capital of Egypt, to coin 
the mony, and read the Coutbe, which is the 
friday-prayer for the reigning prince, in his 
name*and titles j the Egyptians having alfo fub- 
mitted to pay an annual tribute ; and Timur 
having likewife fulfil’d the precept of the Al- 
coran in making war on the Chiiftians of Geor- 
gia, whofc pride and power he afluag’d: he 
found that to crowm the triumphs of his happy 
life, he had no more to conquer in all Afia than 
the empire of China, the inhabitants of which 
were infidels. Whereupon he immediately rc- 
folv’d on that conqueft, and departed from Ca- 
April 8. rabagh the 14 th of Ramadan 8o5, which an- 
»704* fwers-yo the year of the Monky, For Samar- 
cand. He crofs’d the Araxes on a bridge; and 
encarop’dt on the other fide in a meadow near 
Nimet-Abad, one of the towns on the canal of 
Berlas, W'hich canal he had dug himfeif, as wc 
faid before : and he w'as join'd here by the 
Mirza Charoc, who according to order had ta- 
ken the road to Kzelygadge.

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CHAP. XVIL 

« 

Timur invejls the Mirza Onur f» the empire bf 
• HtfUcou Ca». 

A BOUT’ this time a great feaft was made 
at court on occafion of the emperor’s 
giving tlic Mirza Omar the government of the 
empire oi Hulacou Can, for \\ hich he iflu’d one 
his letters-patent lign’d with the imperial feal, 

W'hich was the iiuprcfnt)n of hisred hand. This 
empire contain’d the coimtrys of Azerbijana, 
the kingdom of Roum or Natolia as far as Gon- 
ftantinoplc ; and Syria as far as Egypt. The 
princes who govern’d the kingdoms of Ears and 
the two Ifacs, were commanded to obey his 
orders, and allift at his diets. Timur gave him 
the troops and officers of the Mirza Miran 
Chah, and permitted him to depart at the •fame 
time: be nam’d for his principal officers, who * . 
were to iiavc penfions, the Emirs Gchan Chah, 

Rouftem fon of the Emir. Mouffa, Tevckkul 
Berlas, Juncid Bourouldai, qnd others ; aVj,} gave 
him ten thoufand horfe, recommending to him 
to do nothing contrary to the Icntimci^t.sof the 
Emir Gehan Chah. Then 'I’imur prefented to * 
this ^new king of the Modes a crown, a veil:, 
a belt fet with precious itoncs, and a horfe with 
a faddle of gold ; and to each of tiia Emirs a 
robe and a belt. 

'Ehe prince then took Icat^c, and paid his re- 
fpedfs to the emperor, who tenderly embrac’d 
him as w'cll as the Emirs, and then di fmjfs’d ’em. 

The Emir Gehan Chah cou’d not refrain from 
tears at parfing from jhc emperor and court, be- 
caufe of his long alfedion to his highnels. T’i-

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Clieilt Ibrahim, Malek Ifla the Sultan of Merdin, 
Malek Aztddin Chir, Kuftendil a Georgian, 
'J’izec, Dialek, and Bcftam, whom he order’d 
to attend on* the Mirza Omar, who took his 
road thro the delightful cQ intry of Alatac* 
Timur departed from this place, and hunted 
in his march. After a day’s journy he encamp’d 
in a meadow on the bank of the river Abag- 
loc, otherwife nam’d Tchaybelaroud, where he 
ilaid to the end of R^amadan. 

Timur celebrated the feaft of the grand Bai- 
ram with great devotion and pomp. Moulana 
■ Kezameddin Chanabi, one- pf the moft eloquent 
doftors of the age, who had wrote part or the 
hiftory of Timur, preach’d that day, read the 
Coutbe, and perform’d the ceremonys of prayer. 
Several alms and pious gifts were diftribiited ; 
and the feaft was finifti’d by a magnificent ban- 
quet, in w'hich were ferv’d up abundance of the 
moft excellent difhes and w'ines. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

Continuation of the.hifiory of the Mirza RouJ~ 
tern and the Emir Solyman Qhahy who were 
fent towards Kei. 

T H E Mirza Rouftem and the Emir.Soly- 
marcChah, who were gone to Rei to 
gain intelligence of what Eskender Cheiki was 
doing, being arriv’d at that country, found 
that Eskender had revolted, and having fortify 'd 
the citadel of Firouz Couh, and plac’d in it his 
fon and family, had fled to the mountains in the 
forefts of Tchelaoun and Roiiftepidar. Our 
fenerals ftaid t^fenty day^at Tahran in the pro- 
vince 
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vincc of Rei ;■ and having got together the in- Chap. t8. 
fantry of Rei, Com, Cachan, Save and Derg- L»'’VNJ 
huzin, to the number of two thoufand, rliey 
departed in purAiit'of Eskendcr, enter'd the 
foreft of Rouilemdar, and belidg’d the fortrefs 
of Nour,« which thty took and raz’d. Malek 
Keyoumerres came to find ’em in this place ; and 
as he was at variance with Eskendcr, they 
feiz’d him, and fent him to Eskendcr: “ Be- 
“ hold, fay they, w'e fend you your enemy, 

“ that you may fee we arc w'iliing to accommo- 
“ date matters with you : therefore fufpeft no- 
thing, but come '^^rhout delay to meet us. 

If you return to 'your obedience, we’ll make a 
treaty with you in the name of Timur : you 
“ have fpent part of your life in his ferv ice; don’t 
root up the tree w hich you have planted. 

Eskendcr dar’d not come to ’em becaufe of 
his revolt, but endeavour’d to ftrike up an ac- 
commodation w'ith Kyoumerres, and as well by 
threats as promifes, engag’d him to be «f his 
party. . Then having fworn a reciprocal friend-* . 
lliip, they join’d againft us, and committed afts 
of hoftility. Whilft the court was encamp’d on 
the bank of the river A^loc, a courW came 
from the Emir Solyman Chah, w ho gave^advice 
to the emperor of what had happen’dj Where- 
upon Timur immediately refolv’d to march thi- * 
ther in perfon, and fent orders to the, Emir 
Mezrab, lieutenant-general of Coraflana, to 
inarch with Ins troops by the road of Sari and 
Ancol, to revenge him on Eskendcr. 

‘The yell of Chaw'al S 06 , . an officer of the 3®' 
Mirza Calil Sultan arriv’d from Tranfoxiana, 
who alTur'd the emperor from that prince thaf 
the affairs of thofe parts w ere in a very good 
condition, and that the people enjoy’d pet feet 
peace and tranquillity.

CHAP. 
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CHAP.' XIX. 

Twur fends the Mir&A E/kender and the Emir 
Chamelie before the refi towards Ret. 

T H E emperor being arriv’d at Ardcbil, 
lent the Emir Chamelie and Fir Ali Sel- 
duz, with a thoufand.men, to Rei before the 
others, with orders to get together the foldicrs 
of the Arabian tribes and t^e herds of Caladge, 
Turks who dwell about Save, Com, Cachan, 
Tchara and Perahan, as far as Kcrchioud, and 
to form ’em into a body to join the army ; and 
he order’d the Misza Eskender to join the Mirza 
Rouflemand the Emir Solyman Chali 

Timur having pafs’d by Ardcbil and Myana, 
went down to ^rtchern, where he found Dou- 
ladi'governor of Av'cnic, who waa come thither 
• ' to pay his refpefts to him. Timur tenderly em- 
brac’d him bccaufe of his former fcrvices, and 
having, given him a veil and belt, faid to him, 
“ arc not certain we fhall ever be able to 
“ fee each other again j but don’t negled in- 
“ formiog your felt of what fliall pafs at ray 
“ court. 'I’he Sultan Ahmed Gelair is at pre- 
“ fc»t retir’d, and in a low condition, fo there’s 
“ nothing to be fear’d from him : but be upon 
“ your guard againft the Turcoman prince Ca- 
“ ra Youfef.” Then Timur difmifs’d his old 
friend, 

Timur departed from Sertchem, and arriv'd at 
May Sultania.the 2 oth of Chawal 8o(5, to which place 
came the perfons who had been fent into Ghilan 
to receive the moay we mention’d before ; they 
brought thcac£ a great q^uantity of mbny, horfes, 
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flufts, and curiofitys. The emperor 'departed ChajM^. 
next day but one from Sultania, and after fomc 
days journy arriv’d at Casbin, to which place 
the.Mirza Aboubeci»c came poll in nine days 
frorn Ardebil by the road of K'^las, having for 
his attendance Pir IJuflein Berks and Sevindgic. 

He paid his refpedts to his highnefs, and befonglit 
him to permit the Mirza^ Miran Chah, his fa- 
ther, go to- Bagdad, to relidc there with liim : 
which requdft w'as granted, Miran Chah re- 
ceiv’d a gratification of four hundred thoufand 
Dinars Co^eglii a hundred horfes, and feveral 
toys, and tiicn returnld to Suitania, 

'rimuf being gone from Casbin to Saouc- 
Boiikc, gave the Mirza Aboubccrc two hundred 
horfes, a hundred pair of cuirafl'es, and a hun- 
dred thoufand Dinars Copeghi : he order’d him 
to meet the Emir Solyman Chah, and march • 
with him againft Eskendcr Cheiki. The em- 
peror alfo made a prefent to Chaiiimulc, wife of 
Aboubecre, and daughter of the Emir JHadgi 
Scifed^in, of the lordihip of Dudgyail, depeii; 
dent on Bagdad ; .and this princefs then return’d ' 
to Suitania. 

Aboubecre having caus’d the fnow<o be re- 
mov’d, afeended the moufltain of Acabify 1’ala- 
goun, and join’d the Mirza Rouflem at Kad- 
gyour, the Mirza tskender, and the^mir Soly- , 
man Chah, who were all encamp’d there with 
a good trench round ’em, fortify’d with branches 
of trees ; and they flaid here twenty days, till 
the arrival of the army. Having receiv’d frefh 
orders to fall upon Eskender, they departed to 
that end ; and as the country w’as entirely co- 
ver’d with wt)od, thpy cut down the tfees to 


1 A I)inar Ck)peghi is a ducat of gold, in value fevenlivrer, 
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Book VI. open a way crofs, and mended the palTages which 
had beenrtiin’d with planks; and thus they purfu’d 
Eskender, killing all the enemys they met. 

Timur enter’d the meadow of Rci the firA of 
1404*' encamp’d in the plain of Sari 

Camich : he order’d the fpperfluous .equipages 
to be condufled by the road of Rei and Khou- 
var. Bic Mule Aga, wife of the Miiza Pir 
Mchemed, had leave to return with her^fons to 
Gaznin and Candahar. The Emir ChaWeddin 
Abbas and others, who had the care of tranf- 
porting the Caratatars and colonys,* which had 
remov’d from Azerbijana,. had orders to take the 
road of Khouvar and Sernnan. Then the Emir 
Chamelic, who had fet out before, arriv’d at Rci. 

, Timur being come to the caftle of Ghulken- 

dan, which lay in ruins, lituate at the foot of 
mount Demavend, examin’d it, and gave orders 
for its being rebuilt of ftone and mortar, and 
render’d as flourifhing as before. From thence 
havin" pafs’d by Demavend at the head of his 
.army rang’d in order of battel, be arriv’d at 
Firouzoouh.

CHAP. XX. 

, TJIff t*kwg tf the cftadel of Brouzccuh, 

A mong the Urongeft places mention’d 
in hiftorVj none deferves more notice than 
the citadel of Firouzcouh, lituate on the ridge 
of a mountain, with walls of the utmoft ftrength, 
Uay 31. On tbe pth of Zilcade 8od, the ‘imperial ftan- 
1404. dard arriv’d there, and the troops form’d the 
fiege, encamping at all the avenues Vound about 
it, E\eryoaeha\in3 taken his poll, chcmachines 
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and arms neccll^ry were got ready; the tlirowers Chap.*o, 
of wild-firc began the affault, and were fccond- lySOJ 
ed by the braveft men of the army, who expos’d 
their lives with the grcatell intrepidity. And 
as oile of the towers of the place was built at 
the foot of the motint^n, on the bink of the river, 
and the walls of that tower were rais’d as high 
as the level of the mountain, the bclieg’d made 
ufe of it to draw up w ater out of the river ^ 
but our men turn’d the courfe of the river from 
the foot of the mountain, and fpoil’d the water 
which was left. This oblig’d the befieg’d to 
fally out to hinder 'enj, being tefolv’d rather to 
die than fuffer this. , 

During night an officer of the Mirza Ibrahim 
Sultan, accompany’d by Mehcraed Azad, Cheilt 
Bchloul, fieyantencour, Acbouga, and other 
brave men, got up one after another to the loot 
of the walls. They were perceiv’d by the be-^ 
fieg’d, who ran thither in great numbers, fought 
with all their llrength, and wounded feveral of 
our men : but day being come, all the fdldicrs 
afeended ti)e mountain by difterent places, and* • 
gave a general aflault. The fon of Eskender 
Cheiki, governor of the caftle, and all t^e ffthers, 
perceiving the. intrepidity with which tlytyvere 
attack’d, were fdzM with fear, tho the garifoq 
confifted of three hflndred men, or rather giants 
of Mazendran, or fatyrs of the fbreft. Their 
inquietude oblig’d ’em to fend feveral of their 
men to I’imur, to beg quarter with fubmiffion. 

The emperor gave thefe meOengers veils, and 
treated ’em with abundance of kindnefs : where" 
upon they were no fooner return’d to the place, 
than Eskendee’t fon, and all the reft of the offi- 
cers and foldiers, came to caft themfelves at the 
emperor’s feet, and deliver up the caftle, which 
the troops enter’d* ^ud made all the iohabicanta 
Yi gQ 
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Book VI. go out, that tbcy might be tranfported to ano- 
thcr place. Tluis this ftrong citadel, whofe 
top feem’d to reach the heavens, was taken 
after two days fiege : 'I'imur left there, as go- 
vernor, Zenghi Touni with a good garifon.' 

Junes. iNCxt day, the iith ot ^ilcade 8o(5, "'rimijr 
took horfc, and w ent to incamp in a meadow 
half a league from thence. He fent back to Sa- 
marcand the empredes Serai Mule Canum and 
T'oi-iman Aga, with the Mirzas Oluc-Bcc, I- 
brsiiim Sultan, Aidgcl, and Sadvaccas, who 
dcj-.:ni.:d by the road of Sultan Mcidan : and 
aherv. ards the emperor niarcli’d agaiiiil Eskender 
Ciic.ks 

Then advice was brought that the Caratatars, 
being arriv’d near the town of Damgan, had 
wounded liu ir Dercga, and were revolted ; the 
Dcrog? oi another band, which match’d after 
’em, difeover’d 'I'angribirmich, wlio lay upon 
the cartli naked and wounded, and fcarce alive, 
and carry ’d liim into the town to drefs his 
wciinds. The otiicr bands hearing this, re- 
lolv’d to fly ; upon w’hich the Emir Chamfeddirt 
Abbas, Atilmich, Chalveli fon of Sevindgic, 
and the, other captains of companys who had 
the coa lud of the bands, fell fword in hand upon 
thefc miferabic wretches, of whom they dc- 
llroy’d a g.cat number y and either within the 
town of D.tmgan, or near it, flew about three 
thoiifand upon the fpot, fo that the dead bodys 
hop’d up tlic padage of the ftreets. Several fled 
into the torefis of -Eftar-Abad, and the Emir 
Cli.imfcddin brought away the reft. 

^ I'imur cn .advice of this immediately fent 
away Rcyan Coiitchin, Fazcl, fon of Seifelmu- 
lonc, fon of Hadgi Scifeddin, Dan^Coja, Roul- 
tem Puul.id, and Comari Behader,' w ith fifteen 
hundred hoifc, in purfuitof the fugitivQS* The

found that fonu cf i.iic Cara c.^t.trs Jiad been 
(Jain, Qthtjrs lied, anji others brought away by 
the Emir Chainfcddin and tke Deiogas. Beyan 
Cotitchin, and the others who went out firft in 
purfuit of tlie fugitiVv' s, pals’d by Bfltam, rrofs’d 
the mountain of Eengheroud, enter’d the foreft 
of Mazendran, and join’d rlu- Carararars at 
Caratitgan, on the fl ore or the (..ifpian lea ; 
and tho tlic 'I’anars a' ere far more numerous, 
yet tiiey attack’d ’em immediately, and having . 
happily defeated ’em. Hew above a thoiiftnd, 
and took more than ten thoufand familys prifo- 
ners. After this expedition Beyan Coutchin re- 
turn’d to c»urr. 

When tKe emprelles, v ho had taken the road 
toSamarcand with the baggage, were arriv’d at ^ 
Beftam, the officers who conduced the JJirza 
Charor/s baggage, parted from the reft, and, 
went to Herat by the "way of Nichabour ,• and 
Serai Mule Canum and 'I’ouman Aga went by 
the road of Jadgerom and Efferain with the 
greateft baggage. • #

CHAP. XXI. 

Timur marches to Tchelao. 

T imur being accuftom’d to execute the 
greatcft*part of his enterprizes himfelf, he 
march’d in perfon againft Eskender Cheiki : and 
as the Mirza*Charoc was fallen fick, he return’d 
to Herat with the oiiiccrs of his houfliold, 

while 
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Book VI. while his Emirs and troops follow’d the impc- 
rial army to Tchclao, at which place they ar- 
riv’d in a few days, aitho the ways were over 
high mountains, and thpo deep vallys. J’ho 
troops being arriv’d at the mountain of 7 che- 
lao, the ungrateful Eskendex w'as oblig’d, to fly, 
and retire into the dcHle call’d hell. 

June II. The 2 oth of Zilcadc 'rimiir arriv’d at Tche- 
lao ; from whence, nor being able to find Ef- 
jkender, he departed the fame day. In this road 
is a very deep defile full of woods, always 
cover’d with mifts and fogs ; in the middle of 
which is a great and extremely rapid torrent, 
which can neither be forded nor fw'um over. 
The great difficulty there is in palling this defile 
is the reafon of its being nam’d the defile of 
hell : and as Eskendcr had broke the bridge over 
the torrent, after having pafs’d it, Timur w'as 
oblig’d to build another. The foldiers fliortly 
^ built one of wood, on which forty brave officers 
pafs’d firll, and were follow’d by five hundred 
.men, whom they commanded. Youfef Bcrlas 
afterwards crofs’d it with Coiithin I'ouchcal, 
as did the Seid Ceja, fon of the Cheik Ali Heha- 
der ; and at length the Mirza Sultan Huflein, 
follow’d by the Emir Cheik Noureddin, who 
got up to the ridge of the mountain of the defile, 
cutting down the trees to open a paflage in 
fearch of Eskendcr. Timur alfo pafs’d the- 
bridge, and encamp’d on the top of a mountain 
where there w ere no trees, but continual rains 
and fogs. At this place Timur gave audience to 
the Seid Jfmael of Kerfecan, one of the lords of 
Termed. 

Timur fent foldiers into all the'forefts to find 
Eskendcr, affigning ’em for guides the Cherifs of 
Mazendtan. 


Among 
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Among thofe who went in feancli of Esken- Chap.zr. 
dcr, the captains Deryay Coutchin, Chaditnnlc 
Berlas, the Cheik Mehemed Coutchin, Bic'l’e- 
mour Coutchin, Codadad Tchoura, and Vefa- 
dar, ’met him on the 26th of ^ilcade 8o5, in June 17. 
the middle.of a wood^ear the Cafpian fea. The 
Ci.eik Dervich Allahi was fdz’d with fear, and 
turn’d back on pretence of bringing Youfef Berks 
with more expedition to back ’em, he being 
behind ’em with his troops. 

In the mean while Eskender, at the head of 
two hundred foot and thirty horfe of his ac- 
quaintance, fally’d out of his little camp, and 
prepar’d to attack our men, W'ho were but tweiKy * 
in number, and were not ignorant of Eskender’s 
valor, having feen him feveral times in aSion ; 
for intrepidity and courage were hereditary to 
him, being defeended in a right line from Bigen 
fori of Keyou, aud Banoii Kechafpe dauglitcr of 
the great Rouftem, as may be feen in the Chali 
Name or Fardaoufi, which makes Bigen /peak 
thefe w;ords, “ My grandfather was a lion in , 

“ battel, my father was the great Keyou : this 
“ day you fhall behold my prodigious exploits,” 

Our twenty men, notwithftanding thisf fearing 
Timur’s reproache?, refolv*d rather to d<o than 
fly, refleSing that if the time deftin’d for their 
death was come, the*y might as well die here as , 
in another place ; fo they collcded all their cou- 
rage’, and confiding in the ordinary good fortune 
of Timur’s arms, difeharg’d thpir arrows. Ef- 
kender, follow’d by his horfemen, attack'd ’em 
feveral times, with their pikes; but our men fo 
dexteroufly ply’d him, that he cou’d not only 
gain no grouhd, but (hamefully turn’d his 
back before a handful of men, with all his foi- 
diers. Ingratitude is the fource of all misfor- 
tunes, Eskeflderhad preferv’dhis honor, if he 
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BookVi. had not abandon’d T imur, from whom he had 
receiv’d fo many favors* 

After Eskender was fled into the foreft, oiir 
fcouts quarter’d in his camp, not knowing.what 
road he had taken* Then Youfef Berlas arriv’d 
with Seifelmulouc and H^dgi Abdalja, who al- 
fo enter’d Eskender*s camp, which they entire- 
ly pillag’d j carrying away abundance of hor- 
fes, mules, fluffs of gold, and other riches* 
They were join’d there by the Mirzas Rouflem 
and Aboubecre, accompany’d by the Emirs Sc- 
vindgic and Solyman Chah, who came from the 
left. At break of day, .there appear’d in the 
, mountain fbmething glittering, whith advanc’d 
towards ’em. The Emir Sevindgic march’d to 
the left towards the mountain and forefls in 
fearch of Eskender : aking with him his nephew’ 
Leherafp and all his men, and met tlfe Emir Aii, 
Eskendcr’s fon, with his daugliter, wives and 
domeftics, wIk) were all made flaves. 


CHAP. XXII. 

between the Mirza Sultan Hujfein and 
Eskender Cheiki. The flight of the latter, 

^ ' ' 

I ^ H E Mirza Sultah Hiiflcin, and the Seid 
Jl Coja fon of fhe Cheik Ali fiehadery join’d 
our fcouts with feventy men, and enter’d with 
'em into the woods in fearch of Eskender. They 
met him about noon in the midft of this foteft, 
having with him two hundred foot and fifty 
horfc, w'ho prepar’d to defend tlvemfelves. The 
Mirza Sultan Huuein fell furioufly upon Esken- 
der, and immediately retreated as if he wou’d 
have fled. T'hc enemy, who thought to im- 
prove 
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pr(tVc this fecmtng advantage, fally’d ou< of the Chap.22. 
wood to fall upon our men ; but they turn’d 
upon ’em foddenly in good order, and made 
a crua] {laughter of the foot. Vefadar perform’d 
whatever cou’d be expeded from a great man j 
, but was w'ounded wdtll a lance in his face, which 
llruck out his teeth : yet this did not hinder 
his fighting. Two horfemcn of Tchelao were 
made prifonCrs by the officers of the Mirza Sul- 
tan Hullein ; and Eskender perceiving himfelf 
vanquifti’d, re-enter’d the woods, and went out 
by the fide towards Ghilan. He was never 
heard of more ; tho fomc fay that he took the 
habit of a monk, while others afl'urc us that he • 
died thrO grief in the woods. 

The Mirza Sultan Hull'ein font one of the men 
who were taken to I'imur by Gazan Dervich. 

The empefor was then encamp’d in the moun- 
tain we fpoke of before, and order’d the man 
to inform him what he knew of Fiskender. 

' The Mirza Sultan Hirifein at his returji met 
on th',. fhore of the Cafpian fea the Mirzas* 
Rouftera and Aboubecre, W'ith the Emirs So- 
lyman Chah and Cheik Noureddin, v'ho had 
been in fearch of Eskender ; they marc^i’d toge- 
ther along the fea- fide ne*ar three Icagufs, ad- 
vancing towards Ghilan. They encamp’d there, 
and were join’d by the Emir MezVab Yacou, • 
who had likewife been feeking Eskender with the 
troops of Coraflana by the road of,An?oland 
Sari. , Then all the Emirs, departed together for 
the imperial camp. Timur,’ notwithftanding all 
the* fatigues they had undergone, reprov’d ’eta 
for not having continu’d topurfue Eskender, and 
fent ’em all oack again on the fame account 
with the Emir Chamelic. They fatigu’d them- ^ 
felvcs exceedingly in the woods, which were 
very miry, becaufe of the continual rains, which 
^ hinder’d 
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■“ookVI. hinder’d their encampment. On advice of this, 
Timur fent orders for ’em to return. 

Then the emperor decamp’d from the moun- 
tain, and croffing the bridge over the torrt^nt in 
the defile of hell, went to encamp before the 
caftle of Noiir in the province of Rouftemdar. 
The foldiers brought before him Eshender’s ne- 
phew, and others of his relations, with feveral 
of his officers : he gave ’em a handfom recep- 
tion, and granted ’em quarter. 

During night an exprefs came from the Mirzas 
Aboubecre and Sultan Hufiein, and from the 
Emir Solyman Chah, with advice of their ar- 
rival at the torrent of the defile of hell, which 
they coil’d not pafs by reafon the bridge was 
broken. Timur immediately fent to ’em Melie- 
med Azad and Toukel Baourtchi, with thirty 
watermen of the Gihon, having foe their chief 
Ourdouchah, who with their ufual dexterity 
built a bridge, on which the Mirzas crofs’d the 
torrent with their troops, and return’d to join 
his highnefs. 

The army pafs’d the night in the fame place, 
and next day march’d to the caftle of Harli to- 
wards Ghilan: and Timur being arriv’d at 
Kelari Decht, encamp’d fome days in that mea- 
dow, where the Emir Cayafeddin Ali, fonof 
the Seid ^emaleddin, had a handfom reception 
from the emperor, who gave him the principa- 
lity cf Amol, becaufe he had always caiTy*d on 
a war with Eskendef Cheiki. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, XXIII. 

Timur returns /o the feat of his empire. 

• 

A fter the flight of Eskender, the taking 
of his wives, children and domcftics, thfc 
couv!:it'ft of his fortrefles, and the pillage of his 
effects, Itorfes and cattel, the emperor refolv’d 
to 'eturn to Samarcand. He order’d the Mir- 
zas v, iu) had the government of the two Iracs to 
go thither ; and likewifc the Seid Azzedin Ile- 
zaregheri with his brothers, and the Seid Ali -Ma- 
zendrani, to return to their refpeftivc govern- 
ments : and he gave vefts to each of ’em. 'Fhe 
Mii za Rouftem, attended by the Emir * Said Ber- 
las, departed for Ifpahan, the Mirza Aboubccre 
for Bagdad, the Mirza Eskender for Hamadao, 
the Seid Azzeddin for Hezaregheri, and the Seid 
Aii for Amol. * 

At length Timur departed from Kelarc Dechr,* • 
and in tew days arriv’d at the country of Ear, 
at the foot of the mountain Demaven^, where 
the emperor Argoun Chaji had built d |»avilioii 
in form of a dome, which is yet nam’d the 
Kiochk of Argoun.* \ 

The 20th of Zilhadge 807, he decamp’d, and July 10. 
mat^'li’d w'ith fo great expedition with the E- i 4 '^ 4 * 
rnirsand his domcftics, that on the 2 ad he en- 
camp’d at the mountain of Firouzcouh, He 
gave the Emir Solyman Chah a veft wrought

i ' rj'/nifys comtnancler: as alfo a prince of Mahomet’s 
rawf h. ^vviiV Cl.erif and Seid, But all Emirs are n ? Che- 
rhs; ‘t>i io le Emirs who aw not Mahometans, as

with 
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BookVl. with gold, and a cap enrich’d with precious 
ftones, leaving him in the government of the 
towns and provinces of Rci, Firoiizcouh, and 
their dependences : and' he permitted Beyan 
Coutciiin, D^oga of Rei, to return to guard 
the caftlc of Ghule Kliindi n. 

From thence 'I'imur pafs’d by Sultan Mcidan, 
July 14. ,and the 24th of Zilliadgc arriv’d at Bcftara, 
where he vilited Sultan plaarcfin, whofc prayers 
he bcfoiight, diftributing alms among the poor. 
Pir Padicliah, prince of Efterabad,- who had 
follow’d Timur in this expedition, and had been 
permitted to go before th j reft to his own towm, 
return’d to this place to meet the court, and 
offer his prefents, among which were nine fets 
of hoi fes, nine in each. Timur gave him a veil, 
and font him back. 

Dan^ Coja, who had been fent in purfuit of 
the Tartars, arriv’d at the fame place, and gave 
an account of what he had done, riraiir or- 
der’d that the Tartar chiefs he had taken fhou’d 
be laid in irons, and conduced to Samarcand 
by the Derogas of the countrys they Ihou’d pafs 
thro. The emperor departed from Beftam the 
fame day ; and being arriv’d at the towm of Ja- 
gaz, fnc lord Hafan Soufi Tercan came to him 
from the Mirza Charoc, to be inform’d. where 
his higlnfefs wou’d appoint that prince to meet 
him. Hafan Soiifi was fent back poft, to let 
Charoc know he might meet the emperor oii the 
bank of the river Joucoudgecan. 

I’hen Timur march’d with expedition, and 
July 20. the firft of Muharrera 807, departed from Nicha- 
*404- hour, and went down to Achcabad. Thc*3d 
he encamp’d at the tomb of Dgyam, where he 
paid his devotions, imploring the prayers of that 
Santon. Afterwards- he fet out from thence, 
and went to encamp on the bank of the river 

Joucoud- 
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Joucoudgeran, where the Mirza Charoc had the Chap.sj* 
honor co kifs his hands^ and offer his prefents, 
which w'cre goneroiifly diffribured among the 
lords who attended. the conit. Hcndouchah 
brought to this place Acboiiga, and Caiabougai 
Tfoun Garbani, whopi he had rnade prifoners, 
becaiife they had revolted during the emperor’s 
abfence, who order’d ’em. to be bang’d in an 
hofpital near that place. 

About tlie fame time Timur fent the Coja 
Ahmed Tonfl, to be treaftirer-general of the 
revenues of Corafl'ana, and comptroller of the 
regifters of .the conjmiflarys : this lord col- 
lect'd in forty days the fum of tw'o hundred 
Tomans Copeghi from the monied-men and tha 
Commiffarys. . 

Tben-l'imur took leave of the Mirza Charoc, 
land departed. When he was arriv’d at Corlan, 
he encamp’d at the. brink of a fountain near the 
hofpital, to which place Temour Coja Acbouga 
came from Samarcand to meet the emperOT, to 
whom he .prefented nine race-horfes. From , 
rbence 1'imur \ycnt to encamp at the bank of 
the river Morgab, where he receiv’d the com- 
plaints of ihe inhabitants of Chichc^iioti, a- 
gainft the opprelfions of Ap.i<3:elpa, th#ir De- 
roga, who was condemn’d on that account to 
have his feet bor’d ‘thro, , and himfc4t' bang’d 
with his bead downwards ; which w'as accord- 
ingly executed. 

The emperor then departed, and on his road 
was met by the Derogasof the jttwns and the 
Kelanters of the tribes, who prefented to him 
frefh horfes, which the officers mounted, to 
make the more hafte. Then he pafs’d by Leng- 
hcr Cheik Zade Bayazid, Andecoud,' Ducca, 
the defile of .Ghez, and Ali Abad ; and en- 
camp’d near the t^wn of Adina Mcfdgid, where 
Voi. n, Z ho 
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Book VI- lie receiv’d the priticipal inhabitants of Bale 
who came to meet him. From thence Timur 
went to Syahghird, and eroding the Gihon in a 
barJf, quarter’d at Termed in the palace of the 
lord Acalmulc^ where this Can’s fon made a 
magnificent banquet, and,^confiderable prefentS. 
Afterwards he pafs’d by the iron-gate qf Coluga, 
and by Cltekedalic, and went to encamp at 
Doulburdgi. From this place be march’d to 
Kecb, and lodg’d in Acferai : then he vifited 
the tombs of the Santon Chamfeddin Kclar, 
whofe prayers he implor’d,' and of the prince 
his father, the Mirza Geij^anghir lus fon, and all 
his children and relations. At length he took 
horfc, crofs’d the mountain of Kech, and lay 
in the garden of Taft Caratcheo from whence 
he went down to the garden* of Caratopa, and 
quarter’d in the palace of Gehannqma, where 
he was corapliraentnd by the Mirza Caidou, 
fon of the Mirza Pir Mehe’mcd Gehanghir, be- 
ing condufted by Coja Youfef, and Argoun 
Chali governor gf Saraarcand, who kifs’d the 
ground, offer’d their prefents, aijdfprinKled pre- 
• cious ftcncs upon the emperor. The emprefs 
ToukeljCanum^ with all the ladys’atid Emirs, 
alfo iniid their refpefts,' and offer’d their pre- 
fents. As the emperor had made fuch hafte, that 
no onecot.’dknowof his ari'ival, the'Cherifs, Ca- 
dis, and principal peffons of Samarcand, ha4not 
an opportunity of meeting and paying their 
refpefts to him at any other place than this. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXIV. 


Timur*s, entry into his imperial city of 
Samarcxnd. 

T 'IM U R departed from Gehannuma in 

. the month of Mubarrcm 807, and went * 4 -®+* 
down *to the garden of planes in Samarcand, 
from whence having made his entry into the 
city, he vilited the College of the’ Mirza Me- 
hemed iiultan, which he had not feen fince it 
was built ; and afterwards he return’d to the 
garden of planes, where preparations were made 
for the banquets. The emprelVos and Mirzas, 
who had fet out firil with the baggage from • 
Firouzcouh by the way of Baverd, Macan and 
Xlerou, not being yet arriv’d, Timur difpatch’d 
couriers to haflcn their coming- The ejftprels ' 
Toumati Aga having crofs’d the Gihon at A-* * 
mouye, met the courier in the meadow of Bo- 
carai;, who fra id there three days to wait the 
great emprefs Serai Mule C^anum. Then Jeaving 
the baggage there, they went with expedition to 
Vabkyanab, thence to Rebatmulc, and the mea- 
dow' of 1 chaempunar, thence to Tatltent* and 
afterwards to Kutche Malek, where a fqi^Ii Fas 
ready prepar’d for ’em, while a fecond courier 
arriv’d to advertize ’em tp.haften. Hereupon 
they ‘inftantly took liorfe, and in a ihort time 
came* to Samarcand. Serai Mule Canumwenc 
down to - Baghi Tchenarj and Touraan Aga to 
Baghi Behiclit, ‘whither Timor immediately re- 
pair’d. But God was not pleas’d to fuf&r him 
to attain to 'this utmofr pitch of gfory aod 
power, without fome mixture of bitteruefs j. for 
-v ■' ./•' . ■ ■■ ’ ’’ ‘this . 
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BwkVLthis good fucc.efs in the conqueftsof Syria, E- 
gypt and Natolia> was follow’d by a diftemper 
which l^?’d him in Baghi Behicht, but did not . 
laft long. After his difteijiper was gone off, he 
went to Baghi Chemalco refide there for fome 
days, where he gave a hapdfum banquet to all 
the Miraas and lords of tli'e court, on the birth 
of a fon to Beghifi Sultan. 

Timur afterwards enter’d Samarcand, and 
lodg’d in the palace of the late Mirza Mehe- 
med Sultan, for whgm he caus’d a magnificent 
fepulchre to be built in form of a dome, fclofe to 
the college built by that priuce : the cinfture of 
the dome was of marble let off with gold and a- 
zurc j within it was dug a vault, to lay the prince** 
body in and a charming garden was made round 
it on the ruins of fotUe houfes. Then the cm- 
ppror apply’d himfelf to render juftice to the op* 
|»refs’d, and remedy the evils which had crept 
in among’the inhabitants of Samarcand. When 
he pafs’d by the great mofquc, which himfelf 
had built, he thought the gallery, which had been 
* ‘ erefted during hisabfence, was too little : fo he 
order’d another to be made, and repriraand;ed 
in the hall of audience the architeff Coja Kf ah* 
moud 7}aoud for hit not having done it as it 
ought to have been. 'Timur lodg’d inthp col- 
, lege of Serai Mule Camitii lituatc over-a^ainft 
the mgfque ; and to render his yuiliice the more 
confpicnous, he order’d the commilTarys and 
ccmptrOllers to be arrefted and bound, wlio be* 
iijg interrogated, thofe who were found culpa* 
ble receiv’d the pudilhment they merited, ac- 
cording to the wrong they had done the people j 
and Mafaoud I>aqud and Mehemed l)gildey' 
tvho had been the principal fecretarys, and du- 
rhg Timur’a ab^nce perform’d the fundfon of 

'Vifiers, 
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Vificrs, were both hang’d at Canigheol, during Chap,a 4 . 
the banquet which we fliall relate hereafter. L/VV> 
'Afterwards Timur went to the garden of 
plarvs, where by the* procurement of the Emirs 
he gave audience to an ambafl'ador of Idecou 
emperor of Capehae?! W'ho prefented to iiim a 
Choncar * and other things, and made his ha- * a bird 
rangues, which contain’d his raafter’sfubmiirion of p^y, 
and teftimdnials of obedience. 

From hence the emperor, w'ent to thegarden of 
Dileucha, where he ftaid fcveral days, and ,re- ' » 

ceiv’d an ambadador from one of the greateft fo- 
vereigns of Europe who made him feveral , 
curious and magnificent prefents, among W'hich 
were pieces of tapiftry,' which the Europeans 
had work’d with fo much nicenefs, that if they 
were to be compar’d with the great perfor- 
mances of the painter Mani on the cloth of 
Artene, Mani wou’d be 'cover’d with fhame, 
and his works appear deform'd. 

Then Timur order’d the architetSs, w'hb had 
been brought from Damafciis, to build a magni- * * 
ficcnc palace in the garden fouth of Baghi Che- 
mal, which was fquare, each of its ,{t4.es' being 
a thoufand five hundred .cubits. This# palace 
was the largeft and moft magnificent of any 
Timur had built. Tlie chief ornaments of the 
buildings in Syria are of marble ; and run- 
ning Itreams are common in their houfes a 
the Syrian architedls are alfo very ingenious . 
ia mofaic work and fculpture, and in coii- 
triving curious fountains and perpetual jets- 
d’eauj and what is moil remarkable is, that 
with ftones of, divers colors they do the fame

to tbh hook. 
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BoolcVI. fort of work, which the artificers in injaid work 
do with ebony and ivorj^ and that with equal 
nicenefs and delicacy. They likewife made Se- 
veral fountains in the palace, the beauty of 
• which was augmented by an infinity of jets- 
d'eib of divers forms, witli'a furpriaing and in- 
. • imitable art. Afterwards the \Vorkmcn of Per-- 
lia and Irac enrich’d the out-parts of the walls 
with porcelane of Cachan, which gave the 
finiflling ftroke to the beauty of this palace. 

' Then Tim.ur order 'tf a noble banquet to be pre- 

, par’d, with all the delights which mortals can 

defire, of by which the fenfes can be gratify ’d. 
He W’as tiiere congratulated by the princes his 
children, the emprefles and princeffes, who 
fprinkled upon him gold and precious Hones.

Timur holds a get/eral diet. J great feajl for 
the marriage of the priaces at Cautghul. 

T imur having long fince form’d a de- 
fign of conquering ail Alia, cou’d not re- 
frain from fini/hfog what he had intended. 
Negledful therefore of the delights of repofe, he

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took np a refolution to fubdue'the dmpire .of Chap.a5*. 
China, which W'as inhabited by infidels. But 
before he a\ Ou’d begin this great enteVprize, he . 
■waSi.willing to execute the command of tlw Al- 
coran by thfe marriage of his, grandchildren. 
Hereupon he orderJd a feaft to be made; and 
ient out his circular Iptters-to all the governors 
of provinces, generals of hisarmys, and Cherifs 
and nobles of liis empire, to meet at a general 
diet, w here they were to celebrate tlie nuptials. 

The princes Taizi Aglen and Bachtemour Ag- 
len, who were defeended from Genghiz Can, 
intreared Timur ro'fummon the Mirza Pir 
Mehemed who was ar Gazuin, and the Mirza • 
Cl'.aioc who was in Corafl'ana, to this famous 
Couroiiltai : they obtain’d their requeft for Pir 
Mehemed ; but as to Charoc, Timur anfwer’d, 
that it was not proper he fliou’d come, he being 
the main fupport of the kingdoms of Irac and 
Azcrbijanvi. 

Canighul was the place appointed for theoaob.,17. 
marriage-feaft ,• and the jfirft of Rabiulevel 807,* .*404. 
which anfw ers to the year of the Monky, Ti- 
mur w'ent to Ibdg there. This palace and the 
neighboring places were adorn’d A^'ith the 
greateft magnificence; to that this autumn- 
feafon render’d, in, a manner, even the fpring 
jealous. The tents were tied with lilken cords, • 
in which were abundance of carpets wrought 
with gold : the curtains were of velvet of 
Chuchter ; and the cielings of ebony and ivory 
exqnifitely engrav’d. The emperor’s apartment 
coafifted of four great inclofurcs, which are 
call'd Seraperd, built on very regular plans : his 
Kherghiah or* imperial pavilion made two hun- 
dred tents, gilt and adorn'd with precious 
Hones. Each tent had twelve columns of filvor 
inlaid wkh gold ; the out'fide was fcarlet and 

c 
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Book VI. feven o^fier c.olors, and the infide fatiu of all 
colors. The upholfterers, of whom there was a 
great number, had employ’d a whole week io 
erecting and furnifliing this raacnificent apart- 
ment. The Mirzas and Emirs had alfo fiach a 
Seraperd, a BSrghiah, tents, and a great pavi- 
lion nam’d Kherghiah “. 'The columns of the 
tents w’ere of mally filvcr, and the floor was 
cover’d w ith the riclicft carpets. 

'rhe governors of tlic provinces, the generals 
of the army, the lords and principal command- 
ers of the empire, aflcmbled in this place, and 
pitch’d their tents in gpod order. ‘The people 
alft' came there from all nations, as China, 
Miifcovy, India, Greece, Zabul, Mazendran, 
Corafl'ana, Ears, Bagdad, Syria, and in fbort 
from all the kingdoms of Iran and I'ouran, that 
is to fay, from all Afla» 

During rhefe entertainments Mengheli Bou- 
gai Hadgeb, one of the principal lords of the 
court cf Malek Ezzaber Barcoc, king of Egypt, 
arriv'd in quality of ambaffador from Malek En- 
' pafer Farrudge, who had fucceeded Barcoc his 
"father. This Mengheli was endow’d with very 
rare quajitys, egu’d repeat the whole Alcoran by 
heart, (Was mafter of<a great deal of eloquence, 
and. acquainted with fevcral feiences, which 
render’d k-im die rooft agreeable perfon in con- 
vxrfation. He brought abundance of uncom- 
mon prefents, ready mony, precious Hones, rich 
fluffs, and nice toys. Among other raritys 
w as a Ciraffa % one of the flrangeft animals

The Mirza Calil Sultan came from Tiirkeftan 
to t^is aflembly, where he fal&ted the emperor, 
the great Emirs of ftate, as Birdi Bei, Yadghiar 
Berks, aqd others, Y<ho all made a very fplendid 
appearance, The Mirza Pir Mehemcd came 
from Gazuin, according to the orders he had re- 
ceiv’d; he paid hisrefpeds to Timur, who em- 
brac’d him,' and by his tears teftify’d hisforrow 
at the death of his brother the Mirza Mehe- 
mcd Sultan. The. Mirza made his prefents, 
nine of a fort : and ivxt morning Timur gave 
him a veil wove with gold, a crown and belt ; • 

and vefts to the officers of his houfliold, who 
left off their mourning-habits. 

Then Coja Ahmed Toufi, receiver of the re- 
venues of Gdraflana, arriv’d, and prefented the 
films belonging to the treafury of Coraflana, 
with abundance of curious toys, nine of a fort. 

The emperdr was not the only perfon whp par- 
took of the joys and^ diveriions ; for botii high, 
and low had their fliare.* The moft skilful ar- 
tifts prepar’d fome mafter-pieces of their art, as 
trophys and cabinets of flowers to ^rprefent 
triumphs, which were atiorn’d with garlands 
made up with perfedt fymmetry. 'I'hcre were in 
the jewelers fhops necklaces of pearls and precious , 
ftones, efpecially of grenadin and balafs rubys, 
wiA an infinite number of pieces of rock-chryf- 
tal, coral and agat, and feveral rings, bracelets 
and car-rings; all which render’d Canighul a 
mine of gold and precious floncs, inflead of a 
mine of flowers, which its name implys. 

An amphith'catre with four corners was built, 
call'd Tchartac, whjch was cover’d witli pieces 
of brocade ind Perfiao carpets. There were 
f^ats for both the vocal and inflrumental mufic ; 

and 
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Book VI. and alfo places for the buffoons and jefters, who 
V/''VNJ with their facetious fa) excited mirdfc and 
laughter.' There was likev li'e anotiier I'chartac 
for all forts of fradefmen ; ^nd a hundred of 
a difterent manner, fill’d with tiiofe who fold 
fruit, each of whom hadvmade a kind of gar- 
den of piftachios, pomegranates, almonds, pears 
and apples, in great order; whicli*pcrfum’ti the 
air, and made an agreeable fight. The butchers 
were particularly taken notice cf for the neat- 
nefs of their reprefentations : they drels’d tip 
a fheep in a man’s fhape, and other skins in di- 
i'ers other ridiculous figures, -'Fhere w'crc fpeak- 
ing goats which had horns of gold, and run af- 
ter one another : they appear’d outwardly like 
goats, but were handfom young xvomen difguis’d 
in this manner : forae xvere drefs’d like fairys 
and angels, with wings, while others took the 
figure of elephants and fheep. 

The skinners alfr ..ppear’d in mafqueradcs,' 
fome.Hlte leopards, other? like lions', and others 
, like other animals, withv. hofe skins they were 
cover’d; there were* the fe like wife who re- 
femblcd foxes, and tigers. The dclign of the 
mafqucrfide was to reprefent. genii who had 
transform’d thenjfcb’d's* into tiiefe foveral' figures. 
.The upholfterers likewife , produc’d a mafter- 
piece of*Vhcir trade; for they made a camel 
of wood, reeds, cords, and painted linen,' 
which walk’d about as if alive ; and the man 
within it, drawing a curtain, difeover’d the 
workman in his ow’n piece. The manufadiirers 
of cotton alforaade birds with cotton, which 
look’d as if they were alive :■ they alfo made a 
Minaret of the fame material w’ith the help of 
reeds, which every one ^nagin’d to be built 
with brick and nxortar, and w'hich was. higher 
cha« the Minarets of the mofqucs; it was cn- « 
* ver’d ^ 
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ver’d with brocades and imbroider'y*\vork,'car- Chap.25. 
ry’d^kfclf about, and on its top was .plac’d a 
fiork. The faddlers were not behind the reft ; 
fot thpy gave proofs of their stcill by two litters 
for w'oraen, which open’d at the cop, and after 
th'j ufual itoanner watc laid upon a camel, in 
which fat tw'o pf the moft beautiful women of 
the city, each. holding a skin in her hand j and 
they made p)eafanc pt^ftures as well with their 
feet as hands, to divert the aflembly. The mat- 
makers likcwife fhew’d their dexterity, having 
very neatly work’d with reeds two lines of wri- 
ting of Coufi *, and other large letters. >1 * 

On the other fide were the rope-dancers, w'ho. * 
by their agility attracted every one’s admiration ; 
their rope at the fame time feetning to touch the 
heavens. Tbusthe wholecompany waseniploy’d 
either as adors or fpedtators, all endeavoring to 
contribute to the celebrating the marriage of the 
princes the emperor’s children, chat is, of the 
Mirzss Olouc-Bec and Ibrahim Sultan, fens of , 
Charoc, Aidgel fon- of Miran Chali, Ahmed, • , 
Scidi Antftcd, and Biera, all three fons of the 
Mirza Omar Cheik. ^ 

The emperor order’d the aftrolog6r^ yi chufe 
a happy moment for an afl’air of fuch importance ; 

.which being done, .the firft officer of the houf- 
hold drew the curtain of the gate. Th^ Cadis, • 
Clierifs, Imams and dodors of the empire, met 
the emperor ; and having agreed on the articles 
of marriage, the great do^or Cheik Chamfeddin 
* M^hemed jTazari was chofen to read ’em to the 
^ffejftblyl The grand Cadi of Sainarcand, Mou** 
lana Selahhed^in, receiv’d the mutual confent 
of the, party s, which heregifter’dj and then, 

; ■ , 

«. > ’ Tbe andcDt charader of the Aialuinui. * 
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according, to “the maxims of the Hanafyaa law, 
he joined the princes and princefl’es togeWer in 
marriage ; on whom every one fprinkled gold 
and precious ftohes. ‘ . ’ ’ 

The emperor being feated.on his throne, 
order’d a banquet of the ntmoft magnificence to 
'be ferv’d up to the brides and the other ladys 
of the court, by the moft beautiful young wo- 
men of his feraglio, who wore crowns com-* 
pos’d of flowers. The princes of the blood, 
Emirs, Nevians, Cherifs, and foreign ambaflkr 
dors, took their place according to their rank 
an, 4 dignity, as well as ‘the Emirs of Tomans 
and Hezares. I’hefc lords were feated under a 
’canopy of twelve columns, diftant from the 
nuptial hall about a horfe’s courfe. 

The Yefaouls, or exempts, whom the I’urks 
call Chaoux, were there backwards and for- 
wards to . perform thq funiSion of their pofls* 
mounted in a magnificent manner upon fiorfes of 
great, price, with faddlcs of gold, adorn’d with 
precious flenes, and habited in vefls of gold bro- 
cade, w iih an air of authority ^ and command. 

On andther fide , there were elephants of a 
prodigious fizc, on wfioie backs were plac’d a 
kind of thrones, with abundaac^f ornaments. 
Under the canopy with twelve columns, were- 
plac’d eafthern urns, ■ with firings of precious 
Hones tied about ’em, fill’d with gold and fi,lver 
pofts i and on ithe tops were cups of gold, a- 
gat, and rock-chryfial, adorn’d with pearls, and 
feveral forts ^f jewels; all which w^re prefent* 
«d on falvets of gdld and filver. The drink was

fc viiig up of the dilhc's, before which an ofFicer 
alvt walk’d- There wefc tables furnifh’din 
« tigsnt places thro-oiit the v hole plain, and . 

of -wine fet near the tables, with an 
in^'.^^' number of baskets full of fruit. Be- 
flaggons forthcemperoi’s life, and for 
of the court, there were feveral 
jars t.'ng’d in all the' plain for the people’s 
drinking ; and that the joy might be uni- 
verfai, the emperor order’d a proclamation 
fliou’d be publifh’d that all the people might en- 
joy what plcafures they pleas'd, and no one take 
cognizance’ of ’em- The crier read the procla- 
mation as follows: This is the time of fcaft- 
“ ing, pleafurc and rejoicing. Let no one com- 
plain of or reprimand another. Let ncjt the 
** rich encroach upon the poor, or the power- • 

“ ful upon the weak. Let none ask another, 

“ Why have you done jhus?” After ^th is de- 
claration every bne gave nitnfelfu{» to tho(e plea- 
furcs he. .wastanoft fond of, during the fcaft : 
and whatever was done pafs’d unobfc{v'd. 

^t length the feaft was finifh’d ; after which,' 
according to cuftom, a vaft quantity of curious 
movable goods was laid upon mules and camels 
for the new-marry'd prinqes i among w hicH 
Verc all forts of rich habits, crow ns, and belts

t'«'VV verings of fatin embroider’d with gold ; » their 
little bells were, gold, as well as thofe belong- 
ing to the camels : and both were hancjfomly 
adorn’d. This pompous equipage pafs’d*bc^ e 
the people, who were ftruck with admiration. 
The bridegrooms >vith their brides werecloth’d 
nine times in different habits, with crowh^^nd 
belts fet with precious flones; and ' 

they chang’d their clothes, they paid tlj^^ re- 
fpeds as ufual, while gold and pteciou' 
pearls, rubys, and balafs rubys, were M 
upon ’em in great ntiq;ibers, with whj ‘ .oc 
ground was cover’d, and which became the do- 
meftics profit. 

The following night there were every where 
illuminations with lanthorns, torches and lamps ; 
and the new-marry’d princes enter’d the nuptial 
chamber. The next day I’imur did ’em the 
honor to pay ’em a vifit at their own apart- 
ments, being accorapany’d by the empreffes, and 
greaf Emirs arid Cherife of his court. The re- 
joicings w ere fo great thro-out the whole em- 
pire, that from Canighul as far asTous inCo- 
raffana,^ there w'as nit one place, where the 
found 'of drums and trumpets was^ot heard. 

The ambafladors of Egypt, Sp»a, India, and 
Decht Capehae, Getc, anii othets, were wit- 
neffes of this magnificence, and particularly of 
the pleafures of the feaft, which lafted two en- 
tire maiths'. Timur diftinguiih’d ’em by parti- 
cular favors, and gavevefts to them, as 'well, as 
to theCherlfe and other great Iwds, who were 
aff'erabled from all parts of the empire j .he did 
the fame to the generals, the governors of tJie 
provinces, and all the officers. 

After the marriage,- fcafts were over, Timur 
betook himfelf to the ajdwinijfcr^on of 

* ' publfo,' 
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^»blic aftairs, ordering every one. to return to Chap-irf". 
ii.s proper employment. The licence which had (✓VN# 
been granted during tlie feall was recai’d*; and for 
the future no one was allow’d to drink wine, or 
comirrit any thing unlawful. Afterwards Tirhur 
retir’d to his clofet, .to addrefs fiiinfclf to God 
by 'the following prifyer. 

“ O Almighty- being, who art r-.bovc whatever 
nan can conceive, and whofe ellcnce is un- 
“ known to' any bur thy-felf, being all in all ; 

" can I recite thy praifcs, and how return 
‘fl' ti'aniis in jTi'.j'ortion to the hn’orsT hax^ re- 
'cejc’cl, fince they are infinite ? Out of no- 
“ thing haft thou created mc; from poverty , 
haft thou made me lich ; and from a petty 
“ prince haft thou rendci’d me the moft miglity 
“ emperor of the iiniverfe. To thy great boun- *. 

ty 1 owe the gaining of fo nftny battels, and 
“ the conqueft of fo many kingdoms : for what 
“ am I, a [X)or and vile creature } I fhou’d be 
“ incapable of every thing, were I not aflifted 
“ by thy grace, la peace thou favor’ft me*with 
“ <]iiiec‘.;nd joy; and in W'ar thou giveft me * ‘ 

“ vidory, and raaititaineft me in fovereign au- 
“ rhority, fear’d by myenemys, and low’d by 
“ ray.' ilibjetts. Continue <1160; O thos great 
“ Creator, goodnefs towards me : fince 
“ thou haft chofen the in thy clemeixy, don’t 
“ chafe me away in thy wrath I knp,w that I ‘ 

‘‘ am but duft ; and that if thou doft not fav&r 
“ me w ith thy proredion, all my glorv and 
grandeur will be turn’d into vilenefs and dif- 
‘ ' iiotjor, O Lord, put me nor to fhame be- 
c 3 life of my vices, wdio have been fo long 
’ acc uftom’u to partake df thy favors : and 
then I lhall reft contented.”

The caufes rvbich wcited Timur to under • 
take the conquejk of the tingdom of China, 


I N the beginning of Timur’s rife Afia was m 
the pollelfion of ufiirpers, vho had rais'd 
thenifelves to fovereignty, either by the exti«*c.- 
tion of the race of former kings and erffla;- 
rors, or by intrigues and revolts: but as t’df 
world cou’d not be pcafcably govern’d by fo 
many fovcrcigns, there were continual wars 
amend ’em, and the poor people were drove 
• into great extremitys. Virtue and tranquillity 
were banilii’d th» places which robbers only pof- 
fefs’d ; fecurity was no longer to be met with on 
the high-ways, which were full of thieves; and 
in fine, every thing was in confufion and dif- 
order: The world might then be well cora- 
‘ par’d to a human body, which being infefied 
with feme corrupt matter, necellarily falls fide, 
and can receive no benefit but from a ftrong 
mediciue, wltich purges put the «aufe of the 
difeafe; and yet this purgation can*t be imdcr** 
gone withput fome inconveniences which may 
arife from a deprav’d appetite. In the fame 
maimer, God,' who was pleas’d ’to purge the 
world, made ufe of a medicine, which was both 
fweet and bitter, tp wit, the clemency and the 
wrath of the incomparable Timur j .and to that 
effeft,, infpir’d in him an ambition to conquer all 
Afia, and to expel the feveral tyrants thereof. 
He efiabli/h’d peace and fecurity in this part 
of the world ; fo that a fingle man might carry 
a filver* baton fill’d with gold from the call of 
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Afia to the weft. Biic yq^he roii’ii nor’accom- 
plifh this great aftair, without in foinc 

mealiire upen the pLu es he conquer'd, elefti ac- 
tion, ..captiiity, and plunder, which aretheeon- 
comitanrs of vidtor) . 

Vfter this hero wa*' happily return’d from the 
conqueft.s of Sjria, Narolia 'and Georgia, and 
of conlequenre ft^•;nd Idruli.If aofolutc iv.atier of 
all the empirt's th Iran aim 'i'ouran, he genc- 
rouily tocA up a rclidution to make preparations 
the ronqueft ol (ih;n.'!, which wes in'ubitcd 
ini'.dehs ; that by tips good \\ uric he might 
rcttify wh/it had bec-if aniifs in other W'arS, 
wherein ihe biMod o! fo in.iny of the faithful 
h'Ki been fpik. rims, after the marriage of the 
princes ids grondcluldreu w as confummated, he 
fniur-iin’d the Ivl.rz.'is his ciiildrcn, and the 
great Em'i .s of his council to court, to W'hpnfi 
he made ti'e following fpeecli. 

“ God hath favor’d us with facli e-straordi- 
nary good fortune, that we have conqifbr’d 
“ Afia, .’nd overthrown the greateft kings of 
“ the e'aith; few fovercigns in paft ages having 
“ acquir’d fo great dominions, or attain’d fo 
“ great authority, or Isad ru,ch numerous a^mys, 
*' or fo abfolute a command. And as thefe 
“ vaft conquefts have, not been obtain’,d with- 
“ out fome violence, which has caus’d the de- 
“ ftrudtioij of a great number of God’s crea- 
tures ; I have refolv’d to perform iTome good 
“ aftion, which may atone for the crimes of 
“ my paftlife, and to accompimi that which all 
“ the World beftdes is not capable of, that is, 
“ to make war on, the infidels, and exterminate 
“ the idolaters of China, which can’t be done 
“ without very^ great ftrength and power. It 
“ is therefore fitting, my dear.companions, that 
“ thofe very troops which have been the inftru-

BookVI. “ ments whereby tl|pfe faults were committed, 
UV>J « Ihou’d alfo be the loftrumentsof repentance ; 

and that they march into China, to acquire 
the merit of tliat holy war, in demo'ifhing 
the temples of the idols of the fire, and eredt- 
“ ing in their places liaofques and chappcls. 
By this means we fliall obtain the pai don of 
our fins, as the Alcoran afilires us, faying 
thzX. good Ivor ks efface the fins of t/ji\ wo ld.” 
Timur having finifh’d this fpcech, the princes 
of the blood and Emirs befought God to ly'efs 
his good intentions, unanimoufly applauc^ng 
his fcntimcnts, and loading him with pranes : 
** Let the emperor, fay they, difplay his fian- 
“ dard ; and we his Haves will follow him, and 
“ facrificc our lives in his fervice.” 

■ Then orders were given to the Tavachis to 
take an exaft number of ail the foldiers by 
thoufands, and to augment and enroll the regi- 
ments. Timur commanded all the Emirs of 
Odious *, and the governors of provinces, to 
‘ ' aflemble their foldiers : they took copys of the 
Toutcal ’ from the great Tavachis, that they 
might, know in what order and with what arms 
theydhou’d come and they departed, to get 
together their troops in all the provinces. 

Timur then went from Canighul, and en- 
tetM tlie city of Samarcand, where he lodg’d 
in the college of Serai Mule Canum- He, gave 
the MirzaiPir Mchemed a crown, Kelt and horfe, 
and permitted him to rerurn to 2abul ; he alfo 
gave to each of his domellics a horfe and a fuit

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of clothes ; he orderM jhe Mirzh Sidi’ Ahmed Chap.26. 
fon of Omar Cheik, to accompany l^im. And 
they tooli the road to Candalur. 

TJie emperor did particular honors, and gave 
veils and belts to the amballador of i-gypt, 

\'.ho obtain’d leave t'o return home : he order’d 
Moulana Abdalla Kechi to accompaiiy him, 
whom he fear with a convoy in cniballyto the 
Sultan of Egypt, for whom he gave him a letter 
feventy cubits long, and three in breadth, wrote 
in letters of gold by Moulana, Cbeik Mciiemed, 

Ipn of the ^lofwr Hadgi Bciideghir Tebnzi, 
who wou’d not yield to Ins father as ro the beau- 
ty of his ftylc and tiie art of writing finely. 

1 he fubAance of this letter was an anfwOr to 
what the Sultan of Egypt had writ with regard 
to the Sultan Ahmed and Cara Youfef. He fent 
wdth this letter fevcral curious prefents worthy 
of the gr-eat-cA princes. 

Timur likewife granted particular honors and 
favors to the atnbafl'adors of Europe d>cchr 
Capehar. ^ictc and other parts, and permitted* , 

*em to return home. He likewife difmifs’d the 
princefs Milkct Aga, who had afliricd cj: the 
fcalt, and .afterwards return’d to the M!i^a Clia- 
roc at Herat. He fent to Hamadan the princefs 
BcghiA Sultan his daughter, to the Mirza Esken- 
der her husband : and fhe pafs’d by Bocara and ' 
Ma.can. •

T H E Alcoran remarks, that, if jany one in 
hiS pilgrimage to Mecca flibu*d be fur- 
priz’d by death, the merit of this good work js 
written in heaven in his name, as mrcly as if he 
had haa the good fortune to execute it : it is the 
fame in relation to' the Gazie, where xvith troubles 
and fatigues mix’d w ith dangers an eternal mey

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rit is acquir’d ; and he who dies during the ex- Chap.iy. 
pcdition if deem’d to have executed lus defign. 

It was ritcing that fo great a hero as Timur 
ftiou’d die in the bc^ of honor, and char this 
iu^ ntable accident fhou’d liappcn 'during a jour- 
ny he undei rook for Clod’s glory, and to acquire 
tlie rewards dit i\Icoran promiles to the Garie, 
that is, the war ..gainft the iiihdcls. And as the 
death of this great man was nearly approaching, 
wbei‘ ire took up a refohttion ro march into 
China, C^ d permitted that neither the fcafon, 
nor the couiurys he muff pais riuo, w hich were 
always cover’d with (how and fiofl:, (lion’dbe 
able to divert him from his rcfoluticin, or ob- 
lige him to retard his departure till the fpring. 

He gave orders to the Emir Berendac to re- 
view the troops, and bring him an account how 
many mqn there were in the army he defign’d 
to carry into China. Tliis Emir reported, that 
the troops of I'ranfoxiana, 7'nrkcilan, Bale, 
Bcdakchan, Coraflana, Siftati, Mazcndraif, the 
CararataYs brought from Natolia, the colonys 
from Perlia, Azerbijana and Irac, amounted to 
two hundred thoufand men compleat, ^capable 
of undertaking the greateftenterprizes. 'I’imur, 
very much pleas’d at the good ftate of his troops^ 
diftributcd.his treafore among ’em, ^^nd com- 
manded ’em to begin their march, 

'Fhe Mirzas Calil Sultan and Ahmed Omar 
Cheik, accompany ’d by the Emirs Codadad Huf- 
feini, Chamfeddin Abbas, aind other generals of 
Tomans and Hezares of the right wing, were 
ordered to pafs the winter with their troops at 
Tachkunt, Chahroukhia, andSeiram; and the 
Mirza Sultan Hiill'ein was to take up his winter- 
quarters with fome troops of the le!t wing at 
YalE and Sabran. Chahroukhia, W'hich was 
formerly nam’d Fenakunt, was fo ruin’d by Gen-’

llcps ot ^ny edifices till the year of the Monky, 
An. Dom. ^hich anfwers M the year of the Hegira 794> 
when Timur order’d his lieutenants to rebuild 
and repeople <t : and as Timur then gave it to 
the MirzaCharoc,' it watftcall’d from his name 
Chahroukhia. 

The emperor having entrufted the government 
of Saraarcand to Argoiin Chah, and the care of 
his treafures to the Cheik I’choiira, order’d the 
great ftandard to be difplay’d ; and he departed 
from Saraarcand the 23d of Jumaziiilcvel 807, 
the fun being in the middle of Aquarius, in a 
Textile afpedl with Jupiter ; and the moon being 
in Libra, in a Textile afpedt.with the fun, and 
in a trine afpeft with Jupiter. He laid hold on 
the happy moment which the afirologcrs had 
fix’d for his departure, and took the road to Ac- 
ibulat. He went directly to Camboulac in Sog- 
diana. 

Tkcn the ftandard departed from Caraboulac, 

. < and took the road to llanoti ; and after feveraf 
days arriv’d at I'ambic, where great rains and 
fnows fell, the wind blew exceflively, and the 
cold \\is extremely^ violent : yet this did not 
hinder Timur’s departure and arrival at Aefou- 
Tat. And as this place was full of fands, and 
' there was abundance of fmall wogd ibr burning, 
orders had been given before to build cottages 
of reeds, and-foitie houTes fit to lodge in. The 
emperor being repos’d in his apartment, the 
Mirzas and foldiers encamp’d each in their re- 
fpedive ppfts. The fun was then enter’d' into 
Pifees, the cold daily encreas’d,^ and the wintey 
>vas more violent than ufual.

L O V E is often the caufe of many difor- 
dcrs. I’hc Mirza Calil Sultan, after ha- 
ving got \vith child thCprincefs Dgehan Sultan, 
daughter of the Mirza Ali, Timur’s filler’s fon, 
became defperatelyin love with one of the con- 
cubines of the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, nam’d 
Chadi Mule. This paffion got fo great an af- 
cendent in his foul, that he cou’d not reft till 
he had marry’d her, which was during Timur’s 
abfence; of which the prtneefs his wife being 
inform’d, fo great a jealoufy Icindled ii> her 
heart, that ihe difeover’d the cafe to the cm- • 
peror at Samarcand. Orders were immediately 
given out for Chadi Mule to tpalte her appear- 
ence : but the Mitza conceal’d her, which/o pro- 
vok’d Timur, that he order’d diligent fearch to 
be made after her ; .and being found, (he was 
condemn’d to die, and wou’d have fufi'er’d im- 
mediately, if the Mirza Pir Mehcmed Gehang- 
hir had not beg’d for a reprieve. > Ncverthelcfs 
advice was given the emperor at Acfoulat, that 
the Mirza Calil Sultan had %ain conceal’d he» 
in his apartment : whereupon the Emir Herat 
had orders to go and feize her, and bring her 
away; which oeing done, Timur in a great 
pafllon commanded her to be put to death. Tho 
emprefs Serai Mule Canum cou’d not bear to fef

Book I. the deep anxiety and defpair the poor Mirza 
fell into: but confidering moreover the great 
love Timur bore to the princes his cliiUien, file 
endeavour’d to accommodate this ditference, by 
the help of t!ie Emirs Cdicik Nourcdtliii and 
Chamelic ; and pcifuaded^.’cm to inform the 
emperor, that this. lady was with child by the 
^»lirza On this account the order was revers’d, 
and the princefs cncruhed to t.he rare of the 
rinr.icfs bouyan Aga, that after her lying-in die 
might biing up the cldld, and commit the 
lad y re fc tne of her black flaves 

Th(. cn;{)cror being ar„Arfoulat, order’d the 
.'N'lirzas hr. fons, the commanders of kingdoifis, 
tiic governors of provinces, the Dcrogas of 
cltys, and other grand o/Iircrs and lords of his 
empire, to write to tlieir lieutenants, to ad\'ife 
"cm to take great cltrc (i”rin.y the expedition 
into China that the law s Lc duly executed, and 
juftice difpens’d every where, fo that the people 
might enjoy quiet and fccufiL-y that they fliou’d 
not give liccd to the difturbers of ilic^ public 
■ ' tranquillity, as knowing it was their duty to 
treat tiic pc ple well, fince tliey were entniRed 
to ’em l^y the Creator ; that they behave them- 
fclvcs in fuch a manner, that when an account 
fliall be demanded of their conduft, they may 
have no oaufe to repent, nor be the reafon of 
Timur’s bliiftiing for fhamc before the throne of 
God, at the day qf judgment. I'his order was 
carefully executed, and fenr into all the provin- 
ces by men of probity.

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Then the Mirza Calil Sultan Vent *ro Tach- Chap.ifs, 
Ifunt, according to the orders he had receiv’d , 
and the Klirza Sultan Hudein, to \aill and Sa- 
bran. There was nothing to be fecn any where 
but carriages and waggons, whieli were brought 
from all the provinedsj and fill’d with all forts of 
ammunition j and an infinite number of horfes 
brought from all parts to be fold, which the em- 
peror bought, and diftribiited among the Mirzas, 

Emirs and foldicrs. Then the Seid Coja, fon of 
the Cheilc Ali Bchader, came from Coraflaiia 
fiom the Mirza Charoc, with advice of the good 
health of that prince.* 

Tiie emiieror font the Emir Bcrendac to 
Tachkiint, to bring away the provifions : and he 
piiblifh’d an order foi ail the generajs and great 
ofiicers to keep an c\a^t account ol the ftaic 
of their Tomans, Hezarcs and Sedes ; that 
in this long expedition no one might be oblig’d 
to flay behind for want of either provifion or 
arms. This order had fo good an client, fliat in 
this numerous army each horfeman had enough* • 
to fiiince ten men, as w ell in victuals as in arms. 

Befidcs this, feveral thoiifand loads ol corn 
were carry’d in the waggqns v'hich follow’d the 
army, tofow.thc fields on their road, that at 
their return they might not have a fcarcity. 

Several thoufands of fhc-camels were alfo car- 
ry ’$1, that on a prelling occafion their milk 
might ferve for nouriftimeiJt the foldiers. 

Thcfe precautions xvere neceflary to an army, 
fo numerous as not to be match’d in antiquity. 

ThdTe who had feen the immenfe riches at the 
feaft of Canigbul, were ftruck with admiration : 
and men of the beft fenfe reflefted upon the 
Arabian fayiqg, Ihat v:hen a man has attfii/''' the 
highcjl degree of profperity, he is upon the point 0} 
(lhajemeitrr Moil perfons faid, even in public. 
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Book VJ. after havirg fcca the prodigious grandeur and 
magnificence vvhicli appear’d in the pleafutesof 
Canigiiu!, knd the fine appearance which this 
innumerable army made, with the vaft quantity 
of arms and baggage which were in the im- 
perial camp, that they no longer doubted the 
profperity of Timur being arriv’d at its utmoft 
perfedtion, and confequentJy fear’d with rcafon 
the diminution of his good fortune. People be- 
gan to miftrnfl feme difgrace wou’d befall ’em ; 
and their hearts fluftuating between hope and 
fear, thejr daily befonghf’God to preferve the 
emperor from the misfortunes which attend the 
greateft profperity, and to turn the evil and de- 
^ ilrLidtive eyes * from off this reign, which they

CHAP. XXfX. 

Timur departs from Acfoulat, 

T H E fun was yet in Capricorn, and the 
violence of the cold fo great, that fevcral 
men and’ horfes pcrifli'd in the road, fome lo- 
fing their hands and feet, others their ears and 
nefes : the fuows and rains w ere continually fal- 
ling, the whole face of the heavens feemiiig to 
be cover’d but by cloud, and the whole earth 
by one piece of fnow. Aftrouomers remark, 
that at this time there was a conjundion of the 
three fuperior planets in Aquarius ; which w?S a 
prefige of foroc great misfortune. Yet the defirc 
acquiring the merit of the Gaaie prevail’d 
in the ntina of our conqueror above the greateft 
difficultys; be wou’d not wait till the cold 
jibate4» but inform’d himfelf of th(f nature an4 
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circutnllances of the roads, of the water, paf- Chap.: 9. 
curage, defarts and mountains, whicli he order’d 
to be taRen down in writing, that aU necell'ary 
presjutions might be us’d. 

Then Timur fet out from Acfpulat; and Tent 
frcfli orders to the'^lirzas Calil Sultan and Ah- 
med, accorapany’d by the Emirs Codadad Hiif- 
feini, Yadghiar, Chah Erlat, Chamfeddin Ab- 
bas, Berendac, and eight others, who were in 
winter quarters wdth their troops about Tach- 
kunt, Chahroukhia, ^d Seiram ; as alfo to 
the Mirza Sultan Hdmeiii, who was with his 
about Yaifi and Sabmn in Capehae, not to fail 
of leaving their winter-quarters at the begin- . 
nii^ of fpring, in order to join the court. 

Timur having march’d tw'O days and one 
night, went to Ouzoun-Ata to encamp, then 
to Yofcadgiai Cheik, from thence to Sourkchr, 
and afterwards to Comarcha Ata, to Sultan 
Cheik, and at length to the town of Zernouc, 
from whence he departed, and crolling jhe Si- 
hon upon the ice, encamp’d on the other bank.. 

This -river was froze fo hard this year, tjiat 
they were oblig’d to dig two or three cubits to 
get water ; and from the fun’s entring Sagitta- 
rius to his coming out of Tifees, waggons, men 
and bcafts, con’d p^afs either the Gilion or Si- 
hon in any part of ’em. * . 

Timur having decamp’d from the banks of 
fhe Sihon, arriv’d at Otrar ^qt^ednefday the 
1 2th of Regeb 807, and lodg’d in the palace of Feb, 27, 
Birdi Bei, w'here all the pfinces and lords had 
likeWife each their refpedive apartments. The 
day of the emperor’s arrival, one corner of the 
roof of the palace, where he was lodg’d, fej 
fire, by the tunnel of a chimney running by it ; 
but the fire was foo» extinguilh’d. This acci- 
dent difqtdeted the lords of the court, inafrauch 
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BookVI. as moft of ’em had had frightful dreams which 
pn gnofticated fomc misfortune ; and^,ir feem’d 
as if nature had given the j-eople an infight into 
what fliou’d happen to their prince. But'fate 
is ir. cvitabic. ' 

I'imur 'fent Mouflii Rccihal to difeover whe- 
tiier t'aerc was any pafl'ageovor the bridge, who 
carefully examin’d the whole, and brought an- 
fwer tluit it was impofllble to crofs it. Ano- 
tlicr, wiio had been font tow ards Sciram and the 
nv. iiutain of Coiilan, on Jais return dorlai ’d that 
the fnow of this mountain was two pikes high. 

'{'iicn (.ara Coja, an antient domcftic of To- 
catmieh Can, heretofore empeyor of Capehae, 
arriv’d at court in quality of ambafhidor from 
that prince, who had a longtime waude^’d a- 
boiu as a vagabond in the deL t of Capchaci 
Timur being .j^lcas’d to grant hc'n a magnifi- 
cent audience, enter’d in fiite.into ’he Divan

reinour Aglep, and Gicra Aglen, "'.c jace of 
TouchiCan, fitting on his right hand, aiidthe

'i'imur, , accordi^. to his wonted goodnefs, 
treated this arab.iHador with civility, an^j[ even 
alfnr’d him that at his return from the war of 
China, he \voifd again conquer the kingdom of 
Touchi Can, whicii he had a defign to put into 
the hands (if 'J’ocatmiciiCan his mailer. After 
thefc civil treatments iie difmils’d the ambaf- 
fador Cara Coja, fctjding by him a prefent to 
Tocattnich. And T’imur’s intention being to 
depart forthwith from Otrar to continue his 
expedition into China, he dcfign’d to fend back 
iiic eniprclles and the young pt inces his ciu'dren, 
who out of ceremony were come <.o wait 

upon him. Hut. fate had.otherwifc order’d it. 


CHAP. XXX. 

Timur’s death at Otrar. » ' 

T H E Alcoran^ remarks, that God created 
die world for the fake of mait, but man 
for hi‘5 own fervice. By this we fee that the 
dignity of the human foul^is yo great to,, re- 
main for ever in this matcriaToodi ; and that 
fo pure and excellent a being can’t hnd iatisfac- 
tioi> but in the enjoyment of him w ho crea- 
ted it, and gave it immortality. 

Timur, after the campgin of feyen years, in 
which he had conquer’ii almoft all Afia, turn’d 
the whole of his ambition towards the ellab’ifb- 
iug of juflice in the >vorld, informing himfclf of 

the 
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BtrakVI. the ftatc of his fubjeds, and redrd&ng all evils : 
if they were opprefs’d by tyrants, he did 'em 
piftice ; and if in poverty, he enrich’d >’em by his 
favors ; and by this means render’d the yyorld 
flouriihing, and rejoic’d the people’s hearts. As 
-loon as he was return’d tp^-che feat, of his em- 
pire, without repofing himfelf from his fiitigues 
any longer than five months, he form’d a defign 
to mafae war on the idolaters of China, hoping 
by that to obtain pardon of God for his forn^cr 
crimes : and having fet out for that expedition, 
became to Otrar, fevcoty fix leagues or para- 
fangas diftant from Samarkand. 

Marh 25. On wednefday the loth of Chaban 807, Ti- 
1405. mur Was attack’d with a burning fever, and be- 
liev’d he heard the Hontis ’ fay to him. Re- 
pent, for you muft ai^ear before God. On this, 
he became finccrely penitent for his crimes, and 
rcfolv’d to make tatisfodion for ’em by good 
■works. His ficknefs increafing, he found hira- 
felf very much weaken’d, -having no reft : ^af- 
flidirn feiz’d the heart of all the court, -which 
* appear’d the greater aS the diftemper augmented . 
Then neither empire, nor armys, nor riches, nor 
crowns deed him in any Head. 

And'tho Moulana Fadlalla Tebrizi, one of the 
moft skilful phyficians of the age, eitlplby’d all 
his care 'iapreferibidg rhe’moft excellent remc- 
dys, yet the ficknete became mote .violent. 
Pliyfic is ufei(efs<r -when fate has ordain’d' the 
d^tb of any one. AH hopes of the emperor’s 
health were loft v bis phyficians having given 
him over. But tho his body w as weaken’d, yet 
his mind continu’d .found ; and notwithfiand-

T’imur, “ We cou’d factifice our lives with a 
“ great deal of pleafurc to purchafe one fingle 
“ day more for. our gracious mafter. If our 
“ death wou’d be of fervice to you, our lives 
“ Ihou’d coft us nothing : but it is impoffible to

him to-rcpair immediately to Samartand. 7 'hey 
a]ft) wrote letters to all the 'Miizas and gover- 
Jidrs of pfoyinces, inviting ’em to oblej vp all 
the vig;lancc newjflary on the like occalions, to ■ 
guard the countrys cntrulled to ’em, anti iccure 
themfeivcs from all reproach j praying ’em to- 
inform themfeivcs exaiJlly of whatever fliou’J .

nOt being jpowo-fol oaepugb to appeafe the great

fame time befeeebing him to intercye for the 
confolatioti of the i’ffiifted. They fifew^that ■ 
tho this great prophet ivas the moft excelWnt of 
God’s creatures, and the fcal of the prophets, 
yet the moment deftin’d for fift death hein^ 
come, his pure foul broke the cor<|s by which k 
was tied rohisbody, and with an entire 'refig-

** tory. if is requiOte that we put all Timur’s 
intentions in execution, andeemhdinginGod,

“ employ, all oiir ftrength in profecuting this re- 
“ ligious war with vigor, which the empe- 
“ ror had* refolv’<l to w-age with the idokJters

After they were gone, th»i other great E- 
mirs gave, the following counfel to the em-. 

Tho our deceas’d mailer of ’happy 
“ memory has by his teftament ordain’d the 
Mirza Pir Mehcmed bis fucceflbr in the- em- 
“ pirc,' yet as this prince is at Candahar,- and 
“ has perhaps pafs’d into India, fo that he is at 
“ a great diftance from us^ and if We ’yjit his 
“ arrival to continue the Chinefe expedition, 

** we fhall noi^ get there in a proper ^i^’afon for 
“ making war, we will tliercrore immediately 
“ depart for' that campain : and Nyittn that 
Mirza /ball aijive at SamiftW^,* which will 
“ be in a little time, becaufe he mdft foon re- 
" ceive the pews of the emperor’s death, it is 
** reqtiifite' that be . enter the city with pomp 
** ana ceremony^ and afeend the throne of the 
“ empire according to the. will of his deceas’d 
** granjl^thef j to him the cro’<^n lawfully 
belongs. Tiropr .bas always eberifli’d this 
" Mirita’s “dhildireo more than tbofe of any 
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Book^I.. " other, becaufe he was the fon of Ge&Ai^hir 
wvv “ bis eldeH fon, to whom and 'to his chUdreti the 
" fucce'ffion belongs according to the Mahome- 
** tan law. Wte may alfo truly fay, thatgood- 
fortune ha^ always attended him, &nd th^t 
V the mijelly of kings '(Ciy be feen even in his 
“ countenance; that he is of a pure faith, go-*' 
verns, himfelf by good maxims, has -a gene- 
** irous' and brave' heart, a noble mind, and a 
princely, behavior. His iuftice, equity and 
clemency towards the people are more confpi- 
“ cuous than the fun: and we ought^ to expejft 
that this great prinoc^s reign will add new 
“ fplendor to the throne, great advantages to

At the* view of this 
great trainf an ingenious pcrfvoj made Hiefe rc- 
ficdiiQns: “ fiehold ‘the llandai^ds which are 
the figns of command : to bcat.the drum, be- 
fongs only to kings^n fince the fame has been 
“ done by this young Mirza, he ought to hopo 
for the feepter.

When they had pafs’d the Sihon, and march’d 
one league, they went to encamp on the bimk of • 
the river Ardgc, near the bridge of 'Caldurma, 
caft of Otrar. • An imperial tent and large 
pa’dlion were erefted there for the Mirza i and ' 
the horfe-tail of the deceas’d emperor was fix’d 
over-againft the camp with the ufual ceretpony. 

From thence ^preffeswere fent to the Mirza 
Calil Sultan and the great Emirs o^ the.right 
wing, tyho were at Tachkunt and Charoukia, , 
to inform 'em that they had fent Timur’s coffin 
to Samareand* • and that the emprefie-s were 
gone.af^ ’em j that for tlieir parts rtjcy had 
refolv’d to continue the war to Chiria, ahd were 
fet Ou^^withvthat .They alfo fent couriers 

with the fame news to the Mirza Sultafi Huflein, 

, who commanded. thedeft wing, defiring him to

Fate had 
not ^cfolv’d on the dejhgn of making war in 
China ; on which accoent all the efforts for that 
purpofewere render’d ufclcfs, and fortune over- 
turn’d this hopeful projeft ; for the Mirza Sultan 
Huflein had no foonor heard of Timur’s death, 
than the defire of revolting, which had lain 
conceal’d in his breaft fo long, and the cftc&s of 
w hich he had difeover* d hi the war at Damafeus, 
'where thro an unheat d-cT cowardice he aban- 
don’d our party, when t' .-yrian army fally’d 
out of the city to attack :s • the defire of re- 
volting, 1 fay, re-kinOi ' h s breaft on this 
occafion and excited by a deprav’d imagina- 
tion^’ he disbanded part of the trtjops of the 
left wing, and tdking from 'em their horfes, 
pafs’d the Sihon at Cogcijide with a^thoufand 
ftien; ^ach having two horfes, with whom he 
took the road td Samarcand by the way of Ca- 
aac, defigni(jgf;to furpl^ize the inhabitants of 
that place by a ftratagem, that they might faf- 
fer him to enter v.he city. At noon of the fame 
day the courier, ,wlro had earry’d him the exprtfs,

They alfo fenc a courier to Coja Youfef to inform 
him of what* had happen’d, aOvj%g him to ufe 
all neceflary precautions in relation to the litter, 
and endeavor to convey it iflto the city as foon 
as polfibte,' left the SuUah Huffein, excited by 
his ambition, under pretfcoce of feeing Timur’s 
coffin enter Samarcand, (hould get in himfclf, and 
ftir up A fevolj:. They difpatch’d an exprefs to 
C^ldSnitap and hia great Emirs u ho

fembkd at*Tachkunt ; and widiout fending for 
the a^k'ice of the othdr Mirzas, the emprefles, 
or great Em'irs Cheik Noureddin and Chamejic, 

, had advanc’d the J^fraa Calil Sultan to the 
’ throne of the empire at Tachkimt, and fworn to 
obey him, not confidering the ill fuepefs W'hich 
miift attend an, undertaking of that importance. 


C H A P> XXXVII. • " 

J letter to the great Emirs who ^ere at, 
Tachkunt. 

T H E emprefl'es, Mirzas, and Emirs Cheik 
Noureddin and ChameJic, having receiv’d 
advice of the oath taken by the great Emirs to 
the Mirza Sultan, whom they had ‘plac’d 
( n ilic throne, wrote the following letter to ’em ’ 
by way of reprimand. 

“ The great Timur our mafter,' of^blefled 
memory, has ordain’d by his laft wil the 
“ Mirza Pir Meheroed Gehanghir his heir and 
“ la*ful fuccedbr to<he empire, whomwe have 
“ fworn to obey, tho at the peril of out 
“ At prefent you have afte^^contrary to the 
“ exprefs will of our great mafter and bene-- 
" fai^or. iRy this difobeying his laft will, you 
“ have forgot the obligations you lie under to 
“ himr We did not doubt that if any one' had 
“ but advis’d to do as you have done, you 
“ w'ou’d hav'e oppos’d ’em with all your power. 

*' We can’t ccuiiprehend how lords o& fo great 
experienc!^^ jhayeijJarM to commit an aftion of 
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BookVI. fuch ill coafcquence ; which in the end muft 
Vo'Y^' “ produce repentance and mifery on your fide, 

. “ Your, manner of afting will doubtlefs be 
“ charg’d. as an excefspf ambition: how comes 
“ it then that you have* wounded yoiiir hcputa- 
tion by ingratitude to,\^'irds your beueiadoi;? 
“ You have violated ydur oath of fidelity tc 
" 7 ‘imur,' which you ought never to have done, 
“ cfpecially at a time when fo many misfor- 
“ tunes have been caus’d by the death of our 
“ gracious mafter. Don’t you confider the ill 
“ name you’ll acquire by this, aftiotl in hiftory, 
“ wbi«h will remain to the end of time? How 
can you epnfent to *this difhonorable deed, 
who have fo often facrific’d your lives in the 
“ purfuit of honor? How can you become 
traitors to an emperor, for whofe fake you 
“ have fo often and fo generoufly expos’d your 
” felves t*o the greateft dangers ? What is mofl: 
furprizing is, that your confciences muft 1 1 - 
prove you at the fame time that we do i .. c 
“ ybu are not ignorant of the cfime yi 
“ committed. How can perfons of 'yoi - ' 
quality, of fo great underftanding, and '. ry; 
“ experience, dare to commit fo enormoi^ a 
“fault?”. 

This letter w^s feal’d, and font by a ||eflen- 
ger nam’d Abon Dgyoura; who having deli- 
st’d it to the Emirs, they read it, and after a 
ferious refiediop, acknowledg’d their fault, and 
. w’efS forty for it : but repentance was too late, 
they having refignki their liberty to another.

The Emir Bereftdfc arrives at the emprejfes 
court, with an anfwer to the letter fent the 
EmirSy who were at Tochkunt with the Mir- 
z^a Cain, Sultan. 

T H E Mirzas, eraprefl'es and Emirs being 
encamp’d at A^foular, the EmirBerendac, 
fon of GehanChah, arriv’d from 'I’achkunt, and 
being admitted into their prefence, paid his 
compliments of condolence ; and afterwards 
took iiis place in the council-hail with the E- 
mirsCheik Noureddin and Chamelic, where he 
prefented the following letter written by the 
*^mirs Codadad HulTcini and Chamfeddin Ab- 

We have taken an oath to obey the Mirza 
.alfl Sultan, for the good of both church andf ' 
date, and to maintain the fucceilion of the 
kingdom in our mafter’s family for e««r , The 
*’ misfortune which has ‘happen’d appear’d fo 
“ |errible to us, that we fear d fomc unexpefted 
“ revolt, which it* wou’d have been impoffible , 

“ to have remedy’d. Ail we have done ‘was 
“ with a ftneere intentioR. A |;eneral was 
“ wanting to our troops, that* no one might 
** have any pretence for rovolting, which wou’d 
“ baye brought the ftate into confufion and dif- 
“ order: we therefore imagin’d you wou’d have 
“ had the lame fentiments with us. But lince 
“ our proceedings do not agree with the lall 
“ will of our mafter, w'e receive his orders 
“ with rpfpeift and fincerity ; and God forbid 
Voi. II. Cc “ we 
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“• \vc fhou’d in any wife contradict, ’em. VVc 
“ fha!I be always ready to join in whatever you 
“ judg proper to do as to the execution of tlic 
“ emperor’s teftament.” 

'riie Emirs Clicik Noiireddin and Clialhclic 
having read this letter, whi^h was conformable 
to what the Emir Bcrendac had declar’d to ’em, 
told him they cou’d by no means confent to any 
thing done in contradiction to 'I’imur’s w’ill, and 
that they wou’d never acknowlcdg the Mir/a 
Cali I Sultan. “If wc difobey our emperor’s 
“ orders, fay they, and acknowledg any other 
“ for his fucccflbr than wjiom he has declar’d, 
“ wc (hall deferve to be loaded with misfor- 
“ tunes and (Itame, and to be tor ever accurs’d. 
‘‘ We’ll take great care as to what we do in this 
‘‘ affair, of which every fcnfible and impartial 
“ man may judg.” 

'I'hen the Emirs wrote a fecond letter to thofe 
at Tachkunt, whom they invited to fubmit en- 
tirely w the will, and annul the oath they had 
taken thro inadvertency ; as likewife to remem- 
ber the obligations they were under to Ihe em- 
peror, and not have caufe to blufh before him at 
the day^of judgment. “ This aftion, added 
they,*‘will look ill ' both in the fight of God 
and man, and 5e an eternal blot upon you, 
“ which you will never be able to wipe off.” 

This fecond letter was put into the hands of 
the Emir ^rendaa, to whom they fpakc as fol- 
lows : “ You have committed a great fault, 
“ which you ought •to repair by vacating the 
“ ’Oath you have fo wrongfully taken, and by 
“ following our mailer’s orders, which, we arc 
“ all oblig’d to obey. Submit your felvcs to the 
“ Mirza Pir Mehemed, and perfuade the Mirza 
“ Calil Sultan to do the fame. Yon muft fign 
“ an agreement to that piirpofc, and fend it to 

“ us 
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“ us at Samarcand, that wc may deliver it to Chap.^S. 
“ the Mirza Who is the true and lawful heir to 

the empire.” I'hen the Emir Berertdac fet out 
for Tachkunt. 

^JCxt day the Mirzas, cmprefles and Emirs 
departed to continue their road* towards Samar- 
tand. I'he Mirza Olbuc.-Bec, with the Emir 
Chamelic, at the head of one body of the army, 
march’d towards the right : and the Mirza Ibra- 
him Sultan^ with the Emir Cheik Noureddin, 
commanding another body, towards the left. 

Thefe two Mirzas were then but eleven years 
old ; and Olouc- Bcc.being eldeft by four months 
and twenty days, the Emir Chamelic, when . 
they were arriv’d at Caradgec, fet out before, 
in purfuance of the refolution taken inthe af- 
fcmblyj and being arriv’d at Samarcand, the 
governor Argoun Chah fhut the gates againft 
him, and even plac’d a guard upon the walls. 

The Mirza Calil Sultan had written a letter to 
him full ,of fine promifes, by which he jngag’d 
him to be of his fide, telling him that if he 
was willing to gain his favor, he lliou’d re- 
fufe entrance to the Emirs Cheik Noureddin and 
Chamelic. • 

Argoun Chah, puff’d up by this Mttza’s fair 
promifes, which flatter’d the ambition and in- 
gratitude inherent* in his I’urcoman blood, a* , 
bandon’d himfelf to folly, and was won over to 
the Mirza Calil Sultan. The Emir Chamelic 
• went from the gate of Cheik Zade, which is Upon 
that road, to the gate of Tchehar Raha, where 
the Emirs Argoun Chah, Coja Youfef, and o^er 
chiefs of the city commonly keep their flations. 

Argoun Chah (vrMi’d not fuffer him to enter,, pre- 
tending to (land by the 9Eders he had receiv’d of 
Timor. Hr moreover told him that he was 
ready to Jbelieve the emperor had by his tefta-

'•''W cefl'or ; but tliac he woii’d wait till all the Mif- 
zasand Emirs being aflembled together agreed 
oil it; that he wou^ then open the gates to ’eniii 
and they might proclaim the Mirza, and place 
him upon the throne ; after .w^hich he wou’d de- 
liver up the government of (he city. 

The Emir Chamclic believing that what Ar- 
gouh Chah had told him was all grimace, and 
that he was refolv’d not to open the gate, re- 
turn’d very much aflli£ted: : he crofs’d the river 
Couhec, and being arriv’d at Ali Abad, a town 
of Sogdiana Kelana, be ipet the Mirzas and 
empreHes, wlio had pals’d the mountain of Ca- 
tadgec. He told ’em how aJfairsftood, and his 
thoughts of Argoun Chali’s real defigns. This 
renew’d their atflididns, and oblig’d ’em to en- 
camp. Serai Mule Canum and Totjmaa Aga 
held a council with the Emirs on what was 
moft fitting to be done, and agreed that it 
wou’d ^1^ belt to go to Bocara, while they 
ftou’d lend the Emir Cheib Noweddin to Sa- 
marcand, to perfuade the Emirs there to giv® 
’em entrance.

cfTed, rf turned to AJiAbad, where he gave an 
account to the Mirzas and epiprcfl'cs of all that 
had pafs’d. 


CHAP. XXXIX. 

Relation cf what hapfen*d on the Emir Be* 
rehdae^s return to Tofhkunt, 

W E faid before that the Emir Berendac , 
had made a treaty at Acfoulat with the 
Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Chamelic, which 
he had confirm’d with an oath, wherein he had 
promis’d to risk his life in the defence of Timur’s 
laft will; and that he went back to Tachkunt 
with letters to the Emirs there. Thefe Emirs 
having read thofe letters, became very , forry 
for having proclaim’d and fworn to the Mir?a 
Calil Sultan, and unanimoully approv’d of wha^ * 
the Emir Berendac had cold ’em from the other 
&nir5, faying that the throne belong’d to him 
*whom Timur had declar’d his heir by will, and 
that they wQu’d never confenc to alter it. After 
which they drew up a manifefto, which every 
one lign’d and feal’d, and the Mir^a Calil Sul- 
tan was likewife oblig’d ,tO fubferibe. The 
Mirza order’d Atilmich to carry this paper, with 
prefents, to the Emirs Noureddin and Cbamelic, 
froflMthence be was to convey it to the Mirta 
the lawhil heir ; and before his departure, he 
faid to him, *** When you have alfiir’d tl>e Miraa 
** Pir Mehemed of my refpeiSs, tell him I am 
" his fincero friend, and aecordiog to the will 
of the ^mperor our father and mafter, I ac- 
kpowjedg him hisfucocCfor in the empire.” 

Cc 3 In 
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In this the Mirza afted the part of a hypocrite, 
his foie defire being to command: and there 
were fome Emirs 'who egg’d him on to the exe- 
cution of his defigns, tno they had had Sccefs 
to his perfon 'but for a fliort time. “ The 
“ ftrongeli, fay they;, ought to govern i and he 
“ W'hohas any advantage diou’d make ufeof it. 
“ You muft, my lord, embrace this opportunity 
“ to depart immediately for Samarcand, and 
“ afeendthe thron6, after which you fhou’d open 
“ the treafurys, and by your liberalitys make 
“ both high and low your, fervants ; for man is 
“ a (lave to favors. Arm your felf with policy 
“ and ' courage for your advancement, and lofe 
“ no time ; for fuch an affair as this won’t ad- 
“ mit of delay or cowardice. Such an oppor- 
“ tiinity may not be met with for fevcral ages ; 
“ do not therefore negieft it. The poet fays, 

protraft not the happy minute ; for next mo- 
“ mentan infupcrable difficulty may be ftarted.” 

The'fe advices were fo often repeated, that 
' the Mirza’s ambition furmounted his reafbn : he 
got together ail the horfes, mules and camels 
bclongii^ to Timur, and to the Mirzas and 
Emirs di his attendance, which he had left tef 
graze at Tachkunt and Seiram, and diftributed 
’em among the Emirs and dthef officers of Irac 
who w'crc of his party j he gave ’em a great deal 
of mony, fluffs, bdtS) cuirafTcs, arms and uten- 
flls, which belong’d to the foldiersof the army 
who were in thofe* quarters : and tlien he de- 
parted at their head for Samarcand. When he 
was come near the Sibon, he encamp’d ; and 
afterwards refolv’d that the Emir Berendac, 
with the troops of the right wing, fhou’d crofe 
the Sihon forthwith on a bridg df boats above 
Charoukhia; and that-himfclf woii’d pafs over 
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after him ; and then tht Emirs CodacLid, 
feddin Abbas, and the other Emirs- 

The ^mir Bereiidac had alread)’ made a ferret 
prcTpefal to thefc Emirs, that he (hon’d join 
the Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Chamelic; to 
v.liich they confewllcd, faying, they von’d do 
nothing repugnant to I'lmur’s will, and that 
their intention alto was to abandon the Mirya 
*Calil Sultan, and march towanls Atcliic Fcr-- 
kinr. BereWlaO advis’d ’em to Hay fomc da>s 
near Tachkunt, that he might inform ’em of 
vhat fhou’d happen ; anci that .afterwards thev 
fhou’3 unanirnoiiOv profeciire what was jiiH and 
leafonablc, that fo their deligns might have the • 
defir’d fuccels. 


CHAP. XL. 

Thfi grext Emirs opfofe the Mirzx Cxlil 

, Haltan. 

• • . 

T he Emirs Bercndac, Ronftem I’agi Boii- 
ga, and Abdelkerim fon of Hadgi Seifed- 
din, being arriv’d at the Sihon, paf^d it on a 
bridg ; after whjch Berendac broke it down, 
and then went to join the Mirzas and emprelfcs . 
who were on their road to Samarcand. I'he 
Emirs Codadad and Chamfeddin likewife aban- 
don’d the Mirza Calil Sultan, and march’d to 
Atchic Ferkint ; on advice of which, that Mirza 
wefit to the gihon, and having rebuilt the bridg, 
pafs’d the river next day with his troops. I'he 
Emir Berendac being arriv’d in the neighbor- 
hood of Douabc, met Gelal Baonrdgi, who on 
the Emir Chamelic’s return to Samarcand had 
abandonM the Mit/as and emprefles, and was 
C c 4 going 
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wok VI. goisg over to the Mirza Calil Sultan : he gave 
<^Wi> Berendac an account of the Emir Chamelic’s 
journy to 'Samarcand, and of Argoun Chah’s re- 
filling him entrance into the city. 

The Emir Berendac fiupriz’d at this news, 
and mov’d as well by his aiqbition as his cowar- 
dice, prefer’d policy .to juftice and reafon ; and 
regardlefs of his oath, or the obferrauce of the 
rules of equity, immediately return’d to find the 
.Mir?a Calil Sultan. On the contrary, Rou- 
flcm Tagi Bouga went to Ali Abad, where he 
inform’d the Mirzas of the Emir Bcrcndac’s 
return. This latter, adiatn’d and confoauded, 
. beg’d pardon of the Mirza Calil, and folemnly 
fwore to him a fecond time. The Mirza with 
thofe of his party declar’d the paper void, where- 
in they had promis’d obedience to the Mirza 
Pir Mehcmcd, iho he had fet his feal to it, and 
fent it by Atilmich ; and at the fame time he 
continu’d his road towards Samarcand, W'ith de- 
fign t<^ ufiirp the empire. 'I’his news being 
,come to the Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Cha- 
raelic, they thus addrefs’d the cmprelfes. “The 
“ evil counfel of feditious perfons has at prefent 
“ obtainVl : the Emirs have again taken an 
“ oath fo the Mirza* Calil Sultan ; they have 
“ violated the treaty which they fubferib’d 
. “ and feal’vl, and are all on' their march to Sa- 
“ marcand. He who breaks his w'ord and oath, 
“ ought to be abhor’d by every one, as an 
“ enemy to mankind. Every body’s heart 
“ Ihoii’d now be rent into a thoufand pieces; 
*' for the raoft powerful emperor, yvho wus in- 
“ a manner the foul of the world/ is dead ; but 
“ frarceis he expir’d, when fome raw youths, 
“ whq^n-from the loweA flate of life he has 
“ raii|P’^to the g'reateft honors. Become trai- 
“ tors to him, and forgetting the obligations 

“ they 
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“ they owe him, contravene his orders, and Chap 
“ violate their oaths. How can wc diffemblc 
“ our grief at fo terrible a misfortune ? An 
“ emceror, whofe equal is no where to be met 
“ with, who has oblig’d the kiags of the earth 
“ to ferve at his grfte, and has juflly acquir’d 
“ the name of conqueror, is no looncr pafs’d 
“ out of this world, than his laft will is tram- 
pled upon. Religion is barter’d for this 
" world. What unheard-of ingratitude is it, 

“ that abjedt Haves, after fo many benefits re- 
“ reiv’d, ihou’d become the enemys of their 
“ great benefactor ? • If rocks had but a heart, 

“ they wou’d tnoir n at the fight of fo abo- * 
“ niinablc an adiior- Why are not ftoncs 
“ rain’d down from heaven to puniib. thefc un- 
“ grateful wretches? As for us, may God 
“ grant us his grace, that we may not forget 
“ our matter’s favors ; but that after we have

’em, and fpake as follows. 

“ Every one knows that no body had freer

“ And tho fince his death every one has turn’d 
his back upon us, yet for our parts we’ll ne’er

others have no thoughts of blufhing before 
him at the day of judgment, wchave. Oar 
“ intention is to feck the Mirza Pir Mehemeu, 
“ who is declar’d by Timur’s teftament the 
la\Vful heir to the empire, and to ofter our 
“ fervice to him : and if to fulfil our bcnefac- 
“ tor’s will, we mu ft risk our lives, and for- 
fake pur worldly goods, we’Jl do it a thoufand

“ of fo infamous an aflien, wc cou’d never 
“ hope to enjoy one day in paradife. You, E- 
“ mirs, who we^e the neareft officers of that 
“ happy emperor, let us know your . fentiment 
“ w'ith regard to this refolution.” 

'The Emirs of this aflembly, whofc hearts 
were fcniibly touch’d, unanimoufly anTw'er’d,

“ orders : lince you are refolv’d to execute his

A fter the rcfolution was taken of going , 

to Bocara, the jd of Ramadan 807, the ^^"* *^* 
Mirzas Olouc-Bec and Ibrahim Sultan took 
leave of the eniprelfes, who, after exceillve 
grief on both fides, embrac’d the Mirzas with 
the greateft tendernefs, and recommended ’em 
to the divine protedion. Thefe princes took 
horie, and departed from AH Abad, trufting 
only in the affiftance of heaven. The* Emirs^ 

Cheik Noureddin and Chamelic follow’d ’em,* 
having with ’em Timur’s treafury, which con- 
fifted of ready mony, jewels, habits, «rms and 
other riches, which this* emperor altfays kept 
by him : and they fent Rouftem Tagi Bouga 
to Bocara befor^iiHe reft, to give aH tjcceffary , 
orders.

T H E emprefles, accompany’d by the young 
princes the Mirzas children, as Baiera, 
Aidgel, Sadv^cas, Siorgatmich and others, with 
feveral faithful domeftics, departed from All 
Abad ; and having the deceas’d emperor’s horfe^ 
tail and drums carry’d before ’em, and his bag- 
gage following behind, they took the road to 
Samarcand, and arriv’d at the gate of Tche- 
bar Raha, with their hair dilhevel’d, and 
their eyes gulhing out with tears. The E- 
mirs of the city had the infolence to refufe o- 
pening the gate to ’em that day: on which 
the eii\prefles went down into the garden of 
the hfiirza Charoc near that gate, whdre they 
pafs’d the night.

At their 
arrival there they uncover’d their heads, and 
tore their hairj they mangled their faces, and 
caft themfelyes on rhe ground, to 'teftify their 
forrow for the emperor. The princefles Can- 
zade and Roukia Canica, the Mirza Mehcmed 
Gehanghir, with feveral grandees of the em- 
pire, as the Co)a Abdulevel and others, with 
the wives of the Chcrifs and principal perfons, 
having felts about their necks, and their faces 
torn, affembled together in different mourning- 
habits. I’he inhabitants Ihut up the (hops and 
markets ; and every one made lamentations over

H E Mirzas Olouc-Bec and Ibrahim Sul- 
X. v/ho had ^aheu the road to Bocara 

from Ali Abad, arriv’d the fourth of Ramadan April 15 
807 at the walls of Debbons, a very high for- 
trefs, at the foot of which runs the river of Sa- 
marcand. They were met there byBeyanTe- 
itiour Caaen, brother of Mengheli Coja, from 
Samarcand, who brought a letter from^ Coja 
Youfef and Argoun Chah, the tenor of which 
as as lollows. “ After the ufual falutations, 

' we let you know that tho we have refus’d to ^ 

' open the gates of the city to you, it was not * 

“ thro any motive of treafon, or with intent to 
“ revolt: our defign is only to obferve •Timur’s 
“ laft will, to the alteration of w'hich ^ell ne- 
" ver confent. If the Mirza Calil Sultan fbou’d 
come hither, we'wou’d ufe him is the fame 
“ manner. We are refrdv’d to preferve this 
** city, it being the feat of the empire, and not 
“ deliver it up to any one till %e coming of 
“ the Mirza Pi r Mehemed,. the lawful fuccelTor 
“ to the crown, into whofe hands we will re- 
fign It according to the emperor’s te'ftament. 

" We thus, let you know the flare of afl'airs, that. 

“ you may not be incens’d againft us.” At the 
end of the letter they fwore to perform what 
they promisid. 


The 
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fcoQkVI. The Mirzas, ootwithftaiiding the oath, fiif- 
peflied the promifes of thefe flatterers : but not 
to irritate *em in this bad conjunfture, they dif- 
fembled their fufpicion, and order'd the meflengcr 
to falute the ^mirs, and tell 'em that it their 
intention was to do what^they, had, promis’d, 
it wou’d be better for ’em, fince it was the way 
which every honcft and fcnlible man won’d take. 
Befldes this they wrote a letter, in which they 
mildly advis’d 'em to continue firm in the rcfo- 
lution they had taken, and to govern the, city 
according to their duty, without hearkning to 
any inftigations to the contrary ; for if they kept 
their word, and acknowledg’d the obligations 
they had receiv’d from the emperor, in main- 
taining the city for the Mirza Pir Mehemed, 
they w'ou’d fulfil their mafter’s will ,• it being 
an indifpenfable obligation on every one to do 
that which is wcll-pleafing both to God and 
man, that fo their integrity might be mention’d 
with , honor by pofterity. They likewife or- 
, , der’d him to tell 'em they need not doubt but 
that, when the Mirza fhou'd be fix’d upon the 
throne, he wou’d diftinguifh them above all 
others, las they had preferv’d it for him j but if 
they Ihbu'd tranfgreTs the orders of their benc- 
faftor, they wou’d commit a very heinous and 
treafonabie a^ion, and befides the difhonor and 
infamy of it, wou’d incur a fevere punifbment, 
and muft in the ‘end repent in vain. They 
feal’d up this Iwcer, which they deliver’d to Be- 
yan Temour Cazen," who immediately return’d 
with it |o Samarcand.

The Mirsuis ajid E'mirs at Bocara receive 
advice of the Mirz,a Cali I Sulfates arrival 
at Samarcand^ and of the obedience paid 
him by the Emirs of that city. 

B e y A N Temoiir Cazen being return’d to 
Samarcantl, the I^mirs continu’d their jour- 
ny towards Bocara, and two or three days after 
receiv’d advice that the Mirza Calil Sultan, who 
had taken the road of Samarcand from I'achkunt, 
with the Emirs of his party and his troops, 
being excited by a defire of ufurpation and do- 
minion, had made great hafie j that being arriv’d 
near the city, the Emir Coja Youfef went out 
to meet him with prefents, and liad receiv’d him 
as emperor, liaving caft gold and precious Clones ^ 
before Him, andkifs’d his hand at Chiraz, a vil- 
lage four miles from Samarcand ; that the Cherifs 
and principal perfons of the city had done the 
fame ; that when the Mirza was arriv^ at the 
bank of the river of Couhcc, Argoun Chali went 
out to make his fubrtliflion to him, ami had de- 
liver’d the keys of the city and caftic, with thofc 
of the treafury of that capital, into his 
hands ; and that all the traitom of the city and 
of the Mirza’s cogrt had unanimoiiO v rcfplv’d to 
acknowledg him for their fovereign, regard'efs 
their oaths, or the obedience due to Trmur’s lali 
teftament. 

The Emirs Cheik NouredJin and Chamelic 
having heard ‘this news, loaded the ingrateful 
perjurors witli curfes ; .and wrote a letter to 
! em 
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]bookV{. ’em Yuli reproaches, which they fent by an 

LfVNJ cxprefs. Then continuing their road, they met 
Rouftem Bel las, brother of Hamza, governor of 
Bocara, whom they had feat thither before, and 
was return’d to meet the ^^irzas, who b^'ihg ar- 
riv’d before the city went to vilit thp fepulcher 
of the prophet Job, whore affiftance they im- 
plor’d. iTiey made a new treaty in this holy 
place, which they confirm’d by folemn oaths. * 
Afterw aids they took boric, and enter’d Bo- 
cara j they lodg’d in the caftle, which they re- 
built, and augmented the fortifications. As to 
the guard of the city, they agreed that the gate 
which opens upon it, with one half of the caftle, 
Ihou’d be under the care of the Mirza Olouc-Bec, 
affifted by the Emir Chamelic ; and that the gate 
which looks upon the out-parts, with the other 
half of the caftle and walls, Ihou’d be command- 
ed by the Mirza Ibrahim Sultan, attended by the 
Emir Cheilc Noureddin ; that the city fhou’d be 
guarded by the Emirs Rouftem Berlas, his bro- 
ther Hamza, Atilmich, Teveckul Carcara, and 
others, each of whom fhou’d have the care of a 
gate, as well as of the baftions and walls. 
Having' all come to this refolution, they began 
immediately to put ft in execution, and to re- 
build the walls of the city.

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CHAP. XLVI. 

Coronation the Mirz^ Calil Sultan at 
Samarcdnd. 

T H E aftrologer Montana Bcdrcdditi having 

made choice of wednefday the idth of April 27. 
Ramadan 807, which anfwers to the year of the *4os» 
Hen, the Am being in the Axth degree of Aries, 
for the coronation oT the Mirza Calil Sultan ; 
that prince made his entry the fame day into 
Samarcand, and took poilcllion of the great im- 
perial palace, where the treaAircs of all Alia 
were amafsM. Being feated on the throne in his 
imperial habits, he receiv’d the AibrnilHon of the 
Mirzas, Emirs, and principal men of the ftate, 
who on their knees congratulated ids acccllion to 
the throne. ' 

As foon as he w'as inftal’d, to Ihew he had an* ' 
outwaid regard to Timur’s tcA ament, he gave 
the title of Can to the Mirza Mehcme>l Gchan- 
ghir, fon of the Mirza Mehemed Sii!tair,.and ne- 
phew of the Mirza Pir Mchemed, tho this young 
prince was but nine*years of age : and his name 
was plac’d at the top of all the patents and im- 
perial orders according to egftomi tho the Mir- 
za Calil Sultan had the foie g^pofal of every 
thing, as if he had been the lawful fovereign of 
all 'I'ranfoxiana. 

T wo days after, this new emperor W'ent to the 
Canicah of the deceas’d Mirza Mehemcd Sultan, 
where Timur’s tomb w'as, to pay his devotions, 
and perform the public ceremonys of mourning. 

The empre^'es, Mirza,s, Emirs, and all the peo - 
ple came there in black habits, and wept and 
V 0 i. II. D d made 
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BdokVI. made^ bitter lamentations. By the MirzaCali! 

Sultan’s order the whole Alcoran w'as read thro, 
alms w ere'diftributed among the poor and fick, 
.and a great funeral-»banquct_^prepar’d> 

’J'hen the emperor’s drum W as beat in & very 
mournful manner, after which it was broke to 
pieces according to eullom. The learned men 
and poets compos’d panegyrics and epitaphs 
upon the emperor ; and among others the fon ot 
the Co;a Mafaoud Bocari, and the Coja Afmet 
Ulla. 

As the pious 'I’imur, by rcalbn of tlie love he 
always bore to the Cherifs, had feveral times de- 
lir’d that his tomb flioti’d be plac’d under that of 
the great Cherif Seid Berekc, that Cherif’s coffin 
was tranfported from Andcoud, and inter’d un- 
der the maufoleum Timur had credited near the 
alcove of the Canicah; and Timur’s body w.as 
plac’d underneath that of the Cherif, according 
to the orders he had given ,* the corps of the 
Mirza Mehemed Sultan was alfo tranfported to 
the fame maufoleum, and bury’d at the emperur 
his grandfather’s fide. May God enlighten tiicir 
fouls with the lamps of his mercy. 

VVhen<the Mirza Calil Sultan was fix’d on rhe 
throne, he open’d his'treafures, and diftributed 
them very liberally among the Emirs, princip.d 
lords, and«foldicrs : but why fhou’d it be callM 
liberality? it was rather imprudence and proch- 
gality, for he 'diftributed his gold like meafurcs 
of wheat, and j^vas carry’d away by loads, as 
com out of barns, to the g^eat amazement of 
the people. •*

C H.A P. XLVII. 

Abridgment^ tj/fs bifiory of the reign of the 
Mtrz.4 Cain Sultan t and the caufe of his * 
ruin, 

L E A'R NED men have accounted kings 
the ihadow of God, and acknowledg’d 
that the power of fovereigns is as a ray of the 
Divinity. But nofhing is likcwife more cer- 
tain, than that he who believes himfelf capable 
ot w'orthily acquitting chat great charge with- 
oat the divine afliftance, gives credit to what 
is both abfiird ajid impoffible : for God always 
favors with his mercy the good man, and pre- 
fers above all other potentates thofe who regu- 
larly pay their devotions to him, and diliribute 
.lims to the poor. We may alfo be aflnr’d that 
Rate is not well govern’d by its vail creafiirfis — 

,u}J magazines, nor by the multitude of its 
ri oops or the great number of its captains; but 
by the protediem of the Aitnighty. I# fine, there 
is fomewhat belides valor rcquilite for the go- 
vern ing of a greajt empire. 

The truth of this plainly appears in the cafe ’ 
of the Mirza Calil Sultan, who thro injufticc 
and fevor^ble conjundlures* b|came maAer of fo 
va A an extseat of ground, as fcarcely ever any one 
cmpgroTipoflrefs’afo much! His birth, asgrand- 
lon of ti^«r«at Timur- Gee, drew on him the 
attcatiioa W'hole univerfet and at his 

grandfacHer^s dead), moft part of the Nevians 
and great l^mirs werii-: Withjiim at Tachkunt. 

When they receiv’d the news of that misfor- 
tune, their hearts w'ere fill’d with fear : and as 

Dd 2 of 
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^ook'Vil. of 'rimm ’s cliiklifen, there were none at that 
wOfTvJ place older than the Mirza Calil Sultan, eve- 
ry one tooff an oath to him,, thinking by this 
means to preferve the* crown fdr ever in Tinj'w’s 
family. 

I'he Mirza at the fame tobk th«* road to Sa- 
marcaud, and at his arrival there perceiv’d a 
general conftcrnatioo among the people, the 
chief of whom, judging it beft fo to do, went 
to meet him, and congratulate him on his com- 
ing to the crown. I’he Emirs who had the keys 
of the city and treafurys, likew ife refign’d ’em 
to him ; and fo he eaiily became maftcr of the 
throne of Samarcand. This city was then in a 
very (lourifliing condition, being inhabited by 
princes and great lords, learned dodors, and the 
moft skilful artills in the w'orld ; fo^ moft of the 
tradefmen of the towns conquer’d by Timur, 
had left their own country to dwell in this great 
city, it being the feat of the empire of Afia. 
Wc will not mention the immenfe treafures of 
• . ready mony, precious ftoncs, ftulfs, belts, cu- 
rious vcfl'els and toys, which W'cre innumerable ; 
nor the arms, bucklers, tents, pavilions, cano- 
pys, tbron|;s, and othjr marks of grandeur, 
riches and magnificence, which had been amaf- 
fing for feveral ages by the princes of all the 
kingdoms of* Afia, and had been pillag’d by 
Timur from the emperors and princes of the 
countrys of Iran ai|dTouran, from the country 
of the Calmacs to the frontiers of Greece and 
Natolia ,* and from the* farther part of India to 
the frontiers of Syria, and from Carezem and 
the great Capehae to the limits of^Ruifia, Cir- 
caOia, Bulgaria and Europe : befides wfrich was 
the tribute of tliirty-fix years received from all 
Afia. 

This 
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This city, tho fo vaftly rich, ancf HU’d with Ch:ip^47^ 
great quantitys of goods, and atxindaucc of 
foldicrs, fell into the hands.of the Mirza Calil 
Sultao vvithout hisffriking a blow for it: but tliis 
prodigal prince fqn^ndcr’ d aw^y all thole trea- 
fures, brbugh^all fhis grandeur to nothing, and 
entirely ruin'd this vaff power in lefs than four 
^years ; which was one means made ufc of by 
fate to ruin his good fortune. 

The fecond caufe was the Mirza’s violent 
.j'alSon for Chadi Mnlc, one of the concubines of 
the Emir Hadgi Scifeddin, whom he had private- 
ly marry'd in the crfiperor's abfence, and coil’d 
never vifit except in fccret : but when he 
fmndhimfelf an abfohne fovereign, he refign’d 
every thing up to the will of this beauty, and . 
took no pleafurc but in her company, her 
charms being the fubjeci: of all his thoughts ; 
while file fhew’d no regard cither to princes or 
nobles, but accounted every thing below her; 
and even the emperor, laying afide hiS fovc- 
rcignty, became her flave, and breath’d only by* ' 
her pcrmifllon. I'^his brought diforder upon the 
ftate, and^ upon the Mirza’s affairs, fojthat no- 
thing* fuccceded in which die fovereigiiBnithority 
Jiad any concern. He fquandcr’d away all his 
Willies, and chiefly among tJiofc who were afesr^ , 
wards the inftruments of his ruin : and tlio ho 
W'as fo rich that all the wealth of Hatem and 
the tribe of Tii did not amount to a tenth part 
of one of his treaftn7s, liet he foon -fpent all. . 

He hJyi.negleftcd'the coonfel not to be over- 
liberal, Tor fear of being at lafl left naked : 
and he feem’d* ignorant, that one fhou’d give 
only to thofe 'i^ho deferve it, and that in mode- 
ration. 

On this,aceount, the^firft thing to be men- 
tion’d as done by this prince was his exccffive 
D d 3 • pro- 
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®ook.VI. prodigality. He fprinkled handfuls of precious 
ftoncs on the heads of thofe, upon whom it 
wou’d have been a crime, in a manner, to fling 
a little earth; while perfons of cxtraortjip.ary 
merit cou’d obtain nothing, or at lead but a 
trifle. It was then a perfefi gam© of hazard ; 
for he who put in a penny, carry’d away a 
million ; and thofe who deferv’d vaft treafures, 
died without having a tenth part. Moreover, 
the Mirza advanc'd fevcral ftrangers of mean 
extraSion, made ’em Emirs, and gave ’em the 
firft places in the Hate; which difeover’d a 
great vant of policy and -condufi ; for it alie- 
nated the hearts of the great Emirs of his 
court, and the generals of his army from hit# : 
and even thofe upftarts whom he had enrich’d, 
fell into an excefs of fclf-love and pride, which 
was the root of many diforders. “ Beflow 
“ not honors, fays the poet, upon him thou 
“ lov’d, unlcfs by degrees ; for it you advance 
“ hiin /nn a fodden, he will become infenfible 
' ... ■<“ of the favors you have heap’d on him, and 
“ of the obligations be pwes to you.” 

Befides all this, as the Sultan Calil’s roiftrefs 
w as infe'fior in rank to the deceas’d emperor’s 
wives, and thefe emprefles became jealous of 
lici grow i .g greatncls, fliij conceiv’d a great 
‘ indignation againft ’em, and perfuaded Calil to 
give each of ’em, as w’ell as Timur’s concubines, 
to fonie brave Emii'in marriage, who might by 
that means, as Ihe pretended, become more at- 
tach’d to his interoft,‘and fo bring the ft^e into 
better order. Accordingly he behav’d nimfelf 
towards thofe venerable empret&s, whom he 
ought to have reverenc’d as his own mother, 
in a manner condemn’d by all men of fetife, 
forcing them to marry thofe who W'cre unworthy 
to be their porters : lie caft angels into the 

mouths 
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moiitlis of fatyrs, gave eagles to crows, flrung Ch9'p.47. 
pearls with pieces of glafs, and nibys with 
Hints j which he did without the Icaft remorfe. 

Biii^ he didnot con/ider, dm a king who had 
raft oft all thoiiglits of lionor, and jufticc, w'ill 
(hortly lofe hi? kiqgdotn* In eftedt, his aiffions 
drew on him the averfion of his foldiers, and 
even of all bis fnbjcSs : and as he no longer 
••acted with finccrity, the public affairs fell into 
the utmoft difordcr and confufion. “ He run, 

“ fays a certain poet, the (hip of empire a- 
ground ; both himfelf and his lady were call 
“ awayj for the kingdom flip’d out of his 
“ hands, and he (ell from the utmoft height-” 

■ ' The (ource ol all theft diforders was the great 
familiarity tlieMirza had with ftrangers, and 
perfons of no Hgurc or merit. The good ought 
to avoid the wicked j for the wicked are the 
caufe of their ruin, Thcfc events ftiew the 
great foul and admirable condud of Timur-Bec 
in his governing the empire ; they let us^fee that 
his ordering the death of jphis wo.nan was nof 
without the providence of God, too at that time 
every one w'as ignorant of tuc >'! confcqnencc 
of her being fuft'er’d to live. *

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CHAP. ^LVIII. 

Coaclufwn of the hijlory of’< fimur-BeCf where- 
in the quality s by which that conqueror Jur- 
pafs^d all the kings who preceded hinti are 
jet down. 

The names of his children who furviv^d him. 

T H E glorious perfeftions by which the in- 
comparable Timur- Bdc adorn’d the regal 
dignity, were his fincere piety, the great vene- 
ration lie bore to religion, his fin'd jnftice, and 
unbounded liberality, the eftefts of which were 
daily feen and felt by his people. 

As his great qualitys have been mention’d in 
the feries of this Iiiftory, oiir dclign at prefent 
is to take notice of certain which were pecu- 
liar to him. And among others, with regard to 
— liis birth, it is proper to be inform’d, that tho 
iiis ninth grandfather was 'I’oumene Can, of 
the race of Biizendgcr Can, cliief of a branch 
of the trih e ofCayat, ^who was defeended from 
Turk, the fon of japhet, thefonof Noah, on 
\vhom may/alvatidn reft ; (^fcom whence wedif- 
cover that his anceftors were Cans and emperors) 
yet the Emir Iragai his father, as w’cll as his 
grandfather the ErairBerkiilk, having abdicated 
the kingdom, and left the government of th6 
principality of Kcch, which they had preserv’d 
with the Toman of ten tlioufand men annex’d 
thereto, to the children of theiriincles of the 
family of Berlas; we may fay that Timur-Bec 
brought the crown into this auguff family, he 
being the firft emperor in it. 
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At the age of twenty-five he strain’d to the 
higheft dignitys, with admirable courage, and 
an ambitfon admir’d by ail the world, endea- 
vorirjg^ to bring the .great tilents he had re- 
ceiv’d 'from nature to perfedtion. . He pafs’d nine 
years in diffeK<int «ountrys, where his good 
fenfe and great genius appear’d in councils and 
alTemblys, while at the fame time his intrepidity 
dhd valor drew upon him every one’s admiration, • 
whether in perfoiial combats, or in pitch’d bat- 
tels, wherein no conqueror before him con’d boafl 
“performing even the tenth part of his actions. 

The truth of what *vc advance may eafily be 
conceiv’d, when we reflect on the adions re- 
lated in this book : and we are not at all appre- 
henfive that our hiftory will be tax’d with ex- 
aggeration. He mounted tlie throne of the 
empire when thirty-four years old, and reign’d 
fuccefsfully for thirty-fix years, during which 
time lie gain’d a confiderable number of con- 
quefis : lor he made himfelf matter of the.three 
empire.;, of Zagatai Can, Touchi Can, and Hu- ■ 
lacoii Can ; he fubdu’d the greateft citys, and 
kingdoms of Afia; and extended the limits of 
his dominions as far as the^borders of ^at part 
of the world ; fo that his* power, riches and 
magnificence were greater than wx can polfibly 
imagine. Tin’s is fo certain, that we need only 
read the hittorys of other kings and princes, 
in whofe familys the crown his continu’d a long 
time, to be allur’d of it. But the chief proof 
of his great power was, that to whatever place 
he marcli’d to W'age war, he foon conquer’d it, 
and gave the government thereof to fome of his 
children or oiiicers j not aitting like antient con- 
querors, who were contented with thofe tokens 
of fubmifGon which vanquilh’d princes might 
make by a tribute.

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BclkVI- One thing further remarkable in this monarch 
was, that tho he always obferv’d the wholelbm 
maxim of holding diets, yet- he never i'oieJycon- 
Hdcd in ’em ; but* conftantly did what liis, own 
good genius infpir’d in him, and had fuch 
good fuccefs in all his iifider^akings, that it 
ieem’d as if he had -been always the care of di- 
vine providence. He rou’d not be fhalscn in his 
• refolutious : he had the policy to be prefent at 
the execution of his moft important enterprixes, 
cither as to the date or religion. Both in peace 
and war he wou’d put forward every thing hiin- 
felf. ^ 


Befides his great and continual employments 
in war and the government, there remain ma- 
ny monuments of his ambition and grandeur, 
in citys, towns, caftles, and walls which he 
built ; in rivers and canals which he dug ; and 
in works of piety, as mofqucs, cliappels," hofpi- 
tals, bridges, palaces, ’ monaflerys, gardens, 
vineyards, and pleaiurc-iioufes, which he crcc- 
' ted in divers parts of Alia, ui fo great^ a num- 
ber, that it wou’d take up a large volume only 
to enumerate ’em, without deferibing each in 
particular. And it wou’d be no exaggeration 
to fay, that a king wou’d be accounted very 
powerful and raagnifeentj who fliou’d have 
employ’d thirty-iix years only in building the 
great edifices which Timur did ; and that he 
wou’d be thought to forpafs all the kings of 
the earth on that account, without carrying on 
thofe long wars, ahd obtaining the fijrprizing 
conguefts which be did. Are not all the cara- 
vaiileras in the great roads of*Alia for the ac- 
commodation of travellers, the magni&ent 
monafterys and hofpitals, from which t^ poor, 
the lick and travellers reap fo great advantages 
by the alms diftributtd there , are not theife,

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^ fay, the good works of this pious einperor, Chap.j(8, 
who now reaps the fruits of ’em in ctcrpity ? *»/VS^ 

We maj' alfo confider the blelBugs this em- 
peror receiv’d from heaven hi the great num- 
ber of children he left behind liitn ; w hich were 
thirty-fix fonSj*^nd /^venteen daughters living, 
according to the follow ing detail.

of age } Ahmed eighteen years ; Sidi Aimed fif- 
teen ; and Bayer a Hafan twelve. 

The fons of the Mirz^ M i r a h a n, 
thirty-eight years of age, w^re in all feven : 
Ahubkrey tw enty-tivee years old, wiip had two 
fons, Alenglier nine years of age, and Ofman * 
Chelebi four ; Omar twenty-two years old ; 

Cain Sultan twenty* one ; AiSgel ten ; and Sior- 
gatmkh fix. 

Th^ Mirza € fl a r*o c, twenty eight 
years of age, had feven fons; Olouc-Bec and 
Ibrahim Sultan, both eleven years old ; Baifancar 
eight years,-' Siorgatmeh fix j Mehemed *}auki 
three years ; ^anagkn two years; and Xarmi one 
year.

And as it was written in the book of fate, 
that the crown (hon’d continue in this illuftrious 
family by the branch of the Mirza Charoc and

treaty wc obtain’d a reimburfament of fi?:^hun- 
dred flioufand livres.

I’hc marrhal d’ Eftrfes tuve 
an account '^f it to the king af his return, as 
the marquis de Seignela; diJ cf a fcxrep nego- 
tiation, carry’d on by M. de la Oci;. alone, 
with the Arabian princes of the country of Tri- 
poli, to join their forces with the king’s at the 
firft fignal, if his majefty wou’d have permitted 
that city to be taken. '

under the duke de hfortemart, with the Alcaid 
Ali i-hief minifter for maritime aftWrs. 

I N riiuC, „ he manag’d, by th«f im’nediatc or- 
ders of the ^minillcrs and fecrctarys of ftatc, 
the. of ihe ambaffadors and envoys of 

Mori^o, Conftantinoplc, Algiers, Tunis and 
Tripoli, who were fent into France, and ex- 
plain’d to the king their harangues, compli- 
ments, and letters, from 1680 to his death ;
